THE  fubjed  of  this  work,  which 
attempts  to  give  as  complete  an 
account,  as  is  poffible  at  the 
diftance  of  a  century  and  an  half,  of 
one  of  the  greateft  of  your  Royal  High- 
nefs's  predeceflbrs  in  the  title,  which 
you  bear  fo  much  to  the  joy  of  the 
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whole  nation,  would,  if  treated  of  in 
any  manner  correfpondent  to  its  dig- 
nity, give  your  Royal  Highnefs  the 
chief  right  to  this  addrefs,  both  from 
the  fame  elevation  of  rank,  and  the 
fame  amiablenefs  of  chara&er.  But 
confcious  of  my  own  defects  in  the 
compofition,  I  cannot,  without  diffi- 
dence, approach  your  Royal  Highnefs 
on  this  occafion  ;  a  diffidence  abated 
only  by  your  known  candour  and  ge- 
neral benevolence,  and  by  the  hopes^ 
that  the  variety  and  importance  of  the 
facts  now  firft  offered  to  the  public, 
and  the  fidelity  of  the  narration,  will 
be  confidered  as  the  beft  recommenda- 
tion, as  they  are  the  moft  eflential 
qualities,  of  an  hiftorical  performance. 
In  thefe  refpects  I  flatter  myfelf,  that 
my  refearches  have  enabled  me  to  do 
juftice  in  fome  degree  to  the  memory 

of 
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of  a  Prince,  who  has  long  been  the 
object  of  a  general  admiration,  by  a 
detail  of  particulars  not  known  to,  or 
defectively  related  by,  former  hifto- 
rians.  And  it  will  be  the  higheft  fa- 
tisfaction  to  me  to  have  exhibited  even 
an  imperfect  picture  of  fo  many,  and 
fuch  eminent  virtues  united  in  the 
Royal  Youth ;  vigour  and  activity  of 
mind  applied  to  the  acquilition  of  the 
moft  princely  accomplifhments ;  mo- 
defty  and  moderation  in  the  fecond 
ftation  of  power  and  grandeur;  a 
laudable  ambition  of  qualifying  him- 
felf  in  all  the  knowledge  requiftte 
for  the  adminiftration  of  government, 
without  the  leaft  impatience  for  the 
exercife  of  it,  till  he  fhould  be  called 
to  it  in  the  courfe  of  nature ;  regu- 
larity of  manners  amidft  the  tempta- 
tions of  youth  and  a  luxurious  court ; 
AS  a  love 
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a  love  of  truth  and  fincerity,  un- 
biaffcd  by  flattery,  and  never  violated 
by  himfelf  in  the  flighted,  or  (what 
is  much  more)  the  greateft  inftances ; 
generofity  enabled  by  oeconomy  to 
encourage  and  promote  all  ufeful  and 
public  defigns;  and,  above  all,  an 
habit  of  fincere  and  unaffected  piety, 
in  which  the  revival  of  his  example 
by  your  Royal  Highnefs  ought  to  have 
the  proper  effedl  of  reftoring  credit  in 
thefe  unthinking  and  licentious  times 
to  the  profeffion  and  practice  of  reli- 
gion, the  foundation  of  public  as  well 
as  private  happinefs. 

The  exercife  of  thefe  virtues  was, 
unhappily  for  the  laft  age,  confined 
to  the  fmall  circle  of  eighteen  years ; 
when  alas !  the  nation,  which  looked 
forward  with  pleafure  to  that  period, 

when 
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when  he  fhould  afcend  the  throne, 
faw  their  hopes  blafted  by  the  hand 
of  death  :  a  circumftance,  which 
naturally  recalls  the  memory  of  your 
Royal  Highnefs's  illuftrious  father,  alike 
efteerned  for  the  fame  public  and  pri- 
vate virtues,  added  to  the  moft  exem- 
plary tendernefs  of  conjugal  and  pa- 
ternal affection .;  and  ftill  more  re- 
gretted from  our  longer  experience  of 
them. 

But  I  am  reftrained  from  indulging 
the  melancholy  train  of  refle&rons, 
which  fuch  a  fubjecl:  muft  unavoidably 
occalion,  by  the  confideration'of  the 
day,  on  which  I  am  writing  this  ad- 
drefs,  diftinguifhed  by  your  Royal  High- 
nefs's birth ;  a  day,  which  adminifters 
confolation  arifing,  as  it  were,  from, 
the  very  fburce  of  our  forrows ;  and 
A  4  banifhes 
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baniflies  all  the  fears  derived  from  the 
untimely  lofs  of  one  ineftimable  link 

in  the  lineage  of  your  Royal  Houfe.

PREFACE 


char  after  of  the  illuftrious 
<*-  Prince,  who  is  the  fubjett  of  thefe 
memoirs  ;  the  vaft  expectations  con- 
ceived of  him  in  his  own  time,  equal  to 
thofe  formed  of  Marcellus  and  Germa- 
nicus  by  the  Roman  people  \  and  the 
univ  erf  al  admiration  of  him  tranfmitted 
to  the  prefent  age  by  the  concurrent 
teftimony  of  all  the  writers  of  the  lafl  : 
thefe  conftderations  left  me  in  no  doubt  , 
that  a  work)  which  could  in  any  com- 
petent degree  do  juftice  to  his  memory  ^ 
would  be  a  prefent  highly  acceptable  to 
the  public. 

Upon  this  view  I  undertook  ity 
tempted  by  the  perufal  of  no  inconji- 
derable  collection  of  original  letters^ 
written  by  him>  or  addreffed  to  him^ 
among  the  Harleian  manufcripts  in  the 
Britijh  Mufeum  ;  which  letters  once 
belonged  to  Sir  Adam  Newton  Bart. 
the  Prince  s  Tutor  >  and  afterwards  Se- 

cretary^ 
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tretary^  and  defcended  to  his  only  fon 
Sir  Henry  Newton  Puckering^  and  were 
at  laft  purchafed  by  Robert  Earl  of 
Oxford,  LordTreafurer^  of  Mr. George 
Paul  of  Jefus  Colkge  in  Cambridge^ 
and  the  learned  Mr.  Thomas  Baker  of 
St.  Johns  College  in  the  fame  Univer- 
Jity.  But  with  the  advantage  even  of 
this  colleElion^  I  foon  found  it  impojfible 
to  give  fo  connefted  a  detail  of  his 
Highnefss  life^  as  the  form  of  a  juft 
bijioryy  or  the  dignity  of  the  fubjeftr 
would  require.  For  though  letters  are  the 
moft  folid  foundation  of  hiflory ;  yet  if 
there  be  wanting  a  complete  feries  of 
them^  fome  chafms  muft  be  left^  which 
can  only  be  fupplied  by  other  authentic 
memorials.  It  'Was  my  cafe  not  to  be 
fufficiently  provided  in  either  refpeSt. 
Many  of  the  Prince's  papers,  and  pro- 
tably  thofe  the  mofl  curious^  were  com- 
mitted to  the  flames^  in  purfuance  of 
his  direction  given  juft  before  his  death; 
and  the  accounts  of  hiin}  which  have 

been 
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been  publifhed,  'want  extent  and  par* 
ticularity.     'fhat  piece  ^  'which  profejfes 
to  be  an    account    of  the    Life    and 
Death  of  Prince  Henry,  though  writ- 
ten by  Sir  Charles  Cornwallis^    whofe 
Jituation  in  his  Court^    as  Treafurer 
of  his  Houjholdy  might  have  enabled  him 
fully  to  inform  himfelf  and  pofterity 
concerning  his  Royal  Majler^  is  a  mere 
pamphlet^  extremely  fuperficial  and  un- 
fatisfaEiory  on  almojl  every  head*  what 
relates  to  the  Prince  s  life  amounting 
to  but  a  few  pages,  and  the  remainder 
containing  only  the  circumflances  of  his 
laji  jicknefs  and  character  ;  which  laft 
indeed^  in  that  and  another  difcourfe  by 
the  fame  hand^  is  drawn  with  force  and 
precifion.  It  were  to  be  wijhed,  that  this 
tajk  had  been  executed  by  Sir  Adam  New- 
ton^  who  was  beji  qualified  for  /V,  both  by 
his  talents  as  a  writer •,  and  his  intimate 
knowledge  of  thefubjeft.  But  as  he  neg- 
lefted  to  difcharge  this  debt  of  grati- 
tude>  I  have  endeavoured  to  make  the 

iejt 
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left  ufe  in  my  power  of  the  collection 
mentioned  above,  as  left  by  him-,  and 
to  incorporate  fucb  particulars^  as  I 
could  f elect from  them,  with  other  feat- 
tered  pajfages  in  print  or  manufcript, 
which  my  former  reading  and  later  re-* 
fearches  would  fupply  me  with  ;  and  to 
digeft  the  whole  into  as  much  order  and 
connexion,  as  the  nature  of  fuch  ma- 
terials would  admit.  The  difficulty  of 
attaining,  in  a  tolerable  degree,  the  feries 
jun&uraque  recommended  by  Horace^ 
is  fcarce  conceivable  by  any  but  thofe, 
the  only  proper  judges  on  fuch  an  occa- 
Jio?i,  who  have  made  fome  trial  of  this 
kind. 

The  refult  of  my  inquiries  and  la- 
bour is  now  offered  to  the  intelligent 
reader,  whofe  candour,  it  is  hoped, 
will  excufe  the  unavoidable  defe&s  of 
this  effayy  for  the  fake  of  many  fafts, 
which  he  will  unqueftionably  be  pleafed 
to  learn,  and  which  I  was  unwilling  to 
conceal  any  logger  from  the  public 

view. 
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view,  relating  both  to  the  Prince  him- 
fe/f,  and  feveral  other  eminent  charac- 
ters occajionally  introduced.     Nor  will 
it  be  expe&ed^  that  the  hiflory  of  a 
Prince^  who  lived  but  eighteen  years 
and  eio-ht  months^  and  never  aimed  at 
any  fiare  in  the  conduEl  of  public  af- 
fairS)   jhould  contain  any  very  great 
a&ions,  or  great  events.      It  will  be 
fufficient^   if  it  jhall  furnifi)  the  pro- 
wife*  of  the  greateft)   and  unfold  the 
gradual  openings  of  a  mojl  exalted  and 
accomplished  mind^  preparing  itfelf  for 
the  duties  of  the  higheft  Jlation^  and  qua- 
lified to  have  exhibited  an  example  to  all 
fucceeding    Kings^    if  the   awful  dif- 
penfations  of  providence  had  not  other- 
wife  determined.

HENRY  Prince  of  Wales,  eldeil  font 
of  King  James,  the  lixth  of  Scotland 
and  firft  of  England,  by  his  Queen, 
Anne,    fecond  daughter  of  Frederic  II.    and 
fifter  of  Chriftiern  IV.  Kings  of  Denmark,  was 
born  above  four  years  after  their  marriage3, 
in  the  caflle  of  Strivelingor  Sterling  in  Scotland, 
about  three  in  the  morning,  on  Tuefday  the 
1 9th   of   February,   1 593-4 b.

having  thought  proper  -to  Tend  AmbafTadors  to 
feveral  foreign  Princes  and  States,  to  invite 
them  to  fend  their  Ambaflaciors  to  be  prefent 
at  that' folemnity.  Mr.  Peter  Young,  who  had 
been  preceptor  to  his  Majefty,  in  conjunction 
with  George  Buchanan,  was  fent  to  the  King 
of  Denmark,  and  to  the  Dukes  of  Brunfwiek 
and  Mecklenburg c,  the  latter  of  whom  was 
great-grand-father  to  the  young  Prince  by  the 
mother's  fided.  But  thefe  two  Dukes  were 
difpleafed,  that  they  were  not  treated  with  fo 
much  refpect,  as  to  bs  thought  each  of  them 
worthy  of  an  exprefs  embafly. 

The  Laird  of  Eaft  Weems  obtained,  the 
•commiffion  both  to  France  and  England, 
having  occafion  to  go  to  the  former  of  thofe 
kingdoms,  being  fervant  to  Henry  IV.  of 
France;  who  neither  made  a  prefent  to  him, 
nor  fent  any  Ambaffador  to  Scotland.  Queen 
Elizabeth  was  once  refolved  to  have  done  the 
fame,  till  me  was  advertifed  by  her  own  Am- 
baffador in  France c,  that  Henry  IV.  was  de- 
termined to  fend  none  to  Scotland.  This  ne-

Sir  William  Keith,  of  the  King's  bed-cham- 
ber, was  fent  with  Captain  Murray,  Provoft  of 
St.  Andrew's,  to  the  States  General,  who  no- 
minated Walrave  de  Brederode,  Baron  de 
Vianen,  and  Jacob  Valcke,  treafurer  general 
of  Zealand,  Ambailadors  to  Scotland,  not  only 
to  be  prefent  at  the  Prince's  Baptifm,  but  like- 
wife  to  endeavour  to  renew  the  ancient  friend- 
fhip  between  that  kingdom  and  their  own 
country,  and  to  perfuade  the  King  to  enter 
into  a  general  alliance  againft  Spain h.  The 
Ambauadors  fent  by  the  King  of  Denmark, 
and  the  Queen  Dowager  his  mother,  were 
Chri(liernBarnicow,andStenode  Bickilde;  and 
Adam  Crufius  came  in  that  capacity  from  Ju- 
lius Duke  of  Brunfwick,  and  Joachim  BraiTe-

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The  nobility  of  Scotland  were  likewife  in- 
vited to  attend  the  Baptifm,  which  was  at  firft 
appointed  for  the  ijth  of  Auguft;  but  on 
account  of  rebuilding  the  chapel  at  Sterling, 
and  the  abfence  of  the  Englifh  Ambanradork3  it 
was  put  off  till  the  lil  of  September >  on  which 
day  the  banquet  began  at  the  cattle  of  Sterling, 
However,  the  Earl  of  SuHex  not  arriving  tilt 
the  evening  of  the  4th,  the  Baptifm  was  again

as  of  his  own  difcretion,  without  feeming  to  have  direc- 
tion from  the  court,  advertife  Mr.  Bowes,  that  he,  the 
Earl,  meant  not  to  come  into  Scotland,  confidering,  that 
his  meflage  was  only  to  be  prefent  at  the  Baptifm.  "  And 
"  fo,  adds  Lord  Burghley,  you  fliaH  require  Mr.  Bowes 
**  to  declare  unto  the  King,  that  you  will  not  prefume 
to  come  into  Scotland,  confldering  the  purpofe  of  your 
journey. is  already  determined  and-  at  an  end.  And 
yet  you  fhall  tarry  at  Berwick,  untill  you  have  fur- 
the?  direction  from  hence  upon  fuch  an  anfwer,  as  you 
fhall  receive  from  the  Ambaflador :  But,  if  the  Chrif- 
tentng  be  not  fo,  but  fo  deferred,  as  you  may  come  t» 
the  famei  then  you  fhall  continue  your  journey  as  be- 
fore." 
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deferred  till  Friday  the  6th1;  in  the  afternoon 
of  which  day  it  was  performed  with  unufual 
magnificence. 

The  infant  prince  being  brought  from  his 
own  chamber  to  the  Queen's  chamber  of  pre- 
fence,  and  laid  in  a  {lately  bed,  the  AmbafTa- 
dors  entered  into  the  chamber;  and  the  Coun- 
tefs  of  Mar,  accompanied  with  a  number  of 
Ladies,  took  up  the  Prince,  and  delivered  him 
to  Lodowick  Duke  of  Lennox,  who  prefented 
him  to  the  AmbaiTadors.  The  Earl  of  SufTex, 
being  firft  in  rank,  received  him,  and  carried 
him  in  his  arms  to  the  chapel,  the  reft  follow- 
ing in  their  proper  order ;  after  whom  came  the 
Ladies  of  honour,  the  chief  nurfe,  and  others 
of  inferior  quality.  Before  them  went  the 
Lord  Home,  carrying  the  ducal  crown ;  Lord 
Levingfton  bearing  the  napkin,  the  Lord  Sea- 
ton  the  bafon,  and  the  Lord  Semple  the 
laver.  Over  the  Englifh  AmbalTador  was  car- 
ried a  canopy  fupported  by  the  Lairds  of  Ces- 
ford,  Buclugh,  Duddope,  and  Traquaire ;  and 
the  Prince's  train  was  held  up  by  the  Lords 
Sinclair  arrd  Urquart.  Such  was  the  procef- 
(ion  to  the  chapel,  a  guard  of  the  youths  of

Upon  their  entrance  into  the  chapel,  the 
King  rofe  from  his  feat,  and  received  the 
Ambafiadors  at  the  door  of  the  choir;  who 
were  conducted  to  their  places,  which  WC.Q 
ordered  in  this  manner1". 

Before  his  Majefty  was  placed  a  chair 
adorned  with  the  arms  of  France.  On  the 
King's  right  hand  was  fet  the  E?.rl  oi  Sisfiex, 
AmbafFador  extraordinary  from  the  Queen 
of  England,  with  a  pall  of  red  taffety  over 
his  head;  and  next  to  him  Mr.  Robert  Bowes, 
the  ordinary  AmbarTador:  then  the  Ambaf- 
fador  from  the  Duke  of  Brunfvvick;  and  lail 
of  all  the  two  Dutch  AmbafTadors.  Behind 
the  Earl  of  Sufll-x  ftood  the  Lord  Wharton 
and  Sir  Henry  Bromley,  Knt.  no  other  En- 
glifhmen  being  admitted  into  the  chapel. 
Upon  the  King's  left  hand  fate  the  two  Am- 
bafiadors from  Denmark ;  and  next  to  them 
the  Ambafiador  from  the  Duke  of  Meck- 
lenburg. Upon  the  entrance  into  the  chapel, 
the  Prince  had  been  delivered  by  the  Earl  of 
SufTex  .to  the  Duke  of  Lennox,  and  by  the 
Duke  to  the  Countefs  of  Mar,  by  whom  the 
Prince  was  held  till  the  time  of  baptifm".

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The  ceremony  began  with  a  fermon 
preached  in  the  Scottifh  tongue  by  Mr. 
Patrick  Galloway,  one  of  the  King's  or- 
dinary minifters;  which  being  finished, 
David  Cunningham,  Bifhop  of  Aberdeen, 
diicourfed  in  Latin  upon  the  fame  text, 
in  order  that  the  fubjecl  of  the  fermon 
mhht  be  generally  underftood  by  the  Am- 
baffadors.  After  which  the  Bifhop  pre- 
paring to  adminifter  the  facrament  of  bap- 
tifm,  the  Earl  of  SufTex  arofe,  and  fol- 
lowed the  King,  the  reft  proceeding  in 
order  towards  the  place  where  the  Bifhop 
flood;  the  Duke  of  Lennox  carrying  the 
Prince  in  his  arms;  and  having  delivered 
him  again  to  the  Earl  of  Suflex,  the  Bi- 
fhop afked  the  King,  if  he  did  prefent  that 
child  to  be  baptifed,  and  to  be  ingrafted  in- 
to the  myftical  body  of  Chrift.  His  Majefly 
anfwering  yes,  the  Bifhop  then  recited  the 
creed  in  Latin;  and  having  afked  the  name 
of  the  child,  and  the  King  replying  Fre- 
derick Henry ',  and  Henry  Frederick^  the  Bi-i- 
Jhop  baptifed  him  in  the  name  of  the  Fa- 
ther, Son,  and  Holy  Ghoft,  Frederick  Henry  ^ 
Henry  Frederick^  repeating  the  names  three 

of  Prince  Henry  in  the  Cotton  library,  Calig.  D.  II. 
This  paper,  as  well  as  the  reft  in  that  volume,  had  the 
misfortune  of  being  much  injured  by  the  fire,  which  da-

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times;   which  were   then  proclaimed  by  the 
Heralds,   with  the  found  of  trumpets. 

This  being  done,  the  Lords,who  had  carried 
the  laver,  &c.  retired  out  of  the  chapel  orderly 
under  the  Prince's  pall,  fupported  in  the  manner 
mentioned  above.  After  whofe  departure  came 
in  two  gentlemen  of  England,  with  a  bafin, 
ewer,  and  napkin,  and  went  up  to  the  Earl 
of  Suilex",  who  immediately  arofe  in  the  pre- 
fence  of  the  King,  and,  in  the  words  of  the 
MS.  in  the  Cotton  library  cited  above,  {C  did 
"  all  to  warn  his  hands,  and  fat  down  in  his 
' '  feat  again :  which  was  thought  ftrange  by 
"  the  multitude  and  Nobility." 

The  Bifliop  then  afcended  the  pulpit,  and 
returned  in  Latin  thanks  to  God  for  the  bene- 
fit of  the  facrament  juft  adminiftered,  and  to  all 
the  AmbafTadors  for  their  Affiftance,  beginning 
with  the  Earl  of  SuiTex.  After  which  they 
went  back  from  the  chapel  in  order  to  the 
Prince's  chamber,  where  in  their  prefence  he 
was  crown'd,  and  created  Prince  and  Great 
Steward  of  Scotland,  Duke  of  Rothefay,  Earl 
of  Carrick,  Lord  of  the  Ifies,  and  Baron  and 
Knight  of  Renfrew.  A  considerable  number 
of  Knights  were  then  made  °,  and  filver  and 
gold  coins  difperfed  among  the  people  from 
the  window.  The  AmbafTadors  with  their 
train  and  the  noblemen  prefent  were  royally 
feafted  and  entertained  for  feveral  days  with

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plays,  running  at  tilt,  and  other  fuch  exer- 
cifesP. 

At  the  clofe  of  the  ceremony  of  the  Eaptifm 
the  Ambafladors  made  their  prefents.  The 
Earl  of  Suflex's  gift,  in  the  name  of  the  Queen 
his  Miftrefs,  was  a  cupboard  of  plate  curioufly 
wrought"1,  and  efteemed  worth  3ooo/.  fter- 
lingr.  That  of  the  King  of  Denmark  was 
two  gold  chains,  one  to  the  Queen,  and  the 
other  to  the  Prince.  That  of  the  Duke  of 
Brunfwick  was  two  chains  inriched  with  pre- 
cious ftones,  one  to  her  Majefty,  and  the  other 
to  his  Highnefs;  to  whom  the  AmbafTador  of 
the  Duke  of  Mecklenburg  prefented  a  beauti- 
ful table  adorned  with  diamonds  and  other 
ftones,  and  to  the  Queen  a  chain  of  gold  in^ 
riched  in  the  fame  manner*.  But  the  moft 
valuable  prefent  of  ail  was  that  of  the  Dutch 
AmbafTadors,  efteemed  worth  twelve  thoufand 
four  hundred  crowns  *,  being  two  cups  of  fine 
gold,  with  a  box  of  the  fame  metal,  all  weigh- 
ing about  four  hundred  ounces,  and  in  the  box 
a  prefent  from  the  States  General  to  the  Prince, 
of  an  annual  penfion  for  his  life  of  five  thou-

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fand  florins,  to  be  paid  to  the  Confervator  of 
the  Scots  nation  at  Campveer  in  Zealand". 
-  The  Prince  was  foon  after,  by  the  King's  ap- 
pointment, committed  to  the  cuftody  of  John 
Erfkine,  Earl  of  Mar,  fon  of  that  Ear],  who 
had  been  chofen  regent  of  Scotland  in  1571, 
on  the  death  of  Matthew  Earl  of  Lennox, 
and  filled  that  important  office  but  thirteen 
months,  dying  of  grief  on  account  of  the  dif- 
ficulties, which  he  met  with  in  the  manage- 
ment of  the  public  affairs,  on  the  28th  of 
October  1 572  w.  The  Earl,  his  fon,  had  in 
1582  joined  the  difcontented  nobility,  who  feiz- 
ed  the  King  at  Ruthven  caftle,  and  petitioned 
his  Majefty  to  remove  Captain  James  Stewart, 
who  then  ftiled  himfelf  Earl  of'Arran,  from 
his  councils,  as  a  perfon  of  evil  fame,  difafTecT:- 
ed  to  the  public  peace  of  the  kingdom,  and 
an  inftrumentof  difcontent  between  the  King 
and  his  Nobility.  But  the  manner  of  this  en- 
terprife  being  afterwards  adjudged  treafonable, 
the  Earl  was  obliged  to  give  up  his  command 
of  Sterling  caftle,  and  tranfported  himfelf  in- 
to -Ireland.  Thence  he  came  over  into  Eng- 
land, and  joining  the  Lord  Hamilton  and 
others,  who  had  been  outlawed  during  the 
regency  of  the  Earl  of  Morton,  returned  with.

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them  in  1585,  to  Scotland,  where  he  obtained 
the  King's  pardon,  and  was  reftored  to  his  go- 
vernment of  Sterling  ciftle,  received  into  a 
more  than  ordinary  fhare  of  his  Majefty's  fa- 
vour, which  he  never  afterwards  forfeited*, 
and  was  now  honoured  with  the  poft  of  Go- 
vernor to  the  Prince. 

H  was  aiTifted  in  this  charge  by  his  mo- 
ther Ar.nabella,  Countefs  Dowager  of  Mar, 
and  daughter  of  William  Murray  of  Tillibar- 
din,  paternal  anceftor  of  his  Grace  the  prefent 
Duke  of  Athol.  This  Lady  was  intruded  with 
the  chief  care  of  his  Highnefs's  perfon  by  his 
Majefty,  to  whom  me  had  likewife  been  nurfe: 
and  though  the  feverity  of  her  temper,  as  well 
as  the  duty  of  her  office,  would  not  permit 
her  to  ufe  any  indulgence  towards  the  Prince, 
he  mewed  no  lefs  affection  than  reverence  for 
her;  nor  did  he  behave  with  lefs  regard  to  the 
Earl  of  Mar,  his  Governor,  whom  he  em- 
braced with  great  tendernefs  and  even  tears, 
when  his  Lordmip  parted  from  him,  upon  his 
going  to  England y, 

But  the  Queen  in  the  year  1595,  being  in-

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of  Mar  his  credit  and  authority  at  the  court, 
and  ambitious  herfelf  of  forming  a  party  in 
the  kingdom  of  her  own  creatures,  endea- 
voured to  ftrengthen  it  by  procuring  the 
Prince  her  fon  to  be  removed  from  the  Earl's 
cuftody  into  her  own.  In  this  defign  me  had 
engaged  John  Maitland,  Lord  Thirleftaine, 
who  had  been  Chancellor  of  Scotland  from 
the  year  1585,  together  with  feveral  others 
of  the  council1.  The  King,  then  at  Falk- 
land, being  informed  of  this  intrigue,  went 
to  the  Queen  at  Holyroodhoufe  in  Edinburgh, 
where,  having  prohibited  any  of  the  council  to 
come  to  him  till  he  mould  lend  for  them,  he 
dealt  fo  effectually  with  her  Mayfly,  that  he  di- 
verted her  from  the  courfe,  which  (he  had  refolv- 
cd  upon,  and  prevailed  upon  her  to  go  and  relide 
at  Sterling.  Immediately  after  her  departure 
from  Edinburgh,  he  fent  for  the  Chancellor, 
and  fuch  others  of  the  council,  as  were  fufpecl- 
ed  of  having  encouraged  her  in  her  deiignj 
and  expremng  high  indignation  againft  thern 
on  that  account,  followed  her  to  Sterling; 
where  he  did  not  flay  long,  but  returned  to 
Palkland,  leaving  with  the  Earl  of  Mar  a 
warrant  written  with  his  own  hand  in  thefe 
terms!

The  fenfe  of  the  King's  dilpleafure  made  fb 
deep  an  impreffion  on  the  Chancellor's  mind, 
as  threw  him  into  a  languifhmg  diforder, 
which  put  an  end  to  his  life  on  the  3d  of 
October  following,  though  his  Majefty  wrote 
a  letter  with  his  own  hand  to  him,  to  comfort 
him  in  his  ficknefsj  as  he  afterwards  regretted 
his  death,  and  honoured  his  memory  with  an 
epitaph  in  verfe  *. 

King  of  Scots  refolutely  oppofed  the  defign,  of  which  the 
Queen  and  Chancellor  were  the  heads,  of  taking  the 
young  Prince  out  of  the  cuftody  of  the  Earl  of  Mar  j 
his  Majefty  knowing^  thaf  bh  own  life  would  thereby  be  at 
difcretioft.

The  Prince  continued  under  the  care  of  the 
Countefs  of  Mar,  till  he  was  about  five  or  fix 
years  of  age,  when  the  King  thought  propef 
to  appoint  him  a  Tutor,  making  choice  for 
that  purpofe  of  Mr.  Adam  Newton b,  a  native 
of  Scotland,  advanced  to  the  Deanry  oi"  Dur- 
ham in  1606;  which  dignity,  though  not  in 
Orders',  he  held  till  1620,  when  he  refigned 
it,  being  in  April  that  year  created  a  Ba- 
ronet. This  gentleman  was  thoroughly  qua- 
lified for  the  office  afiigned  him,  both  by  .his 
genius'1,  and  his  ikill  in  the  learned  and  other 
languages,  and  was  diftinguifhed  by  the  neat- 
jiefs  and  perfpicuity  of  his  Latin  ftyle,  fhewn  in 
his  translation  of  King  James's  Difcourfe  againfl

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Conrade  Vorftiuse,  and  that  of  father  Paul's 
Hijlory  of  the  Council  of  Trent  ^  the  fix  firfl 
books  of  which  were  done  by  him,  as  the 
two  laft  were  by  Mr.  William  Bedell,  then 
Reclor  of  Horningihearth  near  St.  Edmund's 
Bury  in  Suffolk,  afterwards  Provofl  of  Dub- 
lin College,  and  at  laft  Bifhop  of  Kilmore 
in  Ireland.  The  Inftructions  of  fo  able  a  Tutor 
were  not  loft  upon  his  Royal  Pupil,  whofe  ca- 
pacity and  application  foon  gave  him  a  relifh 
for  polite  and  ufeful  knowledge,  and  enabled 
him  to  make  a  progrefs  in  it  rarely  equalled 
at  his  age.

The  Prince  had  fcarce  reached  his  fixth 
year,  when  the  King,  in  1599,  compofed  for 
his  ufe  the  beft  perhaps  of  all  his  works,  being, 
in  the  judgment  of  Lord  Bacon5,  excellently 
written,  and  published  fome  time  after  under 
the  title  of  BASIAIKON  AXIPON,  or  his  Ma- 
jeftfs  injlruftions  to  his  deareji  fbn  Henry  the 
Prince.  It  is  divided  into  three  books;  the 
firft  inftrucling  the  prince  in  his  duty  towards 
God  3  the  fecond  in  his  duty  when  he  mould  be 
King;  and  the  third  informing  him  how  to  be- 
have himfelf  in  indifferent  things,  which  were 
neither  right  nor  wrong,  but  according  as  they 
were  rightly  or  wrong  ufed ;  and  yet  would 
ferve,  according  to  his  behaviour,  to  increafe  or 
leflen  his  reputation  and  authority  among  the 
people.  His  Majefty  had  drawn  up  this  trea- 
tife,  to  ufe  his  own  words h,  tc  for  exercife  of 
tc  my  own  ingene,  and  inflrudion  of  him, 
tc  who,  lays  he,  is  appointed  by  God,  I  hope, 
"  to  fit  on  my  throne  after  me.

The  two  main  points  of  this  preface  were 
to  explain  fbme  paflages  in  his  book,  in  which, 
on  account  of  the  feverity  of  his  expreffions 
againft  the  factious  humour  of  puritans,  he 
feemed  to  furnim  grounds  of  doubting  bis  Jin- 
cirity  in  tbat  religion^  <wbicb  be  bad  ever  con- 
Jlantly  profejjed-,  and  others,  in  which  he  was 
thought  to  nourifh  in  his  mind  a  vindiclive  re- 
foiutien  againft  England,  or  at  Icaft  forne  prin- 
cipal perlbns  in  that  kingdom,  on  account  of 
the  proceedings  againft  the  Queen  his  Mother. 

His  advice  to  the  Prince  with  refped:  to  the 
Highlands*  was  founded  on  the  experience  of 
former,  and  has  been  juffified  by  the  policy  of 
latter  times,  and  deferves  to  be  mentioned  here 
for  the  fake  of  die  prefent  age,  in  which  die 
writings  of  this  Royal  Author,  fo  much  the  ob- 
jeft  of  die  admiration  of  his  contemporaries, 
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are  almoft  funk  in  oblivion.  Having  remarked, 
tha   the  Highlands  comprehended  two  forts  of 
people,  t  e  one,  who  dwelt  in  the  main  landj 
and  were  for  the  moft  part  barbarous,  and  yet 
mixed  with  fome  mew  of  civility;  the  other, 
who  dwelt  in  the  ifles,  and  were  all  utterly 
barbarous;  without  any  fort  or  mew  of  civility; 
he  proceeds  thus:    "  For  the  firft  fort,  put 
"  ftraitly  to  execution  the  laws  made  already  by 
"  me  againft  the  over- lords  and   the  chiefs 
"  of  their  clans ;  and  it  will  be  no  difficulty 
"  to  danton  them.     As   for  the   other  fort, 
<J  follow  rorth  the  courfe,  that  I  have  intend- 
<c  ed,  in  planting  colonies  amongft  them  of 
"  anfwerable  inlands  fubjedts,  that  within  fliort 
"  time  may  reform  and  civilize  the  beft  in- 
"  dined  amongft  them  j  rooting  out  or  tran- 
"  fporting  the  barbarous  and  ftubborn  for£, 
"  and  planting  civility  in  their  rooms."     But 
his  caution  to  his  fon  with  regard  to  marriage 
was  a  condemnation  of  his  own  proceedings 
afterwards,  both  in  the  cafe   of  that  Prince 
and  of  his  brother  Charles  3   to  the  latter  of 
whom  a  want  of  attention  to  that  rul£  was^ 
;  perhaps,  the  chief  caufe  of  his  misfortunes  and 
even  ruin.    "  1  would,  fays  the  King*-,  ratheft 
"  have  you  to  marry  one,  that  were  fully  of  your 
"  own  religion,  her  rank  and  other  qualities 
(c  being .agreable  to  your  eftate.    For  although 
"  that,  to  my  great  regret,  the  number  of  any

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"Princes  of  power  and  account,  profefling 
"  our  religion,  be  but  very  fmall ;  and  that 
"therefore  this  advice  feems  to  be  the  more 
"  ftrait  and  difficile ;  yet  ye  have  deeply  to 
"  weigh  and  confider  upon  thofe  doubts,  how 
"  ye  and  your  wife  can  be  of  one  flefh,  and 
"  keep  unity  betwixt  you,  being  members  of 
"two  oppofite  churches.  Difagreement  in 
"  religion  bringeth  ever  with  it  difagreement 
"  in  manners  i  and  the  difleniion  betwixt  your 
<c  preachers  and  her's  will  breed  and  fofter  a 
"  diffenfion  among  your  fubjecls,  taking  their 
"  example  from  your  family  j  befides  the  peril 
"of  the  evil  education  of  your  children. 
",  Neither  pride  you,  that  ye  will  be  able  to 
**  frame  and  make  her  as  ye  pleafe.  That 
"  deceived  Solomon,  the  wifefl  King,  that 
"  ever  was,  the  grace  of  perfeverancc  not 
"  being  a  flower,  that  groweth  in  our  garden." 
In  1600,  the  Prince  being  now  advanced  to 
his  feventh  year,  took  the  opportunity  of  a 
voyage  of  Sir  David  Murray  into  Holland,  on 
account  of  fome  affairs  of  his  deceafed  bro- 
ther, to  fend  by  him  a  letter  in  French  to  the 
States  General,  dated  at  Sterling  on  the  firft 
of  September.  In  this  letter1,  which  he  ob- 
ferves  to  be  les  primices  de  no/ire  main,  he  ex- 
preiTes  his  great  regard  for  the  States,  and  gra- 
titude for  the  good  opinion,  which  they  had

yet  it  was  extremely  agreeable  to  him ;  and  as 
it  arofe  from  the  friendship  of  their  Lordmips, 
he  thought  himfeli  highly  obliged  to  them ; 
and  defired  them  to  make  ufe  of  his  intereft 
with  the  King,  his  Lord  and  Father,  or  in 
any  other  refpect,  wherein  they  might  have 
occafion  for  it,  till  time  and  age  mould  render 
him  worthy  of  their  favour,  and  enable  him 
to  teftify  his  good-will  and  affection  for  them. 

The  year  following,  1 60 1 ,  he  began  to  ap- 
ply himfelf  to,  and  take  pleafure  in,  active  and 
manly  exercifes,  learning  to  ride,  ling,  dance, 
leap,  moot  with  the  bow  and  gun,  tofs  the 
pike  m,  &c.  being  inftructed  in  the  ufe  of  arms 
by  Richard  Prefton,  a  gentleman  of  great  ac- 
complimments  both  of  mind  and  body",  and 
afterwards  knighted,  and  at  laft  advanced  by 
the  King  to  the  dignity  of  Earl  of  Defmond 
in  Ireland. 

The  Prince's  early  progrefs  in  learning  ap- 
pears from  a  Latin  letter  of  his,  written  on 
his  ninth  birth-day  to  the  King0,  in  which  he 
takes  notice,  that  he  had  two  years  before  be- 
gun to  write  to  his  Majefty,  in  order  to  make 
him  a  judge  what  proficiency  he  had  then

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made  in  his  ftudies,  and  what  fince ;  as  well 
as  to  give  him  fome  teftimony  of  his  duty. 
That  it  was  of  little  confequence  to  have  begun 
well,  if  the  end  did  not  anfwer  the  beginning. 
That  he  hoped,  if  God  mould  continue  his 
favour  to  him,  he  mould  acquit  him' elf  in  a 
proper  manner 3  and  wifhed  his  Majefty  to  en- 
tertain that  opinion  of  him.  That  iince  the 
King's  departure  he  had  read  over  Terence's 
Hecyra,  the  third  book  of  Phasdrus's  Fables, 
and  two  books  of  Cicero's  Select  Epiftle?  j  and 
he  now  thought  himfelf  capable  of  performing 
fomething  in  the  commendatory  kind  of  Epi- 
Jftles.  But  of  this  his  IViajefty  would  be  the 
bell  judge  upon  his  return. 

Some  months  before  the  death  of  Queen 
Elizabeth,  the  Pope,  Clement  VIII.  being  de- 
iirous  of  having  in  his  power  fo  important  a 
pledge  as  the  Prince,  wrote  a  letter  to  the  King 
by  Sir  James  Lindfey,  offering,  that  if  his  Ma- 
jefly  would  transfer  the  education  of  the  Prince 
to  his,  the  Pope's,  appointment,  he,  Clement 
VIII.  would  largely  affift  the  King  with  fuch 
fums  of  money,  as  might  fecure  and  eftablifh 
him  in  the  throne  of  England.  The  King 
thought  proper  to  return  the  Pope  an  anfwer, 
t>ut  excufed  himfelf  in  that  point,  alledging, 
firftj  that  it  wouid  be  an  unnatural  thing  for 
himfelf,  whofe  education  from  his  cradle  had 
been  always  to  the  contrary,  to  deliver  over 
the  chil4  of  his  body  to  be  nourifhed  in  that 

docTrine, 
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docTrine,  "  whereof,  fays  be,  ourfeives  were 
"  never  yet  perfuaded.  Secondly,  that  if  we 
"  would  have  afiented  to  any  fuch  thing  out 
"  of  any  other  private  end;  yet  he  was  not 
"  ours  only,  as  a  child  of  a  natural  father; 
"  but  as^an  heir  apparent  to  our  body  politic, 
"  in  whom  our  eftate  and  kingdoms  are  efpe- 
<f  cially  interefted."  This  anfwer  he  fent  by 
Sir  James  Lindfey,  whofe  ficknefs,  together 
with  the  death  of  Queen  Elizabeth,  and  the 
King's  journey  to  England,  prevented  him 
from  going  to  Rome  till  the  latter  end  .of  the 
year  i6o3p. 

Sir  William  Stewart,  being  difpatched  to 
Denmark  by  the  King  about  April  1603,  the 
Prince  fent  by  him  to  his  grandmother,  the 
Queen  Dowager  of  that  kingdom,  a  letter  in 
Latin  %  the  firft  which  he  wrote  to  her,  dated 
at  Sterling  caftle  on  the  2  6th  of  March.  Ho 
tells  her  in  his  letter,  that  being  fenfible  how 
nearly  he  flood  related  to  her  in  blood,  he  was 
deiirous  of  declaring,  under  his  own  hand,  how 
much  his  own  will  and  inclination  concurred 
with  the  bonds  of  nature  and  the  force  of  her 
virtues,  in  hightening  his  affection  and  reve- 
rence for  her;  and  he  requefted  her  to  make

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the  fame  duty  and  affection  known  to  his 
great  grandfather  and  her  father,  who  was 
an  ornament  to  the  age,  as  well  as  to  his  own 
defcendants,  among  whom  the  f;rince  juftly 
confidered  it  as  the  higheft  honour  to  be 
ranked. 

Queen  Elizabeth  dying  at  Richmond,  two 
days  before  the  date  of  this  letter,  and  an  ac- 
count of  her  deceafe,  and  the  proclamation  of 
King  James  as  her  fucceflbr  to  the  crown  of 
England,  being  brought  to  him  at  Edinburgh, 
on  the  2 yth  of  March.1",  by  Sir  Robert  Cary, 
brother  of  the  Lord  Hunfdon,  and  confirmed 
foon  after  by  Sir  Charles  Percy,  brother  to  Henry 
Earl  of  Northumberland,  and  Sir  Thomas  So- 
merfet,  fon  of  Edward  Earl  of  Worcefter,  fent 
with  a  letter  from  the  Lords  of  her  late  Ma- 
jefty's  Privy  Council,  the  King  immediately 

fave  orders  for  his  journey  to  England.  But 
efore  he  entered  upon  jr,  he  wrote  a  letter  to 
the  Prince,  which,  excepting  the  alteration  of 
the  fpelling,  peculiar  to  both  his  country  and 
himfelf,  which  would  disfigure  it,  and  render  it 
almoft  unintelligible  to  a  modern  reader,  was 
gs  follows $.

"  'T1  HAT  I  fee  you  not  before  my  part-

The  Prince  in  his  Latin  letter  of  congratula^ 
tion  to  the  King  *  upon  this  great  event  ob- 


ferved,thatthoughhehad  entertained  no  doubt, 
but  that  the  people  of  England  would  call  his 
Majefty  to  the  throne  of  it,  from  a  due  regard  to 
his  great  merits  with  refpecl:  to  that  State,  to 
the  dignity  of  his  family,  and  to  the  hereditary 
right  of  fucceffipn ;  yet  he  had  received  an  in- 
credible fatisfaction  upon  hearing,  that  this  ho- 
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npur  had  been  conferred  on  his  Majefty  with 
fuch  zeal  and  unanimity  of  the  whole  nation. 
But  that  being  apprehenfive,  left  this  fudden 
event  might  prevent  his  Majefty  from  having 
any  opportunity  of  feeing  him,  which  the 
Prince  could  have  much  wifhed  for,  he  thought 
it  his  duty  to  teftify  in  writing  his  joy  on  this 
occafion.  That  if  the  weaknefs  of  his  age 
would  not  permit  him  to  do  that  fervice  to 
his  Majefty,  which  he  defired  j  he  would  moil 
willingly  perform  what  was  in  his  power,  by 
daily  praying  to  God  to  give  fuccefs  ?o  his 
Majefty's  government,  and  that  he  might  ad- 
minifter  it  fuitably  to  his  own  dignity  and  that 
of  his  anceftors,  and  to  the  expectations  of  all 
his  countrymen;  and  he  did  not  q;  eftion,  but 
that  from  this  acceflion  of  dominion,  himfelf 
fhould.  find  an  addition  to  his  Majefty's  for- 
mer affection ;  which  that  he  might  defei  ve 
by  all  inftances  of  duty  and  reverence,  he 
would  not  ceafe  to  implore  the  Almighty, 
whom  he  befought  to  be  the  gmd^  of  his 
Majefty  in  his  prefent  journey,  and  his  perpe- 
tual companion,  protector,  and  fupport  here- 
after.

The 
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The  King,  before  he  fet  out  for  England, 
which  he  did  on  the  4th  w  of  April,  1603,  ap- 
pointed the  Qu.ee n  to  follow  him  within  about 
twenty  days  after,  and  the  Prince  to  remain  at 
Sterling.  But  her  Majefty,  impatient  to  have 
his  Highnefs  in  her  own  power,  went  herfelf 
to  Sterling,  in  order  to  bring  him  away  from 
thence,  and  carry  him  with  her  to  England. 
The  friends  of  the  houfe  of  Mar,  (for  the  Earl 
himfelf  attended  the  King  to  England,)  refufing 
to  deliver  the  Prince  to  her,  fhe  fell  into 
fuch  an  agony  of  grief  and  indignation,  as 
threw  her  into  a  fever,  and  occaiioned  her 
to  mifcarry  of  the  child,  with  which  fhe  was 
pregnant.  The  King,  being  informed  of  this, 
ordered  die  Earl  of  Mar  to  return  to  Scotland, 
fending  after  him  the  Duke  of  Lennox  with  a 
warrant  to  receive  the  Prince,  and  deliver  him 
to  the  Queen;  which  was  accordingly  done  at 
Holyrood-houfe  about  the  end  of  May.  Her 
Majefiy  however,  not  fatisfied  with  this,  com- 
plained in  very  ftrong  terms  of  the  dzfhonour 
done  to  her ;  and  by  a  letter  to  the  King  full 
of  paffion,  which  me  gave  her  almoner,  Mr. 
John  Spotfwood,  foon  after  made  Archbifhop 
of  Glafgow,  to  carry,  me  required  a  public 
reparation  by  the  punifhment  of  the  Earl  of 
Mar  and  his  fervants.  The  King,  who  knew 
his  Lordfhip  to  be  blamelefs,  and  defired  not

to 
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to  be  troubled  with  fuch  buiinefs  at  that  time,; 
returned  to  her  this  anfwer;  that  fhe  would 
acl:  wifely  to  forget  the  refentmerit,  which  (he 
nourifhed  againft  the  Earl,  and  thank  God 
for  the  peaceable  pofTefiion,  which  they  had 
obtained  of  thefe  kingdoms,  which,  next  to 
God's  goodnefs.  he  afcribed  to  the  laft  nego- 
tiation of  his  Lordmip  in  England.  This  being 
feported  to  the  Queen  by  the  mefTenger,  who 
was  commanded  to  reprefent  it  to  her,  fhe 
in  great  anger  replied,  that  me  could  rather 
have  wimed  never  to  fee  England,  than  to  be 
Obliged  for  it  to  the  Earl.  r  But  upon  her  ar- 
rival with  the  Prince  at  Windfor  on  the  laft 
of  June,  having  fpent  that  whole  month  in 
their  journey  from  Edinburgh,  me  was  recon- 
ciled to  the  Earl,  who  by  an  aft  of  council 
was  declared  to  have  done  nothing  in  the  affair 
st  Sterling,  that  might  affecl:  her  honour" :  and 
the  King,  on  the  23d  of  June  that  year,  gave 
his  Lord(hip>  under  the  great  feal,  an  honour- 
able difcharge  from  his  cuftody  of  the  Prince y, 
declaring,  that  himielf  had  caufe  to  allow  of 
that  great  care,  which  the  Earl  had  (hewn  in 
providing  for  the  Prince's  virtuous  education: 
that  his  Lordmip  had  obferved  his  Majefty's 
directions  in  the  Prince's  delivery}  who  had 
been  received  in  fo  good  ftate  of  health  and

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conftitution  of  body  and  mind,  "  that  we 
**  have,  Jays  the  K/ng^  oot  only  occaijoa  to

€t  declare,  by  virtue  of  theie  prcfent  letters.

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The  feaft  of  St.  George  being  celebrated  at 
Windfor  on  the  2d  of  July  1603,  the  Prince 
was  inverted  with  the  order  of  the  garter ;  and 
after  the  ceremony  was  over,  being  in  his  robes 
prefented  to  the  Queen,  Charles  Howard, 
Earl  of  Nottingham,  and  the  Lord  Henry 
Howard,  afterwards  Earl  of  Northampton, 
highly  commended  him,  in  the  hearing  of  Mr. 
Edmund  Howes  b,  our  Englifh  chronicler  of 
that  age,  for  feveral  of  his  quick  witty  anfivers, 
princely  carriage,  and  reverend  obeifance  at  the 
altar ;  all  which  appeared  very  ftrange  to  them 
and  the  reft  of  the  fpcftators,  confidering  his 
tender  age,  and  his  being,  till  then,  altogether 
unacquainted  with  the  matter  and  circum- 
ftances  of  that  folemnity. 

The  plague  then  increafing  obliged  the 
Prince  to  remove  from  Windfor  to  Otelands, 
a  royal  palace  near  Weybridge  in  Surrey  j 
where,  by  appointment  of  the  King,  he  took 
houfe  by  himfelf,  and  had  fuch  a  number  of 
attendants  allotted  him  in  every  office,  as  was 
fuitable  to  his  agec. 

One  of  the  principal  of  thefe  officers  was 
Sir  Thomas  Chaloner,  who  appears  to  have

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been  governor  of  the  princed;  a  poft  peculiarly 
fit  for  him  on  account  of  his  eminent  abilities 
and  extenfive  knowledge,  acquired  both  in  his 
own  and  foreign  countries.  He  was  fon  of  Sir 
Thomas  Chaloner,  who  died  in  1565,  and 
had  been  ambafTador  in  France  from  King 
Edward  VI.  and  to  the  Emperor  Ferdinand 
from  Queen  Elizabeth,  and  was  author  of  an 
elegant  Latin  poem,  in  ten  books,  de  republica 
Anglonfin  inftauranda^  publiflied  feveral  years 
after  his  death.  The  fon  diftinguifhed  himfelf 
like  wife  by  his  poetical  talents  while  he  was  a 
ftudent  at  Magdalen  College  in  Oxford,  which 
he  left,  without  having  taken  a  degree,  'in 
order  to  travel  abroad,  where  he  improved 
himfelf  in  all  the  qualities  of  an  accomplished 
gentleman.  He  had  the  honour  of  knight- 
hood conferred  upon  him  in  1591,  and,  on 
the  acceflion  of  King  James  to  the  throne  of

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England,  was  appointed  governor6  to  the  Prince* 
and  became  his  chamberlain  upon  his  High- 
nefs's  being  created  Prince  of  Wales.  Befides 
his  fkill  in  other  branches  of  learning,  he  was 
no  inconfiderable  mailer  of  natural  knowledge, 
very  little  cultivated  in  our  country  at  that 
time}  and  published  at  London,  in  1584,  in 
4to,  a  treatife  on  the  Virtue  of  Nitre,  wherein 
is  declared  the  fundry  cures  by  the  fame  effected-* 
and  about  the  end  of  Queen  Elizabeth's  reign 
firft  difcovered  an  alum-mine  near  Gifburgh  in 
Yorkmire,,  where  he  had  an  eftate:  but,  it 
being  adjudged  to  be  a  mine-royal,  little  benefit 
arofe  from  it  to  him- or  his  family,  till  the  par- 
liament of  1640  voting  it  a  monopoly,  it  was 
reftored  to  the  proprietors.  He  furvived  the 
Prince  but  three  years,  dying  about  the  I7th 
of  November,  i6J5>  and  was  interred  in  the 
parim-church  of  Chifwick  in  Middlefex,  near 
the  body  of  his  firft  wife,  Elizabeth,  daughter 
of  William  Fieetwood,  recorder  of  London; 
by  which  lady  he  had  iilue  William,  created  a 
Baronet  foon  after  his  father's  deceafe,  Tho- 
mas, James,  &c.  which  two  laft  fat  among 
the  judges  of  King  Charles  I.  His  fecond 
wife  was  Judith,  daughter  of  William  Blount, 
or"  London  j  and  by  her  he  had  feveral  chil- 
dren.

The 
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The  eftablifhment  of  the  houfhold  for  the 
Prince  and  his  fitter  the  Lady  Elizabeth f,  at 
Otelands,  by  the  firft  book  figned  by  the 
King  on  the  aoth  of  July,  1603,  confifted  of 
feventy  fervants,  twenty-two  of  whom  were 
to  be  above  flairs,  and  forty-eight  b  low. 
But  his  Majefty,  fome  weeks  after,  e<^rg  d 
their  number  to  an  hundred  and  four,  fifty-one 
of  whom  were  appointed  for  the  chamber,  and 
fifty- three  for  the  houfe.  They  were  ftill  far- 
ther increafed  by  him  before  the  end  of  the 
fame  year,  1603,  to  one  hundred  and  fortyr 
one,  fifty-fix  above  flairs,  and  eighty- five  be- 
low. But  at  Michaelmas  term  of  that  year 
the  Prince  was  removed  from  Nonfuch g  in 
Surrey,  whither  he  had  gone  from  Otelands, 
to  Hampton-court,  where  he  refided  chiefly 
till  about  Michaelmas  of  the  year  following, 
when  he  returned  to  houfe- keeping,  his  fer- 
vants having  in  the  interval  been  put  to  board- 
wages  h. 

The  new  year's  gift,  which  he  fent  to  the 
King  on  the  ift  of  January,  1603-4,  in  his 
tenth  year,  was  a  fhort  poem  in  Latin  hexa-

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meter  verfe,  the  firfl  of  his  offerings  in  that 
kind,  inclofed  in  a  very  polite  and  modeft  let- 
ter in  the  fame  language  *. 

It  is  not  improbable,  that  his  tutor,  Mr. 
Newton,  might  have  a  confiderable  hand  in 
this  and  other  letters  of  the  Prince,  at  leaft  in 
correcting  and  giving  the  laft  touches  to  them. 
And  that  the  King  himfelf  entertained  fuch 
a  notion,  appears  from  the  following  letter  of 
his  Majefty;  but  the  want  of  a  date  leaves  us 
at  a  lofs  to  what  time  to  affign  it,  or  to  what 
letter  of  his  Highnefs  to  apply  it. 

"  My  Son, 

<c  T  Am  glad,  that  by  your  letter  I  may  per- 
'*  J-  ceive,  that  ye  make  fome  progrefs  in 
"  learning,  although  I  fufpeft  ye  have  rather 
"  written  than  dieted  it;  for,  I  confefs,  I 
"  long  to  receive  a  letter  from  you,  that  may 
"  be  wholly  yours,  as  well  matter  as  form, 
"  as  well  formed  by  your  mind  as  drawn  by 
"  your  fingers;  for  ye  may  remember,  that, 
"  in  my  book  to  you,  I  warn  you  to  beware 
"  with  that  kind  of  wit,  that  may  fly  out  at 
<£  the  end  of  your  fingers :  not  that  I  com- 
"  mend  not  a  fair  hand- writing ;  fed  hoc  facito, 
"  illudffan  vmittito ;  and  the  other  is  multo  magh 
tc  fracipuum.  But  nothing  will  be  impoffible 
"  for  you,  if  ye  will  only  remember  two  rules ;

One  of  the  books,  which  was  put  into  the 
Prince's  hands  in  the  courfe  of  his  ftudies,  be- 
ing the  Quatrains ;  written  in  imitation  ofCato's 
diftichs  by  the  celebrated  Guy  de  Four  de 
Pibrac,  prefident  of  the  parliament  of  Paris  in 
the  reign  of  Henry  III.  of  France,  his  High- 
nefs  writing  an  Englim  letter  to  the  Queen  his 
mother  on  new  year's  day,  1604,  enclofed  in 
it  one  of  thofe  Quatrains >  letting  her  Majefty 
D  ^ 
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at  the  fame  time  know,  that,  if  this  fhould 
prove  acceptable  to  her,  he  hoped,  before  the 
end  of  that  year,  to  learn  by  heart  the  Qua- 
trains of  the  whole  book.  Thefe  Quatrains 
are  filled  admirable^  a  polite  French  writer !; 
and  though  chiefly  defigned  for,  and  much 
taught  formerly,  the  youth  ;  yet,  in  the  opinion 
of  Monf.  Pafquierm,  the  great  lawyer  and  an- 
tiquary of  France,  they  deierved  to  be  imprint- 
ed 'in  the  minds  of  men. 

It  being  now  thought  proper  to  build  a 
fmall  vefiel  for  the  amufement  of  the  Prince, 
and  his  inftrudlion  in  the  bufmefs  ofn  (hipping 
and  failing,  for  which  he  afterwards  fhewed 
a  flrong  inclination,  the  Lord  High  Admiral, 
Charles  Howard  Earl  of  Nottingham,  fent 
orders  to  Mr.  Phineas  Petr,  one  of  the  King's 
fhip  vvrights  at  Chatham,  to  prepare  fuch  a 
vefiel,  which  was  to  be  in  length  by  the  keel 
twenty-eight  feet,  and  in  breadth  twelve  feet, 
adorned  with  painting  and  carving,  both  within 
board  and  without.  This  was  accordingly 
finifhed  with  all  poffible  expedition,  and  launch- 
ed on  Tucfday  the  6th  of  March  1603-4,  and 
on  the  1 4th  of  that  month  brought  from  Lime- 
houfe,  to  anchor  right  againft  the  King's  lodg- 
ings in  the  Tower,  his  Majefty  being  there  be-

fore 
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fore  his  riding  through  London.  .  The  Prince 
coming  thither  with  the  Lord  Admiral,  and  fe- 
veral  other  Noblemen,  {hewed  great ,  delight 
in  viewing  this  {hip,  which  was  furnimed  with 
enfigns  and  pennants.  It  being  brought  up  to 
anchor  againft  the  Privy  Stairs  at  Whitehall, 
on  the  1 8th  of  March,  orders  were  fent  to 
Mr.  Pett  on  Thurfday  morning  the  2  ad  by 
the  Lord  Admiral,  to  be  ready  to  receive  the 
Prince  on  board  that  afternoon,  who  prefently 
after  dinner  came,  accompanied  with  his  Lord- 
fhip  and  the  Earl  of  Worcefter,  and  divers 
other  noblemen.  They  immediately  weighed, 
and  fell  down  as  far  as  Paul's  Wharf,  under 
both  top-fails  and  forefail,  and  there  coming 
to  anchor,  his  Highnefs,  in  the  ufual  form, 
baptifed  the  {hip  with  a  great  bowl  of  wine, 
giving  her  the  name  of  Difdain. 

The  Lord  Admiral  then  prefented  the  buil- 
der of  it,  Mr.  Pett,  to  the  Prince  in  fuch  terms 
of  recommendation,  that  his  Highnefs  imme- 
diately received  him  into  his  fervice,  in  which 
capaciiy  Mr.  Pett  was  the  next  day  fworn  at 
St.  James's  Houfe,  where  the  Prince  then  re- 
fidedn.

11  by  he  did  know  the  fecrets  of  many  coun- 
*'  tries.  I  have  been  bold,  moft  gracious  Prince, 
"  to  line  out  certain  places,  that  your  High- 
<c  nefs  may  the  more  readily  read  them  with- 
<c  out  the  tedious  perufing  the  whole  chapter; 
"  for  Princes  muft  tafte  of  every  thing,  and  be 
"  cloyed  with  nothing.  Pardon,  I  moft  hum- 
"  bly  befeech  your  Highnefs,  the  boldnefs  of 
"  a  true  affectionate  heart,  which  mall  ever 
"  moft  faithfully  pray  to  Gcd,  for  the  con- 
"  tinuance  of  your  happy  proceeding  in  all 
"  virtue  and  honour."  This  nobleman,  who 
had  been  created  Lord  Spencer,  Baron  of 
Wormleighton,  in  the  county  of  Warwick, 
foon  after  the  King's  acceffion  to  the  throne 
of  England,  was  a  man  of  excellent  parts  and 
great  knowledge  of  men  and  bufinefs,  and 
equally  eminent  for  his  public  as  his  private 
virtues,  a  zealous  encourager  of  learning  and 
merit,  and  a  conftant  friend  in  parliament  to 
the  liberties  of  his  fellow  fubjeds,  till  his 
death  in  1627. 

The  Prince's  love  of  arms,  which  foon  difco- 
vereditfelf,  and  his  efteem  for  men  eminent  in 
that  profeffion,  recommended  to  his  notice  and 
regard,  Colonel  Clement  Edmondes1",  a  Scots

**  fo,  many  thoufancis  far  better  defcended,"  adds  the  fol- 
lowing reply  of  Col.  Edmondes  to  a  countryman  of  his 
newly  come  out  of  Scotland ':  who  defiring  entertainment 
.of  the  Colonel,  told  him,  that  my  Lord  his  father,  and 
fuch  Knights  and  Gentlemen  his  coufins,  were  in  good 
hcuhh  :  upon  which  the  Colonel  faid  to  his  friends,  who 
were  prefent,  "  Gentlemen,  believe  not  a  word,  that  he 
"  fays.  My  father  is  but  a  poor  buker  of  Edinburgh, 
gi  and  works  hard  for  his  living,  whom  this  knave  would 
tc  make  a  Lord,  to  curry  favour  with  me,  and  oiake  ye 
u  believe  I  am  a  great  man  born."

*e  fon,  that  your  Grace's  name  begins  already 
"  to  be  fpread  through  the  whole  world.  I 
"  hope  in  God,  that  you  {hail  follow  the 
c£  footfteps  of  the  Prince  of  Wales,  King  Ed- 
"  ward  the  third's  fon,  who  not  only  did  iub- 
"  due  France,  but  alfo  reduced  the  proud 
<c  Spaniards  in  their  own  country.  I  fhali 
"  bring  with  me  alfo  the  book  of  FroifTart, 
<c  who  will  mew  your  Grace,  how  the  wars 
"  were  led  in  thole  days;  and  wha<-  juft  title 
"  and  right  your  Grace's  father  has  beyond 
"  the  feas." 

The  Prince  returned  an  anfwer  to  the  Colo- 
nel from  St.  James's  on  the  2  ift  of  May  1 604, 
thanking  him  for  the  kind  remembrance 
of  his  promife,  the  performance  of  which 
would  be  very  acceptable;  and  afTuring  him, 
that  whenever  a  fit  opportunity  mould  be  offered 
him  of  repairing  into  England,  he  mould  find 
him,  the  Prince,  willing  to  requite  the  Colonel's 
affection.  But  Colonel  Edmondes  did  not  live 
long  enough  to  receive  much  advantage  from 
the  Prince's  regard  for  him;  for  on  the  third 
of  March  1 606-7,  N.  S.  his  widow,  who  figns 
herfelf  Agneta  Berck,  wrote  a  letter  to  his 
Highnefs  from  Utrecht,  acquainting  him  with 
the  death  of  her  hufband,  who  had  procured 
a  fet  of  arms,  which  he  had  defigned  to  have 
prefented  to  the  Prince  in  April  following,  and 
at  the  fame  time  to  have  introduced  his  fon  to 
his  Highnefs. 

The 
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The  Prince  began  now  to  be  confidered  by 
men  of  learning,  as  a  proper  patron  of  their 
works,  not  only  for  his  high  rank,  but  like- 
wife  his  relifli  for  them.  Nor  were  writings 
on  religion  thought  unfuitable  to  his  tafte. 
For  which  reafon  the  Englifh  tranflation,  from 
the  French  original,  of  the  difcourfe  of  Monf. 
de  Mornay,  Sieur  de  Pleffis,  on  the  truth  of 
the  Chriflian  religion,  having  been  revifed  and 
corrected  by  Mr.  Thomas  Wilcocks,  a  clergy- 
man, and  reprinted  at  London  this  year  1604, 
in  410,  he  addrefled  it  to  his  Highnefs,  in  a 
dedication  dated  the  I7th  of  May.  This  tran- 
flation, which  was  firft  printed  at  London  in 
1 587,  had  been  begun  by  no  lefs  a  man  than 
Sir  Philip  Sidney  himfelf,  who  undertook  the 
tafk,  on  account  of  the  importance  of  the  fub- 
ject  and  the  character  of  the  writer 3  and  not 
having  leifure  to  finifh  it,  procured  it  to  be 
done  by  Mr.  Arthur  Golding,  an  eminent  tranf- 
iator  of  books  in  that  age. 

Another  Divine,  who  about  this  time  ad~ 
drefied  one  or  more  of  his  works  to  the  Prince, 
was  that  great  mafter  of  the  Hebrew  language 
and  learning,  Mr.  Hugh  Broughton,  who  had 
preached  before  his  Highnefs  on  the  Lord's 
prayer,  at  Otelands,  in  Atiguft  1603,  and  in 
1605,  infcribed  to  him  a  fmall  piece  in  reply 
to  Dr.  Thomas  Biifon,  Biihop-of  Winchefter, 
on  a  fubject  long  agitated  between  them,  the 
defcent  of  Chrift  into  Hades.  He  dedicated 

like  wife 
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likewife  to  the  Prince  his  Comment  upon  Cohektb 
or  Ecckjiaftes,  and  his  tranflation  of  the  La- 
mentations of  Jeremiah;  and  fent  to  him  a 
Latin  letter  *,  ftiling  him  Autoris  prafidium  & 
didce  dectis,  and  accompanying  his  anfwer  to 
an  Hebrew  Epiftle  of  a  learned  Jew,  Abraham 
Reuben,  fent  from  Conftantinople  to  England. 
The  Queen,  whofe  inclinations  to  the  church 
of  Rome,  as  well  as  to  the  interefts  of  Spain, 
were  not  known  to,  or  at  leaft  not  mentioned 
by,  the  hiftorians  of  the  laft  age,  Thuanus 
himfelf  (L.  129.  §.  15.)  but  juft  hinting  at  the 
former,  began  now  to  practife  upon  and  infufe 
her  own  prejudices  into  the  Prince  her  fon; 
though  all  her  attempts  of  that  kind  proved 
unfuccefsful.  Monf.  de  Harlay,  Count  de 
Beaumont,  AmbafTador  from  Henry  IV.  of 
France  in  England,  having  difcovered  her  Ma- 
jefty's  defigns,  informed  that  King  in  a  letter 
the  7th  of  June  1604",  that  the  Spaniards 
were  perfuaded,  that  they  mould  be  able  by 
their  intelligence  with  the  Queen  and  her  con- 
fent  to  alter  the  religion  in  England,  if  the 
crown  mould  fall  to  the  Prince  during  his 
minority;  and  that  me  endeavoured  to  preju- 
dice him  in  favour  of  Spain,  and  againft 
France,  which,  me  faid,  me  hoped  he  would 
one  day  conquer  like  Henry  V.  In  another

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letter  of  the  22d  of  October  following,  N.  S.  *, 
the  AmbafTador,  after  taking  notice  of  the 
Queen's  immoderate  ambition  of  governing, 
adds,  that  (he  ufed  all  her  efforts  to  corrupt 
the  mind  of  the  Prince  by  flattering  his  paf- 
fions,  diverting  him  from  his  fludies  and  exer- 
cifes,  reprefenting  to  him,  out  of  contempt  of 
his  father,  that  learning  was  inconfiftent  with 
the  chara&er  of  a  great  General  and  Con- 
queror, and  propofing  to  him  a  marriage  with 
the  Infanta  of  Spain. 

John  Johnfton,  one  of  the  King's  Profefibrs 
in  the  Univerfity  of  St.  Andrews  in  Scotland, 
having  compofed  in  Latin  hiftorical  Infcriptions 
of  the  Kings  of  Scotland  from  the  foundation 
of  the  Monarchy  to  that  tirnex,  fent  his  work 
to  the  Prince,  with  a  letter  in  Latin y,  dated  at 
St.  Andrews  the  ift  of  July  1604,  in  which 
he  mentions  his  having  added  a  new  or  rather 
renewed  dedication  to  his  Highnefs :  and  that 
he  thought  it  an  honour  and  happinefs  to 
himfelf,  that  he,  who  was  the  mod:  inconil- 
derable  of  his  fervants,  having  nVfr.  undertaken 
a  work  of  that  kind,  mould  have  the  good  for- 
tune of  confecrating  it  by  his  Highnefs's  auguft

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name.  He  adds,  that  if  he  fhould  find  by  any 
token,  that  his  performance  was  acceptable  to 
the  Prince,  he  mould  be  excited  to  publifh 
foon  fome  greater  works  under  the  aufpices  of 
his  Highnefs's  patronage. 

The  ProfefTor's  dedication  did  not  pafs  un- 
rewarded 3  for  the  Prince  fent  him  a  diamond ; 
upon  which  the  Profeilbr  addreiled  a  Carmen 
encomiafticum  to  his  Highnefs,  and  tranfmitted 
it  with  a  letter,  dated  in  November  1605,  to 
Mr.  Newton. 

Sir  Henry  Wotton,  going  AmbafTador  from 
the  King  to  Venice  in  July  1604,  the  Prince 
fent  by  him  a  letter  in  Latin  to  the  Doge,  dated 
at  London  the  1 2th  of  that  month,  returning 
thanks  for  two  letters,  which  he  had  received 
from  the  Doge. 

On  the  24th  of  September  following  he 
wrote  another  letter  in  the  fame  language, 
from  Hampton-court  to  the  Landgrave  of 
Hefle,  in  anfwer  to  one  from  the  Landgrave: 
as  he  did  one  from  London  on  the  1 5th  of 
December  to  the  King  of  Denmark  his  uncle ; 
another  in  French  on  the  I2th  of  January 
1604-5,  to  the  Duke  of  Savoy,  fent  by  the 
Marquis  of  Lullin  ;  another  in  Latin  to  Fre- 
derick Ulrick,  Duke  of  Brunfwick,  on  the  7th 
of  February;  and  another  to  Uladiilaus,  Prince 
of  Poland,  on  the  i3th  of  that  month  from 
Otelands.  But  from  this  time  his  letters 
written  to  foreign  Princes,  and  received  from 

them, 
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them,  became  too  numerous  to  be  particularifed 
here. 

The  King  having  refolved  to  honour  the 
univerfity  of  Oxford  with  a  vifitj  and  to  enter 
the  Prince  a  member  of  it,  went  thither  with 
the  Queen  and  his  Highnefs  on  the  27th  of 
Auguft,  1605,  from  Woodftock,  where  hfe 
had  repofed  himfelf  for  fome  days,  after  a 
progrefs  through  the  counties  of  EfTex,  Hun^ 
tington,  Bedford^  and  Northampton*  Tho- 
mas Sackville,  Earl  of  Dorfet,  Lord  High 
Treafurer,  was  then  Chancellor  of  Oxford  j 
and  the  Vice-chancellor  was  Dr.  George 
Abbot,  Dean  of  Winchester,  and  Mafter  of 
Univerfity  College,  and  a  few  years  after  ad^- 
vanced,  firft  to  the  fee  of  London,  and  then 
to  that  of  Canterbury. 

His  Majefty,  being  attended  by  moft  of  the 
principal  nobility  and  great  officers  of  ftate, 
and  received  with  great  folemnity  by  the  uni- 
verfity, had  lodgings  provided  for  him  and  the 
Queen  at  Ch  rift- church,  of  which  Dr.  John 
King,  raifed  to  the  bifhoprick  of  London  in 
1611,  was  Dean;  who  prefented  to  their 
Majefties  and  to  his  Highnefs,  in  the  name  of 
the  college,  a  volume  of  congratulatory  verfeS. 
Magdalen  College  being  prepared  for  the  refid- 
ence  of  the  Prince,  he  was  accompanied  thither 
by  the  Earl  of  Worceftcr,  Mafter  of  the  horfe 
to  the  King,  the  Lord  Knollys,  Treafurer  of 
the  houfhold,  the  Earls  of  Oxford  and  Efiex, 
Vifcount  Cranborne,  fon  of  the  Earl  of  Salif- 

burya 
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bury,  and  other  young  noblemen.  He  was 
met  at  the  entrance  by  Dr.  Nicolas  Bond,  the 
Prefident,  and  by  the  Fellows ;  one  of  whom, 
Mr.  James  Mabbe,  made  a  fpeech  to  his 
Highnefs,  to  whofe  honour  verfes  were  affixed 
to  the  walls  and  gates  of  the  college,  of  which 
he  was  admitted  a  member,  and  as  fuch  matri- 
culated of  the  univerfity,  JohnWilkinfon,  B.D. 
then  Fellow,  afterwards  Prefident,  of  the  col- 
lege, being  appointed  his  tutor7.  The  Prince 
being  conducted  to  his  lodgings  in  the  prefi- 
dent's  apartment-,  was  entertained  ihere  with 
difputations,  in  which  Mr.  William  Seymour, 
fecond  fon  of  Edward  Lord  Beauchamp,  and 
grandfon  of  Edward  Earl  of  Hertford,  per- 
formed the  part  of  refpondent,  and  was  op- 
pofed  by  Charles  Somerfet,  fixth  fon  of  the 
Earl  of  Worcefter,  Edward  Seymour,  eldeffc 
fon  of  the  Lord  Beauchamp,  Mr.  Robert 
Gorge,  fon  of  Sir  Thomas  Gorge  by  the  Mar- 
chionefs  of  Northampton,  two  fons  of  Sir 
Thomas  Chaloner,  who  had  himfelf  been 
educated  in  this  college,  and  Mr.  William, 
Burlacy,  fon  of  a  Knight  j  all  of  whom  gave 
his  Highnefs  fo  much  fatisfaclion  by  the  readi- 
nefs  of  their  wit,  that,  in  teftimony  of  it,  he 
gave  them  his  hand  to  kifs.  He  then  returned  to 
the  King  at  Chrift-church,  where  the  evening 
concluded  with  a  Latin  comedy  entitled  Ver- 
tumnusy  acted  by  the  ftudents  of  that  college.

The  next  day  was  employed  in  difputations 
in  divinity  and  civil  law  in  St.  Mary's  church, 

t  which  was   prefcnt  the  King,    with   the 
nee  on  his  left   hand,    and   on  his  right 
riftopher  de  Harlay,  Count  de  Beaumont, 
AmbafTador  from  the  court  of  France,  and 
Nicolo   Molino,    Ambaffador   from  Venice.

The  refpondent  was 
Dr.  John  Aglionby,    Principal  of  Edmund 
hall;  and  the  opponents  were  Dr.  John  Hol- 
land, Regius-profeffor  of  Divinity,  Dr.  Thom- 
ibn,  Dean  of  Windfor,  Dr.  Field,  Chaplain 
to  his  Majefty,  and  afterwards  Dean  of  Glou- 
cefter,  and  author  of  the  learned  treatife  Of 
the  Churchy  Dr.  Harding,  Regius -profeffor  of 
Hebrew,  Dr.  Rives,  Warden  of  New  college, 
Dr.  Airay,  Provoft  of  Queen's  college,  and 
Dr.   John   Gordon,  Dean  of  Salifbury,    and 
related  to  the  Royal  family  of  Scotland.     The 
two  queflions  in  civil  law  were  thefe;  ct  Whe- 
"  ther  a  judge  ought  to  give  fentence  accord- 
"  ing   to   the  proofs   alledged  in   the   trial, 
c  againft  the  truth  known  privately  to  him- 
l<  felf  ?"  and  "  Whether  a  ftranger  and  enemy 
c  being  detained  in  an  hoftile  port  by  adverfe 
tc  winds,  contrary  to  what  had  been  before 
<£  flipulatcd  in  a  truce,  may  be.  juftly  killed  by

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'*  the  inhabitants  of  that  place  ?"  Thefe  que- 
ftions  were  managed  by  Dr.  Bird  of  All-fouls 
college,  Dr.  Wefton  of  Chrift-church,  Dr. 
Martin  of  New  college,  Dr.  HufTey,  Principal 
of  Magdalen  hall.  Dr.  Budden  of  Magdalen 
college,  and  Dr.  Lloyd  of  All-fouls  college 5 
Dr.  Blencow,  Provoft  of  Queen's  college,  be- 
ing Refpondent,  and  Dr.  Albericus  Gentilis, 
the  King's  ProferTor  of  civil  law,  acling  the  fart 
of  Moderator.  At  night  was  exhibited  the 
tragedy  of  Ajax  flagellifer. 

The  difputations  were  continued  on  the  third 
day,  Aug.  29.  One  of  the  two  medical  que- 
ftions  was,  "  Whether  children  imbibe  the 
"  temper  with  the  milk  of  their  nurfes  ?"  j  and 
the  other  was  concerning  the  ufe  of  tobacco, 
to  which  the  Ring'liad  fo  ftrong  an  averlion, 
as  to  employ  his  Royal  pen  in  order  to  explode 
the  ufe  of  it.  The  Refpondent  was  Sir  Wil- 
liam Paddy,  the  King's  Phyfician ;  and  the  Op- 
ponents Dr.  Warner,  the  King's  Profeffor  of 
Phyiic,  Dr.  Antony  Aylworth,  and  Dr.  Gifford 
of  New  college,  Dr.  Matthew  Gwynne  of  St. 
John's  college,  Dr.  Amworth  of  Oriel,  and  Dr. 
Cheynell  of  Corpus-Chrifti. 

The  King,  Queen,  Prince,  Nobility,  and 
Ambaffadors,  having  been  entertained  at  dinner 
by  the  Earl  of  Dorfet  at  New  college,  return- 
ed to  St.  Mary's  to  a  difputation  in  philofcphy, 
in  which  Mr.  Richard  Andrews,  of  St.  John's 
college,  was  Refpondent,  and  the  Opponents 
Mr.Lapworth  of  Magdalen  college,  Mr.Bafker-

ville  of  Exeter,  Mr.  Clayton  of  Gloucefbr 
hall,  Mr.  Mocket  of  All-fouls,  Mr.  Pinke 
of  New  college,  and  Mr.  Bolcon  of  Brazen- 
nofe.  The  queftions  were,  "  Whether  gold 
can  be  made  by  art  ?"  and  "  Whether  the  ima- 
gination can  produce  real  effedts?"  Thefe  were 
followed  by  two  pofitions  in  moral  philofo- 
phy,  given  out  by  the  King  himfelf ;  one,  that  it 
is  greater  to  defend  than  to  inlarge  the  bounds 
of  an  empires  and  the  other,  that  juft  and  un- 
juft  are  not  conftituted  by  law  only,  but  by 
nature.  Thefe  were  maintained  by  Mr.  Wil- 
liam Ballow  of  Chrift-church,  and  oppofed  by 
Mr.  John  Barcham  of  Corpus-Chrifti  college, 
Mr.  Langton  of  Magdalen,  Mr.  King  of  Mer- 
ton,  Mr.  Winnifte  of  Exeter,  and  Mr.  Jucks  and 
Mr.  Thornton  of  Chrift-church.  His  Majefty 
clofed  this  difputation,  as  he  had  done  all  ths 
former,  with  a  determination  of  his  own ; 
*  and,  having  given  his  thanks  to  the  univerfity 
in  a  fpeech,  was  conducted  back  to  Chrift- 
church,  whither  the  Prince  having  attended 
him,  returned  to  his  own  college  of  Magdalen, 
where  he  was  invited  to  fup.  He  fat  alone  in 
'the  midfl  of  the  upper  table,  the  noblemen 
and  courtiers  in  the  middle  of  the  hall,  and 
the  fellows  and  fludents  in  their  habits  on 
both  fides  of  it,  whom,  with  great  civility,  he 
obliged  to  put  on  their  fquare  caps;  and,  calling 
for  a  bowl  of  wine,  drank  to  all  their  healths, 
profefling  his  high  regard  fur  the  college,  and 

that 
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that  he  mould  always  remember  their  kindnefs 
and  hofpitality.  Mr.  William  Grey,  fon  of 
Arthur  Lord  Grey  of  Wilton,  then  prefented  to 
him,  by  the  Prefident's  order,  Pandulphus  Col- 
tenucius's  Apologues,  a  manufcript,  elegantly 
bound,  and  adorned  with  gold  and  pearls,  with 
a  fpeech  on  the  occafion.  Another  prefent  was 
made  by  Mr.  Edward  Chaloner,  fon  of  Sir 
Thomas,  and  afterwards  Chaplain  to  the  King, 
and  Principal  of  St.  Alban's  hall,  who  gave  his 
Highnefs,  in  the  name  of  the  college,  two 
pair  of  rich  gloves ;  as  Mr.  Richard  Worfeley 
did  a  book  of  verfes  in  foreign  languages, 
beautifully  written. 

The  fame  night  the  Prince  attended  the 
King  to  St.  John's  college,  where  the  members 
reprefented  a  comedy  entitled  Fertummtsy  Jive 
Annus  recurrent  written  by  Dr.  Matthew 
Gwynne,  ProfefTor  of  Phyfic  in  Gremam  col- 
lege, and  Phyfician  to  the  Tower  5  which  co- 
medy, though  it  had  the  fame  title  with  that  a<fl- 
ed  two  nights  before,  at Chrift- church,  was  very 
different  from  it  both  in  the  plot  and  execution. 

On  the  fourth  day,  Auguft  30,  the  King 
vifited  the  library  lately  founded  by  Sir  Tho- 
mas Bodley,  who,  after  having  fpent  the 
former  part  of  his  life  in  public  bufinefs,  efpe- 
cially  as  a  miniiter  in  foreign  countries,  and 
refufed  the  poft  of  Secretary  of  ftate,  devoted 
his  latter  years  to  retirement,  and  the  forming 
and  endowing  that  library,  one  of  the  moft 
E  3  mag- 
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magnificent  of  the  laft  or  prefent  age.     His 
Majefty  next"  viewed  the  divini  y-fchool,  and 
that -of  arts,"  the  colleges  of  Bracken  nole,  All- 
fouls,  Magdalen,  and  Queen's ;  while  many 
of  the-  ndblemen  and  perfons  of  diiUn&ion 
were   created  Mafters   of  art,    and    a    tragi* 
comedy-,    entitled  The  Queens  'Arcadia,    was 
prefented   to  her  Majefty  and  her  ladies    at 
Ch  rift-church,  written  by  Mr.  Samuel  Da- 
niel, the  poet  and  hiftorian,  who  had  heen  a 
commoner  of  Magdalen  hall  in  Oxford,  and 
was  then  one  of  the  grooms  of  the  Queen's 
privy  chamber.     After  dinner,  th?  ir  Majefties 
and  the  Prince  left  the  univerfity,  the  King 
exprefling  how  agreeable  his  four  days  refidcnce 
there  had  been  to  him,  and  giving  orders  for  aug- 
menting the  ftipend  of  his  ProfefFor  of  Divinity, 
by  annexing  to  that  profefformip  the  living  of 
Ewelme  and  a  prebend  of  Chrift-chutch. 

Mr.  Ifaac  Wake,  who  had  a  {hare  in  this 
folemnity  as  public  orator,  and  v/as  afterwards 
knighted  and  employed  in  feveral  embames 
abroad,  having  drawn  up  an  exad:  and  elegant 
relation  of  this  Royal  vilit  to  the  univerlity  of 
Oxford,  published  it  in  1 607  in  4to,  under  the 
title  of  Rex  Platonicu^Jive  Mufce  regnantesjw\\h. 
a  dedication  to  the  Prince;  in  which  the  author 
remarked,  that  the  univerfity  had  feen  fo  much 
of  his  Highnefs's  temper  and  genius,  during 
his  flay  there,  as  anfwered  their  moft  fanguine 
wimes.

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Not  long  before  the  Prince  went  to  Oxford, 
he  received  a  letter  from  Henry  Howard,  Earl 
of  Northampton,  then  Lord  Warden  of  thp 
cinque-ports,  and  afterwards  Lord  Privy-SeaL 
This  nobleman,  who  was  much  more  eminent 
for  his  abilities  than  his  integrity,  having  a  great 
fhare  of  the  King's  favour,  to  whom  he  had 
been  highly  ferviceable  by  his  correfppndence 
with  the  Earl  of  Mar,  before  his  Majeftyjs 
acceffion  to  the  throne  of  England,  feemed 
now  defirous  of  ingratiating  himfelf  with  the 
Prince.  His  letter  %  which  is  full  of  that 
affectation  of  ftyle,  by  which  all  his  compofi- 
tions,  as  well  as  too  many  others  of  that  age, 
are  diftinguifhed,  begins  with  the  following 
compliment:  tc  Though  the  ume  will  not 
<c  be  long,  before  that,  to  my  comfort,  I  fhall 
<c  behold  your  Highnefs  as  a  bright  and  chear- 
"  ful  flar  in  this  heaven;  yet  can  I  not  forbear 
<c  to  witnefs,  by  fo  fit  a  meflenger,  my  duti- 
tc  ful  acknowledgements  of  your  gracious  fa- 
cc  vour  to  your  humble  fervant,  who  never 
"looks  upon  your  eyes  without  an  inward 
<c  fenfe  of  this  ifland's  happinefs,  that  may 
"  aflure  itfelf  of  fo  rare  a  heir  apparent  to-fuc- 
<c  ceed  (in  plenitudlm  temporis)  fo  dear  a  fove- 
tc  reign.  By  the  fweetnefs  of  your  blGflbms 
<c  I  may  eafily  apprehend  the  full  perfection. 
"  of  feafonable  fruits,  which  the  virtues  of 
^  your  mind,  and  graces  of  your  princely  per- 
z  Harl.

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"  fon,  will  afford  to  thofe,  that  hereafter,  by 
<c  the  benefit  of  your  golden  days,  mall  find

<c  branch,  of  more  than  ordinary  proof,  to 
"  profper  and  fpread  after  him."  His  Lord- 
fhip  then  adds,  "  that  his  Majefty,  thanks  be 
c{  to  God,  enjoyed  that  perfedl  health,  for 
"  which  his  loyal  fubjecls  prayed;  and  was 
"  greatly  pleafed,  fays  he,  to  find,  by  that, 
tc  which  I  received  laft  from  Sir  Thomas 
'"  Chaloner,  that  your  Highnefs  fpent  the 
'"  time  of  your  laft  being  abroad  with  fo  great 
<c  moderation  in  all  degrees,  matching  Mer- 
"  cury  with  Diana,  and  ftudy  with  exercife, 
4£  with  fo  good  meafure,  as  very  few  can  keep, 
"  that  are  as  far  above  your  years  in  computa- 
"  tion,  as  fhort  of  your  difcretion  in  experience. 
"  His  Majefty  by  this  may  fee  a  lively  image 
*'  of  his  own  Royal  mind,  that  did  ever  mix 
*'  utile  duki,  and  fo  far  regard  the  prefervation 
*'  of  health  by  exercife,  as  he  never  utterly 
"  neglected  thofe  parts  contemplative,  that 
"  made1  him  rich  pro  republican 

He  next  touched  upon  the  deiign  of  enter- 
ing the  Prince  a  member  of  the  univerfity  of 
Oxford,  when  his  Highnefs  was  to  accompany 
the  King  thither.  "  Oxford,  fays  bey  is  very

•  His  Lordfhip  had  been  educated  at  King's  college, 

and 
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"  have  the  firft-fruits  of  your  refort  to  the

"  the  jnftice  of  your  princely  mind,  and  the 
"  equity  of  your  native  difpcfition,  give  hope 
"  to  Cambridge  her  fifter  alfo,  that,  according 
£t  to  the  laws  of  copartionery  in  this  land,  like 
"  fifters,  they  {hall  equally  be  fhared  in  the 
"  comfort  of  your  gracious  affection,  if  they 
"  deferve  equally.  In  the  mean  time  my 
<c  prayer  fhall  be  for  your  prefervation,  and 
•'  my  ftudy  by  all  means  to  witnefs,  that  I 
"  will  be  ever,  as  in  duty  all  men  ought  to  be, 
"  your  Highnefs's  mofl  affectionate  and  hum- 
"  ble  fervant." 

The  Prince  being  Duke  of  Cornwall,  though 
not  in  aftual  porTeffion  of  that  dutchy,  began 
now  to  be  attentive  to  the  interefts  of  it.  This 
appears  from  a  letter  to  him  from  an  officer 
of  his,  who  refided  there,  Mr.  Richard  Con- 
nokb,  dated  the  1 2th  of  September,  1605% 
who,  in  the  beginning  of  it,  obferves,  that  he 
had  not  been  more  troubled  in  the  doubtfulnefs 
of  his  mind  about  any  thing  for  many  years, 
than  whether  "  I,  fays  ke>  that  am  your  poor 
"  fervant  and  officer,  might  prefume  to  write 
"  unto  you  fo  worthy  a  Prince,  and,  for  the

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*£  hope  which  is  conceived  of  you,  admired 
"  by  all  men.  But  calling  to  mind,  when  I 
"  did  laft  kifs  your  hand,  that  your  Highnefs 
"  commanded  me  to  write  unto  you  of  the 
<e  occurrences  happening  in  this  poor  county 
<e  of  Cornwall,  I  then  made  choice  rather

of  his  noble  mind;,  but  chiefly,  and  above  all, 
of  his  obedience,  love,  and  duty  towards  their 
dread  fovereign  the  King's  IViaiefly,  his  Royal 
father,  and  of  his  affection  towards  the  council 
for  the  pains,  which  they  took  in  the  common- 
wealth to  do  his  Majefty  and  his  Highnefs 
fervice.  That  with  regard  to  his  affairs  and 
'buiinefs  in  Cornwall,  all  went  on  as  his  High- 
nefs could  wifh,  and  would  prove  profitable 
to  him  againft  the  time,  that  his  Majefty  mould 
be  pleafed  to  deliver  over  that  dutchy  into  his 
hands.  But  Mr.  Connok  feared,  that  Serjeant 
Heale  would  not  live  out  the  time,  that  the 
Prince  mould  have  a  recovery  againft  him : 
but  what  could  not  be  done  againft  him, 
might  be  performed  againft  his  heirs. 

"  My  Lord  of  Salifbury,  continues  he>  by  his 
"  voluntary  yielding  up  of  'the  lands,   which

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<*'  he  purcbrafed,  doth  owe  great  furtherance 
"  to  your  fervices  here,  and  maketh  the  peo-

"  Touching  your  Highnefss  deanery  of

"  Highnefs  are  willing  to  beftow  upon  fuch  a 
"  one,  as  Mr. Newton  mall  recommend;  fo-it 
<c  is,  that,  by  Mr.  Newton's- confent  and  lik- 
IE  ing,  I  have  fent  up  one  Mr.  Parker  for  the 
<c  fame.  He  is  both  learned,  and  honed,  a  di£- 
tc  creet  gentleman,  and  a  bachelor  of  divinity, 
"  of  whom  I  have  wiilied  Mr.  Newton  to 
"  make  choice  before  others,  becaufe  he  is 
"  this  country-man,  and  well-beloved  of  all 
tc  forts  of  men,  efpecially  of  the  bimop  of  this 
"  diocefedj  fo  as,  in  my  opinion,  he  is  the 
"  meeteft  man,  and  beft  able  to  do  you  fervice 
"  for  fettling  and  reftoring  that  deanery  to  its 
<c  ancient  jurifdiction,  the  fame  being  yet 
*c  cumbered  with  one  Gayer,  a  turbulent  per- 
t{  fon,  who,  though  unjuftly,  claimeth  the 
<c  fame  during  his  life.  Howbeit,  for  the 
"  allowance  or  difallowance  of  this  choice  of 
"  Mr.  Parker,  we  wholly  refer  the  fame  to 
<c  your  Highnefs's  confideration."

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Henry  Lord  Darnley,  the  King's  father,  was 
not  lefs  dear  to  the  Prince  for  her  near  relation 
to  him,  than  for  the  accomplKhments  of  her 
mind  both  natural  and  acquired ;  and  therefore 
he  took  all  occafions  of  obliging  her.  In  con- 
lequence  of  this,  and  of  the  fuccefs  of  her  re- 
commendation of  a  kinfman  of  hers  to  his 
Highnefs,  fhe  wrote  him,  on  the  i8th  of  Oclo- 
ber,  1605,  the  following  letter f,  which  is  given 
intire,  as  one  of  the  few  remains  of  that  illuftri- 
ous  but  unfortunate  lady. 

"  S  I  R, 


MY  intention  to  attend  your  Highnefs 
tomorrow,  God  willing,  cannot  ftay 
me  from  acknowledging  by  thefe  few  lines, 
how  infinitely  I  am  bound  to  your  Highnefs 
for  that  your  gracious  difpofition  towards 
me,  which  faileth  not  to  fhew  itielf  upon 
every  occaiion,  whether  accidental  or  beg- 
ged by  me,  as  this  late  high  favour  and 
grace  it  hath  pleafed  your  Highnefs  to  do 
my  kinfman  at  my  humble  fuit.  I  truft 
tomorrow  to  let  your  Highnefs  underftand 
fnch  motives  of  that  my  preemption,  as 
(hall  make  it  excufeable.  For  your  High- 
nefs fhall  perceive,  I  both  underftand  with 
what  extraordinary  refpecls  fuits  are  to  be 
prefentcd  to  your  Highnefs;,  and  withall  that

"  as  it  encourageth  both  me  and  many  others

<c  your  Highnefs)  wifh  you;  and  then  fhall 
"  you  be  even  fuch  as  you  are;  and  your 
"  growth  in  virtue  and  grace  with  God  and 
"  men  fhall  be  the  only  alteration  we  will 
"  pray  for. 

"  And  fo  in  all  humility  I  ceafe;

The  difcovery  of  the  plot  for  blowing  up 
the  parliament-houfe  on  the  5th  of  November, 
1605,  when  the  King,  Queen,  Prince,  coun- 
cil, nobility,  bimops,  judges,  and  principal 
gentlemen  fhould  have  been  affembled  in  it 
at  the  opening  of  the  parliament,  made  fb 
ftrong  an  impreflion  of  religious  gratitude  upon 
the  mind  of  his  Highnefs,  that,  in  memory  of 
his  deliverance,  and  in  imitation  of  his  Royal  fa- 
ther's example,  he  would  never  after  fufFer  him- 
felf  to  be  prevented  by  any  bufinefs  from  being 

r 

prefent 
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prefent  at  the  fermon  appointed  to  be  preached 
every  Tuefday,  the  day  of  the  week,  on  which 
the  plot  was  intended  to  have  been  executed8. 
The  detection  of  this  horrible  defign  afforded 
fubjecl:  to  a  very  zealous  proteflant  divine  to 
write  immediately  a  Latin  letter  to  his  High- 
nefsh.  This  divine  was  Leonel  Sharpe,  D.D. 
who  had  been  educated  at  King's  college  in 
Cambridge,  and  Chaplain  to  the  Earl  of  EfTex, 
whom  he  attended  in  the  expedition  again:! 
Cadiz  in  1 596,  as  he  was  afterwards  to  Prince 
Henry.  He  was  minifter  of  Tiverton  in  Devon- 
.ihire,  and  redor  of  Malpas  in  Chemire,  and 
had  the  archdeaconry  of  Berkmire  conferred 
upon  him  about  the  time  of  writing  this  letter 
to  his  Highnefs,  which  preferment  he  enjoyed 
till  his  death  in  1630.  He  is  affirmed,  by  the 
"fuftorian  of  the  university  of  Oxford  *,  to  have 
been  concerned  in  the  treafons  of  his  firft 
patron  the  Earl  of  EfTex :  and  his  zeal  again  ft 
the  meafures  of  King  James's  court  expofed 
him  to  the  jealoufy  of  it;  in  confequence  of 
which  he  was  committed  to  the  Tower  in  June, 
1614,  and  confined  there  a  whole  year,  upon 
a  charge  of  having  fuggefted  to  Mr.  John

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Hofkyns,  afterwards  Serjeant  at  law,  and  one 
of  the  Judges  of  Wales,  an  allufion  to  the 
Sicilian  Vej'per^  which  Mr.  Hofkyns  took  occa- 
iion  to  introduce  into  a  very  free  fpeech  made 
by  him  in  the  Houfe  of  Commons k.  Dr. 
Sharpe  in  his  letter  to  the  Prince,  after  fpeak- 
ing  of  the  plot,  as  the  moft  fhockingv  that  had 
been  contrived  fince  the  creation  of  mankind, 
exhorts  him  to  draw  from  it  this  threefold 
doclrine,  of  humility,  gratitude,  and  caution. 
Of  humility,  that,  though  he  was  the  eldeft 
fon  of  a  great  King,  he  mould  think  mor'eftly 
of  human  happinefs  -,  fince  it  might  have  been 
overthrown  in  a  moment  by  human  malice,  if 
God  had  not  prevented  it.  That  the  age  was 
a  very  wicked  one;  and  whoever  dared  to  die 
himfelf,  would  venture  to  deftroy  another,  and 
whoever  defpifed  his  own  life,  was  mafter  of 
another's.  The  fecond  ufe  of  the  event  was 
to  excite  gratitude,  that  he  might  ferve  God, 
who  had  preferved  him,  firrr  by  moving  the 
mind  of  the  traitor  to  difcover  (though  ob- 
fcurely)  the  treafon  by  a  letter ;  and  then  by 
fuggefting  to  the  King,  that  fire  was  meant 
by  the  letter.  The  laft  ufe  was  by  way  of 
caution,  to  beware  of  the  Vipers,  or,  to  fpeak 
freely,  of  the  Jefuits,  and  their  followers.  Dr. 
Sharpe  difavows  any  intention  to  make  all  pa- 
pifts  odious  to  the  Prince,  fome  of  whom  he

believed 
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believed  to  be  faithful  fubjects;  but  he  meant 
thole  only,  who  were  actuated  by  a  jefuitical 
or  rather  diabolical  fpirit.  He  was  perfuaded, 
that  fome  Jefuit  was  the  incendiary  on  this  oc- 
cafion  •>  the  defign  being  full  of  both  envy  and 
malice ;  of  envy,  which  is  tormented  by  the  good 
of  others,  and  of  malice,  which  takes  delight  in 
their  fufterings,  and,  what  is  more,  in  the 
fufferings  of  the  public.  He  then  runs  a 
parallel  between  the  newly-difcovered  confpi- 
racy,  and  that  of  the  Earl  of  Gowry,  on  the 
5th  of  Auguft  1600,  reprefenting  the  Englifh 
as  much  more  wicked  than  the  Scots  traitors. 

Frederick,  Count  Palatine,  then  but  in  his 
tenth  year1,  who  afterwards  married  the 
Prince's  fifter  Elizabeth,  and  accepted  of  the 
crown  of  Bohemia  to  the  ruin  of  himfelf  and 
his  family,  being  at  Sedan,  probably  on  ac- 
count of  his  ftudies,  when  the  account  of  the 
gun-powder  plot  was  brought  thither,  wrote 
from  thence  on  the  loth  of  December  in 
French  to  the  Prince,  to  congratulate  him  on 
the  detection  of  itm.  He  remarked,  that  he 
mould  think  himfelf  void  of  all  feeling,  as 
well  as  wanting  in  all  duty,  if  he  were  not 
fenfible  of  the  joy,  which  the  whole  world 
received  from  the  miraculous  deliverance,

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which  God  had  fent  the  Prince  frcm  Heaven, 
at  the  fame  time,  that  Hell  and  its  inftru- 
ments  had  confpired  his  deftruftion.  That 
the  fame  affection,  which  raifed  this  joy  in 
his  heart,  gave  him  likewife  the  boldnefs  to 
teftify  it  to  the  Prince  by  that  letter;  and  to 
allure  him  of  his  fincere  devotion  to  his  fervice, 
which  would  one  day,  if  it  mould  pleafe  God, 
fecond  him  in  maintaining  and  defending  the 
truth  againft  the  afTauits  of  the  father  of  lies. 
"  I  find,  adds  he,  that  his  agents  do  a  great  deal 
"  for  us  in  mewing  us  fo  early  the  fpirit,  which 
<c  pofTeffes  them,  and  the  falfhood,  which 
"  they  are  follicitous  to  eftablifh ;  which  ought 
<c  to  excite  in  us,  throughout  our  whole  lives, 
"  a  deteflation  of  what  we  have  known  from 
"  our  infancy.  Accept  therefore,  Sir,  this 
"  hearty  proteftation  of  my  zeal,  as  well  for 
<£  the  true  religion,  as  for  your  fervice ;  and 
"  honour  with  your  good  will  him,  who  will 
"  for  ever  remain  your  moft  humble  and 
1C  moft  affectionate  fervant." 

The  Lord  Spencer  likewife  fent  to  the 
Prince  from  his  feat  at  Althrope,  in  Northamp- 
tonfhire,  a  letter,  dated  the  27th  of  the  fame 
month  of  December  1 605,  and  with  it  a  prefent 
of  a  fword  and  target,  '*  Inftruments,  fays  he, 
<c  fit  to  be  about  you  in  thele  treacherous 
"  times  j  from  the  which,  I  truft,  God  will 
'*  ever  protedt  your  moft  royal  father,  my  dread 
F  «  Sove- 
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"  Sovereign  Lord  and  Mafter,  and  your  High- 

"  nefs,  as  he  hath  hitherto  done." 

The  regard  and  gratitude,  which  the  Prince 

had  for  his  tutor,  Mr.  Newton,  were  defervedly 

fuch,  that  immediately  upon  the  death  of  Dr. 

Matthew  Hutton,  Archbilhop  of  York,  in  Ja- 
.  nuary  1605-6,  which  was  likely  to  occasion 

a  vacancy  of  the  Deanry  of  Durham,  that  had 

been  promifed  Mr.  Newton  by  the  King  two 
-  years  before,  his  Highnefs  wrote  the  following 

letter  to  his  Majefty  to  remind  him  of  that 

promife". 

"  SIR, 

"  "VT  OUR  Majefty  commanded  me  to 
f*c/  J.  write  to  you,  when  any  fit  occafion 
*c  were  offered  :  and  now  hearing,  that  upon 
<c  the  death  of  the  Archbifhop  of  York,  there 
"  .are  many  fuitors  for  preferment  >  I  have  taken 
"  the  boldnefs  to  be  a  fuitor  alfo  for  my 
<c  mailer.  Not  becaufe  I  doubt,  that  your 
<;  Majefly  is  unmindful  of  your  promife  made 
<c  at  Hampton-Court,  that  if  he  would  flay  fo 
"  long,  as  till  the  Archbifhop  were  dead,  he 
*'  mould  have  the  Deanry  of  Durham  ;  but 
c<  to  mew  the  defire  I  have  to  do  good  to  my  . 
"  mafter.  I  have  learned,  among  other  good 
"  leiTons,  this  out  of  Pibrac:

This  letter  was  attended  with  the  defired 
fuccefsi  for  upon  the  advancement  of  Dr. 
William  James,  Dean  of  Durham,  to  the 
Bimopric,  in  the  room  of  Dr.  Toby  Matthew, 
tranilated  to  the  Archbimopric  of  York,  that 
rich  Deanry  was  given  to  Mr.  Newton,  who 
was  inftalled  in  it  on  the  27th  of  September, 
1606. 

Henry  IV.  of  France  having  in  April  1606, 
appointed  Antoine  le  Fevre  de  la  Boderie  his 
AmbafTador  in  England,  gave  him  directions 
to  pay  on  all  occaiions  a  particular  refpe<fl  to 
the  Prince.  By  the  inftrudtions,  dated  at 
F  2  Rheims 
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Rheims  on  the  I5th  of  that  month0,  that  Am- 
baflador  was  ordered  to  falute  the  Queen,  the 
Prince,  and  the  other  children  of  King  James, 
vifiting  them  in  the  ufual  forms,  in  the  name 
of  Mary  de  Medicis,  wife  of  Henry  IV.  and 
likewife  to  falute  the  Prince  on  the  part  of  the 
Dauphin,  afterwards  Lewis  XIII.  and  to  in- 
form him,  that  the  latter  cherimed  his  friend- 
(hip,  and  often  fpoke  of  him  and  of  the  pack 
of  little  dogs,  which  his  Highnefs  had  fent 
him,  and  which,  he  was  very  forry,  that  his 
Governefs  and  Phyfician  would  not  permit  him 
to  make  ufe  of 5  hoping  and  defiring  to  be  able 
foon  to  make  fbme  returns  for  that  teftimony 
of  friendmip,  in  which  the  Prince  had  antici- 
pated him  j  as  he,,  the  Dauphin,  would  do, 
when  his  agep  mould  render  him  more  capable 
of  choofmg  fomething  worthy  of  the  Prince, 
and  of  thofe  virtuous  exercifes,  which  he  not 
only  purfued,  but  likewife  excelled  in.  The 
Ambaflador  was  informed  \  that  he  mould  find 
with  the  Prince  Monf.  St.  Anthoine,  the  riding 
matter,  whom  Henry  IV.  had  prefented  to  his 
Highnefs  to  inftrucl:  him  in  riding;  and  whom 
Monf.  Boderie  was  to  admonifli  to  continue  to 
do  his 'duty  in  that  office,  alluring  him,  that

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his  Majefty,  Henry  IV.  would  be  as  highly 
pleafed  with  it,  as  if  he  ferved  his  own  per- 
fon. 

The  Prince  was  prefent  with  the  King  at 
the  firfr.  audience  of  Monf.  de  la  Boderie,  who 
having  faid  to  him  what  he  had  been  inftrucl- 
ed  to  do,  on  the  part  both  of  the  King  his 
Mafter  and  of  the  Dauphin,  his  Highnefs  ex- 
prefled  himfelf  well  pleafed  with  it,  and  an- 
fwered  the  AmbafTador  very  gracioufly  and 
with  great  courtefyr. 

Monf.  de  la  Boderie  went  foon  after  *  to  fee 
the  Prince  exercife  himfelf  in  his  riding  fchool, 
being  informed  by  Monf.  St.  Anthoine,  that  he 
could  not  do  a  greater  pleafure  to  his  Highnefs, 
who  delighted  in  that  exercife,  and  who  was  al- 
ready a  good  matter  of  it.  The  AmbafTador  told 
the  Prince,  that  he  had  the  particular  commands 
of  the  King  his  mailer  to  acquaint  him  of  the 
progrefs,  which  his  Highnefs  had  made  in  that 
art.  Upon  this  the  Prince  mounted  two 
horfes  in  the  Ambaffador's  prefence,  who,  in 
his  letter  to  Monf.  de  Villeroy,  Secretary  of 
State  in  France,  acknowledges,  that  his  High- 
nefs acquitted  himfelf  extremely  well :  "And 
u  as  in  truth,  Jays  he,  he  is  a  Prince,  who 
tc  promifes  very  much,  and  whofe  friendmip 
"  cannot  but  be  one  day  of  advantage,  I  think 
•c  it  highly  proper  to  cultivate  it,  and  to  man- 
"  age  it  early  by  all  means  fuitable  to  his  age

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t£  and  condition.  The  Dauphin  may  make 
V'.,a-  return  for  the  dogs  lately  fent  him  by  the 
<c  Prince;  for  St,  Anthoine  tells  me,  that  he 
; <c  icannot  gratify  the  Prince  more,  than  by 
"  fending  him  a  fuit  of  armour  well  gilt  and 
*.c  enamelled,  together  with  piftols  and  a  fword 
'?  of  the  fame  kind:  and  if  he  add  to  thefe 
^s!$;couple  of  horfes,  one  of  which  goes  well, 
tc  and  the  other  a  barb,  it  will  be  a  fmgular 
*c  favour  done  to  the  Prince." 

The  Earl  of  Northampton,  who,  though 
fecretly  of  the  Roman  Catholic  Religion,  in 
which  he  unqueftionably  died,  had  a  confider- 
able  hand  in  the  proceedings  againft  the 
Traitors  concerned  in  the  Gun-powder  Plot, 
and  particularly  againft  Garnet  the  Jefuit,  con- 
victed of  being  privy  to  it,  and  executed  on  the 
gd  of  May  1606,  having  enlarged  his  fpeech, 
made  at  the  trial  of  that  Jefuit  on  the  28th  of 
March  preceding,  and  printed  it  in  the  True  and 
perfifi:  relation  of  the  whole,  prccee  dings  ^  &c*. 
fent  a  printed  copy  of  that  relation  to  the 
Prince.  In  the  letter"  accompanying  it,  he 
obferves,  that  the  firft  fruits  of  his  labour  being 
fent  by  him  that  morning  to  his  Majefty,  to 
whom  by  prerogative  they  were  firft  due,  he 
could  not  fatisFy  himfelf,  till  he  had  prefented 
the  next  to  his  Highnefs,  who  was  next  in

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place  and  worth.  That  by  fome  letters,  which 
had  come  of  late  from  the  other  fide,  it  ap- 
peared what  falfe  rumours  and  reports  had 
been  publifhed  in  excufe  (nay  he  might  as 
truly  fay  in  justification)  of  Garnet's  traiterous 
attempt,  upon  falfe  principles  laid  in  falfe  co- 
lours. That  the  difcourfes  now  fent  would  open 
the  whole  myftery,  to  the  honour  of  the  King, 
the  fatisfaftion  of  reafonable  men,  and  the 
credit  of  the  ftate,  which  rather  proceeded 
upon  demonftration  than  purfued  out  of 
humour.  <c  It  is-a  kind  of  pleafure,  continues 
<c  his  Lordfoip,  to  men,  that  have  efcaped  fear- 
"  ful  rocks,  to  look  back  with  comfort  upon 
*c  the  caufes  of  jufl  fear,  and  fo  to  fet  the  com- 
"  pals,  as  by  running  afterwards  upon  the  like 
<c  adventure,  they  fuffer  not  the  fhip wreck  by 
t£  relapfe,  from  which  they  have  been  once 
<c  redeemed  by  God's  favour.  As  your  High- 
"  nefs  mould  have  had  a  part  in  the  peril,  if 
"  the  powerful  hand  of  God  had  not  protected 
"  you;  fo  were  it  fit,  that  you  were  like  wife 
cc  mared  in  the  fatisfaclion,  which  particulars 
"  afford  to  judicious  conceits,  that  record  mif- 
"  fortunes  paft^  quia  hac  otim  meminiffe  juva- 
"  bit.

"  myfelf,  1  hope  you  will  overfee;  and  ever 
"  command  the  true  affection  and  humble 
*c  fervice  of  your  Highnefs's  affectionate,  and 
ct  humble  fervant  to  be  commanded." 

Chriftiern  IV.  King  of  Denmark,  the 
Prince's  uncle,  coming  on  a  vifit  to  England 
in  July  of  this  year  1606,  and  arriving  at 
Gravefend  on  Thurfday  the  i7th  of  that  month, 
his  Highnefs  accompanied  the  King,  his  fa- 
ther, thither  the  next  morning  j  and  during 
the  whole  ftay  of  the  King  of  Denmark 
frequently  attended  him  j  and  at  that  King's 
departure  on  the  nth  of  Auguftw,  was  pre- 
fented  by  him  with  his  Vice- Admiral  and  befl 
fighting  mip,  worth  with  all  her  furniture  not 
lefs  than  2  500 1.  and  a  rapier  and  hanger  va- 
lued at  2000  marks x.

K  MS.  letter  of  Mr.  John  Pory  to  Sir  Robert  Cotton, 
in  the  Ccttonian  Library,  'Julius  C.  III.  fol+  45. 
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The  learned  editor  of  Horace,  Mr.  John 
Bond,  having  about  this  time  prepared  his 
edition  of  that  Poety  with  mort  but  clear  and 
elegant  notes,  thought,  that  he  could  not  do 
a  greater  credit  to  his  work,  than  by  giving  it 
the  public  under  the  patronage  of  the  Prince, 
to  whom  he  addrerfed  it  in  a  very  polite  dedi- 
cation, in  which  he  takes  notice  of  the  great 
progrefs,  which  his  Highnefs  had  already  made 
in  learning.  This  excellent  Philologift  had 
been  educated  at  Winchefter  fchool,  and  after- 
wards at  New  College  in  Oxford,  the  Warden 
and  Fellows  of  which  having  appointed  him 
matter  of  the  free  fchool  at  Taunton  in  Somer- 
fetfhire,  his  native  country,  he  became  very 
eminent  in  his  profeffion,  and  not  much  lefs 
fo  in  that  of  phyfic  in  the  latter  part  of  his 
life,  dying  on  the  3d  of  Auguft  1612,  and 
leaving  a  pofthumous  commentary  on  Perfius's 
Satires  *. 

The  States  General  of  the  United  Provinces, 
on  the  25th  of  Auguft  1606,  N.  S.  wrote  a 
letter  in  French  to  the  Prince3,  informing  him, 
that  they  had  for  fome  time  been  confidering 
what  might  be  moil  proper  to  gratify  his  high- 
nefs  with,  as  a  demonftration  of  their  gratitude 
for  the  honour,  which  they  had  received  from 
the  King  of  affifting  at  his  highnefs's  baptifm ;

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and  thinking,  that  nothing  would  be  To  agree- 
able to  him,  as  what  was  the  product  and 
manufacture  of  their  own  country,  they  had 
charg'd  Sir  Noel  Caron,  their  Ambaffador,  to 
prefent  to  his  Highnefs  in  their  name  a  fet  of 
table-linnen  \  and  they  humbly  requefted  him 
to  accept  of  it  kindly,  and  to  love  and  favour 
their  ftate  on  all  occalions;  in  return  for  which 
they  mould  be  always  ready  to  mew  their  re- 
gard for  him,  and  to  do  him  all  poffible  fer- 
vice,  as  Sir  Noel  was  ordered  more  particularly 
to  declare  to  him. 

The  Prince  having  received  a  letter  from 
Henry  IV.  of  France,  by  Monf.  de  la  Boderie, 
wrote  an  anfwerin  French,  on  the  26th  of  this 
month  of  Auguft b,  acknowledging  the  truly 
paternal  affection,  which  that  King  had  feveral 
years  before  teftified  for  him,  and  confirmed 
fince  from  time  to  time  by  many  obligations 
and  courtefies;  the  fenfe  of  which  had  raifed 
in  his  mind  a  fingular  refpect  and  reverence  for 
that  King.  But  that  thefe  obligations  were 
much  heightened  by  his  lair,  letter,  offering 
him  under  his  royal  hand  his  own  friendfhip 
and  that  of  the  Dauphin. 
,  While  King  James  was  making  a  progrefs 
in  September  and  October  this  year,  extremely 
out  of  humour  with  the  iky  for  not  raining, 
and  thereby  weakening  the  fcent  of  his  dogsc,

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the  Prince  refided  at  Richmond,  where  the 
French  Ambaflador,  who  had  been  obliged  to 
quit  London. on  account  of  the  plague,  and 
could  not  follow  the  King,  becaufe  he  made 
fo  little  flay  in  any  place,  was  a  frequent  at- 
tendant at  his  Highnefs's  court d.     As  foon  as 
the  Spanim  AmbafTador  heard  of  this,  he  came 
likewife  to  Richmond  to  viiit  the  Prince,  and  in- 
form him  of  fome  horfes,  which  were  to  be  fent 
him  from  Spain.    But  this  did  not  hinder  his 
Highnefs  from  treating  the  French  Ambafla- 
dor  with  great  civility,  and  waiting  with  much 
eagernefs  for  thofe  horfes,  which  Tampot  told 
him  the  Dauphin  was  fending  over  to  him  toge- 
ther with  the  prefent  of  armour.    Monf.  de  Bo- 
derie  in  his  letter  to  Monf.  de  Puifieux,  of  the 
3  i  ft  of  October  1606,  in  which  he  mentions 
thefe  circumftances,  adds,  that,,  as  far  as  he  could 
difcover,  his  Highnefs's  inclination  was  intirely 
towards  France;  and  that  it  would  be  a  great 
fault  to  neglect  a  Prince,  who  promifed  fuch 
great  things.  "  None  of  his  pleafures,  continues 
"  the  AmbaJJador,  favour  the  leafl  of  a  child. 
**  He  is  a  particular  lover  of  horfes  and  what 
"  belongs  to  them;  but  is  not  fond  of  hunting ; 
cc  and  when  he  goes  to  it,  it  is  rather  for  the 
'  pleafure  of  galloping,  than  that  which  the 
'  dogs  give  him.    He  plays  willingly  enough 
"  at  Tennis,    and    at    another   Scots   diver- 
"  fion  very  like  mall ;   but  this  always  with

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"  perfons  elder  than  himfelf,  as  if  he  de- 
et  fpifed  thofe  of  his  own  age.  He  ftudies  two 
<£  hours  a  day,  and  employs  the  reft  of  his 
"  time  in  toffing  the  pike,  or  leaping,  or 
**  {hooting  with  the  bow,  or  throwing  the  bar, 
<c  or  vaulting,  or  fome  other  exercife  of  that 
ct  kind;  and  he  is  never  idle.  He  {hews  him- 
<f  felf  likewife  very  good  natured  to  his  de- 
"  pendants,  and  fupports  their  interefts  againft 
"  any  perfons  whatever;  and  pufhes  what 
"  he  undertakes  for  them  or  others,  with 
"  fuch  zeal,  as  gives  fuccefs  to  it.  For  be- 
cc  fides  his  exerting  his  whole  ftrength  to  com- 
tc  pafs  what  he  defires,  he  is  already  feared  by 
"  thofe,  who  have  the  management  of  affairs, 
**  and  efpecially  the  Earl  of  Salifbury,  who 
<c  appears  to  be  greatly  apprehenfive  of  the 
*f  Prince's  afcendant;  as  the  Prince,  on  the 
"  other  hand,  fhews  little  efteem  for  his 
"  Lordfhip." 

Monf.  de  la  Boderie  then  remarks,  that  four 
or  five  of  the  Prince's  court  had  formerly  had 
expectations  given  them  of  penlions  from 
France;  which  that  AmbafTador  was  of  opi- 
nion ought  to  be  granted  them;  fince  the 
young  Prince  fuffered  himfelf  to  be  much  in- 
fluenced by  them,  and  would  foon  mew,  that 
he  had  power.  That  his  mother  had  not  fb 
much  affection  for  him  as  for  his  brother  the 
Duke  of  York%  which  the  Prince  feemed 
•«  Afterwards  King  Charles  I. 

to 
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to  have  difcovered,  and  fometimes  let  fall  ex- 
preffions,  that  implied  it :  and  that  the  King 
often  mewed,  that  he  was  not  pleafed  to  fee 
him  advance  fo  fart. 

Sir  Alexander  Seton,  Earl  of  Dunfermelyngf, 
who  had  then  been  raifed  to  the  poft  of  Chan- 
cellor of  Scotland,  on  the  4th  of  March  1604, 
and  was  a  good  Latin  Poet,  as  well  as  a  great 
matter  of  polite  literature,  but  of  fufpe&ed 
fincerity  in  the  proteitant  religion,  having 
written  ag  letter  to  the  Prince  in  Latin,  his 
Highnefs  on  the  i  oth  of  February  1606-7,  re- 
turned him,  from  St.  James's,  an  anfwer  in  the 
fame  language11.  His  Highnefs  owned  him- 
felf  highly  obliged  to  his  Lordmip  for  his  very 
kind  letter,  in  which  he  had  given  abundant

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teftimony  of  his  affection,  though  lefs  of  his 
judgment.  For  with  refpect  to  thofe  accom- 
pliihments  both  of  mind  and  body,  which  the 
Chancellor  had  attributed  to  the  Prince,  his 
Hjghnefs  was  fo  far  from  thinking,  that  they 
ought  to  be  afcribed  to  himfelf,  that  he  was 
of  opinion,  that  an  appeal  might  in  this  cafe 
juflly  lie  from  his  Lordihip,how  eminent  foever 
he  was  as  a  Lawyer  and  Judge,  for  having  given 
a  wrong  judgment.  "  But  as  I  am  convinced, 
"  fays  the  Prince,  that  this  judgement,  what- 
*c  ever  it  is,  proceeded  from  affection ;  I  could 
"  not  but  congratulate  myfelf  upon  this  good 
•**•  natured  miftake,  and  acknowledge  myfelf 
"  indebted  to  you  for  thanks  on  that  very  ac- 
^  count.  I  am  not  ignorant,  that  the  com- 
"  mendations  of  perfons,  who,  like  your 
**  Lordmip,  prefide  in  Senates  and  Courts  of 
"  Juftice,  are  to  be  confidered  as  exhortations, 
t£  to  excite  us  to  attempt  every  thing  great 
**  and  excellent.  That  I  may  fome  time  or 
u.  other  do  this,  in  order  that  your  compli- 
*£  ment  may  be  thought  to  arife  no  lefs  from 
"  judgement  than  affection,  I  mall  fincerely 
"  pray  the  all-merciful  God,  to  whom  I 
:c  heartily  recommend  the  happy  iffue  of  my

The  Chancellor  of  Scotland  acknowledged

That 
the  moft  certain  argument  of  this  perfuafion 
of  his  was  that  lingular  afFedlion,  which  he 
bore  to  his  native  country,  and  with  which 
he  adorned,  improved,  fupported,  and  che- 
rimed  it,  while  L  funk  and  almoft  expired 
under  the  want  of  the  prefence  of  his  excellent

The  Invedlives  againft  the  Scottim  nation, 
mentioned  in  this  letter,  were  undoubtedly 
thofe  thrown  out  in  the  Houfe  of  Commons, 
in"  the  debate  concerning  the  union  of  Eng- 
land and  Scotland,  by  Sir  Chriftopher  Pigot, 
one  of  the  Knights  of  the  mire  for  the  county 
of  Buckingham,  in  February  1606-7,  not  ^on& 
before  this  letter  was  written.  This  gentleman,  * 

who 
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who  in  the  French  Ambaflador's  letter  from 
London  of  the  ift  of  March  N.  S1.  to  Monf. 
de  Puifieux  is  called  Pecquet,  is  reported  there 
to  have  fallen  upon  the  Scots  nation  in  fuch 
a  manner,  that  the  moft  barbarous  and  pro- 
fligate people  in  the  world  could  not  be  worfe 
treated.  That  in  his  fpeech  he  exprefled  his 
aftonimment,  how  any  ear  could  be  lent  to 
fuch  an  union  for  joining  a  good  and  fertile 
country  to  one  poor,  and  barren,  and  in  a  man- 
ner difgraced  by  nature;  and  for  aflbciating 
rich,  frank  and  honeft  men  with  fuch,  as  were 
beggars,  proud,  and  generally  traitors  and 
rebels  to  their  Kings.  In  fhort,  that  there 
was  as  much  difference  between  an  Englifh. 
and  a  Scots  man,  as  between  a  judge  and  a 
thief.  This  being  reported  to  the  Scots,  they 
were  thrown  into  the  utmoft  rage;  but  no 
perfon  daring  to  fpeak  of  it  to  the  King 
that  evening,  Ramfeym  of  his  bed-chamber 
the  next  morning  made  his  complaint  of  this 
outrage  in  the  name  of  his  countrymen.  His 
Majefty  upon  this  fent  for  the  Earl  of  Salifbury, 
and  blamed  him,  firft  for  not  having  fpoken  of 
this  affair  the  night  before ;  and  then  becaufe 
he  and  the  reft  of  his  privy  council  had  fhewn

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fo  much  coolnefs  and  indifference,  as  to  wait 
till  his,  the  King's,  return,  to  punifh  the  info- 
lent  offender.  This  remonftrance  of  his  Ma- 
jefty  was  accompanied  with  fuch  fevere  ex- 
preffions  of  refentment,  asftruck  the  tar!  with 
no  fmall  amazement  and  concern.  At  the  fame 
time  the  council  was  fummoned,  towards 
whom  the  King  behaved  with  as  little  gentle- 
nefsj  and  having  told  them,  that  he  was  a 
Scot  himfelf,  and  that  nothing  could  be  ap- 
plied to  the  nation  in  general,  in  which  he 
had  not  his  (hare,  he  added,  that  he  would  have 
them  to  know,  that  he  not  only  loved  the 
Scots,  but  that  one  of  the  moft  exprefs  com- 
mands, which  he  would  give  the  Prince  his  fon, 
who  was  then  prefent,  mould  be,  to  do  the  fame ; 
and  that  from  that  hour  he  would  give  him  his 
curfe,  if  he  mould  fail  in  this  point.  The  coun- 
cil having  acknowledged  in  very  ilrong  terms 
the  juftice  of  the  king's  difpleafure,  and  their 
own  fault,  began  then  to  confult  of  the  re- 
medy j  and  at  laft  it  was  unanimoufly  agreed, 
that  Sir  Chrifbpher  Pigot  mould  retracft,  in 
the  feme  place,  all  that  he  had  faid  relating  to 
the  Scots  nation  in  general ;  that  he  fhould  be 
expelled  the  Houfe  of  Commons,  and  declared 
incapable  of  fitting  there  for  the  future,  and 
be  imprifoned  till  the  end  of  the  Parliament. 
This  was  executed  the  next  day ;  for,  after  Sir 
Chriftopher  had  in  his  feat  explained  himfelf, 
and  declared,  that  he  had  no  intention  to  re- 
flet 
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fleet  upon  the  whole  Scots  nation,  which  he 
acknowledged  to  be  full  of  men  of  honour 
and  probity,  but  only  upon  fome  low  and 
feandalous  fellows  there,  efpecially  in  the  Ifles, 
he  was  fent  to  the  Tower;  where  he  was, 
when  the  French  Ambaflador  wrote  his  letter 
to  Monf.  de  Puifieux ".  But>  according  to  his 
account,  the  King  was  not  fatisfied  with  this, 
being  perfuade^,  that  Sir  Chriftopher  Pigot 
would  not  have  gone  fo  far,  but  upon  the  in- 
ftigation  of  fome  others,  and  thofeof  the  higheft 
rank.  However  the  Scots  univerfally  triumph- 
ed, as  much,  as  if  they  had  gained  a  victory0  j 
and  a  letter  was  foon  after  written  to  his  Ma- 
jefty  in  the  name  of  all  the  ftates  in  Scotland, 
to  thank  him  for  the  great  zeal,  which  he  had 
mewed  in  defence  of  their  country p;  a  zeal, 
which  the  Prince  likewife  teftified  on  the  fame 
occafion.  • 

The  Royal  Exchequer  was  now  fo  exhauft- 
ed,  that  the  Prince  had  his  mare  in  the  incon- 
veniencies  ariring  from  the  ill  ceconomy  of  the 
King  or  his  M milters.  The  officers  and  fer- 
vants  of  his  Majefty's  houfehclr?  were  fo  di- 
ftreffed  for  want  of  the  payment  of  their  ar- 
rears, that  a  confide: able  number  of  them 
flopped  the  Earl  of  Dorfet,  Lord  High  Trea-

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iurer,  in  his  coach  in  the  open  ftreer,   as  he 

was  returning  to  his  houfe;  and  would  not 
fuffer  him  to  pafs  on  till  he  had  promifed  them 
payment.  And  the  Prince's  Purveyors  at  the 
fame  time  refufed  to  continue  furniming  him 
with  provifipnsj  which  occaiioned  his  High- 
riefs  to  fend  a  peremptory  meflage  to  the  Lord 
Trafufer  for  money'. 

^The  Prince,  now  in  the  fourteenth  year  of  his 
age,  began  to  difcover  a  mature  judgment  in 
almoft  every  thing  ;  and  as  he  was  an  attentive 
hearer  of  fermons,  to  diftinguim  fuch  preachers, 
as  deferved  itr,  among  others  he  took  parti- 
cular notice,  in  this  year  1607,  of  the  learned 
and  eloquent  Mr.  Jofeph  Hall,  then  Rector  of 
Hal/lead  in  Suffolk,  afterwards  Dean  of  Wor- 
cefter,  and  fucceifively  Bifliop  of  Exeter  and 
Norwich.  This  Divine  happening  to  be'  in 
London  at  the  houfe  of  his  patron  Sir  Robert 
Drury,  and  being  told  by  Mr.  Gurrey,  Tutor 
to  the  young  Earl  of  Eflex,  how  much  his 
book  of  Meditations*  was  efteemed  at  the 
Prince's  Court  ;  and  being  prefled  to  preach  to 
his  Highnefs  on  the  Sunday  following  at 
Richmond,  and  encouraged  by  the  Earl  him- 
felf,  went  thither;  and  his  Sermon  gave  fuch

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fatisfaction  to  the  Prince,  that  he  fignified  his 
defire  to  hear  Mr.  Hall  again  on  the  Tuefday 
following;  when  his  fecond  Sermon  more  de- 
lighted his  Highnefs  than  the  former  j  upon 
which  he  both  gave  the  preacher  his  handtokifs, 
and  engaged  him  in  his  fervice,  as  one  of  his 
Chaplains.  And  in  the  fecond  year  of  Mr. 
Hall's  attendance  at  his  Court,  when  he  came 
for  his  difmiflion  from  his  monthly  fervice, 
the  Prince  commanded  him  a  longer  ftayj  and 
when  he  granted  him  leave  to  depart,  invited 
him  by  Sir  Thomas  Chaloner,  his  Governor, 
to  refide  conftantly  at  the  Court,  while  the 
other  Chaplains  waited  only  in  their  turns,  pro- 
mifing  to  obtain  fuch  preferments  for  him,  as 
ftould  fully  fatisfy  him.  But  Mr.  Hall,  out 
of  a  modeft  diffidence,  and  a  reluctance  to 
leave  his  new  patron,  the  Lord  Denny^  after- 
wards Earl  of  Norwich,  who  had  lately  given 
him  the  living  of  Waltham- Abbey  in  Eflex, 
chofe  to  wave  an  offer  fo  honourable  and  ad- 
vantageous to  himfelf l. 

His  Highnefs^s  flrict  attendance  on  public 
worihip  was  likewife  accompanied  with  the 
utmoft  care  for  the  regular  behaviour  of  his 
family ;  he  ordering  boxes  to  be  kept  at  his  three 
houfes,  St.  James's,  Richmond,  and  Nonfuch, 
for  the  money  required  of  thofe,  who  were.

His  difcourfe  was  now  raifed  to  all  the  moft 
importaot  fubjecls,  and  he  grew  inquifitive 
about  the  ftate  of  foreign  countries,  as  well  as 
his  own  j  iflLthat  he  at  length  acquired  a  con- 
siderable knowledge  and  true  judgment  in 
political  affairs  w.  ,  <T»rh 

The  Prince  de  Joinville,  brother  to  the 
Duke  of  Guife,  who  had  been  obliged  to  leave 
France,  on  account  of  the  difcovery  of  his 
.having  made  love  to  the  King's  Miftrefs,  the 
Countefs  de  Moretx,  and  had  come  to  Eng^ 
land  on  the  8th  of  May  1607^,  where  he 
was  entertained  at  Court,  and  lodged. with 
great  magnificence,  departing  in  the  beginning 
of  June*,  Prince  Henry  fent  over  to  Calais  in 
his  train  an  Engineer  in  his  own  fervice,  who 
took  the  opportunity  of  examining  all  the  forti- 
fications of  that  town,  and  particularly  thofe  of 
the  Rix-banc.  The  French  AmbafTador  dif- 
covered  this  by  means  of  a  friend,  whom  he 
had  employed  to  accompany  the  Prince  de  Join- 
ville as  far  as  Paris,  and  to  remark  what  palled ; 
and  who  drew  this  fecret  out  of  the  Engineer

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himfelf,  after  entertaining  him  ift  their  return 
to  London,  the  latter  confeffing,  that  he  was 
employed  by  Prince  Henry,  who  had  long 
waited  for  fuch  an  opportunity.  The  Affibaf- 
fador  immediately  wrote,  in  a  letter  to  Monf. 
de  Puifieux  of  the  2ift  of  June,  N.  Sa.  an 
account  of  what  he  had  learned  j  though  he. 
thought,  that  there  was  not  fo  much  defign  as 
curiofity  in  the  Prince's  employing  his  Engi- 
neer for  fuch  a  purpofe,  conlidering  that  he 
was  not  of  an  age  nor  in  a  condition  to  think 
ferioufly  of  fuch  things ;  nor  was  England  in 
a  lituation  to  undertake  any  defign  of  that  kind. 
However  the  AmbafTador  immediately  gave 
notice  of  it  to  Monf.  de  Vic,  Governor  of 
Calais.  Monf.  de  Puilieux  in  his  letter  from 
Fontainebleau  of  the  3Oth  of  June,  1607, 
N.  S b.  approved  of  the  AmbafTador's  fending 
this  information  j  but  remarked,  that  the  vifit 
of  the  Prince's  Engineer  to  Calais  was  thought 
by  their  Court  of  no  great  confequence.  , 

About  the  fame  time  the  French  Ambaffa- 
dor  received  the  Armour  and  Arms,  fent  by 
Henry  IV.  as  a  prefent  to  the  Prince,  accom- 
panied with  a  letter  from  that  King c  5  which 
his  Highnefs  received  with  great  fatisfactiond5 
and  on  the  21  ft  of  July  1607,  wrote  from

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Nonfuch  a  letter  of  thanks  in  French e.  In 
this  letter  he  told  Henry  IV.  that  he  could 
not  but  on  all  oecafions  repeat  his  acknow- 
ledgmentSj  fince  his  Majefty  continued  to 
multiply  daily  his  favours  to  him,  which  were 
fuch,  as  could  not  but  lay  an  infinite  obliga- 
tion upon  him.  But  he  thought  himfelf  par- 
ticularly bound  to  return  his  thanks  for  the 
prefent  of  arms  delivered  to  him  byMonf.de 
la  Boderie,  not  only  on  account  of  the  excel- 
lence of  the  workmanmip,  but  efpecially  as 
they  were  given  by  him,  who  by  the  ufe  of  arms 
had  acquired  fuch  a  reputation  of  valour,  as 
might  ferve  for  an  example  to  all  the  gallant 
fpirits  of  future  ages,  and  an  excitement  to  him- 
felf in  particular,  who  honour'd  and  admired 
it,  to  (hew  himfelf  more  and  more  in  effecl: 
what  he  profefled  to  be,  his  Majefty's  mcft 
humble  and  moil  affectionate  Nephew  and 
Servant. 

This  Letter,  with  another  from  King  James, 
was  delivered  to  Henry  IV.  by  Mr.  Douglas, 
introduced  by  Sir  George  Carew,  Ambaffador 
at  the  Court  of  France.  The  French  King, 
contrary  to  his  cuftom,  immediately  opened 
the  Prince's  letter,  and  compared  the  writing 
of  his  name  with  the  reft  of  the  letter,  in  order 
to  judge,  whether  it  were  all  of  one  hand;  which 
he  leemed  to  doubt  on  account  of  the  neatnefs

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of  the  character.  Sir  George  Carew  obferving 
the  King's  hefitation,  would  have  called  Mr. 
Douglas  to  have  teftified  the  faft:  but  his 
Majefty  foon  fatisfied  himfelf,  faying,.- that  in 
writing  fair,  as  in  other  things  likewife,  the. 
elder  mufl  yield  unto  the  younger.  Sir  George 
in  his  letter  of  the  26th  of  Auguft,  1 607 f,  in 
which  he  gives  the  Earl  of  Salifbury  this  ac- 
count, adds:  "  He  ever  fpeaketh  with  great 
"  (hew  of  paflionate  affection  towards  my 
"  Lord  the  Prince ;  and  at  this  time  he  account- 
"  ed  of  him  as  of  his  own  fon,  as  he  hoped 
<c  his  good  brother  of  Great  Britain  would  do 
"  the  like  of  the  Dauphin."  And  he  was  re- 
folved,  as  it  is  exprefled  in  a  letter  of  Monf.  de 
Puifieux  to  Monf.  de  la  Boderie  of  the  aoth 
of  July  1607,  N.  Sg.  to  cultivate  that  young 
plant,  fince  it  promifedto  produce  fruits  much 
more  favourable  to  France,  than  the  flock, 
from  which  it  was  raifed.  And  Monf.  Puifieux 
was  of  opinion,  that  a  refolution  would  be 
taken  of  gratifying  with  penfions  thofe,  who 
had  moil  influence  on  the  Prince.  Monf.  de 
la  Boderie  in  his  anfwer  from  London  of  the 
2d  of  Auguft,  N.  Sh.  approved  much  of  the 
intention  of  the  King  his  Mafter  of  cultivating 
a  good  correfpondence  with  the  Prince,  who, 
he  remarked,  had  great  accomplishments  and

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courage,  and  would  foon  make  himfelf  talked 
of,  and  poffibly  give  jealoufy  to  his  father,  and 
apprehenfions  to  thofe,  who  had  the  greateft 
afcendant  at  court.  The  Ambaffador  thought 
likewife,  thar  the  expence  of  penfions  to  thofc 
about  his  Highnefs  would  not  be  ill-beftowed. 
But  after  he  had  farther  confidered  that  point, 
as  he  wrote  to  Monf.  de  Puifieux  from  Lon- 
don, October  21,  1607,  N".  S.  5  he  was  not 
fo  clear  with  regard  to  the  neceffity  of  fuch  an 
expence;  fince  the  Prince  already  difcovered 
himieif  to  be  of  a  difpofition  to  be  directed  by 
his  own  underflanding;  fo  that  the  perfualions 
of  thofe  about  him  were  not  likely  to  biafs  him 
towards  any  thing,  but  what  he  chofe  himfelf. 

The  States  General  of  the  United  Provinces 
having  occafion  to  fend.  Ambaffadors  to  Eng- 
land in  the  beginning  of  July.  i6o7k,  recom- 
mended them  to  the  Prince  by  a  le  ter  dated 
the  3Oth  of  June,  N.  S.  ',  in  which  they  told 
him,  that  they  had  ordered  their  Ambafladors 
to  kifs  his  Highnefs's  hands  on  their  part;  and 
to  defire  him  to  continue  his  friendfhip  to  their 
ftate,  and  to  allow  their  AmbafTadors  a  favour- 
able audience,  and  the  fame  credit  as  to  them- 
felves. 

Mr.  Robert  Tindal,  the  Prince's  Gunner, 
being  employed  by  the  Virginia  company,

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eftablifhed  in  April  1 606  by  his  Majefty's  let- 
ters patent^in  a  voyage  to  that  country  in  a  fleet 
of  three  fail  of  {hips,  commanded  by  Captain 
Chriftopher  Newport,  which  fet  foil  on  the 
1 9th  of  December,  1 606,  and  arrived  at  Chea- 
feapeak  bay  about  the  beginning  of  May  follow- 
ing10, thought  it  his  duty  to  fend  to  his  High- 
nefs  a  journal  of  that  voyage,  and  a  draught  of 
James  river,  with  a  letter  dated  at  James  town 
in  Virginia  the  22d  of  June,  1607  n.  In  his  let- 
ter he  remarks,  that  this  river  was  difcovered  by 
his  fellow-adventurers,  and  that  no  Chriftian 
had  ever  been  there  before;  and  that  they  were 
fafely  arrived  and  fettled  in  that  country,  which 
they  found  to  be  in  itfelf  moft  fruitful,  and  of 
which  they  had  taken  a  real  and  public  pofjeffion 
in  the  name  and  to  the  ufe  of  the  King  his  High- 
nefs's  father. 

Upon  the  promotion  of  Mr.  (afterwards  Sir) 
John  Croke,  one  of  the  Chief  Juftices  of  a  cir- 
cuit in  Wales,  to  a  feat  in  the  court  of  King's 
bench  about  June,  1607,  Mr.  Thomas  Stephens, 
then  Council,  and  afterwards  Auditor,  to  the 
Prince,  wrote  to  his  Highnefs  to  acquaint  him, 
that  Mr.  Croke's  place  of  a  Welfh  Judge  was 
void,  or  was  likely  foon  to  beib°.  "  What  re- 
"  fpeft,  adds  he,  your  Highnefs  hath  to  the

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principality  of  Wales,  a  great  country  and 
dominion,  containing  twelve  fhires,  wjiicli. 
"  the  Kings  of  this  realm  have  ufed  to  confer 
*c  upon  the  Princes  their  eldefl  fons,  is  to  your- 
"  felf.  But  if  you  affect  it,  it  may  be  expedient, 
cc  that  fuch  places  as  this  be  beftowed  upon 
*.'  fuch,  as,  being  fufficient  and  fit  for  the  place, 
"  {hall  be  at  your  Highnefs's  fervice.  Self- 
tc  conceit  of  myfelf  for  fufficiency  or  defert  is 
?  far  from  me.  I  defire  to  do  your  Highnefs 
<c  all  pofTible  fervice  I  can.  I  thought  good 
<c  not  to  omit  the  mentioning  of  this,  and  do 
*'  humbly  refer  it  to  your  confideration." 

The  King  having  been  made  free  of  the 
Cloth  workers  company  on  the  12th  of  June, 
)  607,  the  Prince,  on  the  1 6th  of  the  month 
following,  was  admitted  into  that  of  the  Mer- 
chant-taylors.  On  that  day  his  Majefty  and 
the  Prince,  attended  with  a  great  number  of 
the  nobility  and  other  perfons  of  distinction, 
came  in  a  private  manner  to  Merchant-taylors 
hall  to  dinner,  where  they  were  royally  feafted, 
and  entertained  with  great  variety  of  mufic 
and  ingenious  fpeeches,  it  being  the  feaft-day 
of  the  company  for  the  election  of  the  Mafter 
and  Wardens.  The  Lord-mayor  was  ready 
to. receive  the  King  at  the  hall,  and  prefented 
ihe  ivvord  to  his  Majefty,  and,  receiving  it 
liack  from  him,  bore  it  before  him  in  the  upper 
i«jrge  dinin'g-room,  anciently  called  the  King's 
chami^r  j  and  foon  after,  with  his  Majefly!s 

leave; 
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leave,  went  to  his  own  houfe  with  the  fword 
borne  before  him,  after  he  was  parTed  the  hall 
gates  j  and  in  the  fame  manner  returned  after 
dinner,  and  attended  till  the  King  departed. 

While  the  King  fat  at  dinner,  the  Mafter 
and  Wardens,  together  with  divers  Aldermen 
and  the  Recorder  of  London,  came  to  his 
Majefty,  and,  in  the  name  of  the  whole  com- 
pany, thanked  him  for  honouring  it  with  his 
Royal  prefence.  The  Mafter  then  prefented 
him  with  a  purfe  of  gold ;  and  the  clerk  of  the 
hall  mewed  him  a  roll,  in  which  were  regi- 
ftered  the  names  of  feven  Kings,  one  Queen, 
feventeen  Princes  and  Dukes,  two  Duchefles, 
one  Archbifhop,  thirty  one  Earls,  five  Count- 
efles,  one  Vifcount,  fourteen  Bifhops,  fixty 
fix  Barons,  two  Ladies,  feven  Abbots,  feven 
Priors,  and  one  Sub-prior,  omitting  a  great 
number  of  Knights,  Efquires,  &c.  who  had 
been  free  of  that  company.  The  King  an- 
fwered,  that  himfelf  was  already  free  of  ano- 
ther company  j  but  that  the  Prince  his  eldeft 
fon  mould  be  free  of  this,  and  he  would  him- 
felf be  a  witnefs  of  it,  when  the  garland 
mould  be  put  upon  his  head.  Upon  this  they 
all  went  down  into  the  great  hall,  where  the 
Prince  dined,  and,  having  faluted  him  with  a 
chearful  and  hearty  welcome,  the  mafter  pre- 
fented him  with  a  purfe  of  gold ;  and  the  clerk 
delivered  to  his  Highnefs  the  roll,  which  he 
gracioully  received,  and  not  only  faid,  that 

him- 
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himfelf  would  be  free  of  the  company,  but 
like  wife  ordered  one  of  his  gentlemen  and  the 
clerk  to  go  to  all  the  Lords  there  prefent,  and 
defire  thofe,  who  loved  him,  and  were  not 
members  of  other  companies,  to  be  free  of  this ; 
to  which  their  Lordfhips  immediately  agreed. 
The  King,  during  this  and  the  election  of 
the  new  Matter  and  Wardens,  flood  in  a  new 
window  made  for  that  purpofe,  and  beheld  all 
their  ceremonies;  and  then  coming  down  into 
the  hall,  was  there,  as  well  as  the  Prince,  enter- 
tained with  the  like  mufic  of  voices  and  inftru- 
ments,  and  with  fpeeches,  as  at  their  firft  en- 
trance. The  mufic  confifted  of  twelve  lutes 
equally  divided,  and  placed  by  fix  and  fix  in  a 
window  on  each  fide  of  that  hall ;  and  in  the 
air  between  them  was  a  gallant  fhip  triumphant, 
in  which  were  three  men  dreiTed  like  failors, 
being  eminent  for  voice  and  fkill,  who  in  their 
feveral  fongs  were  affifted  and  feconded  by  the 
lutanifts.  In  the  hall  was  likewifc  the  city 
mufic ;  and  in  the  upper  chamber  the  children 
of  the  King's  chapel  fung  a  grace  at  his  table; 
and,  while  he  fat  at  dinner,  that  excellent 
mufician  John  Bull,  Doctor  of  his  faculty, 
Profeffor  of  it  in  Gremam  college,  and  one  of 
the  Organifts  of  his  Majefty's  chapel,  who  was 
a  member  of  the  company,  played  in  his  citi- 
zen's gown,  cap,  and  hood,  upon  a  fmali 
organ  placed  there  for  that  purpofe  P.

Thomas  Howard,  Earl  of  Suffolk,  Lord 
Chamberlain  of  the  King's  houfhold,  and 
Robert  Cecil,  Earl  of  Saliibury,  Secretary  of 
State,  being  difappoin ted  of  their  intention 
of  waiting  upon  the  Prince  at  Nonfuch  in 
the  beginning  of  Auguft,  1607,  wrote  a  joint 
letter  on  the  7th  of  that  month  from  Windfor 
to  Mr.  Newton,  to  make  their  excuies  for 
that  failure q.  "  Although,  fay  tbeyy  the  pur- 
"  pofe  we  had  to  have  kiffed  his  Highnefs's 
<c  hands,  as  foon  as  we  had  ended  his  Mrjefty's 
<c  bufintfs  in  London,  was  croffed  by  a  dif- 
"  .patch  we  received  to  day  from  court,  con- 
"  cerning  fome  farther  directions  to  be  given 
<{  to  his  Majefty's  commim*onersr,  that  are 
lt  fent  to  the  States  of  the  United  Provinces 
"  (who  now  attend  only  his  Majefty's  figna- 
"  ture  of  their  commiffion  and  inftruclions;) 
*'  yet  we  cannot  do  our  own  duties  fo  much 
"  injury,  as  not  to  declare  both  our  intention 
"  to  have  waited  upon  him  this  afternoon, 
"  and  our  humble  affection  to  be  held  in  the 
"  number  of  his  Highnefs's  faithful  fervantsj 
"  hoping,  that  thefe  letters  mall  ierve  to  make 
"  our  excufe  for  not  doing  that,  which  we  fo 
:c  much  deiired,  to  him,  whom  we  fo  much 
1  honour  and  love,  and  wi(h  happy  increafe 
"  of  thofe  excellent  virtues,  which  promife

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"  &  much  comfort  to  our  Royal  fovereign, 
<c  and  conftant  fafety  and  felicity  to  this  glo- 
"  rious  iile  of  Great  Britain.  We  have  chofen 
f<  you  to  do  this  office  for  us,  which  we  mall 
**  take  for  fo  acceptable  a  pleafure,  as  you 
<c  may  promife  yourfelf  a  more  friendly  re- 
cc  .quital,  whenfoever  occafion  is  offered." 
The  Earl  of  Salifbury  added  a  poftfcript  with 
his  own  hand,  which  (hewed  his  attention  to 
oblige  the  Prince's  dependants :  "  I  pray  you 
"  let  Sir  David  Murray  know,  that  I  will  let 
"  him  know  by  a  fhrewd  boy  tomorrow,  that 
"  his  fuit  (hall  be  iigned  at  Salifbury;  and 
tl  what  is  the  caufe  of  the  ftay  all  this  while." 
The  Prince  being  known  to  be  extremely 
curious  with  regard  to  (hips,  Mr.  Pett,  who 
was  in  his  fervice,  as  well  as  one  of  the  King's 
mipwrights,  made  a  model  of  a  fhip  for  his 
Highnefs,  which  being  adorned  with  carving 
and  painting,  and  placed  in  a  frame,  arched, 
covered,  and  curtained  with  crimfon  taffety, 
was,  on  the  loth  of  November,  1607,  pre- 
fented  to  the  Lord  Admiral  at  his  lodging  at 
Whitehall.  His  Lordmip  ordered  him  to 
carry  it  to  Richmond,  where  the  Prince  then 
was ;  which  was  done  the  next  day ;  and  on 
Wednefday  morning,  the  lath,  Mr.  Pett 
having  acquainted  Sir  David  Murray  with  his 
bufmefs,  who  informed  the  Prince  of  it,  order 
was  given  to  have  the  model  brought  and 
placed  in  a  private  room  in  the  long  gallery, 

where 
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^pfypfft'.hft  IjfJigkhefs  -determined  to  fee  it.  But 
thfc.Lot'4(A4aiiral,  unknown  to  Mr.  Pett,  and 
xyith  a  vk&?^0  dc*  him  fervice,.  had  already 
jnforrned  thtf  J£ing  of  this  model,  and  prevailed 
lipgrv.jhinj  to  take  a  journey  from  Whitehall 
to  Richmond,  on  purpofe  to  view.it;  which 
he  did  about  three  of  the  clock  of  the  afternoon, 
pf  .the  fame  day1.  hs3  sdJ. 

The  eftablimment  of  the  Prince's  houfhold, 
by  the  King's  repeated  enlargements  of  it, 
was  now  grown  fo  much  beyond  the  allowance 
for  its  fupport,  that  Sir  Thomas  Chaloner,  in 
November,  1607,  reprefented,  in  a  c  letter  to 
the  Chancellor,  of  the  Exchequer,  Sir  Julius 
C^far,  the  inconveniencies  of  it.  He  began 
this  letter  with  remarking,  that  his  Highnefs's 
hou-fhold,  which  was  intended  by  the  King 
for  a  courtly  college y  or  a  collegiate,  court,  was 
become  fp  great  a  court,  that  it  was  ready  to 
be  overwhelmed  with  the  charge  and  burden 
of  itfelf.  But  the  refult  of  this  remonflrance 
does  not  appear. 

King  Philip  IIL  of  Spain,  about  this  time, 
{hewed  more  inclination  than  he  had  ever 
done  before  towards  a  marriage  between  the 
Prince  and  the  Infanta  Anne,  his  daughter, 
married  in  1615  to  Lewis  XIII.  of  France  j

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King  James  from  joining  too  much  with 
France  in  favour  of  the  United  Provinces v. 
This  match  had  been  in  the  thoughts  and 
wi flies  of  fome  perfons  of  the  greater!  influence 
in  the  court  of  Spain  above  a  year  before, 
notwithftanding  all  the  endeavours  of  France 
te  procure  the  Infanta  for  the  Dauphin.  This 
is  evident  from  a  letter  of  Sir  Charles  Corn- 
wallis,  then  Ambaffador  in  Spain,  who  al- 
ledged  many  reafons  to  perfuade  that  court, 
that  the  marriage  of  that  lady  to  Prince  Henry 
was  preferable  to  the  alliance  with  France w. 

Henry  IV.  of  France  having  fent  a  letter  to 
the  Prince  by  Monf,  de  Glas,  who  arrived  at 
London  about  the  loth  of  December,  1607, 
it  was  prefented  by  M.  de  la  Boderie  to  his 
Highnels,  who  received  it  with  great  expreffi- 
ons  of  fatisfaditionj  as  he  did,  according  to 
that  Ambaflador's  account x,  every  thing,  that 
came  from  that  monarch. 

The  Prince's  annual  gift  to  the  King  his 
father,  on  the  firft  day  of  the  new  year  1 607-8, 
was  a  Latin  thefts,  no  copy  of  which  occurs ; 
but  the  letter  accompanying  it  is  ftill  extant  ?.

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In  it  he  obferves,  that  it  was  now  feven  years, 
fince  he  had  begun  to  pay  his  duty  to  his 
Majefty  at  the  opening  of  every  new  year  by 
fome  literary  offering;  and  that  as  now,  after 
fo  long  a  purfuit  of  his  ftudies,  fomewhat  of  a 
more  important  kind  might  juftly  be  expected 
from  him;  not  to  difappoint  fuch  an  expefta- 
tion,  he  was  defirous  to  try  what  the  fmallnefs 
of  his  genius  would  permit  him  to  do,  in 
confirming,  according  to  the  rules  of  art,  a 
fentence  of  that  very  ancient  poet  Menander. 
That  the  fubjecft  indeed  was  of  fuch  a  nature, 
that  he  could  not  hope  for  any  great  com- 
mendation of  elaboratenefs  in  the  expreffion,  or 
acutenefs  in  the  reafoning;  but  that  he  did  not 
detpair  of  having  it  received  as  a  testimony  of 
his  piety  and  obedience,  efpecially  by  a  moft 
loving  and  moft  benign  father. 

On  the  fame  day  Sir  Henry  Wotton,  Am- 
bafTador  at  Venice,  wrote  from  thence  to  the 
Prince2,  that  having  had  occafion,  on  account 
of  his  Majefty's  fervice  (wherein  his  High- 
nefs's  was  always  included)  to  difpatch  home 
the  honeft  Captain3,  the  bearer  of  that  letter, 
he  had  prefumed  by  him,  with  the  remem- 
brance of  his  own  hearty  zeal,  to  prefent  to 
his  Highnefs  a  poor  New  Year's  gift.  "  Our 
"  Lord  JefuSj  continues  be,  blefs  you  with 
"  many  happy  year?,  and  make  your  High- 
"  nefs  a  Defender  of  his  Faith,  which  is  the

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"  chiefeft  of  your  hereditary  titles.  And  fo 
*c  humbly  kiffing  your  fweet  and  princely 
(t  hand,  I  reft  your  Highnefs's  long-devoted 
"  fervant." 

The  Prince  de  Joinville,  who,  as  has  been 
obferved,  had  been  at  the  court  of  England  in  . 
May  and  June,  1607,  an(*  returned  to  that 
of  France  about  the  end  of  November  follow- 
ing13, having  fent  a  prefent  of  arms  and  horfes 
to  the  Prince,  his  Highnefs  returned  him 
thanks  for  them  in  a  letter  dated  Feb.  n, 
1607-8°.  "  I  perceive,  my  coufin,  fays  be, 
,  "  that,  during  your  ftay  in  England,  you  dif- 
"  covered  my  humour;  fince  you  have  fent 
'<c  *ne  a  prefent  of  the  two  things,  which  I  moft 
«{  delight  in,  arms  and  horfes." 

In  the  year  1608,  the  Prince's  favourite 
Chaplain,  our  Englilh  Seneca,  Mr.  Jofeph 
Hal),  publishing  the  firft  volume  of  his  elegant 
Epijlles,  containing  two  Decades*,  prefixed  to 
them  a  dedication  to  his  Highnefs;  in  which 
he  obferves,  that  it  was  not  from  any  conceit 
of  fuch  worth  in  his  labours,  that  they  durft 
look  fo  high  as  the  Prince's  patronage.  "  It 
•"  were  well,  fays  he,  if  ought  of  mine  could 
"  be  worthy  of  popular  eyes  ;  or  if  I  could

And 
"  if,  while  my  ftyle  fixeth  itfelf  upon  others, 
tf  any  fpirituai  profit  (hall  reflecT:  upon  your 
te  Highnefs,  how  happy  am  I!  who  mall  ever 
<c  think  I  have  lived  to  purpofe,  if  by  the  beft 
"  of  my  ftudies  I  have  done  any  good  office 
f  to  your  foul.'*  Mr.  Hall  adds  farther 
(which  thefe  times,  fays  he,  account  not  the 
leaft  praife)  your  Grace  flail  herein  perceive  a 
new  fajhion  of  difconrfe^  by  epiftles',  new  to  our 
language,  iifual  to  others-,  and  (as  novelty  is 
never  without  fome  plea  of  ufe)  more  free,  more 
familiar.  Thus  we  do  but  talk  with  our  friends 
by  our  prefs,  and  exprefs  ourfehes  no  whit  left 
H  3  eafify, 
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ea/ffyj  fomeivhat  more  digeftedly.  "  Whatfoever 
"  it  is,  concludes  hey  as  it  cannot  be  good 
tc  enough  to  deferve  that  countenance;  fo  the 
<c  countenance  of  fuch  patronage  (hall  make 
"  it  worthy  of  refped  from  others.  The 
c<  God  of  princes  protect  your  perfon,  perfedt 
"  your  graces,  and  give  you  as  much  favour 
*V  in  heaven,  as  ycu  have  honour  on  earth." 

The  fourth  epiftle  of  the  firft  decade  is  ad- 
drefTed  to  Mr.  Newton,  Tutor  to  the  Prince, 
and  entitled,  Gratulation  for  the  hopes  of  our 
Prince,  with  an  advifmg  apprecation.  It  be- 
gins thus6:  "  God  hath  called  you  to  a  great 
"  and  happy  charge:  you  have  the  cuftody 
"  of  our  common  treafure;  neither  is  there 
"  any  fervice  comparable  to  this  of  yours, 
"  whether  we  regard  God,  or  the  world.  Our 
"  labours,  oft-times  befto wed  u pon  many ,  fcarce 
<c  profit  one:  yours  beftowed  upon  one  re- 
"  dounds  to  the  profit  of  many  millions.  This 
<c  is  a  fummary  way  of  obliging  all  the  world 
<c  to  you.  I  encourage  you  not  in  your  care ; 
<c  you  have  more  comfort  in  the  fuccefs  of  it 
<e  than  all  worlds  can  give  you.  The  very 
"  fubftance  of  your  pains  would  give  an  heart 
"  to  him  that  hath  none.  I  rather  congratu- 
"  late  with  you  our  common  happinefs,  and 
:<  the  hopes  of  pofterity,  in  that  Royal  and 
c<  blefled  iflue.  You  have  beft  caufe  to  be  the 
J*  beft  witnefs  of  the  rare  forwardnefs  of  our

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"  gracious  matter;  and  I  have  feen  enough 
fc  to  make  me  think,  I  can  never  be  enough 
"  thankful  to  God  for  him."  He  afterwards 
remarks f,  \hakfeldom  ever  thcfe  years  kave  fro- 
mifed,  feldom  performed  fo  much.  cc  Only  God 
"  keep  two  mifchiefs  ever  from  within  the 
tc  fmoke  of  his  court,  flattery  and  treachery. 
t£  The  iniquity  of  the  times  may  make  us 
<£  fear  thefe;  not  his  inclination.  —  How 
<c  happy  a  fervice  mail  you  do  to  this  whole 
<c  world  of  ours,  if  you  mall  fettle  in  that 
<c  princely  mind  a  true  apprehenfion  of  him- 
"  felfj  and  mall  teach  him  to  take  his  own 
<c  hight  aright;  and  even  from  his  childhocd 
"  to  hate  a  parafite  as  the  worft  traitor ;  to 
"  break  thofe  falfe  glafTes,  that  would  preient 
<c  him  with  a  face  not  his  own;  to  applaud 
ec  plain  truth,  and  bend  his  brows  upon  ex- 
ee  ceffive  praifes.  Thus  affected,  he  may  bid 
<c  vice  do  her  worft.  Thus  (hall  he  ftrive 
<£  with  virtue,  whether  (hall  more  honour 
<J  each  other.  Thus  fincere  and  folid  glory 
<£  mall  every  where  follow  and  crown  him. 
"  Thus,  when  he  hath  but  his  due,  he  (hall 
"  have  fb  much,  that  he  mall  (corn  to  borrow 
"  the  falfe  colours  of  adulation." 

This  firft  volume  of  Epiftles  was  foon  fol- 
lowed by  a  fecond,  dedicated  likewife  to  the 
Prince,  and  printed  at  London  in  the  fame 
year  1608,  the  tenth  epiftle  of  the  third  decade 

H  4  being 
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being  addreffed  to  the  Gentlemen  of  his  High* 
nefis  court,  and  containing  a  Description  of  a 
good  and  faithful  Courtier.  The  third  volume, 
dedicated  alfb  to  the  Prince,  was  not  publifhed 
till  i6/ 1. 

Sir  George  Carew,  whofe  Relation  of  the 
State  cf  France  z>  where  he  was  Ambaflador 
from  1605  till  1609,  as  he  had  been  in  Po- 
land in  1597,  is  a  model  for  works  of  that 
kind,  took  the  opportunity  of  the  return  of  the 
Princes's  Riding-mailer,  Monf.  St.  Anthoine, 
to  England,  to  fend  by  him  a  letter  to  his 
Highnefs,  elated  at  Paris,  i ft  of  April  1608  h, 
to  preibnt  his  own  humble  duty,  "  having  as 
"  yet,  fay*  he,  none  other  means  of  profeffing 
ct  my  readinefs  and  defire  to  mew  my  devoted 
"  affedion  toward*  your  fervice;  which  fhould 
:c  more  effectually  appear,  if  I  might  have  the 
*c  honour  and  happinefs  of  receiving  your 
*£  gracious  commandments  in  any  thing,  that 
**  my  weak  means  were  able  to  accomplish.'* 
The  other  occaiion  of  Sir  George's  writing  was, 
to  witriefs  to  the  Prince,  that  by  his  own  advice, 
as  well  as  by  the  command  of  the  French  King, 
Monf.  de  St.  Anthoine  had  made  fome  longer 
flay  in  France,  than  his  defire  to  have  attended 
his  Highnefs's  perfon,  in  his  place  of  fervice, 
would  other  wife  have  permitted.  The  reafon

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of  his  flay  was,  that  he  might  accompany 
the  Earl  of  EiTex  to  Fontainebleau,  whither 
Henry  IV.  had  invited  his  Lordfhip  to  come 
to  him,  and  treated  him  with  refpedt  and  kind- 
nefs,  by  taking  him  to  hunt  with  himfelf,  and 
fhewing  other  demonstrations  of  favour  to- 
wards the  Earl.  "  And  becaufe,  fays  Sir 
1  c  George,  none  of  my  Lord's  own  attendants 
<c  were  acquainted  with  the  manners  and 
"  cuftoms  of  this 'court;  therefore  recourfe 
"  was  had  to  Mortf.  de  St.  Anthoine's  expe- 
1  s  rience  and  judgement  in  that  behalf,  where 
"  he  hath  both  much  (leaded  his  Lordfhip, 
"  and  befides  been  a  hearer  of  that  high  and 
tc  honourable  opinion,  which  is  generally  held, 
"  in  thefe  parts,  of  your  noble  towardlinefs, 
<c  or  rather  accomplimed  virtues  and  parts  of 
"  worthinefs." 

The  Prince,  on  the  loth  of  the  fame  month 
of  April,  1608  \  wrote  a  Latin  letter  to  the 
Kingkj  in  which  he  told  his  Majefty,  that 
there  were  two  reafons,  and  thofe  very  juft 
ones,  why  he  fhould  have  written  fooner ;  the 
firft  a  perpetual  one,  to  teftify  his  duty  and 
obedience;  the  other  of  a  late  date,  to  return 
thanks  for  the  unexpected  permiffion  granted 
him  of  hunting.  That  he  had  however  de- 
ferred writing  for  a  mort  time,  till  he  had 
laded  fome  fruit  of  this  unhoped-for  bounty, 
from  an  expectation,  that  he  fliould  find  his

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fpirits  rajfed  by  the  very  pleafure  of  hunting, 
and  more  capable  of  performing  the  office  of 
returning  thanks  in  a  proper  manner.  This 
he  acknowledged  he  had  found  to  be  his  cafe ; 
and  he  owed  all  poflible  gratitude  to  his 
Majefty.  Not  but  that  he  was  confcious,  that 
he  had  frequently  received  many  and  mvch 
greater  favours  from  his  Majefty:  but  as  light 
troubles  can  exprefs  themfelves,  when  great 
ones  are  dumb ;  fo,  though  he  was  iilent  and 
amazed  at  the  frequent  recollection  of  the  vaft 
benefits  conferred  upon  him,  yet  he  could  wifli 
to  exprefs  his  gratitude  for  this  fmaller  one. 
He  knew,  that  his  Majefly  was  thoroughly 
perfuaded,  that  he  mould  for  ever  retain  the 
fenfe  of  it  in  his  mind,  as  well  as  exprefs  it 
in  words;  and  he  had  the  fullefl  conviclion 
himfelf,  that  his  Majefly  would  not  abate  of 
his  former  kindnefs  and  affection  to  him. 

Sir  Henry  Wotton  wrote  a  fecond  letter  to 
the  Prince  l  from  Venice  on  the  fourteenth  of 
the  fame  month  of  April,  1608.  In  this 
letter  he  took  notice,  that  he  had  been  ad- 
vertifed  by  Captain  Pinner,  how  gracioufly 
his  Highnefs  had  received  the  prefent  fent  by 
that  gentleman  j  and  how  carefully  and  kind- 
ly he  had  enquired  of  the  ftate  of  things 
at  Venice :  "  Which  I,  fays  Sir  Henry,  took 
"  occafion  to  make  known  unto  the  Prince 
"  and  fenate,  who,  I  think,  will  exprefs  by 
1  Harl.

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Cf  their  own  AmbafTador,  hovv  glad  they  were 
"  to  be  a  part,  not  only  of  your  remem- 
"  brance,  but  of  your  love  and  follicitude  at

"  without  your  commandment,  my  defence 
*'  muft  be,  that  my  zeal  towards  you  is  my 
tf  commiffion."  He  then  remarks,  that  all 
there  was  well.  The  Prince  of  Savoy  and  his 
brother  were  there  at  that  time  in  their  way 
towards  the  court  of  Mantua,  where  was  to 
be  folemnized  the  marriage  of  their  elder  fifter: 
their  fecond  fifter  being  newly  conducted  to 
Modena  in  the  company  of  that  Prince  her  huf- 
band.  "  The  Prince  of  Tufcany,  adds  he, 
te  (which  reneweth  the  remembrance  of  my 
t(  firft  fervice  to  your  Highnefs,  when  a  poor 
"  counterfeit  Italian  m  brought  you  his  letters) 
"  is  to  be  married  to  the  fifter  of  the  Queen 
"  of  Spain;  and  great  preparations  are  in  hand 
"  for  it.  There  is  alfo  fome  whifpering  about 
"  a  match  between  the  Prince  of  Savoy  and  a 
•"  Princefs  of  Tufcany.  Methinks  I  fee  your 
"  Highnefs  ftart  at  this  lift  of  marriages,  and 
*{  beftowing  of  Princes  daughters,  wherewith 

m  Ferdinand,  duke  of  Florence,  having  intercepted 
certain  letters,  difcovering  a  defign  to  take  away  the  life 
of  King  James  before  his  acceflion  to  the  throne  of  Eng- 
land, Mr.  Henry  Wotton,  then  at  Florence,  was  pri- 
vately fent  to  Scotland  with  thofe  letters,  afluming  the 
name  and  language  of  an  Italian,  and  calling,  himfelf 
Ottavlo  BaldL  Izaac  Walton's  Life  of  Sir  Henry  Wot- 
ton?  prefixed  to  Rjsliquife  Wottariianee* 

«  I  have 
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"  I  have  prcfumed  to  entertain  you.  Fear 
"  not,  Sirj  there  will  be  left  for  you  a  good 
<£  wife,  I  warrant  you;  and  whatfbever  me 
"be,  fhe  mall  be  glad  of  it.  And  fo  humbly 
"  craving  pardon  for  the  time,  that  I  have 
"  taken  from  your  Highnefs  with  thefe  pre- 
*"  fumptuous  lines,  upon  occafion  of  difpatch- 
"  ing  home  this  gentleman  for  the  King  your 
*'  father's  fervice,  I  end  with  my  prayers  to 
"  God  Almighty  for  the  prefervation  of  his 
"  fweet  bleffings  in  you,  and  particularly  of 
*e  your  delight  in  his  truth,  which  is  the  high- 
"  eft  of  his  bleffings." 

Robert  Earl  of  EfTcx,  only  fon  of  the  un- 
fortunate favourite  of  Queen  Elizabeth,  and 
afterwards  wcl!  kno^vn  in  hiftory  under  the 
character  of  (  e-  -  al  of  the  forces  of  the  Long 
parliament  againft  King  Charles  I.  going  upon 
his  travels  in  1608,  about  a  year  and  aqu.irter 
after  his  marriage  with  Frances"  ferond  daugh- 
ter of  Thomas  Howard,  Ear!  of  Suffolk,  not 
long  after  his  arrival  in  France  wroie  a  letter 
to  the  Prince,  in  whofe  efteem  and  favour  he 
had  a  confiderable  mare.  This  letter0  is  dated 
at  Mountrell P,  May  24,  and  in  it  his  Lord- 
fhip  prefented  his  humbleft  duty  to  his  High- 
fiefs.  "  Being  now,  continues  he,  entered  into 
"  my  travel,  and  intending  the  end  thereof  to

My 
cc  heart,  noble  Prince,  Hands  humbly  and 
"  truly  affected;  and  the  world  can  yield  me 
tc  no  iuch  comfort,  as  to  be  now  numbered 
"  amongft  thofe,  that  do  indeed  honour  and 
ct  reverence  you  with  their  intirefl  thoughts. 
"  I  will  every  day  pray  upon  the  knees  of  my 
*  humbleft  heart,  that  God  will  blefs  your

Thomas  Earl  of  Dorfet,  Lord  Treafurer, 
dyin^onthe  1 9th  of  April,  1608,  and  Robert 
Eaj  i  of  SalHbury  fucceeding  in  that  great  pofl 
on  the  6th  of  Mayi,  the  French  Ambaflador 
wrote  foon  after,  in  a  letter  to  Monf.  de  Pui- 
fieux  from  London  on  the  5th  of  June,  N.  S. r, 
that,  though  the  new  Treafurer  had  the  whole 
adminiflration  of  affairs  in  his  hands,  he,  the 
Amb./rTador,  was  of  opinion,  that  his  Lord- 
fhip's  authority  would  be  lefTened  by  that  of  the 
Prince,  who  already  (hewed  fome  jealoufy  of 
him;  but  that  it  would  be  a  confiderable  time 
before  this  event  would  take  place :  and  that, 
as  the  King  and  Queen  were  not  at  all  ignorant 
of  the  difpofition  of  their  fon,  they  would  pro- 
bably keep  him  always  fo  low,  and  fo  fur- 
rounded  with  perfons  dependant  upon  them-

felves, 
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felves,  that  it  would  not  be  eafy  for  him  to  eman- 
cipate himfelf.  The  AmbafTador  received  foon 
after  this  a  letter  from  Monf.  de  Villeroy, 
acquainting  him  with  the  defire  of  the  King 
their  matter,  that  the  Prince's  friendship  might 
be  cultivated  by  all  pofTible  means.  Monf.  de 
Boderie  thought  it  not  difficult  to  do  this,  con- 
fidering,  that  the  Prince  himfelf  was  well  dif- 
pofed,  and  thofe  about  him  equally  inclined 
to  contribute  their  good  offices  to  it.  That  it 
was  true,  that  if  fomething  was  given  them  to 
fharpen  their  tools,  they  would  do  better. 
That  there  were  three  perfons  in  particular, 
to  whom  if  Monf.  de  Villeroy  mould  do  any 
favour,  the  Ambaffador  promifed  to  ferve  him 
faithfully.  That  Monf.  St.  Anthoine  did  his 
duty  j  but  as  he  had  already  made  thofe  per- 
fons expect  more  than  he  ought  to  have  done, 
the  Ambaffador  did  not  think  proper  to  fay 
any  thing,  either  to  him  or  them,  of  this  new 
deliberation,  till  it  mould  be  brought  to  effect5. 
The  Prince's  growing  affection  for  the 
navy  led  him  in  the  month  of  Augufl  of  this 
year  1608,  to  make  a  vifit  to  the  royal  dock 
at  Woolwich.  In  the  beginning  of  that  month 
he  fent  word  to  Mr.  Pett  of  his  intention  to 
come  thither  at  his  return  out  of  EfTex  from 
the  Lord  Petre's  houfe,  whither  he  was  going 
in  progrefs  j  and  on  the  Saturday  following,

the 
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the  1 3th  of  Auguft,  he  took  his  barge  at 
Blackwall,  and  came  to  Woolwich  about  noon, 
accompanied  only  with  his  own  train.  He  was 
received  by  Mr.  Pett  on  fhore  at  the  yard-ftairs. 
On  the  poop  of  the  Royal  Anne  were  placed 
trumpets,  and  an  enfign,  and  on  the  heads  of 
both  the  mizens  two  enfigns.  Mr.  Pett  having 
paid  his.  compliments  to  the  Prince,  and  repre- 
fented,  how  great  a  fatisfaction  it  would  be  to 
all  the  feamen  to  perceive  his  Highnefs  fo  well 
affected  to  the  navy,  he  conducted  the  Prince 
round  about  the  dock,  and  fo  directly  aboard 
the  Royal  Anne,  to  the  very  top  of  her  poop, 
where  he  gave  a  fignal  to  Mr.  William  Bull, 
then  Matter  Gunner  of  England,  who  flood 
ready  prepared  upon  a  mount,  with  thirty  one 
great  brafs  chambers,  orderly  and  diftinctly 
pi  iced,  which  had  been  procured  from  the 
Tower  for  that  purpofe  by  Mr.  Pett,  with  the 
•afliftance  of  the  Mafter  Gunner ;  who  upon 
the  fignal  made  gave  fire  to  the  train,  and 
difcharged  the  whole  volley  with  fuch  good 
order,  as  was  highly  fatisfactory  to  the  Prince, 
and  the  more  fo,  becaufe  it  was  unexpected. 
When  the  ordnance  ceafed  firing,  Mr.  Pett 
kneeled1  to  his  Highnefs,  and  requeued  him 
to  accept  this  poor  fea-entertainment  as  an 
unfeigned  earned  of  duty  to  him.  The 
Prince  returned  a  moil  gracious  anfwer, 
and  then  ordered  Mr.  Pett  to  lead  him  into 
all  the  parts  of  the  {hip  -,  which  having 

viewed 
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viewed  with  a  fingular  pleafure,  he  was  con- 
cluded to  the  Dock  Yard,  where  the  keel, 
ftem,  and  ftern  of  his  own  fhip,  which  was 
to  be  built,  lay  ready  framed.  Having  ex- 
amined thefe  with  great  attention,  his  High- 
nefs  caufed  the  length  of  the  keel  to  be 
meafured ;  and  being  then  defired  to  walk  in- 
to the  houfe  to  reft  himfelf,  he  readily  con- 
fented,  and  found  in  the  parlour  a  fet  banquet 
of  fweetmeats  and  all  other  fruits,  which  the 
feafon  yielded,  with  plenty  of  Wine,  Rhe- 
ni(h,  White,  Sack,  Greek,  and  Claret.  After 
he  had  refreshed  himfelf,  and  given  his  hand 
to  kifs  to  divers  Gentlewomen  of  the  town, 
who  were  in  the  room  with  Mr.  Pett's  wife,  he 
defired  to  be  conducted  to  the  mount,  where 
the  chambers  were  placed,  which  were  again 
charged  and  ranged  in  their  former  order  with 
the  train  made  ready.  This  fight  delighted 
him  fo  much,  that  he  was  defirous  to  have  the 
train  fired,  while  he  flood  byj  but  at  Mr. 
Pett's  intreaty  and  reprefentation  of  the  danger, 
he  ordered,  that  at  the  holding  up  of  his  hand- 
kerchief in  his  barge,  they  mould  be  difcharg- 
ed;  which  was  accordingly  done,  after  hia 
Highnefs  had  exprefTed  his  fatisfa&ion  in  the 
whole  entertainment1. 

The  King  having  been  (lightly  indifpofcd, 
the  Prince  upon  his  recovery  fent  a  meffenger

The  State  of  Venice  having  fent  Signer 
Marc  Antonio  Correro  Ambaflador  to  King 
James,  Sir  Henry  Wotton  wrote  a  letter  to 
the  Prince  from  Venice  on  the  1 6th  of  Aug. 
i6o8x,  to  recommend  to  him  the  AmbafTa- 
dor's  fon,  who  appeared  to  Sir  Henry  of  fo 
fweet  a  fpirit,  that  it  made  him  bold  to  prefent 
his  Highnefs  with  thofe  few  lines,  and  in  them 
hisown  humble  and  hearty  zeal.  "And  becaufe,

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"  fays  he^  your  Highnefs  hath  (as  they  are  here 
^  well  informed)  been  pleafed  fundry  times  to 
"  inquire  with  much  affection  of  the  courfe 
"  of  their  affairs  and  quality  of  their  minifters, 
"  it  mall  be  fit  for  me  to  give  you  fome  ac- 
<c  count  of  the  prefent  Ambaflador,  who  is  the 
<c  third  fince  the  renewed  friendship  between 
"  Great  Britain  and  this  famous  Republic,  in 
"  the  royal  perfon  of  our  good  King  your  fa- 
"  ther. 

"  II  Signor  Mare  Antonio  Correfo  is  $ 
"  gentleman  of  a  very  noble,  but  none  of  the 
*{  four  and  twenty,  which  they  call  their  an- 
"  tient  houfes.  Strong  in  pacentage  on  both 
"  fides  j  himfelf  a  fole  heir  in  his  own  line ; 
<{  for  one  brother,  which  he  had,  is  dead. 
"  His  eftate  greater  than  both  theirs  together, 
"  that  have  preceded  him,  and  he  is  likely 
"  not  to  be  inferior  to  either  in  the  conferving 
"  of  it.  His  complexion,  as  it  mould  feem^ 
*'  not  ftrong  for  a  long  voyage,  which -iif- 
<c  creafeth  the  meiit  of  his  good-will  there* 
c<  unto.  He  was  here  (and  fo  were  none  of 
"  the  other  two,  nor  any,  that  I  have  yet 
"  feen  employed  either  to  France  or  Spain) 
*'  actually  a  Senator;  and  befides  hath  refufed 
€t  for  this  honour  the  regiment  of  Bergamo, 
"  into  which  he  was  chofen,  being  one  of 
^f  their  principal  towns  in  Lombardy. 

"  Of  his  internal  abilities  I  am  infufHcient 

rc  to  judge,  neither  hath  the  jealoufy  of  this 

I  2  "  govern- 
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"  government  fuffered  me  much  to  pradtiie 
'"  him;  but  by  fuch  difcourfe,  as  hath  patted 
"  between  us,  he  appeareth  to  be  of  a  very 
tc  moderate  and  ingenuous  temper,  and  pro- 
tc  fefleth  toward  his  Majefty  great  reverence 
"  and  devotion."  Sir  Henry  in  a  poftfcrjpt 
adds :  "  Having  made  mention  of  twenty- 
<{  four  antient  houfes,  and  imagining  there- 
"  upon  your  Highnefs  might  afk  which  they 
"  be,  I  have  thought  fit  to  include  herein  a 
"  note  of  them,  that  you  may  know  all  other 
ee  Venetian  names  to  be  more  modern  j  which 
"  yet  here  is  no  difadvantage,  for  the  younger 
"  families  do  commonly  carry  the  Princedom." 
Patrick  Stewart,  Earl  of  Orkney,  fon  of 
Sir  Robert  Stewart,  who  was  natural  brother 
of  Queen  Mary,  and  had  been  created  by  the 
King  her  fon,  in  1581,  Earl  of  Orkney, 
thought  proper  to  pay  his  court  to  the  Prince, 
in  a  letter  to  him  from  Kirke-Hall  of  the  2 ad 
of  Auguft  1608,  offering  him  his  moft^  humble 
andajfeftionate  fer^ice^  and  expreffing  his  defire 
to  have  two  lines  of  his  Higbnejs's  hand,  "  which, 
"  fays  be,  would  be  very  comfortable  to  me  in 
<f  refpecl:  of  my  far  diflance  from  your  High- 
"  nefs:  but  fhall  not  be  far  diftant,  if  it  mall 
'*  pleafe  your  Highnefs  to  command  my  fer- 
*£  vice."  But  this  unfortunate  Earl  three  years 
afterwards  was  committed  prifoner  to  the  caftle 
of  Edinburgh,  for  great  oppreffions  committed 
•by  him  in  the  ifles  of  Orkney  and  Shetland,  in 

order 
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order  to  raife  money  for  the  repairing  of  his 
eftate,  which  his  prodigality  had  ruined y;  and 
being  afterwards  condemned  for  treafons  and 
oppreffions,  was  btheaded  at  Edinburgh  on 
the  6th  of  February  16145  whereby  the  title 
of  Earl  of  Orkney  was  extinguished7'. 

Among  the  young  noblemen,  who  frequent- 
ed the  Prince's  court,  Sir  John  Harington  a  de- 
fer vedly  enjoyed  the  principal  fliare  of  his  High- 
nefs's  favour  and  even  friend/hip,  being  indeed 
in  all  refpe<fts  one  of  the  moft  virtuous  and  ac- 
complimed  youths  of  his  time,  and  an  example 
to  thofe  of  his  rank  in  all  ages.  His  Father, 
of  both  his  names,  had  been  knighted  by 
Queen  Elizabeth,  and  created  by  King  James 
a  Baron  of  England  on  the  2  i ft  of  July  1603, 
by  the  title  of  Lord  Harington  of  Exton  in 
Rutland.  He  was  intrufled  by  that  King  with 
the  tuition  of  the  Lady  Elizabeth  his  daughter, 
whom,  after  her  marriage  with  Frederick 
Eledor  Palatin,  he  attended  to  Heydelbur.gh 
in  April  1613,  and  upon  his  return  towards 
England,  died  at  Wormes  in  Germany,  on  the 
24th  of  Auguft  following,  at  the  age  of  feventy 
threeb,  leaving  ifliie  by  his  wife  Anne,  daughter 
and  fole  heir  of  Robert  Kelway,  Efq;  furveyor 
of  the  court  of  wards,  his  younger  fon  John 
(the  elder,  Kelway,  dying  in  his  Lordfhip's  life

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time)  and  one  daughter  Lucy,  married  to  Ed- 
ward Earl  of  Bedford0,  a  Lady,  who  was  the 
great  patronefs  of,  and  much  celebrated  by,  the 
chief  poets  and  wits  of  that  time d.  Sir  John  Ha- 
rington,  his  fon,  who  had  been  created  Knight 
of  the  Bath,  with  the  Duke  of  York  and  others, 
on  the  4th  of  January  1603-4,  was,  as  foon 
as  he  came  to  years  of  difcretjon,  remarkable 
for  his  flrict  obfervance  of  the  duties  of  piety 
both  in  public  and  private,  and  his  application 
to  the  ftudy  of  polite  learning.     At  the  clofe 
of  every  week  he  examined  himfelf,  what  pro- 
grefs  he  had  made  in  virtue  and  goodnefs,  and 
what  fault  he  had  committed  during  the  courfe 
of  itj  and  kept  an  exact  diary  of  his  life.   His, 
liberality  to  the  diftreifed  was  no  lefs  remark- 
able than  his  humanity  and  affability  to  all, 
Thefe  virtues,  which  began  to  appear  in  him 
very  early,  mone  out  more  confpicuoufly  aftep 
his  return  from  his  travels  in  1609.    Upon 
his  father's  death  fucceeding  to  his  title  and 
eftate,  he  endeavoured  to  eftablifli  in  his  fa- 
mily the  moft  perfect  regularity  of  manners 
and  regard  for  religion;  and  during  the  fhort 
remainder  of  his  life,  was  univerfally  efteemed 
and  admired.  His  laft  ficknefs  continued  twelve 
flays,  during  which  he  made  his  will,   and 
fettled  all  his  temporal  affairs,  and  on  the  27th

Richmond,  not  only  with  an  intire  refignation 
to  the  will  of  God,  but  with  ferenity  and  joy. 
He  was  interred  on  the  3 1  ft  of  March  follow- 
ing at  Exton,  v/ith  great  pompe.  Mr.  Donne, 
who  the  year  following  went  into  holy  orders, 
took  leave  of  poetry  in  the  poem,  which  he 
wrote  on  the  deceafe  of  this  incomparable 
nobleman f,  full  of  ftrong  fentiments  and  a 
copious  imagination,  but  expreiTed  with  his  ufual 
obfcurity  of  ftyle  and  harfhnefs  of  verification. 
The  friendmip  (for  fuch  it  was)  between 
the  Prince  and  Sir  John  Harington  was  cul- 
tivated by  a  correfpondence  of  letters  during 
their  abfence  from  each  other,  efpecially  while 
the  latter  was  on  his  travels  abroad.  There  is 
extant  one  Latin  letter  of  his,  with  the  Prince's 
anfwer  in  the  fame  language ;  neither  of  which 
has  any  date,  but  both  feem  to  have  been  written 
before  Sir  John  left  England,  and  entered  upon 
his  travels.  In  this  letter g  he  declares  himfelf 
at  a  lofs  for  words  to  exprefs  his  gratitude  for 
the  honour  of  a  moft  affectionate  letter  from 
his  Highnefs ;  to  whom  he  mould  ever  owe 
the  higheft  acknowledgments,  and  conftantly 
pour  out  his  prayers  to  God,  that  his  Highnefs 
might  proceed  with  the  fame  fuccefs  he  had 
begun  j  for  that  he  had  not  only  entered  upon,

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but  almoft  reached  to  the  end  of,  that  path, 
which  led  to  honour,  to  virtue,  and  to  im- 
mortality.    Since  therefore  himfelf,  Sir  John, 
•  had  nothing  more  in  his  wifhes,  than  to  be 
able  to  comprehend  the  Prince's  great  fenfe,  to 
admire  his  genius,  to  be  innrucled  and  cor- 
reded  by  his  judgment,  and  to  acquiefce  in 
his  determination  j  he  defired  his  Highnefs  to 
give  him  the   folution  of  a  difficult  paiTage, 
which  had  occurred  to  him  in  reading  Taci- 
tus's  life  of  Agricola  j  and  that  if  his  Highnefs 
would  condefcend  to  throw  light  upon   this 
paragraph,   with  regard  to  which  he   mould 
otherwife  perhaps  be  perpetually  in  the  dark, 
he  would  befeech  the  Almighty  to  continue  to 
his  Highnefs  that  mind,  which  carried  him  on 
with  fuch  zeal  towards  the  befl  things  and  the 
beft  men.     In  the  poflfcript  he   deiired  the 
Prince  to  excufe  the  jejunenefs  of  this  letter ; 
fmce  the  perfpicuity  and  wonderful  neatnefs  of 
that  of  his  Highnefs  made  himfelf  fenlible  of 
the  meannefs  of  his  own  childifh  performance. 
The  Evince,  in  his  anfwer  in  Latin h,  told 
Sir  John  Harington,    that  he  was  a  pleafant 
man,  who  in  the  beginning  of  his  letter  had 
highly  extolled  him,    the  Prince,    partly  on 
account  of  wit,   and  partly  for  acutenefs  of 
judgment;  and  then  propofed  to  him  an  hard 
and  perplexed  parTage  of  a  writer,  in  order  to 
fhew,  how  much  he  was  wanting  in  both  thofe

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qualities.  "  Do  you  believe  me,  fays  he,  to 
"  be  a  perfon  capable  of  untying  knots,  ex- 
"  plaining  riddles,  and  illustrating  the  ob- 
"  fcurities  of  difficult  authors  ?  You  feem  by 
fc  this  to  have  alfurned  the  perfon  of  Davus: 
"  but  I  frankly  confefs,  that  I  am  not  Oedipus. 
"  Whether  you  fight  on  your  own  ground,  or 
<c  not,  it  is  your  buiinefs  to  iee:  but,  as  I  am 
"  called  upon  to  contend  in  a  court,  to  which 
"  1  am  a  ftranger,  it  is  moft  proper  for  me  to 
"  own  my  ignorance.  I,  who  am,  in  all  kinds 
"  of  polite  learning,  a  mere  novice,  and  who 
"  have  made  fcarce  any  advances  from  the 
tc  depths  of  ignorance,  finding  that  I  am  not 
<c  able  to  comprehend  any  thing  but  what  is 
"  low  and  contraded,  never  dared  to  look 
"  into  Tacitus,  whom  I  had  heard  reprefented 
"  by  every  one,  as  a  writer  of  admirable  faga- 
"  city,  and  full  of  fliort  and  pointed  fentences, 
*c  but  too  obfcure  in  his  flyle  for  my  capacity. 
"  However,  fmce  you  challenge  me  into  Jthe 
<£  field,  I  am  determined  to  follow  you,  though 
<c  with  a  flow  pace.  For  I  have  begun,  but 
<c  a  few  days  ago,  to  read  with  attention  the 
"  Life  of  Agricola,  in  order,  that,  when  I  come 
tc  to  the  difficulty  propofed  by  you,  I  may 
c<  with  the  greater  eafe  give  you  my  own 
"  opinion.  In  the  mean  time  I  thought  it 
"  not  improper  to  offer  to  your  connderation 
"  one  or  two  much  lefs  difficult  pafTages,'  in 
<c  the  fenfe  of  which  I  could  not  fatisfy  my- 

"  felf, 
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"  felf,    not  far  from  the  beginning  of  that 
«  Life,  &c." 

After  Sir  John  Harington  had  left  England, 
he  wrote  to  the  Prince  in  Latin',  regretting 
his  abfence  from  him  in  very  ftrong  terms ; 
adding,  that  his  grief  was  mitigated  in  fome 
meafure  by  thefe  confiderations ;  firft,  that  by 
his  travels  in  other  countries,  and  the  experi- 
ence, which  he  might  gain  by  it,  he  mould, 
fome  time  or  other  be  more  qualified  to  execute 
his  Highnefs's  commands,  which  were  and 
always  fhould  be  facred  to  him.  Next,  that 
he  had  opportunities  of  doing  juftice  to  the 
virtues  of  his  Highnefs  at  the  courts  of  other 
Princes ;  as  he  had  done,  and  always  would, 
with  the  greateil  fatisfaction,  though  in  a  very 
/hort  and  imperfect  manner,  like  thofe,  who 
defcrlbe  whole  countries  in  a  fmall  map.  Pie 
defired  the  Prince's  excufe,  if  his  weak  tongue 
fhould  diminim  the  fplendor  of  his  name  •,  and 
promifed  to  be  careful  to  keep  an  exact  jour- 
nal of  his  travels  for  the  amufement  of  his 
Highnefs;  concluding,  that  he  carried  about 
him  day  and  night  in  his  bofom,  and  mould 
for  ever  do  fo,  and  often  kifled,  that  ring, 
which  the  Prince  had  prefented  to  him,  and 
which  he  efteemed  as  a  mark  of  his  Highnefs's 
fingular  favour,  in  which  he  placed  the  hight 
pf  all  his  fortunes.

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Sir  John  Harington,  in  another  Latin  letter  % 
Jakes  notice,  that  having  now  in  the  fpace  of 
•feven  weeks,  travelled  through  great  part  of 
the  Low  Countries,  and  feen  three  courts  of 
Princes,  and  as  many  univerfities,  together 
with  feveral  large  cities,  fortified  towns,  and 
ftrong  caftles  and  forts,  he  had  fet  down  in 
Latin,  as  well  as  he  was  able,  fuch  obferva- 
tions,  as  he  could  make,  relating  to  politics, 
men  eminent  for  authority,  prudence,  or  learn- 
ing, war,  the  prefent  ftate  of  affairs,  the  fitua- 
tion  of  cities,  and  the  manners  of  people;  in 
order  at  a  proper  time  to  give  an  account,  how 
he  had  employed  every  day,  to  his  Highnefs, 
to  whom  he  devoted  both  himfelf  and  all  his 
{Indies.  For  though  he  was  thoroughly  con- 
fcious  of  the  flendernefs  of  his  own  abilities, 
yet  he  was  unwilling  to  be  one  of  thofe,  who 
travel  only  to  indulge  themfelves  in  a  mameful 
purfuit  of  pleafures,  or  with  a  view  of  merely 
gratifying  their  eyes  with  novelties.  On  the 
contrary,  he  affured  the  Prince  of  his  own 
refolution  to  exert  his  utmoft  endeavours  to 
improve  himfelf  by  experience,  that  he  might 
be  able  to  ferve  his  Highnefs  with  more  dig- 
nity and  ability.  This  alone  was  the  fum  of 
his  hopes,  and  a  fufficient  incitement  to  him 
to  go  through  all  labours  and  fatigues.  He 
was  prevented  from  enlarging  this  letter  by  the 
hafle  of  the  meflenger ;  and  therefore  defired

his  Highnefs,  with  his  ufual  humanity,  to  ex- 
cufe  the  defects  of  it,  and  to  continue  his 
favour  to  him. 

After  his  arrival  at  Florence,  he  wrote  in 
Latin  to  the  Prince  from  thence  on  the  21  ft 
of  November,  1608,  N.  S.1,  though,  he  faid, 
he  was  uncertain,  whether  his  letter  would 
reach  his  Highnefs's  hands;  for  he  was  then 
under  the  greatefl  anxiety  imaginable,  by  rea- 
fon  that  he  had  not,  for  eleven  weeks  paft, 
received,  as  he  ufed,  any  letters  from  his  father 
and  mother,  nor  heard  of  his  Highnefs'n  health. 
His  conjecture,  that  they  were  either  inter- 
cepted or  loft  through  fome  ill  accident,  re- 
lieved his  mind  in  fome  degree  from  the  fear 
of  a  greater  misfortune.  He  had  written  to 
his  Highnefs  from  Francfort,  as  he  was  juft 
ready  to  depart  for  Heydelburg,  where,  and 
in  the  university  of  Bafil,  he  had  fpent  fome 
days  in  hearing  the  lectures  of  the  profefTors, 
and  in  converfation  with  them.  Thence  he 
had  proceeded  with  the  utmoft  expedition  to 
Florence,  but  did  not  arrive  there  till  after  the 
day  of  the  marriage"1,  tho'  before  the  principal 
folemnities,  an  account  of  which  he  fent  the. 
Prince,  printed  in  a  book  published  that  very 
day,  on  which  he  wrote  his  letter,  in  order  that 
his  Highnefs  might  have  a  view  of  what  had

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paflcd,  and  had  been  repeated  upon  the  arrival 
of  the  Duke  of  Mantua.  As  for  his  own  ob- 
fervations,  which  were  perhaps  too  puerile,  he 
took  all  poflible  pains,  that  his  journal  might 
not  be  unworthy  of  his  Highnefs's  approbation. 
He  faw  no  reafon  to  make  any  confiderable 
ftay  at  Florence,  efpecially  as  he  was  defirous 
to  return  through  France,  that  he  might  foon 
enjoy  his  former  happinefs,  through  the  fin- 
gular  and  conftant  favour  and  goodnefs  of  his 
Highnefs  towards  him,  and  fpend  the  reft  of 
his  life  in  his  prefence. 

The  book,  mentioned  in  this  "letter,  con- 
cerning the  folemnities  of  the  Prince  of  Tuf- 
cany's  marriage,  did  not  reach  the  Prince's 
hands.  This  gave  much  concern  to  Sir  John 
Harington,  when  he  knew  it,  which  he  ex- 
prefTed  in  a  French  letter  n  to  his  Highnefs, 
without  a  date,  or  name  of  the  place,  whence 
he  wrote  it,  though  it  appears  to  be  fome  re- 
public, moft  probably  Venice.  He  was  appre- 
henfive  left  thePrince  might  fufpecl:  him  of  neg- 
ligence in  negledting  to  fend  the  book ;  whereas 
he  had  mut  himfelf  up  in  Florence  feveral  days, 
merely  to  wait  for  its  coming  from  the  prefs, 
in  order  to  tranfmit  one  of  the  firft  copies  to 
his  Highnefs.  He  could  not  imagine  where 
the  fault  of  its  mifcarriage  lay;  but  thought  it 
probable,  that  fome  of  the  Englim  Papifts  at 
Florence  might  do  him  that  diikindnefs,  either

out  of  fpite,  or  with  a  view  to  gratify  the2r 
friends  with  the  firrr.  account  of  the  marriage- 
ceremonies.  He  hoped  and  trufted  in  the' 
Prince's  goodnefs,  that  himfelf  fhould  be  ac- 
quitted in  this  point;  for  £hat  he  would  rather 
die  a  thoufand  deaths,  than  give  his  Highnefs 
the  leaft  caufe  to  deny  his  favour  to  him.  With 
regard  to  the  occurrences  of  the  republic,  where 
Sir  John  Harington  then  was,  he  took  notice, 
that  they  were  of  two  forts;  either  fuch,  as1 
every  body  fpoke  of,  and  were  yet  unworthy 
to  be  read  by  his  Highnefs ;  or  of  great  import- 
ance, and  which  could  not  be  written  without 
danger,  paper  being  too  weak  a  fecurity  for 
carrying,  fuch  a  length  of  way,  fecrets,  which 
might  prove  hazardous  to  the  writer.  But,  if 
he  fhould  meet  with  a  melfenger,  by  whom  he 
might  fend  a  letter  with  fafety,  he  would  not 
fail  to  write  to  the  Prince,  or  in  any  other 
refpeft  convince  him,  that  his  own  greateft 
happinefs  in  thrs  world  was  to  be  efteemed 
always  his  Highnef&s  mod  obedient  fervant. 

Whatever  jealoufy  and  diflike  were  fuppofed 
by  the  French  AmbafTador,  Monf.  de  la  Bo- 
derie,  as  has  been  already  remarked,  to  have 
been  entertained  by  the  Prince  againrt  the  Earl 
of  Salilbury ;  his  Lordfhip,  on  his  part,  con- 
fidered  the  rank  and  character  of  the  heir  appa- 
rent to  the  crown,  and  efpecially  fuch  an  heir, 
in  too  important  a  light,  to  be  wanting  in  any 
mark-  of  refpedt  to. him,  which  k  was  in  his 

powee 
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.power  to  flievv,  without  giving  umbrage  to  the 
King  himfelf.  This  appears  from  the  letters  of 
that  Earl  flill  remaining  amongft  the  papers  of 
the  Prince,  a  few  written  diredtly  to  his  High- 
nefs,  but  the  greatefl  part  addreiTed  to  Mr. 
Newton,  his  Tutor  j  though  without  dates,  the 
want  of  which  leaves  us  at  a  lofs  to  aflign  them 
their  proper  place.  Thefe  letters  n  deferve  to  be 
inferted  in  the  very  words  of  that  able  flatef- 
man.

The  Prince  began  the  year  1608-9  with  a 
prefent  to  the  King  of  a  Latin  oration  of  con- 
fiderable  length,  and  upon  a  fubject  peculiarly 
fuited  to  his  own  rank  and  fentiments.  The 
main  point  was  to  fhew,  that  learning  is  more 
necefTary  to  Kings,  Princes,  and  perfons  in  the 
higheft  ftations,  than  to  others ;  and  then  to 
anfwer  what  might  be  alledged  on  the  contrary 
fide  of  the  queftion. 

Robert  Earl  of  Dorfet,  fon  of  the  late  Lord 

'  Treafurer,  being  himfelf  ill  of  the  diftemper 

of  which  he  died  Feb.  27,  1608-9,  the  Prince 

was 
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was  prevailed  upon  by  his  Lordfhip's  fon  RK 
chard,  foon  after  Earl  of  Doriet,  to  write  from 
St.  James's  the  following  letter  to  the  King. 

"   SIR; 

"  A  S  I  am  often  a  fuitor  unto  your  Majefty 
"  *L*»  for  others,  fo  now  I  become  a  fuitor 
ft  formyfelf;  though  not  of  myfelf,  but  at 
"  the  requeft  of  another.  The  laft  fummer 
"  my  Lord  of  Dorfet  being  tick,  his  fon,  by 
"  a  friend  of  his,  moved  me,  that,  in  cafe  his 
tc  father  mould  die,  I  would  fue  unto  your 
"  Majefty  for  his  ward,  defiring  rather  to  fail 
"  into  my  hands  than  of  another.  But  becaufe 
"  I  found,  that  he  was  loth  it  mould  be 
<c  thought,  that  he  had  any  conceit  of  the 
*'  fhortnefs  of  his  father's  days,  I  was  fparing 
"  alfo  to  move  your  Majefty,  till  I  mould 
"  hear  of  fome  greater  appearance  of  dan- 
"  ger;  which  being  now  feared  greatly,  I 
"  have  been  this  day  requefted  of  new,  for 
"  preventing  other  fuitors,  to  acquaint  your 
il  Majefty  with  his  defire :  and  though  it  be  a 
"  thing  unufual  to  me,  yet  I  am  the  bolder 
"  by  reafon  of  the  young  nobleman's  toward - 
"  linefs;  and  becaufe,  if  your  Majefty  mould, 
11  upon  any  refpeft,  miflike  the  motion,  I  may 
lf  be  directed  and  advifed  by  your  Majefty 
<c  wrhat  anfwer  to  make,  having  none,  in  fuch 
*'  occafions  of  importance,  fo  fit,  to  whom  I 

"  can 
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"  can  addrefs  me,  as  unto  your  Majefty's  felf, 
"  for  whofe  fatherly  affection  I  have  great  caufe 
<c  ever  to  praife  God,  and  crave  the  continu- 
"  ance  thereof,  and  of  a  long  and  happy  life. 
"  Thus  kiffing  moft  humbly  your  Majefty's 
"  hands,  I  reft

What  the  fuccefs  of  this  application  was, 
does  not  appear;  but  the  young  nobleman, 
for  whofe  fake  the  Prince  wrote  this  letter, 
and  who  was  then  in  his  twentieth  year,  was 
married  to  the  Lady  Anne  Clifford,  daughter 
and  heir  of  George  Earl  of  Cumberland,  in  her 
mother's  chambers  in  Auguftin  friars  houfe  in 
London,  on  the  25th  of  February,  1608-9, 
two  days  before  the  death  of  the  Earl,  his 
father. 

In  the  fame  month  the  Prince  wrote  another 
letter  to  his  Majefty: 

f^YdlJUO- 

"  Pleafe  your  Majefty, 

"  \  LTHOUGH  I  meant  at  this  time 
ec  •**•  to  be  no  further  troublefome  to  your 
<{  Majefty  j  yet  finding  this  bearer  upon  his 
c{  own  bufinefs  going  to  court,  I  have  taken 

"  this 
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*c  this  opportunity  to  give  unto  your  Majefty 
'*  moft  humble  and  hearty  thanks  for  your 
"  free  and  fatherly  dealing  with  me,  being 
<£  refolved  to  follow  your  Majefty's  directions, 
<£  unto  whom  in  this  and  the  like  cafes  your 
"  Majefty's  direction  mall  be  a  rule,  and 
*e  your  commandment  a  law.  I  may  fail  and 
<c  overfee  for  not  underftanding  your  Majefty's 
"  pleafure,  at  earneft  entreaties;  and  then  I 
<f  will  plead  ignorance  for  my  pardon :  but 
"  whenfoever  your  Majefty's  intention  mall 
"  be  known  unto  me,  I  mall  ever  be  willing 
<{  to  give  obedience  thereto,  remembering, 
<c  that  I  am  one  of  them,  cm  fola  obfequii  gloria 
<{  relifta  eft.  And  fo  befeeching  your  Majefty 
<c  ever  to  conftrue  my  actions,  I  kifs  your 
"  Majefty's  hands,  and  reft 

"  Your  Majefty's  moft 
"  Dutiful  and  obedient 
u  Son  and  Servant, 

"  HENRY." 

His  Majefty  having  refolved  upon  knighting 
the  Prince,  a  confultation  was  held  at  Weft- 
minfter  in  this  month  of  February,  about  levy- 
ing and  collecting  the  aid  to  the  King's  ufe 
for  that  purpofeq.  And  here  it  fully  appeared 
from  records,  as  well  in  the  Tower  of  London, 
as  in  the  Exchequer  and  elfewhere,  that  a 
reafonable  aid,  as  well  for  knighting  the  King's

eldeit 
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deleft  Ton,  and  marrying  of  the  King's  elcleft 
daughter,  as  for  knighting  the  eldeft  fons  of 
other  Lords,  and  the  marrying  of  their  eldeft 
daughters,  was  by  the  antient  common  laws 
of  this  kingdom  to  be  levied  at  the  difcretion 
of  the  King  or  other  Lords,  to  whom  it  was 
due.  Yet  ufually,  when  the  fon  grew  to  be 
of  the  age  of  fifteen,  or  the  daughter  of  feven 
years  or  more,  the  three  eftates  became  fuitors 
to  the  King  by  petition  in  parliament,  to  re- 
duce to  a  certainty  fuch  aids,  to  be  levied  by 
common  perfbns  j  which  was  accordingly  done 
by  an  aft,  Weftm.  I.  Cb.  36. 

In  purfuance  of  this  confultation  a  com- 
mimon  was  iffued  under  the  Privy  Seal,  on 
the  loth  of  May  1609"",  ^or  t^ie  knighting  of 
his  Highnefs,  reciting,  that  by  the  ftatute  of 
the  25th  of  King  Edward  III.  it  was  provided, 
that  a  reafonable  aid  mould  be  afked  for 
knighting  the  King's  eldeft  fon:  and  on  the 
2iftof  June  was  ifTued  another  commiffion 
for  railing  fuch  an  aid s  j  and  on  the  r  5th  of  that 
month  two  more  for  levying  that  aid  from  the 
Univerfities  of  Oxford  and  Cambridge1.  In  the 
execution  of  thefe  and  other  commiffion  s  of 
that  kind  the  fubjeds  were  very  favourably 
treated.  For  whereas,  by  the  antient  law,  they 
were  obliged  to  pay  twelve  pence  in  the  pound 
of  the  yearly  value  of  their  lands;  the  King's 
cornmiffioners  in  the  feveral  counties,  conform-

ably 
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ably  to  the  tenor  of  their  commiffions,  behaved 
with  fo  much  moderation,  that  no  man  was 
compelled  to  pay  any  more  than  he  was  willing 
to  giveu.  • 

Sir  John  Harington's  frequent  letters  to  the 
Prince  engaged  his  Highnefs  to  take  the  op- 
portunity of  fending  him  in  return  one  in 
French,  dated  the  4th  of  March  1608-9,  by 
Sir  Robert  Douglas,  a  fervant  of  his,  then 
going  abroad.  "  My  little  Knight,  fays  he9 
"  thefe  lines  may  afifure  you  of  my  acceptance 
<{  of  your  letters,  and  the  testimonies  of  your 
**  zeal  for  my  fervice,  and  of  the  fatisfadtion, 
"  which  I  have  in  hearing  from  all  parts  of 
"  your  care  and  diligence  to  furnim  yourfelf 
"  with  all  the  qualifications  proper  for  deferv- 
<c  ing  my  favour  j  of  which  you  will  never  have 
"  reafon  to  doubt,  if  you  continue  in  the 
"  courfe  of  virtue  and  good  learning,  which 
"  you  have  fo  happily  begun ;  and  which  I  rc- 
"  commend  to  you  for  the  future,  as  the  means 
"  of  preferving  you  alwayr  in  my  efteem,  and 
f '  making  me  your  good  friend  and  m after." 

Sir  Charles  Cornwallisw,  AmbafTador  to  the 
c<3urt  of  Spain,  whither  he  had  been  fent  with 
the  Earl  of  Nottingham,  Ambaflador  Extraor- 
dinary, toward:-  >he  end  of  March  '605,  was 
not  unmindfui  of  paying  his  duty  to  the  Prince

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in  a  letter  of  the  4th  of  that  month  1608-9, 
from  Madrid x.  He  began  it  with  remarking, 
that  his  country  life,  and  fudden  fending  to  the 
court  of  Spain,  had  denied  him  the  happinefs 
to  make  himfelf  known  to  his  Highnefs,  or  the 
humble  and  faithful  affection,  which  he  had 
to  ferve  him.  That  lince  his  arrival  in  Spain 
he  had  given  way  to  time,  and  attended  an 
occafion,  that  might  offer  matter  worthy  of 
his  Highnefs's  eyes,  or  of  that  excellent  con- 
ceit and  underftanding,  the  fame  whereof  had 
reached  into  moft  parts  of  the  world  abroad, 
and  made  him  fo  hopeful  and  dear  at  home. 

"  Hitherto,  fays  be,  fucceffes  have  not  fe- 
cc  conded  my  defiresj  although  well  it  is 
<c  known,  that  I  have  not  fpared  my  fhidies, 
"  my  travels,  and  the  uttermoft  of  mine  endea- 
<e  vours,  to  have  to  your  other  happineiTes  (and 
<e  to  what  may  with  the  favour  of  God  be  in 
te  certainty  expected  from  fo  perfect  a  compo- 
<{  fition  of  the  graces  of  God  and  nature)  in- 
'e  duced  an  addition  of  the  greateft  fortune 
"  and  poffibility,  that  this  earth  aifordeth. 

"  What  the  weaknefs  of  my  own  ability 
"  and  infirmity  of  my  means  hath  not  had 
"  power  to  effect,  I  make  no  doubt  but  the 
"  luftre  of  the  beams  of  your  Highnefs's 
<c  virtues  growing  now  daily  into  their  height 
<c  will  in  time  occallon  to  be  offered  and  im- 
'*  portuned. 
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ec  Thefe  Princes  take  ample  and  often  no- 
c<  tice,  that  amongft-  the  many  bleffings,  that 
"  God  hath  fo  plentifully  heaped  upon  the 
'"  King  your  father,  there  is  none  greater  or 
"  fo  much  as  comparable  to  his  being  poiTeiTed 
"  of  fuch  a  fon,  in  whom  he  may  hope  to  be 
ct  fucceeded,  not  only  in  his  kingdoms,  but  in 
<c  his  knowledge,  wifdom,  and  other  virtues. 
"  Your  Highnefs  may,  therefore,  with  great 
"  courage  and  comfort  go  on,  in  perfecting 
"  and  giving  root  to  what  God,  in  fo  green 
"  years,  hath  fo  abundantly  placed  and  planted 
"  in  your  princely  heart  and  perfon.  Myfelf, 
"  as  a  diviner  of  your  future  greatnefs,  and 
"  out  of  what  I  hear  of  your  heroical  difpofi- 
"  tion,  who  in  this  fpring  of  your  age  incline 
"  yourfelf,  not  to  what  thofe  years  do  ufually 
"  affect,  but  to  the  undemanding  of  the  greateft 
"  and  moft  weighty  affairs,  that  may  hereafter 
<c  ingreat  your  fame,  and  make  the  people 
"  happy,  that  mall  be  committed  to  your 
<c  government;  for  the  firft  tafte  of  mine 
"  humble  defires  to  ferve  you,  have  adven- 
"  tured  to  offer  herewith  unto  your  Highnefs 
"  a  work,  though  favouring  of  a  weak  conceit 
"  and  a  country  pen,  yet  fuch,  as  Alexander 
<c  the  Great,  in  like  years  to  thofe  of  your 
£<  Highnefs,  was  accuftomed  both  to  require 
"  and  allow  of,  as  well  in  the  minifters  of  his 
*c  father,  as  thofe  of  other  Princes  employed 
"  unto  him.  Mine  hope  is  your  Highnefs 
L  "  will 
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**  will  be  pleafe  to  accept  it,  not  as  the  mat- 
<c  ter,  but  as  the  mind  of  him,  that  prefents 
'*  it,  doth  and  will  ever  endeavour  to  merit. 
Cc  And  for  my  laft  humbly  kifTing  your  princely 
<f  hands,  do  recommend  by  duty  and  my  life 
te  to  be  ever  commanded  and  difpofed  of  by 
'*  your  Highnefs,  and  of  him,  that  will  never 
ff  be  found  fecond  to  any  in  unfeigned  love 
<c  and  defire  to  ferve  you." 

A  book  printed  at  Paris,  the  fubject  of 
which  was  to  mew,  that  the  church  of  Rome 
is  but  a  particular  church,  and  never  was  but 
the  fecond  among  the  Chriftian  Churches,  not- 
withftanding  its  pretence  of  being  the  Catholic 
Church,  having  been  dedicated  to  the  Prince y, 
and  delivered  to  Sir  George  Carew,  the  Am- 
baflador  in  France,  to  be  tranfmitted  to  his 
Highnefs,  Sir  George  accompanied  it  with  a 
letter  to  the  Prince,  dated  at  Paris  the  4th  of 
March  i6o8z.  In  this  letter  heobferved,  that 
though  he  had  diverted  many  heretofore,  who 
had  been  with  him  there  to  fend  over  books, 
fome  in  verfe  and  fome  in  profe,  which  they  had 
pretended  to  dedicate  either  to  the  King  or  to 
his  Highnefs,  with  a  view  of  procuring  fome 
rewards  from  hands,  that  were  fo  famous  for 
liberality ;  yet  being  prefTed  for  that,  which  he 
now  fent,  by  fome,  whofe  means  he  ufed  in

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his  Majefty's  fervice;    and  having   upon  the- 
perufal  thereof  found  it  to  be  of  a  fubjecl:  no- 
thing vulgar,  but  the  firft,  which  had  been 
publimed  in  that  kind,  and  to  be  handled  in 
a  form  fuccinct  and  judicious  without  tediouf- 
nefs,  he  had  at  laft  yielded  to  the  motion.  The 
caufe,  why  it  came  no  fooner,  partly  grew  out 
of  his  own  refuiing  to  be  ufed  in  this  -refpecl, 
till  he  had  read  it  j  and  then  he  found  the  fcope 
and  defign  of  the  author  not  unworthy  of  a 
princely  patron,  time  being  like  to  increafe  the 
virtues  in  the  one  and  eftimation  in  the  other. 
"  Of  the  folidity  and  true  worth  of  the  work 
tc  itfelf,  I,  fays  Sir  George,  have  not  learning 
tc  enough   to  judge.     I  fuppofed  the  author 
"  had  been  a  traveller  in  thofe   regions,  of 
"  whofe  religions  he  fpeaketh;  but  upon  con- 
<c  ilrencc  with  him  I  find,  that  he  hath  made 
*'  up   his  treatife   upon  collections  of  other 
"  books  only.     He  feerneth  to  be  a  very  -dif- 
"  erect  and  godly  man,  though  his  firft  out- 
<c  ward  appearance  make  no  great  mew.  His 
<c  name  is  Marfam,  which  in  his  printed  fub- 
"  icription  he  diiTembleth.     His  profeffion  is 
<e  phyfic:  he  is  by  defcent  one  of  thofe  Albi- 
<c  geois,  that  fome  hundred  years  fince  made 
"  profeffion   of  the  reformed  religion  in  the 
<l  parts  near  Alby  in  Languedoc.  1  hope  your 
"  Htghnefs,  by  your  gracious  acceptation,  will 
*{  both  comfort  him,  and  not  make  me  re- 
L  2  «  pent 
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<c  pent  to  have  interpofed  myfelf  in  a  matter, 
<e  which,  as  I  conceive,  tendeth  to  your  ho- 
ct  nour  and  increafe  of  refpedl  with  thofe  of 
<c  the  reformed  religion  here. 

"  So  praying  for  the  full  accomplishment 
ec  of  thofe  perfections  in  your  Highnefs,  which 
"  all  this  part  of  the  world  expecleth  out  of 
"  your  noble  beginnings,  I  humbly  leave  the 
tc  fame  to  the  moft  merciful  protection  of  the 
"  Almighty." 

The  very  learned  Mr.  Thomas  Lydyat,  the 
antagonift  of  the  great  Jofeph  Scaliger  himfelf 
in  chronology,  having  in  this  year  1609,  not 
only  finimed,  but  likevvife  printed,  his  Emen- 
datto  Temporum  *,  gave  it  to  the  world  under 
the  patronage  of  the  Prince,  to  whom  he  de- 
dicated it.  This  work  was  fo  acceptable  to  his 
Highnefs,  that  he  took  the  author  into  his  fa- 
mily to  read  to  himb,  and  appointed  him  his 
Chronographer  and  Cofmographerc.

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being  fent  to  travel,  immediately  after  his  mar- 
riage, on  the  ill  of  December  1608,  with  the 
Lady  Catharine  Howard,  youngeft  daughter 
of  William  Earl  of  Suffolk;  and  going  firft  to 
France,  wrote  from  thence  to  the  Prince  a 
letter ',  in  which  he  faid,  that  though  he  was 
perfuaded,  that  his  Highnefs  expected  not  much 
from  him,  in  whom  he  knew  fo  little  of  worth 
to  do  him  fervice;  yet  having  placed  both  the 
eye  and  hopes  of  his  youth  upon  his  Highnefs 's 
perfon  and  fortune,  he  mould  be  loth  by  too 
long  filence  to  fall  out  of  his  princely  memory.

|C  that  you  will  think,  that  nothing  could  make 
"  me  endure  the  privation  of  your  prefencc 
*c  with  any  patience,  but  the  infinite  deiire  I 
"  have  to  return  fome  way  fo  qualified,  as  he 
(l  ought  to  be,  that  hath  the  ambition  to  be 
*{  worthy  the  fervice  and  favour  of  fo  rare  a 
"  Prince  and  fo  gracious  a  mafter,  whofe 
*'  hands  I  humbly  kifs." 

The  Prince's  fervant,  Mr.  Pett,  to  whom 
his  Highnefs  owed  much  of  his  knowledge  in 
the  bufinefs  of  fhipping,  being  now  involved, 
among  others,  in  an  inquiry  concerning  their 
conduct  in  their  refpeftive  employments  in  the 
royal  Navy,  the  Prince  mewed  a  laudable  fol- 
licitude  to  protect  his  innocence,  of  which  he 
was  fully  convinced.  The  occalion  of  the  in- 
quiry was  thisf. 

The  Earl  of  Northampton,  who,  with  the 
Wardenmip  of  the-  Cinque  Ports,  held  the 
poft  of  Lord  Privy  Seal,  conferred  upon 
him  in  the  end  of  April  1608,  had,  by  the 
inftigation  of  fome  perfons,  who  had  no  great 
regard  either  for  the  Earl  of  Nottingham, 
Lord  High  Admiral,  or  for  fome  of  the  prin- 
cipal officers  of  the  Navy  in  fpecial  favour 
with  his  Lordfhip,  procured  a  large  com-

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million  from  the  King  for  the  inquiring  into 
all  abufes  and  mifdemeanors  committed  in 
their  feveral  ftations,  under  pretence  of  refor- 
mation, and  of  faving  great  fums  to  his  Ma- 
jefty,  expended  yearly  in  the  maintenance  of 
his  mips.  This  inquiry  was  carried  on  by  Sir 
Peter  Bucke,  Clerk  of  the  fliips,  Thomas 
Bucke,  his  brother,  under-clerk  to  him,  Mr, 
Matthew  Baker  and  Mr.  William  Bright,  prin- 
cipal Shipwrights  to  the  King,  Hugh  Marriot, 
one  of  the  fix  matters,  Hugh  Lediard,  Clerk 
of  the  Check  at  Woolwich,  Thomas  Norris, 
and  one  Clifton,  a  Baker,  formerly  Purfer  of 
mips  in  the  navy,  with  divers  others.  The 
perfons  principally  queftioned  and  aimed  at 
were  Sir  Robert  Manfel,  then  Treafurer  of  the 
Navy,  Sir  John  Trevor,  Surveyor,  Sir  Henry 
Palmer,  Comptroller,  Captain  Thomas  But- 
ton, John  Legat,  Clerk  of  the  Check  at  Chat- 
ham, Mr.  Phineas  Pett,  and  Sir  Thomas  Bla- 
ther, then  Victualler  of  the  Navy.  This 
inquiry,  which  began  in  1608,  was  pro- 
fecuted  with  fuch  violence  and  malice,  as  not 
only  occalioned  a  great  trouble  and  expence  to 
the  perfons  accufed,  but  likewife  brought  al- 
mofc  ruin  on  the  Navy,  and  a  far  greater 
yearly  charge  upon  his  Majefty,  than  had  been 
ever  known  before. 

The  Lord  Admiral,  the  Earl  of  Worcefter, 

Mafter  of  the  Horfe,  and  the  Earl  of  Suffolk, 

Lord  Chamberlain,  being  appointed  by  the 

L  4.  King 
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King  to  hear  the  caufe  of  complaint  againft 
Mr.  Pett,  met  at  Woolwich   on  the  2  8th  of 
April  16095  and  their  report  proved  very  fa- 
vourable to  him.   But  his  Majefty  refolving  to 
hear  the  caufe  hirnfelf,  went  to  Woolwich  en 
Monday  May  the  8th,  attended  by  the  Prince; 
and  appointed  Sir  Thomas  Cbalcner,  his  High- 
nefs's  Governor,  and  Mr.  Henry  Briggs,  then 
ProfeiTor  of  Geometry  in  Grefiiam  College, 
to  decide  the  con troverfy  about  the  proportion 
of  the  (hips.     The  meafurers  having  declared 
in  favour  of  Mr.  Pett,  the  Prince  out  of  zeal 
for  his  injured  iervant,  and  refentment  again  ft 
the  accufers,  could  not  forbear  calling  out  with 
a  loud  voice,  "  Where  be  now  thefe  perjured 
"  fellows,  that  dare  thus  to  abuie  his  j\,ajefly 
"  with  thefe  falfe  informations  ?  Do  they  not 
"  worthily  deftrve  hanging  r"  And  during  the 
whole  examination  his  Highnefs  flood  near  Mr. 
Pett,  to  encourage  and  fupport  him  under  his 
anxiety  and  fatigue;   and  when  the  King  de- 
clared hiinfelf  convinced  of  his  innocence,  the 
Prince  took  him  up  from  his   knees,  and  ex- 
prefied  his  own  joy  for  the  fatisfadion ,  which 
his  father  had  that  day  received,  protefting,  that 
he  would  not  only  countenance  Mr.  Pett  for 
the  future,  but  likewife  take  care  to  provide 
for  him  and  his  family  while  he  lived. 

Sir  Charles  Cornwallis  on  the  ^th  of  April 
,  }6c>9,  O.  S.  wrote  from  Madrid  afccond  Jet- 

te<f 
' 
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ter  to  the  Prince g,  taking  notice,  that  by  his1 
former  he  had  made  known  to  his  Highnefs 
his  juft  excufe  for  fo  very  long  forbearing  to 
write  to  him  j  and  that  by  this  he  humbly- 
prayed  pardon  for  taking  fo  light  an  occafion 
to  trouble  him.  He  added,  that  he  had  much 
rather,  fmce  the  gate  was  opened,  be  blamed 
hereafter  for  troubling  his  Highnefs  with  the 
impertinency  of  his  papers,  than  to  omit  any 
the  leail  point  in  the  accompiifhment  of  his 
duties. 

"  In  this  fpiritual  time,  continues  he,  being 
"  the  holy  week,  little  matter  temporal  ofFereth

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"  prefence  of  the  Duke  of  Lerrna  (guarded 
"  with  fifty  of  the  King's  halberdiers)  and  of 
"  many  other  of  the  principal  of  the  Nobi- 
"  lity,  and  an  infinity  of  other  people,  who, 
**  as  the  image  pafled  by  them,  in  none  other 
"  fort,  than  if  God  himfelf  had  been  prefent 
*'  in  it,  honoured  it  with  falling  down  upon 
"  their  knees,  praying  and  knocking  upon 
**  their  breafls,  moft  of  them  defiring  to  be 
"  good  to  them,  but  fome  of  them,  in  the 
*'  fecret  of  their  hearts  I  doubt  not,  praying 
*c  God  to  pardon  their  fo  grofs  folly  and  breach

ct  Amongft  the  Friars  there  want  not  fome,

"  Yefterday  the  King  and  the  Queen  here

''the  King,  when  he  took  them  from  the 
"  board,  and  delivered  them  to  fuch,  as  there 
"  attended  to  keep  them  to  the  ufe  of  the 
"  fevcral  poor,  every  one  having  an  efpecial 
"  fervice.  And  fo  many  and  fo  coftly  were  the 
"  difhes,  as  the  guefts  only  tafting  of  a  falad 
*'  and  a  little  rice,  the  reft,  that  appertained 
"  to  every  of  them  (as  I  am  informed)  they 
"  prefently  fold  for  18  Ducats. 

,"  The  furniture  of  their  churches  here, 
"  and  the  riches  and  luftre  of  the  fepulchres' 
"  made  in  every  monaftery  (the  general  po- 
<f  verty  of  this  kingdom  confidered)  are  al-t 
u  moft  incredible.  The  laity  of  this  nation 
"  may  fay  with  David,  though  in  another 
"  fort,  zelus  damns  tua  comedit  me.  For  aflured- 
"  ly  the  riches  of  the  temporal  hath  in  a  man- 
"  ner  all  fallen  into  the  mouths  and  devour- 
"  ing  throats  of  the  fpiritual ;  which  if  neither 
"  grace  nor  difcretion,  yet  necerTity  will  in  time 
<e  make  the  other  eftates  fee,  and  remedy/'

dedicated  that  work  to  the  Prince.  This 
learned  writer,  who  was  a  native  of  Zwoll, 
and  at  lail  profeiibr  of  Civil  Law  at  Franeker  in 
Frifeland  *,  had  before,  publifhed  fome  other 
works  on  fubjeclis  relative  to  his  profeffion,  as 
a  treatife  D#  Annuls  Reditibus,  printed  at 
Colen  in  1601  ;  another  De  Officio  'Judicis^ 
at  Francfort  in  1603;  an(*  a  third,  intitled 
Subtititatumyurisy  at  Colen  in  1601.  Thefe 
had  raifed  him  a  confiderable  reputation, 
though  he  is  himfelf  lets  known  in  hiftory  than 
another  of  both  his  names,  who  has  been 
confounded  with  him  by  the  inaccurate  Paul 
Freher  b.

imprifoned  by  him  ;  but,  upon  the  Earl's  re- 
turn to  England,  fet  at  liberty  by  order 
of  the  States  General c.  But  to  return  to 
profeflbr  Bufius,  when  he  fent  his  Commen- 
tary above-mentioned  to  the  Prince,  he  ac-

he 
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he  had  been  long  in  fufpence,   to  whom  he 
(hciiild  inf  nbe  that  part  of  his  Commentary; 
but  at  length  was  determined  in  his  choice  by 
the  great  expectation  of  mankind  concerning 
the  Prince,  and  the  eager  hopes  entertained  of 
him  by  all  Chrlftians  of  the  reformed  churches, 
whofe  eyes  were  railed  aimed  above  human 
objects,  and  fixed  on  the  character  and  fame 
of  his  Highnefs's  forward  and  heroic  genius, 
:vin<r  image  of  his  Royai  father.     The 
author's  lirft  deiign  had  been  to  dedicate  his 
book  to  Ibme  friend;  but  the  dignity,  and  even 
r        .v,  of  the  fubje6t  of  it  demand- d  a  patron, 
whofe  eminence  of  rank  and  perfon  was  fupe- 
rior  to  that  of  alrnoft  ail  others.     The  points 
treated  of  were  judgments  of  the  moil  import- 
ant kind.    And  how  great  and  mofl  worthy  of 
attention  mufl  that  be,  for  the  execution  of 
which  the  government  of  Kings  at  firft,  and 
afterwards  that  of  commonwealths,  were  infti- 
tuted?  For  they  were  inftituted  by  heaven'  for 
the  execution  of  juftice  and  judgment.     That 
for  this  realbn,  both  from  choice  and  necefTity, 
he  had  refolvedupon  this  dedication  to  his  High- 
nefs,  the  fon  of  that  King,  whofe.  wifdcm  and 
majefty  were  reverenced,  and  whofe  counfel 
was  efteemed,  by  the  whole  United  Provinces ; 
and  who  was  admired  by  all,  who  were  infpired 
by.  God   with   prudence   and   true   religion, 
He  deiired  the  Prince  not  to  be  offended  with 
having  added  the  differences  of  Canon  Law  to 
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the  explication  of  the  laws ;  fince  he  had  not 
done  this  with  a  view  of  allowing  the  Pope  any 
fupreme  right  over  the  church  or  flate,  which 
was  inconfiftent  with  his  own  zeal  for  the  pro- 
teftant  faith ;  but  becaufe  the  decrees  called 
canonical,  received  at  firft,  through  miftake, 
by  not  a  few  Chriftian  Princes  in  many  points, 
contain  a  great  number  of  things  agreeable  to 
the  cuftoms  of  the  prefent  age,  which  are  dif- 
ferent from  the  antient  law.  And  though  he 
had  compiled  this  Commentary  under  a  peculiar 
privilege  of  his  Imperial  Majefty,  he  had  done 
it  at  his  own  private  expence  j  on  which  ac- 
count it  was  neceflary  for  him  to  confult  the 
capacities  of  the  majority  of  thofe,  who  were 
engaged  in  civil  employments  and  the  law. 
His  intention  was  to  have  offered  in  perfon 
this  work  to  the  Prince,  and  to  have  given  him 
an  account  of  his  defign  in  it :  but  he  was  pre- 
vented from  doing  this  by  the  public  office, 
which  he  held  in  his  own  country.  He  re- 
turned his  moft  unfeigned  thanks  to  Almighty 
God,  who  had,  notwithstanding  the  noife  and 
rage  of  war,  hitherto  blefled  his  Studies,  as 
\vell  as  the  affairs  of  the  United  Provinces  in 
general;  and  he  defired  the  Prince  to  accept 
the  dedication  of  his  book  with  kindnefs  as  well 
as  clemency,  fince  it  was  the  production  of  one, 
who  was  in  the  highefr.  degree  zealous  for  his 
Highnefs's  happinefs,  glory,  and  everlafting 
fame.  He  laftly  implored  God,  the  Father 
of  our  Lord  Jefus  Chrift,  to  grant,  that' man- 
kind 
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kind  might  long  fee  the  King  of  Great  Bri- 
tain, France,  and  Ireland,  the  greatefi  and  bed 
of  Princes,  living  in  health  and  vigour  for  the 
peace  of  the  church  and  of  the  whole  world ; 
and  his  Highnefs  fuch  a  fuccefTor  to  his  father's 
virtue,  wifdom,  honour,  and  government,  as 
fame  had  invariably  reprefented  him.  He 
concluded  with  repeating  his  requeft  of  the 
Prince's  excufe  for  his  not  prefenting  the  book 
himfelf ;  and  that  his  Highnefs  would  receive 
the  bearer,  whom  he  had  fent  over  for  that 
purpofe  alone,  with  the  fame  benignity,  as 
he  could  wim  to  meet  with  himfelf,  if  he 
were  prefent. 

The;  death  of  John  Lord  Lumley,  on  the 
1  ith  of  April,  1609,  without  leaving  any  hTue, 
gave  the  King  an  opportunity  of  gratifying  the 
Prince's  love  of  books,  and  making  a  noble 
addition  to  the  Royal  library.  That  library, 
which  now  contains  both  manufcript  and 
printed  books,  owes  many  valuable  ones  of 
the  former  kind  to  King  Edward  IV.  and  of 
the  latter  to  Henry  VII.  who,  according  to 
Lord  Bacon0,  "  was  rather  ftudious  than 
"  learned,  reading  moft  books,  that  were  of 
<c  any  worth,  in  the  French  tongue:  yet  he 
"  underftood  the  Latin,  as  appeareth  in  that 
"  Cardinal  Hadrian  and  others,  who  could 
"  very  well  have  written  French,  did  ufe  to

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write  to  him  in  Latin."  Henry  VIII.  who 
was  very  learned  himfelf,  and  a  patron  of 
learned  men,  both  at  home  and  abroad,  and 
who  had  for  his  Librarian  the  great  antiquary, 
John  Leland,  received  prefents  of  the  works  of 
moft  of  the  writers  of  his  age.  Under  the  fhort 
reign  of  that  well  educated  Prince  Edward  VJ. 
an  accemon  was  made  to  his  library  more 
confiderable,  than  that  under  the  government 
of  the  bigotted  Queen  Mary.  Her  fifler  Eli- 
zabeth, who  was  miftrefs  of  feveral  languages, 
both  antient  and  modern,  greatly  augmented 
her  library;  of  which  we  have  this  account 
from  a  German  traveller,  Paul  Hentzner,  who 
faw  it  at  Whitehall  in  Auguft  1598?;  that  it 
was  well  flored  with  Greek,  Latin,  Italian, 
and  French  books,  all  bound  in  velvet  of  dif- 
ferent colours,  though  chiefly  red,  with  clafps 
of  gold  and  filver;  and  fome  adorned  in  the 
covers  with  pearls  and  precious  ftones.  King 
James  I.  enriched  the  Bodleian  library  at 
Oxford  at  the  expence  of  his  own;  giving 
a  warrant  to  Sir  Thornas  Bodley,  under  the 
privy  feal,  for  the  choice  of  any  books,  which 
that  gentleman  mould  like  in  any  of  his 
houfes  or  libraries'3.  But  his  Majefly  very

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amply  fupplied  the  place  of  them  by  the  pur- 
chafe  of  Lord  Lumley's  library,  which  contained 
not  only  his  own  collection,  but  that  of  his  father- 
in-law1',  Henry  Fitz-Alan,  Earl  of  ArundeJ, 
who  had  lived  in  the  reign  of  King  Henry  VIII, 
when,  upon  the  diflblution  of  the  monafteries, 
he  had  great  opportunities  of  collecting  manu- 
fcripts,  many  of  which,  as  well  as  of  the  printed 
books  in  the  Royal  library,  have  the  name  of 
Arundel  and  Lumley  written  in  them. 

Thefe  libraries,  hitherto  too  little  known, 
are  now  likely  to  become  of  general  benefit  to 
the  learned,  being  given  by  his  prefent  Majefty 
to  the  Britifh  Mufeum,  which  is  opened f  for 
the  public  ufe  while  I  am  writing,  and  to  which 
(if  I  may  be  a!lowred  to  mention  the  leaft  fig- 
nificant  of  the  advantages  of  that  magnificent 
foundation)  this  book  owes  its  rife  and  beft 
materials,  as  the  author  does  one  of  his  moll 
valued  diftindtions,  as  well  as  the  higher!  enter- 
tainment of  his  leifure  hours. 

King  James,  having  piirchafed  Lord  Lum- 
ley's library,  ordered  it,  at  the  fuggefHon  of 
Mr.  Newton,  to  be  repofited,  together  with 
that  of  his  predeceflbrs,  in  the  palace  of  St. 
James's,  where  the  Prince  refided,  for  the  ufe

1 732.]  the  taking  the  care  of  them,  as  Library- 
Keeper,  with  the  power  of  appointing  a  deputy  under 
him.  "  I  knew,  continues  he,  the  greatnefs  of  the  charge, 
"  and  confidered  the  prejudice,  that  might  fall  out  by 
"  being  refponfible  for  thofe  rich  jewels,  the  embezzle- 
"  ment  whereof  would  be  endeavoured  by  many,  and 
*c  my  other  occafions  would  not  permit  me  to  give  much 
"  perfonal  attendance  on  this  bufmefs,  nor  to  enjoy  much 
"  of  the  delight  of  perufing  them:  yet,  1  being  informed 
"  of  a  defign  in  fome  to  have  them  fold,  and  tranfported 
*'  beyond  fea,  which  I  thought  would  be  a  difhonour 
*c  and  damage  to  our  nation,  and  to  all  fcholars  therein; 
"  and  fearing,  that  in  other  hands  they  might  be  more 
11  fubjeft  to  cmbezzelling ;  and  being  willing  to  preferve 
"  them  for  public  ufe  ;  I-  did  accept  the  trouble  of  being 
"  Library-Keeper  at  St.  James's,  and  therein  was  encou- 
"  raged  and  much  perfuaded  to  it  by  Mr.  Selden,  who 

"  (wore, 
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then  belonging  to  it,  fufrered  great  depredations 
amidft  the  confufions  of  thofe  unhappy  times. 

Sir 

"  fwore,  that,  if  I  did  not  undertake  the  charge  of  them, 
all  thofe  rare  monuments  of  antiquity,  thofe  choice 
books  and  manufcrip:s,  would  be  loft;  and  there  were 
not  the  like  to  them,  except  only  in  the  Vatican,  in 
any  other  library  in  Chriftendom.  The  Council  made 
an  order  for  me  to  be  Library- Keeper  of  St.  James's, 
and  to  have  lodgings  in  the  houfe  belonging  to  the 
place.;  and  recommended  to  me  Mr.  Dury,  a  German 
[Scot]  by  birth,  a  good  fcholar,  and  a  great  traveller, 
and  friend  to  the  Parliament,  to  be  my  deputy  in  that 
place,  but  at  my  liking.  I  was  willing  to  have  a  deputy 
by  their  recommendation,  being  I  (hould  thereby  be 
lefs  anfwerable;  and  I  appointed  Mr.  Dury  to  have  the 
keys,  to  go  to  Mr.  Patrick  Young,  the  former  Library- 
Keeper  to  the  late  King,  to  inquire  for  an  inventory 
of  the  books  and  medals,  and  to  fee  an  exacl:  one  made 
forthwith  of  all  of  them."  Upon  the  reftoration  the 
King  ifliied  a  warrant  on  the  icth  of  Sept.  1660,  to  Sir 
John  Robinfon,  Lieutenant  of  the  Tower,  to  permit 
Thomas  RofTe  and  Elias  Afhmole,  Efquires,  to  examine, 
in  his  prefence,  Hugh  Peters,  then  a  prifoner  there,  con- 
cerning the  books  and  medals,  that  had  been  embezzled. 
In  this  examination,  taken  two  days  after,  Mr.  Peters 
declared,  on  oath,  that  he  took  nothing  from  thence, 
but  left  the  library  as  unviolated  as  he  found  it.  How- 
ever, from  the  account  taken  by  Mr.  Dury  on  the  yth 
of  April,  1652,  it  appears,  that  there  were  then,  in  the 
drawers  in  the  library,  twelve  thoufand  coins,  of  which 
four  thoufand  only  are  faid  to  have  remained  at  the 
reftoration  of  King  Charles  II.  who  placed  them  in  his 
own  cabinet.  Many  of  the  books  and  MSS.  were  like- 
wife  faid  to  have  been  miffing  [Smith  in  Vita  Patricil 
Junity  p.  35.]  After  the  reftoration,  Mr.  Rofle,  mentioned 
above,  and  then  Tutor  of  the  Duke  of  Monmouth,  had. 
the  office  of  Library-Keeper  conferred  on  him;  Richard 
Pearfon,  Fellow  of  King's  college,  Cambridge,  and 
younger  brother  of  Dr.  John  Pearfon,  afterwards  Bifhop 
M  3  of

Sir  John  Harington  feetns  not  to  have  re- 
ceived the  Prince's  letter  to  him  of  the  4th  of 
March,  1 608-9,  when  he  wrote  one  in  French 
to  his  Highnefsw.  It  is  without  a  date ;  but  ap- 
pears to  have  been  written  from  Venice,  in  Lent 
of  the  year  1 6.09.  He  tells  the  Prince,  that  having 
been  informed,  by  fevcra!  perfons,  of  the  con- 
tinuation of  hisHighnefs's  favour  towards  him, 
though  his  letters  were  of  no  ufe,  and  contained 
nothing  but  the  humble  affection  of  his  heart, 
devoted  to  the  fervice  of  his  Highnefs;  yet  he 
prefumed  once  more  to  trouble  him  with  a 
letter,  from,  a  full  perfualion,  founded  on  his 

of  Chefter,  being  appointed  to  officiate  for  him  by  order 
of  his  M'ajefty.  In  June,  1665,  a  warrant  was  pafTed  to 
Mr.  Rofle  to  hold  that  place  for  life,  with  a  falary  of  two 
hundred  pounds  a  year ;  and,  after  his  deceafe,  to  Mr.  Pear- 
fon  alfo  for  life,  who  continued  Mr.  Rofie's  deputy,  while 
he  lived,  but  died  before  him  Auguft  5,  1670.  Mr.  Rofle 
himfelf  dying  Ocl.  27,  1675,  a  new.  warrant  of  the  like 
tenour  was  granted  to  Frederic  Thy  nne  and  James  Thynne, 
Efquires,  for  life,  [Ward's  Lives  of  the  Praf effort  of  Gre- 
fham-college,  p.  250,  251.]  To  the  former  of  thefe  the 
celebrated  Mqnf.  Henry  Juftel,  a  French  proteftant,  was, 
about  the  year  1686,  appointed  deputy,  and  continued 
in  that  office  till  his  death  in  1692,  leaving  behind  him  a 
written  catalogue  both  of  the  printed  books  and  manufcripts 
in  the  Royal  library ;  which  catalogue  was  afterwards  found 
in  the  library  of  Brian  Fairfax,  Efq;  at  his  death,  in  1748. 
The  reverend  and  learned  Mr.  Richard  Bentley,  in  Feb. 
1693,  had  the  place  of  Library-Keeper  given  him  by  a 
like  warrant,  and  he  refigning  if  in  favour  of  his  fon,  Mr. 
Richard  Bentley,  the  latter  fold  it  to  Claudius  Amyand, 
Efq;  who  now  enjoys  the  falary,  the  reverfion  of  which 
was  given  by  his  prefent  Majefty  to  the  British  Mufeum.

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Highnefs's  benevolent  difpofition,  that  it  would 
meet  with  the  fame  acceptance  with  his  former. 

If  he  fhould  write  to  his  Highnefs  an  ac- 
count of  the  fuperftitions,  falfe  miracles,  and 
relics,  exhibited  during  that  feafon  of  Lent,  it 
would  not  be  a  letter,  but  another  Golden 
Legend.  He  would  have  fent  the  obfervations, 
which  he. had  made,  and  fet  down,  however 
unworthy  of  the  Prince's  perufal,  if  he  could 
have  trufted  the  poft. 

He  mentioned,  that,  every  day  during  that 
Lent,  frier  Fulgentio,  of  the  order  of  Servites, 
preached  the  word  of  God  purely  and  without 
mixture.  The  Pope,  hearing  of  the  fermons 
of  this  honeft  man,  fent  for  the  Venetian 
AmbafTador,  and  told  him,  that  he  had  been 
informed,  that  one  Fulgentio  preached  doc- 
trines contrary  to  the  catholic  faith.  The 
AmbarTador  anfwered,  that  he  preached  no- 
thing but  the  word  of  God.  "  So  I  under- 
"  ftand,  replied  the  Pope;  but  do  not  you 
"  know,  that  to  preach  the  gofpel,  and  the 
"  word  of  God,  is  to  deftroy  the  Catholic 
fc  religion  *  ?"  Thefe  very  words  of  the  Pope 
were  written  by  the  AmbafTador  to  the  re- 
public, which  was  very  much  fcandalized  at 
them.

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Sir  John  Harington  at  the  fame  time  fent 
tphis  Highnefs  a  picture  of  Pope  Alexander  III, 
putting  his  foot  upon  the  neck  of  the  Emperor, 
with  ajl  the  circumftances  of  that  (lory,  exactly 
as  it  was  reprefented  in  the  hall  of  the  grand 
council  of  Venice.  His  reafon  for  his  fending 
this  picture  was,  that,  as  this  behaviour  of  the 
Pope  had  been  pofitively  denied  in  the  laft 
book,  publiihed  under  the  name  of  Tortu^^ 
againft  the  oath  of  allegiance,  his  Highnefs 
might  fee  the  effrontery  of  thofe  men  in  deny- 
ing the  truth,  of  which  that  picture  was  a 
perpetual  monument. 

Sir  John  Harington's  letters  gave  fuch  fatis- 
faclion  to  the  Prince,  that  his  Highnefs  ufed 
to  communicate  the  contents  of  them  to  the 
Earl  of  Salifbury,  who,  in  a  letter  to  his  fon, 
the  Lord  Vifcount  Cranborne,  written  in  June, 
1609,  mentioned  that  circumftance,  in  order 
to  raife  fome  emulation  in  that  young  noble- 
man, whofe  natural  indolence  feemed  to  want, 
fuch  an   excitement.     "  I  find  -every  week, 
((  fays  the  Earl,  in  the  Prince's  hand,  a  letter. 
"  from  Sir  John  Harington,  full  of  news  of, 
"  the  place  where  he  is,  and  the'countries  as 
' c  he  pafleth,  and  all  occurrents ;  which  is  an 
<f  argument,   that  he  doth  read  and  obfervq 
*c  fuch  things,  as  are  remarkable." 

The  Prince,  on  the  24th  of  May,   1609 
honoured  Sir  Charles  Cornwallis  with  a  letter . 
7  Cardinal  Bellarmin  difguifed  himfelf  under  that  name. 


169 
the  copy  of  which,  among  his  Highnefs's 
papers,  is  as  follows z :

Sir  John  Harington,  having  at  laft  received 
the  Prince's  letter  to  him,  returned  his  thanks

.  May, 
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May,  i6o9b,  protefting,  that  his  own  weak 
lines  were  not  capable  of  expreffing  the  joy 
and  happinefs,  which  he  felt  upon  the  delivery 
of  his  Highnefs's  gracious  letter  to  him  by  Sir 
Robert  Douglas,  who  wns  the  moft  welcome 
n&effettger  to  him,  that  he  had  ever  received. 
That  he  had  but  one  life,  which,  ever  fince 
he  had  the  honour  of  being  efteemed  the  hum- 
ble fervant  of  his  Highnefs,  had  been  devoted 
to  his  fervice;  to  which,  whenever  his  High- 
nefs  mould  command  him,  he  offered  that 
life,  and  defired  to  abandon  it,  when  he  mould 
ceafe  his  endeavours  to  render  himfelf  more 
worthy  to  ferve  his  Highnefs,  and  more  qua- 
lified to  execute  his  commands. 

That  he  had  a  few  days  before  been  at  Verona, 
Mantua,  and  other  places  in  that  part  of  Italy ; 
and,  while  he  was  at  Verona,  a  magnificent 
tilting  was  performed  by  the  noblemen  of  that 
city,  where  the  flower  of  Lombardy  was  af- 
fembled.  Sir  John  fent  the  Prince  the  fpeeches 
and  verfes  made  on  that  occafion,  hoping,  that 
thefe  would  have  better  fortune  than  thofe  fent 
by  him  from  Florence ;  and  trufting  in  the  care 
and  diligence  of  the  bearer0,  who  was  himfelf 
a  worthy  and  learned  gentleman,  and  nephew 
of  the  very  worthy  and  very  learned  AmbafTa- 
dor,  Sir  Henry  Wotton. 

That  AmbafTador  wrote  likewife  to  the

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Sir  Charles  Cornwallis,  having  received  the 
Prince's  letter  of  the  24th  of  May,  1609,  re- 
turned his  acknowledgments  for  it  on  the  i  oth 
of  Auguft  following  from  Madrid6.  He  began 
this  letter  with  obferving,  that  his  Highnefs's 
gracious  and  good  acceptance  of  his  laft  letters, 
offering  his  humble  affection  and  fervice,  had 
laid  upon  him  a  forcible  and  perpetual  obliga- 
tion ever  to  deiire  to  ferve  and  pleafe  him. 
The  proof  he  left  to  time  and  to  effects.  To 
his  Highnefs  (whom  God  had  in  this  world 
diffinguifhed  with  fo  much  and  great  a  per- 
fection of  his  graces)  his  words,  he  confefled, 
ferved  rather  for  matter  of  ordinary  refpect  than 
of  any  merit,  or  containing  any  demonftration 
fufficiently  expreffive  of  the  effects,  which  his 
heart  had  a  will  to  prefent  to  his  Highnefs. 

"  The  time,  fays  he,  of  my  remove  from 
<{  hence  is  fo  very  near  at  hand,  and  the  bufi- 
tc  neffes,  that  I  have  to  difpatch,  fo  great  and 
"  many,  as,  joined  with  the  barrennefs  of  the

"  and  obferve  into  what  figures  and  forms 
<c  future  times  and  difpofitions  of  other  Princes 
"  and  eftates  will  caft  themfelves,  than  of  our-

"  whereby  either  our  fwords  may  become 
<e  again  unfheathed,  or  the  exhaufted  breafls

"  God  Almighty  continue  your  Highnefs  in 
"  all  health  and  happinefs,  and  give  you  that  in- 
"  creafe  of  greatnefs,  that  mine  heart  defireth, 
' '  and  your  rare  and  mod  excellent  parts-  give 
"  fo  ample  hopes  of." 

Sir  Thomas  Edmondes,  who  had  refided  at 
the  court  of  BrurTels,  from  April  1605,  being 
ready  to  return  from  his  Embafly  there  towards 
the  end  of  Auguft  i6c»9f,  the  Archduke  Al- 
bert fent  by  him  a  very  obliging  letter  in 
French  to  the  Prince,  dated  at  BriuTels  on  the

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7th  of  September  N.  S.g  telling  his  Highnefs, 
that  he  was  defirous  by  thofe  few  lines  to  infi- 
nuate  himfelf  into  his  good  opinion,  and  to  make 
him  an  offer  of  a  mind,  which  mould  always 
be  difpofed  to  gratify  and  ferve  him  on  all  oc- 
cafions,  which  he,  the  Archduke,  for  his  own 
fatisfaction  hoped  would  be  very  frequent.

"  when  the  greateft  joy  and  content  I  can  find

'*  do  moil  gloriouily  mine  abroad;  the  fame 
"  whereof  being  infinitely  fpread  by  a  num- 
"  ber  of  mofl  worthy  and  noble  gentlemen  of 
<c  this  nation,  who  have  frequented  his  Ma- 
"  jetty's  court,  and  had  the  honour  to  be  eye- 
"  witneffes  of  your  virtues,  overcomes  the 
"  envy,  that  is  wont  to  be  in  fo  near  bordering 
"  neighbours. 

"  I  do  abftain  from  being  troublefome  to 
"  your  Highnefs  in  writing  ordinary  news, 
"  feeing  I  have  not  the  means  to  come  by 
"  that  is  worthy  of  your  Highnefs;  which  I 
<£  know,  (if  there  be  any)  you  have  from 
<(  better  pens  than  mine;  and  I  am  aihamed 
"  to  prefent  this  fecond  time  my  humbleft 
"  duty  and  fervice  in  this  old  Englim  gar- 
ct  ment,  and  dare  not  venture  on  a  new  French 
"  habit,  knowing  how  able  your  Highnefs 
<c  is  to  difcover  errors.  Hereafter  I  hope  my 
"  better  ability  will  give  me  courage  to  change 
"  my  tongue,  but  never  my  heart,  which 
"  humbleth  itfelf  at  your  princely  feet,  defiring 
:c  no  greater  happinefs,  than  that  I  may  ever 
"  be  held  your  Highnefs's  moft  humble,  and 
*f  moft  afFeclionate  fervant," 
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Sir  John  Harington,  who  was  come  back  as 
far  as  Francfort  in  September  of  this  year  1609, 
in  his  way  to  England,  wrote  from  thence  in 
French,  on  the  2pth  of  that  month,  to  the 
Prince1,  though  his  own  ill  ftate  of  health, 
and  the  hafte  with  which  he  paffed  through 
Germany,  and  the  confufed  ftate  of  affairs  there, 
afforded  him  but  little  fubjed:  and  little  leifure 
to  write;  except  that  the  approaching  wark 
threatned  both  upper  and  lower  Germany.. 

That  in  the  upper  parts,  in  Hungary  the 
noblemen  of  that  country  demanded  another 
Palatin  in  the  room  of  Elias  Hazi,  who  had 
the  negative  power,  as  the  King  had  the  affir- 
mative. The  want  of  a  Palatin  was  the  prin- 
cipal caufe  of  the  Hungarians  not  withdrawing 
themfelves  from  their  fubjection  to  the  Em- 
peror, and  electing  that  King. 

That  in  Auftria  was  then  held  an  affembly 
of  the  States,  in  order  to  fettle  the  affairs  of 
thofe  provinces,  and  to  obtain  a  greater  liberty 
in  religion.  Both  parties  were  very  alert.  The 
King  had  at  about  four  leagues  diftance  from 
Vienna  a  body  of  500  armed  men,  and  the 
States  had  aflembled  their  forces  out  of  appre- 
henfion  of  the  Sicilian  Vefpers. 

That  with  regard  to  the  lower  parts,  the 
Elector  of  Saxony,  the  Elector  of  Branden-

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burg,  and  the  Duke  de  Nevers,  put  in  their 
pretenfions  to  the  Duchy  of  Cleves;  andLeo-^ 
pold,  Archduke  of  Auftria,  was  matter  of 
Juliers.  That  without  doubt  all  the  Princes 
of  the  Empire  would  take  one  fide  or  the 
other.  *'  But  why,  adds  he ',  do  I  mention, 
tc  thefe  particulars,  when  from  the  neighbour- 
<c  hood  of  England  they  muft  have  been 
"  known  to  your  Highnefs  before  this  time?'! 
He  fent  with  this  letter  a  prefent  to  the  Prince 
of  a  little  rock,  which  he  had  met  with  at 
Drefden,  formed  from  pieces  of  all  the  princi- 
pal mines  in  Germany,  together  with  fome 
filver  in  the  ore. 

Sir  John  Skene,  a  celebrated  lawyer  in 
Scotland,  having  finimed  his  great  Work 
printed  at  Edinburgh  in  1609,  in  fol.  under 
the  title  of  The  auld  Laws  and  Conftitutiom  of 
Scotland^  collected  furth  of  the  Regifter  and  other 
auld  authentick  Bukesfra  the  days  of  King  Mal- 
colm II.  until  the  time  of  King  yam.es  I  fent  a 
copy  of  it  to  the  Prince,  with  a  Latin  letter 
dated  at  Edinburgh  on  the  5th  of  October 
that  year1.  In  this  letter  he  informed  his 
Highnefs,  that  the  King,  after  he  had  appoint- 
ed him  Keeper  of  the  public  records,  had, 
from  his  innate  benevolence  towards  his  fub- 
jecls,  often  commanded  him  to  reduce  his 
own  laws,  and  thofe  of  his  predeceflbrs,  Kings 
of  Scotland,  into  one  volume ;  and  to  refcue 
1  Appendix,  No,  XVI, 
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them  from  errors  and  oblivion.  For  that  moft 
wife  King  knew,  that  the  knowledge  of  the 
laws  was  highly  necefiary,  not  only  to  Kings 
themfelves,    but   alfo   to   the  whole   people. 
Kings  keep  the  people  within  the  bounds  of 
their  duty,  according  to  the  laws,  conferring 
rewards  on  the  good,  and  inflicting  punishments 
on  bad  men  in  proportion  to  their  guilt.  And 
the  people,  through  fear  of  punimments,  and" 
defire  of  rewards,  live  in  harmony  and  con- 
cord, and  in  the  practice  of  their  duties ;  and 
pay  obedience  to  their  King,  and  worship  to 
God.     That  he  had,  in  pursuance  of  his  Ma- 
jetty's  command,  applied  himfelf  diligently  to 
this  tafk,  and  collected  the  fcattered  laws  into 
one  body,  correcting  the  errors,  tranflating  them 
into  the  vulgar  tongue;  and  had  fucceeded  fo  far 
(if  he  did  not  deceive  himfelf )  as  to  have  re- 
ftored  them  to  their  former  luftre,  and  render- 
ed them  eafy  to  be  underftood  by  all  perfons. 
That  what  he  had  done  befides,  he  left  to  the 
judgment  of  others.     That  he  had  fent  thefe 
laws   to  his  Highnefs,    that  he  might  read 
them,  as  far  as  his  leifure  would  permit;  and 
underfland  them,  in  order  that  he  might  not, 
while  he  was  familiar  with  the  laws  of  other 
countries,  be  a  ftranger  to  thofe  of  his  own. 
He  humbly  requeued  the  Prince's  acceptance 
of  this  work  from  a  perfon,  unknown  indeed 
to  him,  but  who  was  bound  to  him  by  the 
higheft  obligations,,  next  to  God  and  the  King. 

He 
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He  prayed  the  Almighty  to  grant,  that  his 
Highnefs  might  be  fucceflbr,  not  only  to  his 
Father's  kingdoms,  but  likewife  his  virtues 
and  religion ;  and  might  follow  the  example 
of  Theodofius,  who  gave  thanks  to  God,  not 
fo  much  for  making  him  an  Emperor,  as  a 
Chriilian. 

Sir  John  Harington  was  returned  near  to 
nis  own  country,  and  juft  ready  to  embark 
for  it,  when  he  wrote  a  letter  to  the  Prince  m, 
which,  though  the  date  and  place  do  not 
appear,  muft  have  been  written  after  the 
retirement  of  the  Prince  of  Conde,  in  No- 
vember 160.9,  out  of  France  into  Flanders 
with  his  wife,  upon  Henry  IV's  having  difco- 
vered  a  violent  paffion  for  that  Princefs.  Sir 
John  begins  his  letter  with  taking  notice,  that 
though  he  was  then  feparated  from  England 
only  by  the  fea ;  yet  opportunities  of  prefent- 
ing  his  duty  to  his  Highnefs  did  not  offer 
themfelves  oftener,  or  with  more  fecurity, 
than  when  both  the  Sea  and  Alps  prevented 
him  from  expreffing  his  zeal  for  the  fervice  of 
his  Highnefs,  to  whom  he  dedicated  the  re- 
mainder of  his  days. 

That  there  was  daily  expectation  in  the 
place,  where  he  was,  of  the  Duke  of  Guife, 
accompanied  with  the  famous  pirate  Simeon 
Simonfon,  furnamed  Danfker,  who  having  re- 
ceived the  French  King's  pardon  with  a  pro-

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mife  of  the  command  of  feven.  mips  to  be  fent 
againft  the  Turks,  was  endeavouring  to  efcape 
out  of  the  hands  of  the  infidels,  and  furrender 
himfelf  to  that  King. 

That  he  would  fay  nothing  of  the  flight  of 
the  Prince  of  Conde,  being  perfuaded,  that 
his  Highnefs  was  well  informed  of  it. 

In  the  next  month,  December,  the  Prince 
wrote  the  following  letter  to  the  King". 

"  ACCORDING  to  your  Majefty's 
"  •**•  commandment,  I  made  your  excufe 
•"  unto  the  Queen  for  not  fending  her  a  token 
"  by  me ;  and  alledged  your  Majefty  had  a 
"  quarrel  unto  her,  for  not  writing  an  anfwer 
"  unto  your  fecond  letter  written  from  Roy- 
<e  fton,  when  your  foot  was  fore,  nor  making 
"  mention  of  the  receiving  of  it  in  her  next 
"  letter  fome  ten  days  after;  whereas  in  your 
•"  Majefty's  former  journey  to  Royfton,  when 
"  you  took  firft  the  pain  in  your  feet,  fhe  fent 
"  one  of  purpofe  to  vifit  you.  Her  anfwer 
cc  was,  that  either  (he  had  written  or  dreamed 
"  it ;  and  upon  that  apprehenfion  had  told  firft 
"  my  Lord  Hay,  and  next  Sir  Thomas  Somer- 
"  fet,  that  (he  had  written  before.  I  durft  not 
<{  reply,  that  your  Majefty  was  afraid,  left  me 
"  fhould  return  to  her  old  biafs;  for  fear  that 
"  fuch  a  word  might  have  fet  her  in  the  way, 
"  and  made  me  a  peace- breaker,  which  I

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"  would  efchew,  though  otherwife  moft  happy, 
"  when  I  mall  be  favoured  wirh  your  Majcfty's 
"  commandments,  as  he, who  kiffing  your  Ma- 
"  jefty's  hands,  is

"  Dutiful  Son,  and 

"  Obedient  Servant, 

"  PI  E  N  R  Y." 

The  company  of  Eafl  India,  to  which 
Queen  Elizabeth  had,  in  1591,  granted  letters 
patent  for  fifteen  years,  and  which  King  James 
had,  in  May  of  this  year  1609,  incorporated  by 
a  perpetual  charter,  having  built  at  Deptford 
two  mips,  one  of  above  1 200  tuns,  and  the  other 
a  pinnace  of  2505  the  King  and  Prince  were 
invited  to  the  launching  of  them,  and  went 
thither  on  Saturday  the  3oth  of  December, 
accompanied  with  the  Earl  of  Nottingham, 
Lord  Admiral,  the  Earl  of  Suffolk,  Lord  Cha'm- 
berlain,  the  Earl  of  Worcefter,  Matter  of  the 
Horfe,  and  many  other  Lords,  who  were  en- 
tertained with  a  magnificent  banquet  in  the 
chief  cabin  of  the  great  fhip,  and  the  reft  at 
a  long  table  on  the  half  deck.  The  whole  en- 
tertainment was  ferved  up  in  China  dimes, 
which  all  perfons  were  permitted  to  take  away 
with  themn.  His  Majefty  honoured  Sir  Thomas

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Smith,  the  Governor  of  the  Company,  with 
a  chain  like  a  collar,  worth  about  2OO/.  with 
his  picture  hanging  to  it,  putting  it  about  Sir 
Thomas's  neck  with  his  own  hands ;  and  named 
the  large  fhip  Trades  Increafe,  as  the  Prince  did 
the  pinnace,  the'  Pepper  Corn  °. 

The  Prince,  now  approaching  to  the  age  of 
fixteen,  propofed  with  great  modefty  his  claim 
to  the  inveftiture  in  the  principality  of  Wales 
and  Duchy  of  Cornwall;  which  was  readily 
granted  by  his  Majefty  with  the  confent  of  the 
Parliament ;  the  4th  of  June  1 6 1  o  being  ap- 
pointed for  the  folemnity. 

At  the  Chriftmas  preceding,  his  Highnefs,  not 
only  for  his  own  recreation,  but  likewife  from  a 
laudable  ambition  of  mewing  the  world  what 
might  be  expecled  from  him,  under  the  name 
of  Mceliades?^  Lord  of  the  liles  (an  ancient  title 
due  to  the  firft  born  of  Scotland)  did  by  fome 
perfons  appointed  for  that  purpofe,  ftrangely  at- 
tired, and  accompanied  with  drums  and  trum- 
pets, in  the  chamber  of  prefence  before  the  King,

Queen, 
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Queen,  and  whole  court,  deliver  a  challenge  to 
all  Knights  .of  Great  Britain  in  two  fpeeches, 
the  fum  of  which  was  j  that  Mceliades,  their 
noble  mailer,  infpired  with  an  earneft  defire  to 
try  the  valour  of  his  younger  years  in  foreign 
countries,  and  to  know  where  virtue  triumphed 
moft,  had  fent  them  abroad  to  difcover  the 
fame ;  who,  after  their  long  travels  in  all  coun- 
tries, at  their  return  reported,  that  in  no  coun- 
try, except  the  fortunate  ifle  of  Great  Britain, 
they  had  found  his  wifhes.  This  giving  mat- 
ter of  extreme  joy  to  the  youthful  Mceliades, 
who,  they  faid,  could  lineally  derive  his  pedi- 
gree from  the  famous  Knights  of  this  ifle, 
was  the  caufe,  that  he  now  fent  to  prefent  the 
firft  fruits  of  his  chivalry  at  his  Majefty's 
feet.  Addreffing  themfe'ves  then  in  a  fhort 
fpeech  to  the  Queen,  and  next  to  the  Earls, 
Lords,  and  Knights,  excufing  their  Lord  for 
this  their  fo  fudden  warning,  and  laftly  to  the 
Ladies ;  after  humble  delivery  of  their  cartel 
concerning  the  time,  place,  conditions,  num- 
ber of  weapons,  and  affailants,  they  took  their 
leave,  departing  folemnly,  as  they  entered q. 

During  the  preparations  for  this  folemnity 
the  Prince  feafted  at  his  own  apartments  the 
Earls,  Barons,  and  Knights  aflailants  and 
combatants,  till  the  appointed  twelfth  night r 
1609-10,  when  the  great  feat  of  arms  was 
performed  at  the  palace  of  Whitehall,  in  the

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prefence  of  the  King  and  Queen,   and  the 
AmbafTadors  of  Spain  and  Venice,  and  of  all 
the  Peers  and  great  Ladies  of  the  Kingdom, 
with  a  multitude  of  others  of  inferior  rank. 
The  affembly  was  held  in  the  great  banquet- 
ing houfe,  at;  the  upper  end  of  which  was 
placed  the  King's  chair,  and  on  the  right  hand 
,  of  it  a  magnificent  pavilion  for  the  Prince  and 
his  companions,  whence  they  deicended  into 
the  middle  of  the  room.     There  his  Highnefs 
maintained  the  barriers  againft  all  adventurers, 
being  affifted  only  by  the  Duke  of  Lennox, 
the  Earls  of  Arundel  and  Southampton,  the 
Lord   Hay,    Sir  Thomas   Somerfet,    and  Sir 
Richard  Prefton,    the   Prince's  Inftruclor  in 
arms;  foon  after  created  Lord  Dingwell,  and 
at  laft  Earl  of  Defmond.  Againft  thefe  challen- 
gers came  fix  and  fifty  defendants,  confifting 
of  Earls,  Barons,  Knights  and  Efquires,  who 
in  the  lower  end  of  the  room  had  creeled  a 
very  commodious  apartment,  where  themfelves 
remained  in  private  with  their  train,  which 
was  fo  great,  that  it  was  not  imagined,  that 
half  of  the  number  could  have  been  concealed 
there.  Hence  they  ifTued  in  proper  order,  and 
marched  into  the  middle  of  the  room,  where 
their  Majefties  fat  with  the  AmbafTadors  to  fee 
the  barriers s,  with  the  feveral  mews  and  de-

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vices  of  each  combatant.  Every  challenger 
fought  with  eight  Jeveral  defendants  two  com- 
bats at  two  different  weapons,  pum  of  pike 
and  fingle  fwordc.  The  Prince  himfelf  gave 
and  received  thirty  two  pufhes  of  pike,  and 
about  three  hundred  and  fixty  ftrokes  of 
fwordsv,  and  performed  his  part  very  well  and 
gracefully w,  and  to  the  admiration  of  all  the 
fpectators,  though  not  then  full  fixteen  years 
of  age. 

Thefe  feats  of  arms,  with  their  triumphant 
mews,  began  before  ten  at  night,  and  continued 
till  three  the  next  morning,  being  Sunday x. 
On  that  day  his  Highnefs,  with  his  affiftants 
all  in  a  livery,  and  the  defendants  richly  dreft, 
rode  in  great  pomp  to  conduct  the  King  to  St. 
James's,  whither  the  Prince  had  invited  him 
and  all  the  court  to  fupper,  the  Queen  only 
being  abfent y.  The  fupper  was  not  ended  till 
after  ten  at  night j  from  whence  they  went  to 
the  play;  after  which  they  returned  to  a  fet 
banquet  in  the  gallery,  where  they  had  fupped, 
at  a  table  120  feet  in  length;  and  the  whole 
entertainment  did  not  end  till  three  in  the 
morning *.  The  expence  of  the  Prince's  table, 
from  the  time  of  his  publifhing  his  challenge,

had 
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had  been  TOO  1.  a  day  z.  The  three  defendants, 
upon  whom  the  prizes  were  beftowed,  were 
the  Earl  of  Montgomery,  Mr.  Thomas  Darcy, 
fon  of  the  Lord  Darcy,  and  Sir  Robert  Gor- 
don *, 

The  warlike  difpofition,  which  the  Prince 
had  early  difcovered,  being  greatly  cultivated 
and  encouraged  by  fome  military  men  in  his 
fervice,  they  drew  up  and  put  into  his  hands, 
for  that  purpofe,  a  paper,  containing  propqfitiom 
of  war  and  peace.  To  thefe  Sir  Robert  Cot- 
ton, no  lefs  eminent  for  his  invaluable  library 
of  manufcripts  than  for  his  knowledge  of  the 
contents  of  them,  drew  up,  in  1609,  an  ela- 
borate anfwerb.  The  arguments  for  foreign 
war  were  drawn;  firft  from  neceflity,  for  the 
prefervation  of  our  own  peace,  the  venting  of 
factious  fpirits,  and  the  intruding  the  people

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in  arms;  and  fecondly  from  the  benefits  of 
wealth  by  fpoil  of  the  enemy,  and  addition  of 
revenue  by  fubjected  territories ;  of  honour  by 
addition  of  title  and  dominion ;  and  of  greater 
facility  to  effect  this,  than  heretofore,  by  addi- 
tion of  new  ftrength,  and  the  fubtractlon  of 
diverfions  by  means  of  the  happy  union  of  the 
Britim  empire.  Sir  Robert  Cotton's  anfwers  to 
thefe  arguments  were,  that  the  affections  of 
our  wifeft  Princes  ever  were  to  peace :  that 
foreign  expeditions  were  the  caufe  of  invasions 
from  abroad  and  rebellions  at  home,  endlefs 
taxations,  vafTalage,  and  danger  to  the  ftate 
from  extent  of  territory;  and  that  confederacy 
and  alliance,  the  means  of  former  victories, 
were  no  ways  to  be  reftored  as  heretofore. 
Upon  thefe  .topics  that  great  antiquary  has 
opened  all  his  ftores  of  hiftorical  and  political 
knowledge. 

The  Prince  being  impatient  to  fee,  how  far 
the  building  of  a  very  large  (hip  at  Woolwich, 
under  the  direction  of  Mr.  Pett,  was  advanced, 
made  feveral  viiits  there,  on  the  31  ft  of  this 
month  of  January,  on  the  25th  of  April,  and 
on  the  i8th  of  June,  when  it  was  almoft 
finimedc.

of 
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of  feveral  parliaments  in  the  reign  of  Queen 
Elizabeth,  having  put  into  the  Prince's  hands 
fome  bill,  the  defign  of  which  does  not  appear, 
reminded  him  of  it  in  a  letter  of  the  29th  of 
April,  1610%  wiming  him  to  take  care  of  it; 
for  that  it  would  tend  no  lefs  to  his  Highnefs's 
own  profit  than  to  his  honour  and  fafety. 
"  For  having,  fays  he,  once  gained  thereby  a 
"  general  applaufe  of  glory  and  love  in  the 
"  world  by  fo  worthy  and  virtuous  a  deed ; 
"  when  it  is  done,  to  fecond  the  fame,  I  will 
c<  be  ready  to  acquaint  your  Highnefs  with  a 
"  matter,  that  mail  bring  unto  your  coffers, 
"  for  the  better  fupporting  of  your  princely 
**  ftate,  twenty  thoufand  pounds  a  year  at  the 
"  leaft,  and  to  be  effected  with  eafe,  without 
"  wrong  to  the  public,  and  not  needing  to 
"  follicit  the  parliament  for  the  fame:  and  this 
"  fliall  follow  in  its  due  time,  when  the  other 
<£  is  effected.  And,  in  the  mean  time,  this 
may  fuffice  for  an  anfwer  to  all,  that  fhall 
go  about  to  difgrace  your  bill  in  parliament, 
that  it  favours  more  of  a  well- policed  Chrifti- 
an  ftate,  and  of  the  government  of  a  wife 
and  godly  prince,  rather,  with  mild  and 
provident  remedies,  to  prevent  growing 
mifchiefs,  than  afterwards  to  feek  to  weed 
them  out  with  rigorous  and  bloody  means, 
when  they  are  already  planted/'

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The  murder  of  Henry  IV.  of  France  by 
Ravaillac  on  the  4th  of  May,  O.S.  1610,  was 
a  fevere  fhock  to  the  Prince,  who  had  always 
had  the  higheft  efteem  of  the  heroic  qualities  of 
that  monarch,  as  the  latter  had  a  reciprocal  re- 
gard for  his  Highnefs,  and  fuch  a  confidence  in 
him,  that  one  of  our  hiftorians f  allures  us,  that 
he  had  feen  papers,  which  make  it  more  than 
probable,  that  the  Prince  was  not  only  ac- 
quainted with  the  fecret  defign  of  the  King's 
vaft  preparations,  made  by  him  fome  time 
before  his  death,  but  likewife  engaged  in  it. 

The  Prince  had  no  fooner  heard  of  that 
King's  aflaffination,  than  he  difpatched  an 
account  of  it  by  Sir  David  Foulis  to  his-cou- 
fin  Frederic  Ulric,  fon  of  the  Duke  of  Brunf- 
wick,  then  at  Bath,  who,  in  a  vifit,  which  he 
made  to  England  in  April,  1610,  had  been 
lodged  and  entertained  by  the  Prince5.  Upon 
receiving  this  melancholy  news,  he  wrote  to

his  Highnefs  a  letter  in  French  from  Bath  on 
the  1 3th  of  May  h,  expreffing  his  aftonifhmerit 
and  confufion  at  fo  execrable  an  aft,  and  his 
apprehenfions  of  the  troubles,  which  might 
arife  from  it.  He  defired  the  Prince's  excufe 
for  not  enlarging  upon  that  fubjeft  in  his  letter, 
which  refentment  and  grief  prevented  him 
from  being  able  to  do,  referving  it  for  that 
happy  hour,  when  he  hoped  to  enjoy  his 
Highnefs's  converfation,  at  his  intended  re- 
turn within  a  few  days  to  his  court. 

The  States  General  having  again  allured  the 
Prince  by  letters,  as  well  as  by  their  ambaf- 
fadors,  of  their  high  regard  for  him,  he  re- 
turned them,  in  a  letter  in  French  of  the  i4th 
of  the  fame  month  of  May1,  his  thanks  for  the 
continuation  of  their  friend/hip. 

The  time  appointed  for  the  creation  of  his 
Highnefs  Prince  of  Wale?  drawing  near,  on 
Wednefday  the  3othof  May,  being  accompa- 
nied by  divers  young  noblemen,  as  well  as  his 
own  fervantSj  he  rode  about  twelve  o'clock  from 
St.  James's  to  Richmond,  where  he  fupped 
and  repofed  himfelf  for  that  night.  The  next 
day  the  Lord-Mayor  of  London,  with  his 
brethren  the  Aldermen,  and  fifty- four  of  the 
companies  of  the  city,  in  their  barges,  diftin- 
guimed  by  their  proper  eniigns,  banners,  and 
ftreamers,  pafTed  up  the  Thames  to  Chelfea, 
where,  from  nine  in  the  morning,  they  waited 
h  Harl.

the: 
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the  Prince's  coming;  whofe  dinner  was  pre- 
pared at  the  court  of  Whitehall,  and  thofe  of 
the  Lord-Mayor  and  companies  at  their  feveral 
halls.     But,  by  reafon  of  the  low  ebb  of  the 
river,  his  Highnefs  could  not  reach  Chelfea  till 
four  in  the  afternoon,  having  been  firfl  enter- 
tained with  a  banquet  by  the  way  about  Barn- 
elms.    Upon  his  arrival  at  Chelfea,  where  the 
Lord-Mayor    and   his   train    attended,    after 
fpeeches   made   to  him   by  a   reprefentatiort 
of  Neptune  upon  a  dolphin,    and  that  of  a 
fea-goddefs  upon  a  whale,    they  proceeded 
towards  the  court,  the  inferior  companies  firfr, 
and  the  Lord-Mayor's  barge  between  the  two 
fea-monfters  next  before  his  Highnefs's  barge, 
followed  by  others,  in  which  were  his  fervants, 
and  the  barges  of  the  noblemen.    When  they 
came  within  fight  of  Whitehall,  the  companies 
of  London  were  ordered  to  keep  along  on  the 
city  fide,  and  the  Prince's  barge,  with  fpme 
others  of  the  principal  noblemen,  to  go  on  the 
Lambeth  fide,  and  fo  to  direct  their  courfe  to 
the  bridge  at  Whitehall,    Here  his  Highnefs, 
taking  leave  of  the  Lord-Mayor  and  Aldermen, 
landed,  and  was  received  by  the  officers  of  the 
King's  houfhold ;  at  the  gate,  where  he  landed, 
by  the  Knight  Marmal  and  the  Serjeant  Por- 
ter; in  the  hall  by  the  Treafurer  and  Com- 
ptroller of  the  houfhold ;  in  the  great  chamber 
by  the  Captain  of  the  guards ;  and  in  the  pre- 
fence  chamber  by  the  Lord  Chamberlain;  and 

fo 
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fb  into  the  privy  chamber,  where  the  King 

and  Queen  met  himk. 

His  Majefty  having,  on  Sunday,  June  3d, 
made  five  and  tweny  Knights  of  the  bath, 
proceeded  the  next  day  to  the  creation  of  the 
Prince  of  Wales,  the  patent  for  which  was 
pafTed  that  very  day1.  The  place  provided 
for  this  folemnity  was  within  the  great  white 
chamber  in  the  palace  of  Weftminfter,  where 
both  the  houfes  of  parliament  being  for  that 
time  aflembled,  together  with  the  Lord-Mayor 
and  Aldermen,  and  AmbafTadors  of  Spain,  Ve- 
nice, and  the  States  General,  the  King  enter- 
ing in  his  Royal  robes,  and  with  his  crown 
upon  his  head,  firft  took  his  place  of  flate,  his 
train  being  fupported  by  the  Lord  Vifcount 
Cranborne  and  the  Lord  Burghley,  fon  of  the 
Earl  of  Exeter.  After  a  good  fpace  of  time, 
the  Prince  entered  at  the  lower  end  of  the  great 
chamber,  having  a  fur-coat  of  purple  velvet, 
clofe  girt.  The  order  of  his  entrance  was  this : 
the  trumpets  founding,  in  the  firft  place  came 
the  Earls  of  Worcefter  and  Suffolk,  the  for- 
mer Lord  Chamberlain,  the  other  Earl  Marfhal. 
In  the  next  place  followed  the  twenty-five 
Knights  of  the  bath,  the  Earl  of  Oxford,  the 
Lords  Gordon,  Clifford,  Fitzwalter,  Fitz- 
warren,  Hay,  Erfkine,  Windfor,  and  Went-

worth,, 
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worth,  Sir  Charles  and  Sir  Edward  Somerfe% 
Sir  Francis  and  Sir  William  Stewart,  Sir  Robert 
Sidney,  Sir  Henry  Carey,  Sir  Oliver  St.  John, 
Sir  Ferdinando  Touchet,  Sir  Henry  Rich,  Sir 
Edmund  Sheffield,  Sir  Ferdinando  Dudley, 
Sir  Gilbert  Gerrard,  Sir  Peregrine  Bertie,  Sir 
Charles  Stanhope,  Sir  William  Cavendifh, 
and  Sir  Edward  Bruce-  all  in  their  robes  of 
purple  fatrin.  Next  thefe  followed  Garter 
king  at  arms,  bearing  the  letters  patent;  the 
Earl  of  Suffex  the  Prince's  robes  of  purple 
Velvet;  the  Earl  of  Huntington  the  train;  the 
Earl  of  Cumberland  the  fword;  the  Earl  of* 
Rutland  the  r-'ng;  the  Earl  of  Derby  the  rod 
of  gold;  and  the  Earl  of  Shrewfbury  the  cap 
and  crown.  The  Earls  of  Nottingham  and 
Northampton  fupported  the  Prince,  who,  pre- 
fenting  himfelf  before  the  King  with  very  fub- 
mimVe  reverence,  kneeled  upon  the  uppermoft 
ftep  leading  to  the  ftate,  while  his  patent  was 
read  by  the  Earl  of  Salifbury,  till  it  came  to 
the  putting  on  of  his  robes,  fword, '  and  the 
reft,  by  the  Lords,  who  carried  them:  but  the 
crown,  rod,  ring,  and  patent,  were  delivered 
to  him  by  the  King's  own  hands.  This  being 
done,  and  the  Prince  with  a  low  reverence 
offering  to  depart,  the  King  flept  to  him,  and 
took  him  by  the  hand,  and  kifled  him.  H.'s 
Highnefs  then  took  his  place  on  the  left  hand 
of  his  Majefty,  fitting  there  in  his  Royal  robes, 
with  the  crown  upon  his  head,  the  red  in  one 
O  hand, 
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hand,  and  the  patent  in  the  other,  while 
a  public  a£t  was  read,  teftifying  his  having 
been  declared  Prince  of  Great  Britain  and 
Wales.  After  this  they  returned  down,  through 
Weftminfter  hall,  to  the  palace  bridge  in  this 
manner;  firft  the  Mafters  of  the  chancery,  the 
King's  council,  &c.  then  the  Officers  at  arms; 
then  the  Knights  of  the  bath ;  after  them  the 
Judges;  who  were  followed  by  the  whole  par- 
liament, Barons,  Vifcounts,  Earls,  and  Mar- 
quifes,  having  their  coronets  on  their  heads;. 
Norroy  and  Clarencieux  going  next  before  the 
Lord  Treafurer  and  the  Lord  Chamberlain, 
and  Garter  King  at  arms  next  before  the  fword. 
Thus  they  proceeded  to  the  flairs,  where  all 
took  water  in  feveral  barges;  the  Heralds  and 
trumpets  going  in  the  row-barge  next  before  the 
Knights,  and  landed  at  Whitehall  bridge,  where 
the  Officers  of  arms,  the  Knights  of  the  bath, 
and  the  Lords,  being  firft  landed,  attended  the 
King;  and  when  his  Majefty  and  the  Prince- 
were  landed,  they  went  all  before  him  into 
the  hall,  and  fo  into  the  great  chamber,  whence 
the  Prince  came  to  dinner  in  the  great  hall.  His 
Majefty  dined  privately  in  his  privy  chamber ; 
but  his  Highnefs  was  ferved  in  fuch  ftate,  that 
greater  could  not  have  been  done  to  the  King 
himfelf.  The  table,  being  very  long,  was 
ferved  with  two  mefles  of  meat;  and  he,  who 
fat  neareft  the  Prince,  was  at  the  full  diftance 
of  half  the  board  from  him.  The  Earl  of  Pem- 
broke 
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broke  performed  the  office  of  fewer ;  the  Earl 
of  Southampton  was  carver,  the  Earl  of  Mont- 
gomery cup-bearer,  and  the  Lord  Walden, 
eldeft  fon  of  the  Earl  of  Suffolk, .  brought  the 
glafs  with  water.  The  noblemen,  who  fat  at 
this  table,  all  in  their  robes  as  well  as  the 
Prince,  were  the  Marquis  of  Winchefter,  the 
Earls  of  Salifbury,  Northampton,  Nottingham, 
Shrewfbury,  Derby,  Cumberland,  Hunting- 
ton,  and  SurTex.  At  a  long  fide- board  dined 
all  the  Knights  of  the  bath,  and  no  other 
perlbn.  During  the  whole  time  of  dinner 
the  hall  refounded  with  all  kinds  of  exquifite 
muficm. 

The  next  day  was  graced  with  a  magnifi- 
cent mafk,  which  was  double.  In  the  firffc 
aft  came  in  firft  the  young  Duke  of  York, 
between  two  great  fea-flaves,  the  chiefeft  of 
Neptune's  fervants,  attended  upon  by  twelve 
little  ladies,  all  daughters  of  Earls  or  Barons. 
One  of  thefe  men  made  a  fpeech  to  the  King 
and  Prince,  exprefling  the  defign  of  the  mafk; 
and  another  put  a  fword,  worth  at  leafc  twenty 
thoufand  crowns,  into  the  Duke  of  York's 
hands,  who  prefented  it  to  the  Prince  his 
brother  from  the  firft  of  thofe  ladies,  who 
were  to  follow  in  the  next  mafk.  This  done, 
the  Duke  returned  to  his  former  place  in  the 
midft  of  the  ftage,  and  the  little  ladles  per-

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formed  their  dance  to  the  furprife  of  every 
perfon,  who  faw  them,  confiderihg  the  tender- 
nefs  of  their  years,  and  the  many  intricate 
changes  in  the  dance,  which  was  fo  difpofed, 
that,  which  way  foever  they  moved,  the  Duke 
was  ftill  in  the  centre.  After  this  came  irj 
the  Queen,  the  Lady  Elizabeth  her  daughter, 
and  the  Lady  Arbclla  Stewart,  with  the  Count- 
efles  of  Arundel,  Derby,  Effex,  Dorfet,  and 
Montgomery,  the  Vifcountefs  Hadington,  the 
Lady  Elizabeth  Grey,  the  Lady  Windfor,  the 
Lady  Katharine  Petre,  the  Lady  Elizabeth 
Guildford,  and  the  Lady  Mary  Wintour, 
After  thefe  had  performed  their  parts,  there 
followed  a  banquet n. 

The  third  and  laft  day,  Wednefday,  was 
not  inferior  to  any  of  the  former,  either  in 
fhew  or  performance.  In  the  afternoon,  in 
the  Tilt-yard,  feveral  noblemen,  and  other 
perfons  of  diftindlion,  in  rich  armour,  and 
caparifons  embroidered  with  pearl,  gold,  and 
filver,  and  fplendid  habiliments  on  their  horfes, 
prefented  their  feveral  devices  and  trophies 
before  the  King  and  Prince;  and  then  ran  at 
tilt.  Thefe  tilters  were  the  Duke  of  Lennox, 
the  Earls  of  Arundel,  Pembroke,  Dorfet,  and 
Montgomery;  the  Lords  Walden,  Compton, 
Norris,  North,  Hay,  and  Dingwall;  Sir  Tho- 
mas Somerfet,  Sir  Thomas  Howard,  Sir  Henry 
Carey,  Sir  Sigifmund  Alexander,  and  Mr.

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Henry  Alexander.  The  Earl  of  Pembroke 
brought  in  two  caparifons  of  peach-coloured 
velvet,  embroidered  all  over  with  oriental 
pearls;  but  the  Lord  Walden  carried  away 
the  reputation  of  bravery  for  that  day.  At 
night  were  exhibited  naval  triumphs  on  the 
river  oppofite  to  the  court,  with  mips  of  war 
and  gallies  fighting  againft  each  other,  and 
againft  a  caftle  built  in  the  water.  Thefe 
battles  were  followed  for  the  Ipace  of  an  hour 
by  fireworks  in  that  caftle,  and  in  all  the  fhips 
and  gallies,  without  the  leaft  accident  to  any 
perfon,  though  the  Thames  was  covered  in  a 
manner  with  boats,  and  the  banks  with  fpe^la- 
tors  °. 

Soon  after  the  folemnity  of  his  Highnefs's 
creation,  that  acute  and  learned  divine  Dr,  Tho- 
mas Morton,  then  Dean  of  Winchefter,  and  af- 
terwards fuccerTively  Bifhop  of  Chefter,  Liters- 
field,  and  Durham,  prefented  to  the  Prince, 
with  a  dedication,  his  Encounter  againft  father 
Parfons p  on  a  queftion,  which  had  been  agitat- 
ed between  them.  It  was  concerning  the  law- 
fulnefs  of  Equivocation,  which  had  been  ftrenu- 
oufly  maintained  by  that  fubtle  Jefuit,  who  had 
even  prefumed  to  impute  the  practice  of  it  to  our 
Saviour  himfelf :  of  which,  however,  he  was 
faid  to  have  repented  q  before  his  death,  that

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happened  in  the  beginning  of  April,  1610, 
before  the  publication  of  Dr.  Morton's  book. 
Sir  Edward  Cecil,  third  fon  of  Thomas  Earl 
of  Exeter,  and  grandfon  of  the  Lord  Trea- 
furer  Burghley,  who  had  long  ferved  in  the 
wars  of  the  Low  Countries,  and  was  created, 
in  1627,  Vifcount  Wimbledon,  having  been 
appointed  by  King  James,  in  March  1609-10,

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c<  that,  if  his  expected  relief  from  the  Empe- 
"  ror  and  the  Archduke  fail  him  (as  without

"  dered  into  our  hands.     And  I  dare  promife

The  Prince  acknowledged  his  fatisfa^ion  in 
Sir  Edward  Cecil's  correspondence  by  a  letter 
under  his  own  hand ;  which  occafioned  a  fecond 
to  his  Highnefs  from  that  general,  dated  from 
the  liege  of  Gulick  or  Juliers  on  the  aifl  of 
Augaft*.

The  creation  of  his  Highnefs  Prince  of 
Wales  made  it  neceffary  to  examine  into  the 
rights  and  prerogatives  belonging  to  a  title, 
which  had  not  been  known  fmce  Edward, 
fon  of  Henry  VIII.  and  afterwards  King  him- 
felf,  to  whom  it  had  been  given  1 8  Oftob.  1537, 
he  was  only  fix  days  oldw.  Upon  all  fuch 
inquiries,  Sir  Robert  Cotton  was  the  moft 
proper  perfon  of  his  time  to  be  confulted  -y 
and  accordingly  Sir  Thomas  Chaloner  wrote 
to  him  the  following  letter x ;

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Soon  after  the  Prince  was  inverted  in  the 
poflemon  of  the  duchy  of  Cornwall^  a  pro- 
pofal  was  given  in  to  him  by  one  MoriC  Ville- 
foreftj  for  extracting  filver  out  of  lead.  The 
examination  of  this  project  being  intrufted  by 
his  Highnefs  to  Sir  Thomas  Chaloner  and  Sir 
William  Godolphinyj  the  former,  on  the  ift 
of  Auguft,  wrote  to  him  the  following  letter  *: 


"  A/T  AY  it  pleafe  your  Highnefs  to  be  ad- 
<c  1V1  vertifed,  that,  being  jealous  of  the 
*c  meflenger's  diligence,  by  whom  I  addrefled

"  him  good  afTurance,  that  he  was  able  to 
".  maintain  his  project.  Neverthelefs  our  care

"  terms,  that  we  might  procure.  But,  by 
"  three  fever al  encounters  with  them,  we  had 
"  juft  occafion  to  fufpect,  that  they  grounded 
'*  their  hopes  rather  upon  a  conceit  of  drawing 
cc  the  Frenchman  to  their  party,  than  out  of 
' c  any  certain  experiment  of  their  own .  Where- 
<c  fore,  betaking  ourfelves  wholly  to  draw  him 
*c  to  fome  iffue  (being  efpecially  follicited  there- 
<£  unto  by  my  Lord  Treafurer)  we  refolved  to 
"  propound  certain  demands  to  Villeforeft, 
"  which,  being  fully  and  clearly  anfwered, 
c<  mould  be  the  readieft  means  to  cut  off  all 
"  delays,  and  to  difcover,  whether  he  were 
"fyjfr.  perfect  artift,  or  to  give  fufficient  rea-

The  Prince,  whofe  attention  to  public  affairs, 
both  at  home  and  abroad,  increafed  with  his 
years,  had  engaged  Sir  Thomas  Edmondes, 
before  he  fet  out  on  his  embafly  to  the  court 
of  France,  where  he  arrived  in  the  latter  end 
of  May,  1 6 1  o,  to  communicate  to  him  fome 

account 
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account  of  the  courfe  of  things  there.  Sir 
Thomas  not  having  done  this  for  fome  months, 
Mr.  Newton,  in  a  letter  from  Richmond  of 
the  2d  of  September,  1610,  put  him  in  mind 
of  his  promife,  and  let  him  know,  that  his 
Highnefs  expected  the  performance  of  it ;  and 
that,  if  Sir  Thomas  would  direct  his  letters  to 
him,  Mr.  Newton,  he  would  be  careful,  that 
they  mould  go  no  farther  than  that  AmbafTa- 
dor  fhould  himfelf  appoint a. 

The  mip,  which  the  Prince,  as  has  been 
already  obferved,  had  made  feveral  journies  to 
Woolwich  to  fee,  while  it  was  building,  was 
now  fmifhed,  and  ready  to  be  launched,  being 
the  largeft,  that  ever  had  been  built  in  England, 
The  keel  was  an  hundred  and  fourteen  feet 
long,  and  the  crofs-beam  forty-four  feet.  Ic 
was  able  to  carry  fixty-four  pieces  of  great  ord- 
nance, and  the  burthen  wras  1400  tuns.  It  was 
likewife  as  remarkable  for  the  ornaments  of 
carving,  painting,  and  gilding,  as  for  its  fize. 
Tbe  King,  having  made  a  prefent  of  this  fhip 
to  his  Highnefs,  went,  on  the  24th  of  Septem- 
ber, to  Woolwich,  to  fee  it  launched,  attended 
with  the  Queen,  the  Prince,  the  Duke  of  York, 
and  the  Lady  Elizabeth,  befides  a  great  num- 
ber of  Lords.  But  the  narrownefs  of  the  dock 
preventing  its  being  then  launched,  hisMajefty 
returned,  with  the  reft  of  the  Royal  family b,

except 
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except  his  Highnefs,  who  flayed  feme  time 
behind  them,  in  order  to  prepare  for  the  launch- 
ing the  next  morning,  when  he  returned  by 
three  o'clock  through  a  fbrm  of  thunder, 
lightning  and  rain,  and  Standing  on  the  poop, 
while  the  (hip  was  launched,  gave  it  the  name 
of  ths  Prince  Rwa/b. 

Preparations  being  made  for  the  eftablifh- 
ment  of  the  Prince's  houiliold,  which  was  at 
ftrft  expected  to  be  fettled  about  Michaelmas 
1 6  jo,  though  afterwards  deferred  ti;l  Decem- 
ber following,  he  had  many  applications  for 
offices  in  his  hou&old. 

Among  thefe  candidates  for  places  was  John 
Eriklne,  then  Mailer,  and  afterwards  Earl,  of 
Mar,  fon  of  his  Highnefs's  former  Governor  by 
x^Lnne  daughter  of  David  Lord  Drummond.  He 
being  at  Edinburgh  lent  an  exprefs  mcfienger 
wiih  a  letter  from  thence  to  the  Prince  on  the 
8th  of  September  1610%  acquainting  him, 
that  upon  the  afiurance  of  his  Highnefs  favour- 
able promife,  he  prefumed  to  prefent  his 
humble  duty;  and  in  regard,  that  be  under- 
flood,  that  his  Highnefs  was  to  fettle  the  order 
of  his  houfe  about  Michaelmas,  he  defired  to 
know,  whether  at  that  time  his  Highnefs 
would  have  any  prefent  ufe  of  his  fervice* 
<c  For  altho',  /ays'  he,  I  perfuade  myfelf  (as 
f{  your  Highnefs  mewed  me)  that  none  are  to

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"  be  fworn  of  your  bedchamber ;  yet  if  any 
"  mould  be  admitted  to  have  accefs  to  it  at

"  Highnefs  would  not  be  unmindful  of  your 
"  affectionate  fervant,  whofe  greateft  happinefs

<£  I  mall  be  ready  to  come  cr  ftay,  accord - 
"  ing  as  I  mall  understand  your  Highnefs's

The  Lord  Clinton,  eldeft  fon  of  Henry  Earl 
of  Lincoln,  was  another  petitioner  to  the 
'  Prince  on  this  occafion ;  and  in  his  letter d  he 
acknowledged,  that  his  fortunes,  which  had 
hitherto  debarred  him  from  attending  either 
his  Majefty'or  the  Prince,  fo  that  it  was  fcarce 
known  to  his  Highnefs,  whether  there  were 
fuch  a  man,  urged  him  {{  to  prefent,  fays 
"  be,  my  fervice  unto  your  Highnefs,  whofe 
"  virtue  promifeth,  that  it  will  pour  the  effects 
"of  your  favour  as  well  on  them,  that  may 
fe  deferve  it  moft,  (if  I  feem  not  unworthy  to 
"  be  thought  of  that  number)  as  on  them, 
*c  that  are  nearer,  and  beg  harder.  My  humble. 
<£  fuit  to  your  Highnefs  is,  that  now,  to  the 
"  ineffable  comfort  and  joy  of  this  land,  God 
*f  hath  blefled  you  with  thofe  years,  as  your 
"  Highnefs  is  to  increafe  your  houfhold,  and

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"  take  officers,  you  would  vouchfafe  to  accept 
"  of  me  in  fuch  place,  as  (hail  feem  heft  to 
t£  your -Highneis  ;  in  whofe  fervicq  1  lhall  think 
11  my  time  moft  happily  bellowed  ever  here- 
tc  after,  when  by  courfe  of  nature  I  (hall  be 
tf  enabled  to  do  your  Highnefs  as  good  iervice, 
"  as  others  of  my  rank." 

Sir  Arthur  Gorges,  already  mentioned,  and 
who  married  Elizabeth,  the  lifter  of  this  Lord 
Clinton,  thought  likewife  this  a  proper  occa* 
(ion  to  remind  the  Prince  of  himfelf  in  the 
following  letter: 

"  T>  E I N  G,  as  I  am,  the  fworn  fervant  of 
"  •*-*  no  Prince  living,  although  a  moft  loyal 
"  fubjecl  to  my  dread  Sovereign  your  father, 
"  I  retain  in  myfelf  the  freer  power  humbly 
"  to  make  offer  of  my  domem'c  fervice  to 
"  your  Highnefs ;  yet  not  with  an  humour  to 
<c  follicit  the  fame  by  the  mediation  of  great 
"  men;  for  that  were  to  anticipate  your  own

"  profitable  to  fo  worthy  a  mafter,  and  juftly 
"  merit  the  increafe  of  your  gracious  opinion 
<f  towards  me,  that  will  ever,  as  I  am  bound, 
"  approve  myfelf  your  Highnefs's  moil  hum- 
"  ble  and  moft  faithful  fervant." 

The  laft  letter,  which  I  fhall  produce  on 
this  fubjecT:,  is  from  William  Cecil,  Lord  Roos, 
great  grandfon  of  the  Lord  Treafurer  Burghiey. 
It  was  dated  from  Nonefuch  on  the  i2th  of 
October e.  "  Howfoever,  fays  be,  I  was  not 
'*  remembered  amongft  the  number  of  your 
"  Highnefs's  attendants ,  yet  I  truft  I  mall 
"  never  fo  far  forget  myfelf,  as  to  forget  my 
"  duty  and  fervice.  And  truly  this  is  my 
tc  comfort,  that  mough  my  bodily  fervice  may 
"  be  retrained,  yet  no  man  living  fhall  keep 
"  back  my  heart  and  inward  affection  to  be  a 
e  Harl.

"  ginning  of  my  misfortunes.  If  forgetful- 
"  nefs  be  the  only  caufe,  I  care  not  by  whom

tc  Thus  I  moft  humbly  take  my  leave  and

The  character  and  conduct  of  this  young 
nobleman  are  too  fingular  not  to  deferve  being 
a  little  inlarged  upon  in  fome  circumftances, 
which  do  not  appear  in  our  hiftory. 

He  was  great  grandfon  of  the  Lord  Trea- 
furer  Burghley,  grandfon  of  Thomas  the  firft 
Earl  of  Exeter,  and  ion  of  William  the  fecond 
Earl,  by  Elizabeth,  •'• .-!•"  daughter  and  heir  to 
Edward  Manners  Eari  oi  Jutland,  upon  Which 
Lady's  deceafe  in  April  1591,  the  title  of 
Lord  Roos  came  to  this  her  only  fon.  He 
was  fent  to  travel  abroad  under  the  care  of 
Mr.  John  Mollef,  whofe  resolution  of  not

P  3  paffing 
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paffing  the  Alpes  was  broken  through  by 
obflinacy  of  his  pupil,  who  could  not  be  di- 
verted rrom  a  journey  to-  Rome,  where  they 
were  no  fooner  arrived  in  the  year  1607,  than 
Mr.  Molle  -was  feized  and  carried  to  the  inqui- 
iition  hotife,  where  he  was  kept  prifoner8 
thirty  years  till  his  death  in  the  eighty  firft 
year  of  his  age.  But  Lord  Roos  was  received 
and  entertained  at  Rome  with  remarkable  civi- 
lity, and  was  fufpected  to  have  changed  his 
religion  for  that  of  the  placeh,  as  his  father 
had  done  before  him,  when  in  his  travels  he 
went  thither  fecretly  in  i  fi^.  . 

Lord  Roos  probably  conceal'd  his  inclina- 
tion to  the  church  of  Rome,  while  he  was  in 
England ;  but  he  gave  but  too  much  fulpicion 
of  it  in  a  journey,  which  he  made  through

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the  year  1612,  he  went  again  to  Italy;  and 
was  afterwards  employed  by  King  James,  as 
Ambaffador  to  the  Emperor  Matthias,  and  in 
the  latter  end  of  the  year  1 6 1 6  fent  AmbarLdor 
Extraordinary  to  the  Court  of  Spain ].

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He  appears  from  fuch  of  his  letters,  as  have 
fallen  into  my  hands,  to  have  been  a  man  of 
good  parts  and  well  educated :  but  his  conduct 
was  by  no  means  correspondent;  and  it  is  an 
aftoniming  inftance  of  the  degeneracy  or  a  fa- 
mily, that  his  Lordmip  and  his  father,  the  re- 
prefentatives  and  heirs  of  the  Lord  Treasurer 
Burghiey,  mould  have  apollatized  to  that 
church,  ,to  whole  interefts  that  great  ftatef- 
man  had  always  {hewn  himfelf  fo  formidable 
an  adverfary. 

Mr,  Thomas  Coryat,  who  with  no  con- 
temptible mare  of  learning,  efpecially  in  the 
Latin  and  Greek  Languages,  had  a  degree 
of  fnnplicity,  mixed  with' fome  vanity  and 
much  pedantry,  that  made  him  the  object  of 
the  pleafantries  of  the  wits,  his  contemporaries, 
having  in  the  latter  end  of  the  year  1610, 
nnifhed  the  account  of  his  five  months  travels 
in..  1608  into  France,  Italy,  Germany,  &c. 
the  Prince,  in  whofe  family  he  had  lived  \  did 
him  the  honour  of  accepting  the  dedication  of 
it.  .  This  made  Mr.  Coryat  very  impatient  to 
fee  his  book  in  print;  and  induced  him  to 
write  a  letter"  to  Sir  Michael  Hickes,  who  had 
been  Secretary  to  the  Lord  Treafurer  Burghiey, 
requefting  him  to  intercede  with  the  Earl  of 
Salifhury,  then  Lord  Treafurer,  that  his  book

takes  notice,  that  the  publifhing  of  his  book 
was  chiefly  owing  to  the  importunity  of  fome 
of  his  friends,  efpecially  Mr.  Lionel  Cranfield, 
afterwards  Earl  of  Middlefex,  Lord  High 
Treafurer,  and  Mr.  Laurence  Whitaker,  Se- 
cretary to  Sir  Edward  Philips,  Matter  of  the 
Rolls;  and  in  the  introduction  to  the  verfes 
made  upon  him  and  his  book  by  moft  of  the 
men  of  wit  and  learning  of  that  age,  in  which 
they  ridicule  him  in  a  ftyle  of  high  Panegyric, 
which  he  does  not  feern  to  have  been  lei 
of  .himfelf,  he  profeiTes,  that  the  greateft  part 
of  thofe  verfes  were  fent  to  him  <vduntorijy 
from  divers  of  his  friends^  from  whom  be 
expected  no  fucb  couriefy ;  and  that  when  he 
found  them  fo  numerous,  h'e  had  refolved  to 
have  put  a  tboufand  of  them  into  an  Index  Ex- 
purgatorius.  But  the  Prince,  who  evidently 
had  fome  mare  in  the  diverfion,  which  the 
prepofterous  vanity  of  our  author  gave  to  the 
public,  laid  upon  him  a  firicl  and  exprefs

The  Prince  in  December  1 6 1  o,  fettled  his 
houihold,  and  appointed  his  officers  of  it  as 
well  as' of  his  revenues.  Of  the  former  were 
Sir  Tho.  Chaloner,  Chamberlain  ;  Sir  Charles 
C6rnwalliSj  Treafurer;  Sir  John  Holies,  after- 
wards Earl  of  Clare,  Comptroller ;  Sir  David 
Foulis,  Cofferer,  and  Sir  David  Murray,  Groom 
of  the  Hole.  The  officers  of  his  revenues 
were  Sir  Edward  Philips,  Mafter  of  the  Rolls, 
Chancellor;  Mr.  Adam  Newton,  Secretary; 
Sir  George  More,  Receiver  General ;  Sir  Wil- 
liam Fleetwood,  Surveyor  General ;  Auguftin 
Nicols,  Serjeant;  Mr.  Thomas  Stephens,  At- 
torney, and  Mr.  Richard  Connok,  Auditor. 

His  Highnefs  made  likewife  ftrict  orders  for 
the  government  of  his  whole  houfbold,  more 
like  a  grave,  wife,  and  antient  Counfellor,  fuf- 
veying,  difpofing  and  dilpatching  his  affairs, 
than  fo  young  a  Prince.  Thefe  orders  well 
deferve  to  be  tranfmitted  to  pofterity,  and  will 
therefore  be  inferted,  together  with  feveral 
papers  relating  to  his  houmold,  in  the  Appen~ 
dix*. 

There  were  now  allotted  to  him  certain 
lands  for  his  revenues,  which  he  was  fo  far 
from  diminiming,  that  he  left  them  increafed 
ibme  thoufands  of  pounds  a  year.  When  his

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fervants  folicited  him  for  grants  to  themfelves, 
he  iliewed  great  reluctance  to  gratify  them 
except  with  hopes,  promifes,  and  delays ;  be- 
cauie  he  was  unwilling,  as  he  laid,  to  difpofe 
of  any  thing,  till  he  had  power  to  do  it,  which 
could  not  be,  till  either  his  own  age  or  the 
Parliament  fhould  enable  him.  But  as  that 
time  was  not  yet  come,  he  continued  in  his 
own  frugal  courfes,  fuffering  almoft  nothing 
to  pafs  in  his  houfe  or  other  affairs,  which  he 
did  not  himfelf  overfee.  At  laft  confidering 
with  himfelf,  that  the. Principality  of  Wales, 
and  Duchy  of  Cornwall,  had  been  long  with- 
out a  Prince  and  Duke  of  their  own,  he 
thought,  that  it  might  be  proper  to  fhew  his 
authority  by  renewing  and  avoiding  of  leafes. 
In  purfuance  of  which  resolution,  having  firft 
by  a  writ  of  fcire  facias  annulled  all  former 
leafes,  he  brought  the  tenants  to  a  general  fub- 
miffion  to  compound,  take,  and  hold  anew  of 
him;  which  they  were  all  ready  to  perform  a 
little  before  his  death.  Whereupon  furveyors 
and  commillioners  were  appointed  and  dif- 
patched  to  furvey  all  his  lands,  and  to  return  a 
true  certificate  of  the  whole  value;  till  which 
was  done,  being  but  a  little  before  his  laft  lick^ 
nefs,  he  deferred  all  manner  of  fuits,  becaufe 
he  was  deiirous  to  be  firft  informed  truly,  what 
and  how  great  the  demands  were7.

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Among  other  fchemes  for  the  inlargement 
of  his  revenue,  there  had,  in  or  before  the 
month  of  October  16 10,  been  propofed  to  him 
the  obtaining  from  the  King  a  grant  of  all  the 
forfeitures  arifing,  or  that  ought  to  accrue,  to 
his  Majefty  from  Recufants ;  his  Highnefs  pay- 
ing yearly  to  him  one  thoufand  pounds  more 
than  was  then  anfwered  for  thofe  forfeitures a. 

This  propofal  being  referred  to  the  Prince's 
council,  Serjeant  Nicolsb,  afterwards  knighted, 
and  advanced  in  1612,  to  be  one  of  the  Judges 
in  the  Court  of  Common  Pleas,  and  to  Mr. 
Thomas  Stephens ;  they  on  the  1 7th  of  Octo- 
ber 1610,  gave  their  opinion  in  the  following 
words0.

"  and  leafes. 

"  Thefe  mifprifions  may  make  it  doubtful, 
*'  left  likewife  lome  miftaking  or  error  might 
"be  in  the  other  proportions  fubfequent, 
<{  being  for  the  moft  part  either  conjectural  or 
<c  in  a  generality  (many  recufants)  or  not  in 
u  fuch  certainty  and  particularity,  as  might

**  or  ought  to  accrue  unto  his  Majefty  out  of 
<c  the  recufants  eftates :  or  elfe  a  certain  fum 
c<  yearly  to  the  King,  and  the  overplus  to  the 
•"  Prince,  as  it  mail  pleafe  his  Highnefs  to 
"  move  his  fu'it. 

"  In  ail  which  cafes,  other  than  where  his 
"  Majefty  is  to  have  a  certain  rent,  fuch,  as 
"  mall  be  employed  in  that  fervice  to  look 
tc  that  the  Prince  be  anfwered  his  due,  muft 
"  of  neceflity  take  care,  that  the  King's  Ma-

The  night  of  the  new  year  1610-1 1,  was 
diftinguimed  by  a  mafk  of  the  Prince  per- 
formed, in  the  banqueting  houfe  at  Whitehall, 
by  his  Highnefs  affifted  by  twelve  others,  two 
Earls,  three  Barons,  five  Knights,  and  two 
Efquiresf.  This  mafk  was  written  by  the 

Sreat  compofer  of  works  of  that  kind,  Ben. 
onfon,    and  intitled    Oberon,   or    the    Fairy 
Prince*. 

Sir  Edward  Con  way,  Governor  of  the  Brill,

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Secretary  to  the  Prince,  gained  a  coniiderable 
(hare  of  the  good  opinion  of  his  Highnefs,  by 
whom  he  was  employed  in  particular  to  pro- 
cure an  eminent  painter  of  Delft g  to  come  over 
to  England,  and  enter  into- the  Prince's  fervice. 
Sir  Edward,  in  a  letter  from  the  Brill  of  the 
5th  of  February,  1 6 1  a- 1 1 ,  O.  S  h.  made  his  ac- 
knowledgments to  Mr.  Newton,  that  his  fa- 
vours had  been  of  fuch  a  kind,  as,  though  he 
could  not  return  .them,  he  ought  at  leaft  to 
appear  thankful,  for  them.  He  defired  him, 
that,  as  he  had  inclined  the  Prince  to  entertain 
a  good  opinion,  of  him,  he  would  amft  him 
to  maintain  it.  That  he  had  prefumed,  ac- 
cording to'  his  Highnefs's  command,  which 
was  all  law  to  him,  to  offer  the  account  of  his

Sir  George  More,  who  had  fat  in  feveral 

parliaments  fmce  the  year  1585,  as  member 
either  for  Guilford  or  the  county  of  Surry,  and 

been 
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fceen  appointed,  in  1604,  Treafurer  or  Re- 
ceiver General  of  the  Prince's  revenues5,  and 
who,  in  1610,  was  made  Chancellor  of  the 
order  of  the  garter,  and,  in  1615,  Lieutenant 
of  the  Tower,  being  informed  of  his  High- 
nefs's intention  to  take  from  him  the  title  and 
office  of  Treafurer,  wrote  a  letter,  dated  from 
his  houfe  in  Canon-Row,  Weftminfter,  on 
the  i  ft -of  March,  1610- 11,  to  endeavour  to 
divert  the  Prince  from  that  refolutionk.  He 
took  notice,  that  it  had  pleafed  his  Highnefs, 
out  of  his  gracious  opinion  of  him,  to  appoint 
•him  by  his  great  feal  to  the  place  of  Treafurer 
and  Receiver  General ;  wherein  his  Highnefs's 
great  favour  being  altogether  undeferved,  he 
was  thereby  much  the  more  obliged  to  do 
his  Highnefs  all  faithful  fervice  as  long  as  he 
ihould  live.  "  Wherefore,  adds  he,  leaving 
"  all  private  refpe&s,  I  addreffed  myfelf,  with- 
"  out  delay,  to  be  in  readinefs  evermore  to 
**  attend  and  obey  your  Highnefs's  command- 
<£  ment;  hoping  and  rejoicing,  that,  through 
"  my  true  endeavours,  I  mould,  in  the  win- 
"  ter  of  my  years,  receive  the  comfort  of  your 
"  fhining  grace,  than  which  life  itfelf  mall 
"  ever  be  lefs  precious  unto  me.  Now,  under- 
**  (landing,  that  it  is  your  pleafure  to  take  from 
cc  me  the  name  and  place  of  your  Treafurer,

"  I  conceive)  much  diminim  the  honour  of 
tc  your  fervicej  I  prefume,  frctn  thefenfe  of 

'"  fuch  a:  blow,  to  lay  before  you  the  grief  of 
*c  my  heart,  not  in  regard  of  my  unworthy 
"  felf  j  but  becaufe  thereby  a  touch  may  be  of 
"  your  princely  eftate,  worthy  not  lefs  honour

"  more  than  delirous,  fo  my  fuit  is,  that,  while 
"  I  fliall  be  found  faithful,  the  disfavour  of 
'*  your  Highnefs  may  not  caufe  it.  to  be  faid 
"  of  me,  though  without  caufe,  malm  miles, 
"  qui  Imperatorem  funm  gemens  fequitur.  For, 
"  howfoever  my  heart  may  be  grieved,  my 
"  fervice  to  your  Highnefs  mail  be  faithful  and 
"  true  until  I  die." 

The  Prince's  younger  brother,  Charles 
Duke  of  York,  when  he  was  almoft  eleven 
years  of  age1,  being  taken  from  under  the  care 
of  the  Lady  Carym,  wife  of  Sir  Robert  Gary, 
who  had  the  charge  of  the  Duke's  houfhold, 
and  who  was  afterwards  created  Baron  of  Lep- 
pington  and  Earl  of  Monmouth  j  fome  per- 
fons>  who  were  not  friends  to  Sir  Robert,  had 
refolved,  that  he  mould  quit  the  Duke's  fer- 
vice, when  his  wife  went  from  him.  For  that 
purpofe  there  was  a  Scots  gentleman,  of  great 
learning  and  very  good  worth,  fent  for  out 
of  Ireland  from  his  employment  there,  to  be

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placed  as  chief  Governor  over  the  Duke,  both 
'In  his  bed-chamber  and  over  his  houmold^ 
the  Prince  being  the  chief  inftrument  in  his 
preferment".  This  gentleman,  whofe  name 
is  not  mentioned  on  this  occafion  by  the  Earl 
of  Monmouth  in  his  Memoirs,  was  Sir  James 
Fullerton,  who  had  been  at  firft  ufher  of  the 
free-fchool  in  Dublin,  while  another  Scotfrtian, 
Mr.  James  Hamilton,  afterwards  knighted, 
and  at  laft  created  Vifcount  Clandeboy  in  Ire- 
land, was  mafter  of  it ;  the  firft  foundation  of* 
tlieir  fortunes  being  laid  at  Dublin  in  the  latter 
end  of  Queen  Elizabeth's  reign,  by  conveying 
the  letters  of  fome  great  Lords  of  England, 
who  wormipped  the  rifing  fun,  to  King  James, 
and  his  letters  back  to  them ;  that  way  being 
'chefen  as  more  fafe  than  the  dired:  northern 
road0.  On  Sir  James  Fullertori's  arrival,  a  coun- 
cil was  called,  the  King  being  prefent,  where 
it  was  propofed,  that  lie  mould  be  Chief  Gen- 
tleman of  the  Duke  of  York's  fed-chamber, 
Mafter  of  his  robes,  and  Governor  of  his  houfe- 
hold;  and  that  Sir  Robert  Gary,  whom,  as  he 
had  ferved  the  Duke  long,  it  was  thought  not

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proper  to  difrriifs  intirely,  mould  be  of  his 
bed-chamber  ftill,  and  Keeper  of  his  privy 
purfe.  This  was  near  concluded,  when  the 
Earl  of  Suffolk,  Lord  Chamberlain,  interpofed 
with  the  King  in  favour  of  Sir  Robert  Gary 
with  fuch  fuccefs,  that  his  Majefty  declared, 
that  Sir  Robert's  birth  and  breeding  requiring 
the  chief  place  about  his  fon,  he  fhould  have 
it,  and  the  Mafterfhip  of  'his  robes.  And  ac- 
cordingly it  was  refolved  by  the  council,  that 
he  mould  be  fworn  'Chief  Gentleman  of  the 
Duke's  bed-chamber,  and  Matter  of  his  robes 
and  privy  purfe.  Upon  the  riling  of  the  King 
and  council,  word  was  immediately  fent  to  St. 
James's  to  the  Prince  of  what  was  determined ; 
and  his  Highnefs  was  perfuaded  by  fome  about 
him,  to  go  with  all  pomble  expedition  toWhite- 
hall,  in  order  to  procure  an  alteration  in  the 
refolutioh  taken.  The  King  fent  for  the  Lord 
Chamberlam,  to  'Whom  the  Prince  exprefled 
fome  difcontent,that  his  Lordfhip  had  interfe'recj 
fo  much  in  the  affair;  who  excufed  himfelf, 
alledging,  that  he  had  faid  nothing  more  for 
Sir  Robert  Cary  than  he  knew  to  be  true. 
After  a  long  debate,  the  Prince,  perceiving 
the  King  to  be  unwilling  to  alter  what  had 
been  refolved  on  by  the  council,  faid  to  the 
Lord  Chamberlain;  {<  I  hope  it  /hall  not  offend 
"  yon,  if  I  can  get  Sir  Robert  Cary  himfelf  to 
"  accept  of  the  fecond  place."  His  Lordfliip 
jmfwering,  that  he  fhould  be  Satisfied  with 
4  what 
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what  Sir  Robert  mould  confent  to,  the  Prince 
returned  to  St.  James's  much  troubled.  Sir 
Robert  Gary,  being  informed  of  what  had 
palTed,  went  to  St.  James's,  and  attended  in 
the  privy  chamber  to  know  his  Highnefs's 
pleafure,  looking  ftill  when  the  Prince  mould 
call  to  fpeak  with  him.  He  ftaid  two  days, 
and  heard  nothing  from  his  Highnefs;  who, 
however,  on  the  third,  after  fupper,  called 
him  to  the  cup-board,  and  thus  began :  "  You 
"  know  my  brother  is  to  have  his  houfhold 
"  fettled  j  and  there  are  two  places  about  him 
"  of  equal  worth.  And  becaufe  you  have 
*c  ferved  him  long,  and  are  nobly  born,  it  is 
"  reafori  you  fhould  have  your  choice.  There 
<c  is- die  Surveyorfhip  of  his  lands,  which  I  take 
c<  to  be  the  beft  place  j  and  the  Mafterfhip  of 
ce  the  robes.  You  have  many  friends,  and 
"  by  having  that  office  you  may  do  them  and 
"  yourfelf  good.  The  other  I  take  to  be  a 
c<  place  of  no  fuch  import.  I  thought  good 
"  to  know  of  yourfelf,  which  you  would  make 
"  choice  of/'  Sir  Robert  humbly  thanked  his 
Highnefs,  that  he  did  him  fo  much  honour  in 
adviling  him  to  that,  which  he  thought  beft ; 
but  craved  pardon,  alledging  his  infufficiency 
for  the  poft  of  Surveyor  of  the  lands,  which 
if  he  mould  accept,  he  mould  wrong  his 
matter,  and  difcredit  himfelf.  That,  if  he  had 
/kill  in  any  thing,  he  thought  he  underftood 
good  clothes  3  and  therefore  defircd  to  continue 

in 
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in  his  prefent  poft ;  and  that  his  Highnefs  would 
pleafe  to  difpofe  of  the  other  as  he  pleafed. 
The  Prince  was  fatisfied  with  Sir  Robert  Gary's 
anfwer,  who,  within  two  days  after,  was 
fworn  Chief  Gentleman  of  the  Duke  of  York's 
bed-chamber,  and  Matter  of  the  robes;  and 
his  competitor  was  appointed  Gentleman  of  the 
bed-chamber,  Mafter  of  the  privy  purfe,  and 
Surveyor  General  of  the  lands.  Sir  Robert 
foon  regained  his  credit  with  the  Prince,  who, 
notwithftanding  the  malice  of  fome  near  him, 
thought  him  honeft  and  faithful  to  the  King, 
and  to  himfelf  and  his  brother,  and  daily  in- 
creafed  his  good  opinion  of  him.  "  But  the 
"  hopes  I  had  of  him,  fays  Sir  Robert?,  did 
<c  quickly  vanifh;  for,  within  two  years  after, 
"  it  pleafed  God  to  call  to  his  mercy  that 
"  hopeful  and  brave  Prince,  who  was  a  terror 
"  to  his  enemies,  and  a  fure  anchor  to  his 
"  friends." 

About  the  end  of  March,  or  beginning  of 
April,  1 6 1 1 ,  a  double  marriage  was  propofed 
to  the  privy  council  by  the  Duke  of  Savoy's 
AmbafTador,  between  the  Prince  of  Wales  and 
the  eldeft  daughter  of  Savoy,  and  between  the 
Prince  of  Savoy  and  the  Lady  Elizabeth q. 
Againft  this  overture,  which  was  very  coolly 
received,  Sir  Walter  Ralegh,  then  prifoner  in 
the  Tower,  wrote  two  admirable  difcourfesr,

in 
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in  which  he  has  managed  the  fubjeft  with  great 
extent  of  political  reafoning  and  knowledge  of 
hiftory.  In  the  former  of  thefe  difcourfes f  he 
gives  the  Prince  the  title  of  moft  excellent  and 
hopeful;  the  firft  of  which  epithets  he  like  wife 
gives  him  in  the  introduction  to  his  Obfervatiom 
concerning  tbe  Royal  Navy  and  Sea-fervice*, 
dedicated  to  his  Highnefs,  to  whom  both  the 
fubjecT:  and  the  abilities  of  the  writer  would 
highly  recommend  fuch  a  treatife. 

Sir  Edward  Conway,  being  encouraged  by 
Mr.  Newton  to  continue  his  correfpondence, 
as  being  both  agreeable  to,  and  expected  by, 
the  Prince,  wrote  a  fecond  letter  from  the  Brill 
on  the  /th  of  April,  1611,  requeuing  Mr, 
Newton  to  keep  him  alive  in  the  memory  of 
the  Prince,  till  his  execution  of  his  large  conv 
mandments  might  imprint  him  better  there. 
This  letter  will  be  proper  to  be  preferved 
intire  in  the  Appendix  v>  with  others  written  by 
Sir  Edward  Conway,  till  within  about  a  month 
of  the  laft  ficknefs  of  the  Prince,  for  whom  he 
expreffes,  in  every  one.,  the  higheft  admiration 
of  his  Highnefs,  and  the  warmeft  zeal  for  his 
fervicew. 

Sir  James  Elphinfton,  Lord  Balmerino,  who 
had  been  appointed  one  of  the  Senators  of  the 
college  of  juftice  at  Edinburgh  in  1586,  Se- 
cretary of  ftate  in  159 8,  and  Lord  Prefident

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of  the  feffion  in,  1605,  having,  in  April  of  the 
preceding  year,  been  created  a  peer  of  Scotland, 
and  who,  in  April  1609,  had  been  condemned 
to  death  for  writing  a  letter  to  Pope  Clement 
VIII.  and  furreptitioufly  obtaining  the  King's 
hand  to  it ;  though  his  life  was  given  him,  and 
his  guilt  i&  ftill  very-  problematical  to  thofe,  who 
know  his  Majefty's  difpofition  to  correspond 
with,  and  amufe  and  cajole  at  leaft,  the  popiih 
party wi  wrote  on  the  nth  of  April  of  1-611, 
the  Year  before  his  death,  to  the  Prince,  who 
had  been  gracious  to  him  upon  former  occa- 
fionsx,  the  following  letter:

The  Earl  of  Salifbury,  who  was  willing  to 
oblige  the  Prince  by  communicating  to  him 
any  buftnefs  of  importance,  having  intercepted 
a  letter,,  which  gave  fome  ground  of  fufpicion, 
tranfmitted  a  copy  of  ittoMr.  Newton  for  the 
perufal  of  his  Highnels,  with  the  following 
letter  to  that  gentleman  from  himfelf y :

The  Prince,  whofe  attention  to  the  navy 
of  the  kingdom  was  fuitable  to  the  importance 
of  the  object,  being  now  refolved  to  view  in 

perfon 
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perfon  the  (hips  and  their  flore-hcufes,  fent, 
oh  the  i  ith  of  April,  161  r,  a  meflage  to  Mr. 
Pett,  to  acquaint  him  of  his  intention  of  making 
a  private  journey  to  Chatham.  His  Highnefs 
accordingly,  on  Monday  morning  at  five,  the 
6th  of  iMay,  took  barge  at  Whitehall,  accom- 
panied by  the  Earls  of  Shrewfoury,  Arundel, 
and  Mar,  Sir  Thomas  Chaloner,  Sir  Oliver 
Cromwell,  Sir  Robert  Manfel,  and  fome  others 
of  his  houfhold  fervants.  About  nine  he  came 
on  board  a  fmall  merchant-fhip  provided  for 
his  refremment  at  Tilbury  Hope.  Thence  he 
failed  to  Queenborough,  and  landed  at  Chat- 
ham a  little  before  fix  at  night;  and  thence 
walked  on  foot  to  the  houfe  of  Mr.  Lediard, 
Clerk  of  the  check,  where  fupper  was  provided 
for  him  and  his  train. 

On  Tuefday  morning  his  Highnefs  went  on 
board  his  own  fhip  the  Prince,  and  fo  from 
{hip  to  fhip  in  the  lower  reach ;  taking  particu- 
lar private  information  from  Sir  Robert  Manfel 
and  Mr.  Pett  (no  other  perfons  being  fuffered  to 
come  near)  of  the  flate  and  condition  of  each 
feveral  mip  in  his  own  table-book.  He  then 
landed,  and  went  to  dinner,  when  he  fhewed 
himfelf  very  chearful ;  fifteen  great  brafs  cham- 
bers being  placed  in  the  garden,  and  fired  when 
his  Highnefs  drank  any  healths,  they  being  at- 
tended by  Mr.  John  Reynolds,  Gunner  of  the 
Prince's  (hip,  who  carefully  performed  his 
charge.

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After  dinner,  the  Prince  proceeded  in  view- 
ing all  the  {hips  and  pinnaces  in  the  upper 
reach,  going  on  board  every  one  of  them,  and 
noting  down  the  obfervations  made  upon' 
them,  as  he  had'  done  in  the  morning. 

On  Wedhefcfey,  after  bre'akfaft,  he  took 
his  barges,  and  went  up  to  Stroud  by  watery 
all  the  mips  of  both  reache's  giving  a  Royal; 
farewell  with  their  ordnance,  which  he  com- 
manded to  be  fhot  over  his  barge,  notwith- 
ftanding  all  the  perfualions  to  the  contrary. 
He  landed  at  Stroud,  where'  his  coaches  at- 
tended him ;  and  thence  went  to  Gravefend, 
where  he  was  received  by  the  magiftrates  with1 
all  their  fmall  mot  and  the  ordnance  of  the 
block  houfesb. 

The  clandestine  marriage  of  Lady  Arbef- 
la  Stewart,  about  the  month  of  July,  i6ioc, 
with  Mr.  William  Seymour,  afterward  Earl 
and  Marquis  of  Hertford,  and  reftored,  in  April, 
1660,  to  the  dukedom  of  Somerfet,  having 
raifed  the  jealoufy  of  the  Kingd,  which  proved 
the  folirce  of  the  misfortunes,  under  which  me

In  the  Tower,  where  (he  had  been  above  four 
•years  imprifoned  -3  the  Prince  could  not  but 
be  affected  with  concern  for  fo  near  a  relation, 
and  one  whom  he  had  fo  highly  efteemed. 
But  his  .pity  for  .her  diftrefs  was  afterwards 
mixed  with  fome  refentment  for  her  attempt, 
in  June,  161 1,  to  make  her  efcape  from  the 
houfe  at  Highgat-e,  where  me  was  confined, 
and  to  go  abroad  with  Mr.  Seymour.  This 
defign  -gave  his  Highnefs.,  as  well  as  the  King, 
Strong  appreheniions  of  dangers,  that  might 
have  followed  the  fuccefs  of  it,;  thofe  appre- 
henfions  being  much. heightened  by  the  fng- 
•geftions  of  the  Scottiih  party  at  court,  though 
thought  by  the  Englifh  not  well  grounded  °. 

His  Highnefs,  who  had  an  high  efteem  for 
that  great  general,  Count  Maurice  de  NafTau, 
afterwards,  on  the  death  of  his  elder  brother 
Philip,  in  February,  1617-18,  Prince  of 
Orange,  endeavoured  to  give  him  fome  tefti- 
mony  of  his  friendmip  during  the<courfex)£  the 
fummer  of  this  year  16 1 1 ,  but  he  met  with 
fome  difficulty  in  effecting  what  he  intended f. 
This  feems  to  be  the  procuring  the  garter  for 
the  Count,  which  was  at  laft  obtained  for  him. 

The  Prince  having,  about  July  or  Auguft,  fent 
a  prefent,  accompanied  with  a  letter,  to  the 
young  King  Lewis  XIII.  of  France,  Sir  Thomas 
Edmondes  did  not  fail,  in  difcharge  of  his  duty

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to  his  Highnefs,  to  affift  the  bearer,  (who  was, 
probably,  Monf.  St.  Anthoine)  in  the  delivering 
of  them,  and  to  make  known  to  that  King, 
and  the  Queen  dowager  his  mother,  his  High- 
nefs's  deftre  to  entertain  ail  Ovcafions,  which 
might  give  them  proof  of  his  willingnefs  to  (hew 
his  affection  towards  them.  This  was  well  re- 
ceived *  by  their  Majefties,  who  promifed  on 
their  part  to  make  due  requital  to  the  Prince : 
"  And,  as,  fays  Sir  'Thomas,  in  his  letter  to  him 
"  from  Paris  of  the  2qth  of  Auguji>  1 6 1 1 B,  the 
"  nature  of  your  Highnefs's  prefent  was  very 
"  acceptable  to  the  King,  for  the  pleafure  he 
«c  taketh  in  fuch  recreations  j  fo  the  exercifing 
?'  of  thefe  courtefies  doth  breed  very  good  im- 
*£  preflions  for  the  entertaining  of  the  kind 
"  amity  of  thefe  princes,  which  deferveth  to 
"  be  fo  much  the  more  tenderly  nourifhed  j 
f<  for  that  I  affure  your  Highnefs  faithfully, 
"  there  is  not  any  court  in  Chriftendom, 
**  where  your  Highnefs's  name  is  more  glo- 
"  rious,  than  in  this  of  France  $  and  where 
*'  they  wim  more  earneftly  to  have  a  ftridler 
<c  intereft  in  your  afFeclions  by  a  nearer  con-

concludes  with  remarking,  that  he  had  forborn,

acquainted  by  the  Lord  Treafurer  with  the 
letters  written  by  Sir  Thomas  to  his  Lordfhip. 
Sir  Thomas  Somerfet,  third  fon  of  Edward 
Earl  of  Worcefter,  and  afterwards  created  Vif- 
count  of  CafTel  in  Ireland,  being  not  long  after 
requefted  by  Sir  Thomas  Edmondes  to  deliver 
a  mefTage  to  him  for  the  Prince,  wrote  to  Sir 
Thomas  an  account  of  the  fuccefs  from  White- 
hall on  the  8th  of  November,  i6uh.  "I 
c'  have,  fays  he,  according  to  your  defire,  pre- 
"  fented  your  fervice  to  the  Prince,  who  ac- 
"  cepts  your  remembrance  fo  kindly  in  this 
*{  difcourfe,  which  I  have  made  unto  him,  as 
**  he  feemeth  to  defire  nothing  more  than 
tc  that,  which  you  have,  by  my  mouth,  made 
£{  offer  to  him.  He  well  understands  the  flats 
c<  you  live  in,  and  allows  of  your  courfe.

Sir  Robert  Car  or  Ker,  Gentleman  of  the 
Privy  Chamber  in  ordinary  to  the  Prince,  as 
he  was  afterwards  of  the  Bed  Chamber  to  the 
Kings  James  I.  and  Charles  I.  the  latter  of 
whom  created  him  Earl  of  Ancram  in  June 
1633,  being  abfent  from  his  Highnefs's  fervicc 
in  Scotland,  where  he  was  employed  about 
fome  affair  by  the  King,  wrote  a  letter  from 
Ancram  on  the  27th  of  October  1611 c  t» 
Mr.  Newton..

"  that  out  of  his  gracious  favour  he  will  be 
€t  pleafed  to  fecure  me  againft  any,  that  mall 
"  hinder  my^good  about  the  King's  Majefty, 
"  and  allow  any  favour  the  King  will  be- 
*c  flow  upon  me ;  fince  I  am  one  of  the  firft 
*'  of  his  Highneis's  fervants,  that  his  Majefty 
"  has  employed  in  this  kingdom,  as  I  mall 
"  prefs  to  be  worthy  of  his  princely  favour, 
tc  and  of  the  place  I  have  about  him,  which 
"  I  reckon  more  nor  any  thing  in  this  world. 
"  In  regarding  me  thus,  you  mail  oblige  me  to 
"  remain  your  loving  friend  to  ferve  you." 

The  curioftty,  which  the  Prince  had  to  know 
the  ftate  of  affairs  in  foreign  countries,  in- 
duced his  Secretary  Mr.  Newton,  to  feek  out 
for  all  correfpondents  likely  to  gratify  his  High- 
nefs  in  that  point.  For  this  reafon  he  engaged 
Mr.  Thomas  Lorkin,  a  Clergyman,  who  was 
going  to  travel  with  Mr.  Thomas  Puckering, 
only  fon  of  Sir  John  Puckering,  Lord  Keeper 
of  the  Great  Seal  in  the  reign  of  Queen 
Elizabeth,  one  of  whofe  daughters  was  mar- 
ried to  Mr.  Newton,  to  write  to  him  the  oc- 
currences of  France.  Mr.  Lorkin,  who  was 
afterwards  Secretary  to  the  Embafly  at  Paris 
in  the  latter  end  of  the  reign  of  King  James, 
and  beginning  of  that  of  King  Charles  I.  wrote 
feveral  letters  to  Mr.  Newton,  during  his  ilay 
at  Paris  for  about  fix  months :  And  before  he 
left  that  city  procured  a  very  knowing  perfon, 

where 
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\vhofe  real  or  affumed  name,  in  his  let-  ers  Hill 
extant  among  the  Harleian  MSS.  was  Forboyft, 
to  fend  weekly  intelligence  to  Mr.  Newton, 
for  which  he  was  rewarded  with  a  peniion, 
probably  from  the  Prince,  of  eighty  pounds  a 
year  paid  quarterly2. 

Sir  Robert  Sherley,  fecond  fon  of  Sir  Tho. 
Sherley  of  Wiftnefton  or  Wifton  in  Suffex, 
and  younger  brother  of  Sir  Anthony  Sherley, 
famous  for  voyages  and  adventures h,  being  now 
in  England,  whither  he  came  as  AmbafTadof 
from  the  Emperor  of  Perfia,  who  had  married 
his  niece  to  him1,  received  fuch  marks  of  fa- 
vour from  the  Prince,  that  he  was  encouraged 
to  requeft  his  Highnefs,  in  a  letter  dated  at 
London,  November  4,  i6iik,  to  do  him 
the  honour  of  being  Godfather  to  his  new- 
born fon.

The  Prince  complied  with  Sir  Robert's  re-

Robert  ilaid  in  England  till  about  January 
1612-13,  when  he  departed  with  his  Perliaq 
lady,  leaving  their  little  fon  behind  them,  and 
bequeathing  him  to  the  favour  and  care  of 
the  Queen m. 

The  King's  apology  for  the  oath  of  alle- 
giance having  given  occafion  to  feveral  books 
from  the  Popifh  party,  and  among  others  to 
-an  anfwer  to  it  by  Martin  Becanus  a  Jefuir, 
printed  at  Mentz  in  J  6 1  o,  Dr.  William  Tooker 
Dean  of  Litchfleld,  known  before  by  his  Cha* 
rifma  fhe  donum  Sauitiitisy  printed  in  1597,  iri 
proof  of  the  power  of  healing  in  our  Kings  and

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,  published  a  reply"  to  Becanus  this  yeaf 
1 61 1 ,  with  a  dedication  to  the  Prince,  in  whichr 
he  ftiles  him.  the  Meceerzas  of  all  the  learned^  and 
fpeaks  of  him  in  terms  of  as  high  admiration, 
as  he  does  of  feverity  againft  the  Jefuits,  whom; 
he  defcribes  as  a  fociety  of  fanguinary  incen- 
diaries. And  about  the  fame  time  his  High- 
nefs  had  another  piece  addreiTed  to  him,  writ- 
ten ag'ainft  Beeanus,  and  printed  at  Oppen- 
heim0,  in  the  Lower  Palatinate. 

Under  this  Year  1611,  the  elegant  Latin 
hiftorian  of  Great  Britain  from  1572  to  1628, 
Robert  John  ftonp,  places  a  ftoryj  which,  tho* 
unfupported  by  any  authority  but  his  own,  and 
improbable  in  itfelf,  muft  not  be  omitted  here. 
The  Prince,  according  to  this  writer,  requefted 
the  King,  that  he  might  be  appointed  to  pre* 
fide  in  the  council q.  This  demand  was  fecond-

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ed  by  the  King's  favourite  Car,  Vifcount  Ro- 
chefter, who  urged  his  Majefty  to  lay  his  fon's 
petition  before  the  council.  But  the  Earl  of 
Saiifbury,  jealous  of  the  growing  power  of 
Rochefter,  and  a  thorough  mafter  of  artifice 
and  difiimulation,  ufed  all  his  efforts,  to  defeat 
whatever  meafures  were  propofed  by  his  rival : 
and  being  aiked  foon  after  his  opinion  upon 
this  point,  whether  it  was  for  the  public  infce- 
reft,  that  the  Prince  (hould  prefide  in  the 
council,  anfwered,  that  he  thought  it  danger- 
ous to  divide  the  government,  and  to  invert  the 
fon  with  the  authority  of  the  father.  Many 
others  of  the  Privy  Council  having  delivered 
their  opinions  on  the  fame  queftion,  that  of  the 
Earl  of  Saiifbury  was  adopted  by  the  Majority. 
But  his  Lordfhip  foon  took  an  opportunity,  in 
a  fecret  conference  with  the  Prince,  to  lament 
his  own  fituation,  and  to  perfuade  his  Highnefs, 
that  Lord  Rochefter  had  the  only  influence  in 
the  palace,  and  privately  counteracted  all  his 
defigns.  The  Prince,  on  his  part,  refented 
the  denial  of  his  requeft,  and  his  exclufion 
from  public  bufmefs.  It  was  not  long  before 
Lord  Rochefter  difcovered  the^Earl  of  Saiif- 
bury's  practice  againft  him  with  the  Prince ; 

oravltque  Regem  per f err e  defideria  filii  ad  S  erratum,  adblbitis 
principibus  con/i/iariis.  It  is  not  eafy  to  determine  what  Mr. 
Johnfon  means  here  by  Senatns,  which  can  fcarce  be  applied 
to  the  Parliament,  for  which  he  generally  ufes  the  word 
Comitia ;  and  in  fa&  no  Parliament  met  from  February  9, 
1610-11,  to  April  5,  1614,  It  is  moft  probable,  that 
be  meant  by  Senatus  only  the  Privy  Council.

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to  whom  he  therefore  went  to  clear  hirnfelf. 
But  his  Highnefs  turned  from  him  with  great 
indignation,  and  would  not  hear  his  juftmca- 
tion.  The  Queen  likewife,  highly  difpleafed 
with  the  Vifcount,  refufed  to  fee  him,  arjd 
fought  all  means  of  leflening  his  power.  This 
forwardnefs  imputed  to  the  Prince  by  the 
hiflorian,  in  endeavouring  to  intrude  himfelf 
into  the  management  of  public  affairs,  is  not 
at  all  fuitable  to  the  character  of  his  Highneis, 
or  to  any  other  accounts,  which  we  have  of 
him  j  nor  ought  it  to  be  believed  upon  the 
credit  of  a  writer,  who  cites  no  authority  for 
it,  nor  indeed  for  fcarce  any  other  aflertions  in 
his  hiftory,  how  extraordinary  foever  they  ap- 
pear to  be  j  and  who  frequently  ventures  to 
enlarge  upon  fubjects,  which  it  was  irnpoffible 
for  him  to  have  known ;  as  particularly  L.  VILL 
p.  265.  in  his  account  of  Cowry's  confpiracy, 
where  he  relates  a  fuppofed  convention  be- 
tween that  Earl  and  his  brother;  whereas  in 
all  probability  no  fuch  interview  then  happened; 
and,  if  it4  had,  neither  Johnfton  nor  any  other 
perfon  could  have  lyiown  the  purpo£b  of  it,  or 
the  reflations  then  taken r.

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However  it  is  not  much  to  be  doubted,  thai 
the  Prince  had  no  great  efteem  for  Lord 
Rochefter,  whofe  rife  to  the  power  of  a  fa- 
vourite and  a  rriinifter  he  fo  much  dilliked,  if 
we  may  believe  a  fatirical  writer  of  Memoirs* ', 
that  he  was  reported  either  to  have  {truck  his 
Lordmip  on  the  back  with  a  racket,  or  very 
hardly  forborne  it.  And  another  hiftorian,  not 
much  lefs  fatirical,  Arthur  Wilfon',  mentions 
the  bickerings  betwixt  the  Prince  and  the  Vif- 
count ;  and  that  Sir  James  Elphinfton  obferv- 
ing  his  Highnefs  one  day  to  be  difcontented 
with  the  Vifcount,  offered  to  kill  him ;  for 
which  the  Prince  reproved  him,  and  faid,  that 
if  there  were  caiife,  he  would  do  it  himfelf. 
But  to  wave  fuch  very  fufpicious  authorities* 
it  will  be  fufficient,  in  order  to  judge  of  his 
Highnefs 's  opinion  of  the  Vifcount,  and  his  ad- 
miniftration  at  the  very  height  of  it,  to  hear  what 
himfelf  fays  in  a  letter  to  Sir  Thomas  Ed- 
mondes  of  the  loth  of  September  1612,  to  be 
cited  at  length  in  the  courfe  of  this  life:  "  As 
"  matters  go  now  here,  I  will  deal  in  no  bufi- 
"  nefTes  of  importance  for  fome  refpefts."

His  Highnefs  being  convinced  of  how  much 
importance  the  difcovery  of  a  North- Weft 
pafiage,  formerly  attempted  in  vain,  would 
be,  and  being  now  refolved  to  employ  for  that 
purpofe  Captain  Thomas  Button,  who  had 
been  employed  in  1601,  at  the  fiege  of  Kin-i 
fale  in  Ireland z,  and  was  now  in  the  Prince'a 
fervice,  an  able  feaman,  and  eminent  in  other 
branches  of  knowledge3 ;  Mr.  Pett  was  order- 
ed to  arTiil  that  Captain  in  the  choice  of  a 
proper  fhip  for  the  undertaking.  The  Captain 
accordingly  fet  fail  in  April  i6i2b  with  two 
veffels,  one  called  tie  Refolufion,  in  which  he 
failed  himfelf,  and  the  other  the  Difcovery,  com- 
manded by  Capt.  Ingram  ;  being  both  victual- 
led for  eighteen  months0.  They  wintered 
on  board  the  (hips,  and  did  not  return  till 
after  the  Prince's  death,  which  prevented  Capt. 
Button  from  making  another  voyage  for  the 
purpofe  of  the  difcovery d.  But  from  the

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obfervations,  which  he  made,  efpecially  of  the 
tides,  he  came  home  perfe<ftly  fatisfied,  that 
a  North- Weft  paiTage  might  be  found;  and 
he  told  Mr.  Briggs,  the  famous  Profeflbr  of 
Geometry  at  Grefham  college,  that  he  had 
convinced  King  James  of  the  truth  of  his 
opinion e.  He  was  afterwards  knighted  for 
his  fervices  rendered  to  the  public,  and  died 
of  a  fever  in  April,  1634^ 

Among  the  Prince's  papers  is  another  re- 
lating to  (hipping,  dated  Od.  6,  161 1 s,  which 
defer ves  a  place  here,  as  an  addition  to  the 
naval  hiftory  of  the  laft  age:

The  Prince  joined  to  this  attention  to  the 
interefts  of  the  naval  force  of  the  kingdom  the 
ftnclcft  application  to  his  own  improvement  in 
military  exercifes  and  the  whole  theory  of  war. 
He  praclifed  tilting,  charging  on  horfeback 
with  piftols,  &c.  He  delighted  to  converfe 
with  men  of  fkill  and  experience  in  war,  both 
of  his  own  country  and  foreigners,  concerning 
every  part  of  their  profeffion;  and  entertained 
in  his  houfe  a  Dutch  captain,  who  was  an 
engineer,  and  had  been  recommended  to  him 
by  Count  Maurice.  He  caufed  new  pieces  of 
ordnance  to  be  made,  with  which  he  learned 
to  (hoot  level  at  a  mark.  He  was  no  lefs  careful 
to  furnifh  himfclf  with  great  horfes  of  the  beil 

breed, 
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breed,  which  he  imported  from  all  countries  5 
andjn  this  refpecl:  no  Princes  in  Europe  ex- 
ceeded him5. 

Sir  Thomas  Edmcndes  having  fent  to  Sir 
Thomas  Somerfet  a  letter  to  be  delivered  to' 
the  Prince,  the  latter  acquainted  him  in  a  letter 
from  London  of  the  1 2th  of  March,  1 6 1 1  - 1 2  h, 
that  his  liighnefs  fcemed  to  take  it  well; 
tc  and  willed  me,  ftfys  be,  to  let  you  know  for 
"  anfwer,  that  he  will  be  careful  of  that  bufi- 
"  nefs  you  wrote  of:  And,  if  a  man  may  be- 
"  lieve  his  words,  you  iLaii  not,  if  it  be  in  his 
-<  power  to  help  you,  be  a  man  forgotten. 
'•  Better  words  of  a  man  he  cannot  fpeak  than 
*'  you  have  >  and  therefore  I  would  wi(h  you' 
"  to  take  occanon  fometimes  to  write  to  him-' 
"  ielf.  Your  letters  to  me  I  have  alib  preferred 
"  him  with ;  and  he  doth  proteft,  that  you 
*4  had  very  good  reafon  to  do  as  you  did;  and 
c<  he  allures  me  he  is  very  well  fatisfied." 

Sir  Thomas  Edmondes  had  indeed  ,been 
very  cautious  of  writing  to  the  Prince,  to 
avoid  giving  jealoufy  to  the  Lord  Treafurer 
Salifbury,  whofe  health  was  now  fo  much 
impaired,  that  it  was  thought,  that  he  would 
not  live  long,  as  he  did  not,  dying  on  the  24th 
of  May  following.  This  caution  of  Sir  Thomas 
is  evident  from  a  letter  of  his  to  Mr.  New-ion, 
dated  at  Paris,  1 3th  March,  1 6 1 1- 1 2  \  where-

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in,  after  acknowledging  great  obligations  to 
him,  he  adds:  "  I  mould  efteem  myfelf  alfo 
"  infinitely  happy,  if,  by  any  means  of  fervice, 
rt  I  might  make  myfelf  capable  of  deferving 
"  his  Highnefs's  gracious  favour,  according 
*'  to  your  well-wimings  to  me:  And  I  mould 
<c  acknowledge  it  as  a  fingular  obligation  from 
<l  you,  that  you  would  let  me  know,  that 
"  there  were  any  thing  in  particular,  which 
"  his  Highnefs  would  command  me  for  his 
t£  fervice.  But  I  hope  his  Highnefs  will  make 
'*  no  ill  interpretation  of  me  for  having  for- 
<c  borne  to  give  him  a  continual  relation  of 
"  the  occurrences  of  thefe  parts,  whereof  I 
*'  thought  there  was  no  need ;  for  that  I  pre- 
"  fume,  that  his  Highnefs  is  therein  better 
<c  fatisfied  by  the  full  communication,  which 
<c  he  receiveth  of  my  letters  to  my  Lord  Trea- 
<c  furer:  And  I  muft  confefs  unto  you,  that 
<l  loving,  as  I  do,  to  walk  in  an  upright  courfe, 
"  and  to  carry  my  actions  free  from  exception, 
"  I  have  been  fearful  to  give  caufe  of  difcon- 
4<  tentment  to  my  Lord  Treafurer,  by  antici- 
"  pating  by  my  private  letters  the  advertife- 
c<  ments,  which  his  Highnefs  was  to  receive 
c<  from  my  Lord  Treafurer,  wherein  howfoe- 
cc  ver  I  might  have  valued  myfelf  by  an  o'ffi- 
<{  cioufnefs  towards  his  HighnelsV  yet  net-'1 
"  withftanding  the  fervice  would  n6t  have 
"  been  fo  great  towards  him  to  have  been 
"  ferved  by  fuch  a  private  means,  as  the  wrong 

*ov  '  «  would 
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<c  would  have  been  great  unto  my  Lord  Trea- 
"  furer,  to  have  diverted  the  thanks  from  him, 
t£  who  is  the  great  and  ordinary  organ  for  the 
•  '  conveyance  of  fuch  matters:  The  which 
"  confederations  being  well  weighed,  I  hope 
"  I  mail  deferve  to  be  the  better  juftified  by 
11  his  Highnefs,  for  being  careful  to  acquit 
"  myfelf  regularly  in  the  difcharge  of  my  duty. 
*'  But  if  there  mall  fall  out  any  thing  in  parti- 
"  cular,  which  may  concern  his  Highnefs's 
"  fervice,  I  will  make  it  appear  (or  other  wife 
Cc  I  will  not  hold  myfelf  worthy  of  his  High- 
"  nefs's  favour)  that  I  give  his  Highnefs  a 
"  faithful  account  of  the  diligent  and  zealous 
"  performance  of  my  duty  therein.  And  thus 
"  much  I  pray  you  to  do  me  the  favour  to 
tc  reprefent  unto  his  Highnefs  on  my  behalf, 
"  whereby  you  (hall  much  increafe  my  obli- 
<c  gation  to  you.  And  fo  I  commit  you  to  the 
"  protection  of  God. 

"  I  pray  you  to  inform  his  Highnefs,,  that 
"  it  will  be  yet  this  fortnight  before  the  Duke 
"  of  Bouillon  take  his  journey  from  hence  for 
<l  England." 

Sigifmund  III.  King  of  Poland,  who  had 
been  depofed  from  the  crown  of  Sweden  in 
1600,  on  account  of  his  attachment  to  the 
Roman  catholic  religion,  and  his  abfence  from 
that  kingdom,  had,  about  this  time,  made 
great  preparations  of  war,  and  was  expected 
to  attack  the  young  King  of  Sweden,  Gufta- 

vus 
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Vus  Adolphusk,  fo  illuftrious  afterwards  for  his 
great  exploits  and  victories  in  Germany,  but 
then  in  double  danger,  from  Denmark  as  well 
as  Poland.  This  fituation  of  affairs  in  the 
North  of  Europe  appeared  to  Sir  Edward  Con- 
way  fo  critical  a  one  for  the  interefts  both  of 
Proteftantifm  and  of  Great  Britain,  that  he 
wrote  from  the  Brill  to  Mr.  Newton  on  the 
19th  of  March,  i6n-i2[,  that  the  Prince 
could  not  do  any  ad:  more  fuitable  to  his  vir- 
tues, more  honourable  to  the  King,  and  more 
for  the  fafety  of  the  Reformed  churches,  and 
piety  of  his  own  glorious  ftate,  than  to  digeft 
this  affair  well  by  himfelf,  and  his  private  coun- 
cil, and  the  faithful  council  of  the  ftate ;  and 
then  to  move  his  Royal  father  to  mediate  a  re- 
conciliation between  the  kingdoms  of  Denmark 
and  Sweden;  at  leaft  fuch  a  dilpofition  of  arms, 
as  Sweden  might  wholly  attend  its  defence 
againft  Poland. 

The  Prince  having  fucceeded  in  his  appli- 
cation for  the  Garter  for  Count  Maurice,  Sir 
Edward  Conway  was  ordered  by  his  Highnefs 
to  wait  on  that  occafion  upon  the  Count,  who 
was  then  at  Arnheim;  and  having  difpatched 
this  commifTion,  wrote  to  the  Prince,  in  the 
beginning  of  April,  1612,  an  account  of  his 
difcourfe  with  Maurice ;  which  letter  I  have 
not  been  able  to  procure.  But  that,  which  he

wrote 
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Wrote  at  the  fame  time  to  Mr.  Newton m,  may 
be  feen  in  the  Appendix n.  In  another  letter 
of  the  3d  of  May,  1612,  from  the  Brill0,  Sir 
Edward  informed  Mr.  Newton,  that  Count 
Maurice  was  wholly  allured,  that  the  honour 
of  the  garter  offered  to  him  arofe  originally 
from  the  Prince;  for  which  the  Count  pro- 
mifed  ever  to  be  his  faithful  fervant,  and  to 
acknowledge  his  obligation  under  his  own 
hand.  In  the  fume  letter  Sir  Edward  expreiTes 
his  wim,  that  his  Highnefs  would  declare  his 
refolution  not  to  marry  but  with  one  of  the 
Reformed  religion :  <£  a  point,  fays  be,  that 
"  would  fo  bind  and  aflure  all  the  Proteflants 
u  of  Chriftendom  to  his  Majefty  and  his 
<c  Highnefs,  as  would  ruin  the  project  of  the 
u  pretended  monarchy,  and  make  fuch  fteps, 
<x  and  open  fuch  ways,  as  all,  that  is  juft  ami 
"  lawful  for  his  Majefty  or  his  Highnefs  to 
"  pretend  to  amongft  his  neighbours,  would 
<c  offer  itfelf,  and  be  fubjed;  to  them  in  few 
<c  years." 

Mr.  James  Umer,  afterwards  Archbifhop  of 
Armagh  and  Primate  of  Ireland,  but  ftill 
more  diflinguimed  by  his  univerfal  learning, 
his  piety,  and  his  moderation,  came  over  about 
this  time  from  Dublin,  where  he  was  then 
Provoft  of  the  college,  to  England.  By  him 
Sir  Oliver  St.  John,  who  was  in  1616  made

Lord  Deputy  of  Ireland,  and  at  laft  created 
Vifcount  Grandifon,  fent  a  letter  to  Mr.  New- 
ton,   dated  at  Dublin  on   the   3d  of  May, 
i6i2p,  wherein  he  ftiles  Mr.  Ufher  a  rare 
ornament  of  that  kingdom ;    and  fays,  that  he 
had  fo  well  deferved  of  all  men  there,  and  of 
himfelf  in  particular,    for  his  extraordinary 
learning  and  good  parts,    that  he  could  not 
but  recommend  him  to  Mr.  Newton's  favour; 
'<  and  in  thofe  occafions,  adds  h,  which  he 
"  mall  have  there  (which,  I  allure  myfelf,  tend

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•  The  court  of  France  having  refolved  to  pro- 
pofe  to  that  of  England  a  marriage  between  the 
Prince  of  Wales  and  Chriftineq,  fecond  daugh- 
ter of  Henry  IV.  and  fitter  to  Lewis  XIII. 
with  an  offer  of  the  fame  fum  of  500,000 
crowns,  which  had  been  given  with  Elizabeth, 
the  elder  daughter,  to  Philip  Prince  of  Spain, 
the  Duke  of  Bouillon  was  fent  Extraordinary 
Ambaflador  to  England  for  that  purpofe.  He 
arriv.ed  at  London  on  the  26th  qf  April,  1 6 1 2 r, 
and  brought  with  him  a  letter  from  Lewis XIII. 
to  the  Prince,  who  returned  by  the  Duke  an 
anfvver  in  French1".  In  this  letter  he  told  that 
King,  that  the  affurances  of  the  continuance  of 
his  Majefly's  friendship  were  always  agreeable  to 
him ;  but  efpecial'y  when  they  were  brought  by 
fo  good  an  hand  as  the  Duke  of  Bouillon,  whom 
lie  found  fo  affectionate  in  entertaining  their 
mutual  amity,  that  he  thought  no  perfon  more 
proper  to  fatisfy  his  Majefty  of  the  readinefs 
of  his  own.  This  he  had  defined  the  Duke  to 
declare  to  his  Majefty  at  large  3  and  therefore, 
referring  himfelf  to  him,  would  embrace  all 
opportunities  of  teflifying  his  affection  to  his 
IVlajefty's  fervice.

<x  feeing  they  were  founded  upon  the  grounds. 
cc  mentioned  in  your  own  letter.  But  of  late 
"  fignifying  unto  his  Highnefs,  that  I  was  to 
"  write  unto  you,  and  therefore  defiring  to 
**  know  what  fervice  he  would  command  me, 
81  and  prefnng  the  former  point,  I  found  his 
"  Highnefs  not  only  not  diftatejl  as  before, 
f*  but  even  to  approve  your  former,  refolution 
"  with  very  good  and  kind  fpeeches  of  you, 
c<  And  therefore  I  am  the  more  emboldened,

The  learned  men,  both  at  home  and  abroad, 

were  now  ambitious  of  publiming  their  works 

under  the  fan<ftion  of  the  Prince's  name.    Mr. 

-Thomas  Farnaby,  the  moil  eminent  fchool- 

mafter  of  that  age,  publifhed  this  year  his  edi- 

T  3  tion 
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tion  of  the  Satires  of  Juvenal  and  Perfius,  with 
marginal  notes,  at  London,  in  octavo,  and  a 
polite  dedication  to  the  Prince.  And  the  lively 
and  elegant  Dominic  Baudius,  ProfefTor  of 
eloquence  and  hiftory  at  Leyden,  whofe  Latin 
epiftles  are  ftill  much  read  on  account  of  the 
vivacity  of  fentiment  and  ftyle,  and  who  had, 
in  Auguft*,  1607,  made  a  fecond  voyage  to 
England  to  prefent  his  poems  to  the  King, 
and  was  well  received  by  the  Prince,  having 
printed  an  edition  of  his  Gnoma  iambic  a  *  fent 
it  over  to  his  Highnefs,  with  a  letter  in  Latin, 
dated  at  Leyden,  June  11,  i6i2v.  In  this 
letter  he  obferves,  that  all  men,  who  were 
dillinguifhed  by  learning,  virtue,  or  genius, 
concurred  in  the  laudable  ambition  of  pro- 
ducing fomething,  which  might  procure  them 
the  favour  of  fo  great  a  Prince  as  his  Highnefs. 
That,  with  regard  to  himfelf,  a  ProfefTor  in 
an  univerfity,  he  could  for  the  prefent  offer 
nothing  from  his  literary  ftores,  but  fome  pro- 
ductions of  the  mufes,  who,  with  a  virgin 
bafhfulnefs,  prefumed  to  implore  his  Highnefs 
to  condefcend  to  allow  them  a  hearing  at  fome 
hour  of  leifure,  when  he  was  inclined  to  relax 
his  more  weighty  employments.  That,  if  the 
genius  of  the  book  itfelf,  and  the  truth  and 
utility  of  the  fentences,  mould  not  fix  the  at- 
tention j  yet  the  Author,  not  the  loweft  amongfl

thofe, 
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thofe,  who  cultivated  good  learning,  was  not 
unworthy  of  being  received  by  the  Prince 
with  fome  countenance  and  favour,  as  he  had 
been  before  by  his  Highnefs,  who  had  con- 
verfed  with  him  with  great  affability.  That 
fuch  works  as  this,  not  to  fpeak  too  highly  of 
it,  were  not  common  productions,  nor  every 
day  offered  to.  the  fons  of  Kings ;  though  the 
Author  .Was  afhamed  of  the  many  errors, 
which,  through  the  carelefsnefs  or  ignorance 
of  the  printer,  were  too  ,vifible  in  fo  fmall  a 
piece,  to  his  extreme  regret,  who  had  almoft 
refolved  to  fupprefs  it,  in  order  to  prevent  its 
coming,  in  fo  deformed  a  ftate,  under  the  view 
of  illuftrious  perfons.  But  he  had  recovered 
his  fpirits  by  the  consideration  of  his  Highnefs's 
goodnefs,  which  infpired  him  with  hopes,  that 
the  negligence  of  another  perfon  would  not  be 
imputed  to  the  writer.  That  his  Highnefs,  if 
he  would  vouchfafe  to  take  the  book  into  his 
hands,  would  fee  in  it  many  things,  \yhich 
might  not  be  ufelefs  towards  the  wife  and  juft 
adminiftration  of  government.  And  though 
his  Highnefs  was  furnifhed  by  nature,  and  the

Michael  Drayton,  Efq;  likewifb  havifi|pB0w 
finiihedhis  firft  part  pfPofy-offaon,  and  his  friead, 
Mr.  Selden,  his  very  learned  Ittuftvattons  ™  upon 
it,  the  former  dedicated  that  work,  printed  at 
London,  1613,  in  fol.  to  the  Prince,  as  th& 
hopeful  Heir  of  the  Kingdoms  of  Great  Britain, 
whofc  delicacies,  ckorographical  defcription,  and. 
bijloryt  were  the  fubjefts  of  that  poem.  The 
poet  in  the  dedication  obferved,  that  his  foul, 
which  had  feen  the  extremity  of  time  and  for- 
tune*, could  not  yet  defpair  j  for  that  the  in-. 
fiuence  of  fo  <c  glorious  and  fortunate  a  ftar  as 
*'  his  Highnefs  might  alfo  reflect  upon  him, 
''which  had  power  to  give  him  new  life,  or

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delivered  it,  and  by  whom  it  was  received  with 
great  than kfulnefs,  wrote  an  account  of  this  in 
a  letter  to  Mr.  Newton  from  the  Hague  of  the 
pth  of  June,  1612,  O.  Sb.  He  added,  that 
no  perfect  refolution  was  yet  taken  by  the' 
States  concerning  the  articles  of  the  garter,  nor 
would  be  for  eleven  days,  as  appeared  from 
their  anfwer  in  writing  to  the  Englim  Ambaf- 
fadorc;  fo  that  as  yet,  in  Sir  Henry  Carew's 
opinion,  it  was  uncertain,  whether  they  would 
allow  Count  Maurice  to  be  of  the  order,  or  not.

About  the  middle  of  June,  16 1 2,  Mr.  Pett 
began,  by  the  Prince's  order,  a  frame  for  a

William  Earl  of  Pembroke,  who  was  after- 
wards Lord  Chamberlain  of  the  houfhold,  and 
Chancellor  of  the  Umverfity  of  Oxford,  having 
received  by  Mr.  Connok,  the  Prince's  Receiver, 
a  note  from  his  Highnefs  for  the  Stewardship

This  letter  has  no  date,  but  appears  to  have 
been  written  in  June,  1612,  from  one  of  that 
learned  .and  eloquent  preacher,  Dr,  Henry 
Parry,  Bifhop  of  Worcefter,  to  Mr.  Newton, 
dated  in  that  city,  June  15,  i6i2f,  -in  which 
he  has  thefe  words;  '*  For  Mr.  Eveleigh,  as  I 
"  am  much  beholden  unto  you,  fo  yet,  I  be- 
"  feech  you,  both  in  that  bufinefs  and  in  all 
'*  the  like,  take  that  leave,  which  you  long 
'*  fince  gave  me ;  and  be  guided  not  by  my 
*'  letterj  but  by  your  own  wifdom."  In  the 
beginning  of  this  letter  he  exprefies  his  fads- 
faction  in  hearing  fuch  great  things  of  the 
Prince.  "  How  pleating -and  acceptable,  fays 
"  he,  is  all  that  you  write  unto  me  ?

Sir  John  Digby,  then  AmbaiTador  to  the 
court  of  Spain,  and  afterwards  Lord  Digby, 
and  Earl  of  Briftol,  in  a  letter  from  Madrid 
of  the  2d  of  July,  1612,  to  Mr.  Newton1, 
took  notice  to  him,  how  great  an  expectation 
the  world  generally  conceived  of  the  virtuous 
and  hopeful  beginnings  of  the  Prince,  their 
mailer  j  "  whereof  you,  fays  he,  above  all  other 
"  men,  are  to  have  a  double  joy  and  a  more 
"  quick  feeling;  for  that  his  good  and  prince- 
"  ly  difpoiition  cannot  but  in  fome  meafure 
"  have  relation  to  your  induftry  and  care  of 
"  his  virtuous  education."  With  regard  to 
news,  u  this  prefent,  Jays  he,  hath  very  little: 
*c  Only  they  are  now  here  bufied  for  the  re- 
<l  ception  of  the  Duke  de  Mayne,  who  com- 
"  eth  Ambaffador  from  France  for  the  con- 
tc  eluding  of  the  matches  betwixt  the  two 
'*  crowns.  We  are  in  all  kinds  excluded  from

In  this  letter  his  Highnefs  thanked  the  Duke 
for  his  readinefs  to  ferve  him,  affuring  him  of 
his  own  fenfe  of  it,  and  gratitude  for  it  j  and 
that  he  fhould  be  glad  to  have  it  in  his  power 
to  affift  in  the  promotion  of  Sir  Thomas  Ed- 
mondes,  who  had  been  recommended  to  his 
Highnefs  by  the  Duke,  as  well  as  by  his  own 
merits,  to  which  the  Prince  was  no  ftranger. 
The  Prince  wrote  likewife  the  lame  day  to

I  pray  you  commend  me  very  heartily 
'"  nfito  the  Duke  of  Bouillon,  and  deliver 
c<  this  letter  unto  him  from  me." 

In  the  beginning  of  Auguft  the  Prince  being 
to  take  his*  progrefs  from  Richmond,  his  fervant 
Mr.  Pett  the  Shipwright  made  a  journey  thither 
on  the  Saturday,  the  i  ft  of  that  month,  from 
Chatham,  accompanied  with  Captain  Thomas 
King,  and  Mr.  John  Reynolds,  mafter-gunner 
to  his  Highnefs.  The  next  day,  being  Sunday, 
Mr.  Pett  waited  to  chapel  and  at  dinner  ilpon. 
the  Prince,  who  had  that  day  appointed  a  great 
deal  of  private  conference  with  Mr.  Pett  con- 
cerning affairs  of  confequehce.  After  his  High- 
nefs was  rifen  from  dinner,  and  had  talked 
with  hirri  for  a.while  at  the  bay-window  in  the 
preferice-chamber,  he  gave  Mr.  Pett  leave  to 
go  to  his  dinner,  which  was  prepared  for  him 
and  his  company  by  Mr.  Alexander,  the  prin- 
cipal Gentleman  U/her,  at  the  houfe  of  Mr. 
Wilfon,  his:Highnefs's  taylor.  During  the 
4  Dinner 
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dinner  Mr.  Pett  was  tent  for  thfQe  feveral 
times  by  the  Prince,  who  wanted  ^atisfacftipn 
in  fome  points,  and  ordered  hin>  to  attend 
again,  after  he  had  finished  his  dinner,  between 
two  and  three  of  the  clock.  At  that  time  his 
Highnefs  deliver'd  his  pleafure  fully  to  him, 
with  protection  of  the  truft,  which  he  repofed 
in  him,  and  the  good  opinion,  which  he  had 
of  Mr.  Pete's  performance  of  what  was  com- 
mitted to  his  charge,  and  with  many  expref- 
fions  of  his  favour  and  intentions  to  provide  for 
him,  concluding  with  thefe  words,  "  Go  on 
"  chearfully  in  that,  which  I  intruft  you  with, 
**  and  let  not  the  care  for  your  posterity  in- 
c<  cumber  you  any  ways.  For  you  {hall  leave 
"  the  care  both  of  yourfelf  and  them  to  me, 
*'  who  have  a  purpoie  carefully  to  provide  for 
"  you."  Thele  gracious  fpeeches  made  fuch 
an  impreffion  on  Mr.  Pett,  that  when  he  came 
to  kifs  the  Prince's  hand  at  parting,  he  could 
not  avoid  fhedding  fome  tears  j  though  he  then 
little  thought,  that  this  would  be  the  laft  time 
he  mould  fee  his  Highnefs  alive,  or  thefe  the 
lafi  words,  that  he  mould  ever  hear  from  his 
mouth0. 

Monf.  de  Saint  Anthoinep,  the  Prince's  prin- 
cipal Equerry,  going  to  France  on  fome  affairs

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of  his  own,  in  the  beginning  of  Auguft  1612, 
his  Highnefs  fent  by  him  a  letter  to  Lewis 
XIII q,  in  which  he  mentioned,  that  he  had  di- 
refted  that  gentleman  to  wait  upon  his  Ma- 
jefty,  and  to  falute  him  in  his,  the  Prince's, 
name;  not  doubting  but  that  his  Majelty 
would  be  glad  to  fee  him,  both  on  account  of 
the  good  and  faithful  fervices,  which  he  did 
the  Prince  every  day,  and  as  a  witneis  of  the 
obligations,  which  his  Highnefs  thought  him- 
felf  under  to  that  King  for  the  continuation  of 
his  friendship. 

Sir  Thomas  Edmondes,  loon  after  the  receit 
of  the  Prince's  letter  of  the  3 1  ft  of  July  '612, 
returned  an  anfwer  from  Paris  on  the  j^h  of 
Augufr.r,  thanking  him  for  his  favourable 
acceptance  of  his  endeavours  in  his  High- 
nefs's  fervice,  whereof  he  hoped  more  and 
more  to  give  faithful  proof,  as  he  fhould  re- 
ceive the  further  happinefs  to  be  honoure4 
with  the  Prince's  commands. 

Having  not  yet  heard  any  thing  from  the 
King  in  anfwer  to  his  former  letter  concern- 
ing the  affair  of  the  Prince,  he  thought  it  not

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fit  to  take  notice,  at  the  court  of  France,  of 
any  directions  contained  in  his  Highnefs's  let- 
ter, till  he  mould  receive-  farther  knowledge 
of  his  Majefty's  pleafure  in  that  refpect. 

'He  fent  the  Prince  a  copy  of  a  private  letter, 
which  he  had  written  the  day  before  to  the 
King,  mentioning  fome  late  fpeeches,  which 
had  pafTed  between  the  Duke  of  Bouillon  and 
himfelf  concerning  that  affair ;  in  which  the 
Duke  reprefented  the  breaking  oft"  the  match 
with  Spain  for  the  eldeft  daughter  of  France 
as  not  to  be  defpaired  of.  But  Sir  Thomas  Ed- 
mondes  durft  not  for  his  own  part  entertain 
the  Prince  with  any  fuch  hopes.  But  that  if 
his  Highnefs  mould  pleafe  to  proceed  in  the 
match  with  the  fecond  daughter,  there  was  no 
queftion  to  be  made,  but  that  it  might  be  effect- 
ed upon  conditions  to  the  Prince's  content- 
ment; fince  it  was  a  thing,  which  was  infinitely 
defired  at  the  French  Court,  and  Sir  Thomas 
was  daily  follicited  by  the  principal  perfons 
there  to  know,  why  he  did  not  profecute  the 
good  motion,  which  he  had  begun. 

He  had  delivered  the  Prince's  letter  to  the 
Duke  of  Bouillon,  and  acquainted  him  with  the 
report  given  out  by  Don  Pedro  de  Cuniga, 
that  there  had  been  an  overture  made  by  the 
Queen-Mother  of  France  for  a  match  between 
her  fecond  daughter  and  the  fecond  fon  of 
Spain/  Which,  the  Duke  defired  Sir  Thomas 
pdmondes  to  affure  the  Prince,  was  utterly 

un- 
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untrue ;  and  that  it  was  but  one  of  the  ac- 

cuftomed  pra&ices  of  Spain. 

With  regard  to  the  fpeeches,  which  the 
Prince  had  heard,  that  the  Duke  of  Bouillon 
fhould  not  have  fb  well  acquitted  himfelf  to- 
wards King  James  fince  his  return  to  France, 
as  his  profeflions  in  England  had  expreffedj 
Sir  Thomas  Edmondes  alTured  his  Highnefs, 
that  he  knew  no  juft  caufe  for  that  report,  but 
thought,  that  it  proceeded  from  the  difcortfents 
of  thofe  of  the  Scottish  guard ;  becaufe  they 
found,  that  the  Duke,  after  his  return  from 
England,  did  not  effecl:  to  their  full  content- 
ment what  they  defired ;  but  had  propofed,  as 
he  found  the  Queen  abfolutely  averfe  to  their 
re-eftablifhment,  that  they  mould  have  taken  a 
recompenfe  for  their  places.  And  becaufe  Sir 
Thomas  would  not  content  himfelf  with  that 
fatisfa&ion,  nor  with  the  former  courfes  pro- 
pofed,  it  gave  twice  occasion  of  a  warm  con- 
teft  between  the  Duke  and  him  concerning 
that  matter;  wherein,  as  the  poor  men  were 
well  fatisfied,  that  Sir  Thomas  flood  fo  refolutely 
for  them,  fo  it  made  them  think,  that  there 
was  fome  backwardnefs  in  the  Duke,  though 
the  fault  was  not  to  be  imputed  to  him.  But 
with  refpecT:  to  the  other  matter,  Sir  Thomas 
affured  the  Prince,  that  it  was  not  poilible  for 
any  man  more  to  publifh  his  Majefty's  and  his 
Highnefs's  praifes,  or  to  (hew  more  zeal  to 
their  fervices,  than  the  Duke  had  done  fince 

;  »A  his 
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his  refurn  Yroni  England.  And  as  Sir  Thomas 

ifcuft  juftify  him  for  his  gratitude,  fo  ht  'might 

iiitety  fay,"  that  there  was  no  man,  who 

1  be  ir-ore  ufefnl  both  for  the  King's  and 

r'rihje's  fervices;  though  he  could  not  excufe 

the  Duke,  but  that  he  had  in  other  refpefts 

particular  imperfections,    which  Sir  Thomas 

wifhed  he  had  not. 

Sir  Thomas  concluded  with  his  mofl  humble 
thanks  for  the  favour,  which  the  Prince  had 
done  him,  in  acquainting  him  fo  freely  with 
the  abftraft  of  his  anfwer  to  the  King  \  which 
Sir  Thomas  efteemed  the  greater  happinefs,  as 
he  obferved  thereby  fo  extraordinary  a  proof 
of  his  Highnefs's  wifdom,  both  for  the  abib- 
lute  obedience,  with  which  he  fubmitted  him- 
felf  towards  his  Majeily  in  an  occafion  of  fuch 
importance  to  his  Highnefs's  particular;  and 
alfo  for  fo  clear  and  folid  judgment,  as  he 
hid  made  of  the  matter  itfelf. 

Mr.  Fleming,  who  was  to  carry  this  letter  to 
England,  tarrying  at  Paris  a  day  or  two  longer 
than  he  expecled,  Sir  Thomas  Edmondes  fent 
by  him  to  the  Prince  a  copy  of  an  important 
letter,  written  by  him  on  the  1 8th  of  Auguft 
to  his  Majefty,  which  would  give  his  Highnefs 
information  of  what  had  fince  occurred  worthy 
of  his  notice,  with  relation  to  the  figning  the 
contract  of  marriage  between  the  eldeft 
daughter  of  France,  and  the  Prince  of  Spain, 
at  Paris  on  the  Saturday  before3  the  1 5th  of 

Auguft, 
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Auguft,  being  St.  Lewis's  day ;  and  to  the  in- 
trigues forming  between  the  Prince  of  Conde, 
the  Count  de  Soifions,  the  Duke  of  Bouillon, 
and  Monf.  D'Efdiguieres. 

Sir  Thomas  in  his  letter  to  the  Prince  of 
the  i8th  of  Auguft5,  in  which  he  inclofed  his 
letter  of  the  fame  date  to  the  King,  added, 
"  If  matters  do  here  fall  out  according  to  ex- 
"  peculation,  we  mall  then  have  a  fair  field  to 
"  do  that  fervice  for  your  Highnefs,  which  is 
<c  delired ;  for  the  advancement  whereof  I  will 
"  be  careful  to  my  uttermoft,  that  no  occafion 
"  mall  be  omitted."  He  then  took  notice, 
that  he  underftood,  that  his  Majefty  intended 
at  his  return  from  his  progrefs  to  difpofe  of  the 
places  then  vacant  by  the  late  Lord  Treafurer's 
death  :  <c  And  it  pleafed  his  Majefty,  fays  be, 
"  gracioufly  to  promife,  that  in  that  diftribu- 
"  tion  he  would  remember  me  for  fome  good 
"  promotion,  as  his  Majefty 's  own  words  did 
"  import.  But  becaufe  I  doubt,  that  by  reafon 
"  of  my  abfence  I  may  be  prevented  by  others 
"  importunity,  I  moft  humbly  befeech  your 
(t  Highnefs  to  interpofe  your  effectual  media- 
"  tion  towards  his  Majefty  on  my  behalf,  that, 
ct  while  I  am  travelling  in  the  vineyard,  I  may 
"  not  be  deprived  of  the  fruit  of  my  labour." 

That  honeft,  induftrious,  and  able  minifter, 
Mr.  William  Trumball,  afterwards  knighted,

and 
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and  then  Agent  at  the  Court  of  Bruffels, 
began  a  correfpondence  with  the  Prince  by  a 
letter  from  thence  of  the  28th  of  Auguft 
1612s.  He  obfcrved  in  it,  that  nothing  had 
hitherto  hindered  his  longing  defires  to  tender 
to  his  Highnefs  the  unfeigned  offers  of  his 
humble  and  faithful  fervice,  but  the  due  con- 
iideration  of  the  Prince's  greatnefs  and  his  own 
want  of  merit.  "  By  nature,  fays  he,  I  am 
"  born  fubject  to  the  great  King  of  Great 
"  Britain,  your  Highnefs 's  moft  worthy  fa- 
"  ther;  and  therefore  owe  you  refpeclj  and 
"  by  grace  adopted  to  ferve  his  Majefty  (tho' 
"  unworthy  of  that  charge)  as  his  agent  with 
u  the  Archdukes  i  and  therefore  bound  to  give 
"  your  Highnefs  account  of  their  actions.  I 
"  mould  think  it  an  ineftimable  favour,  and 
"  no  lefs  honour,  to  have  the  happinefs  of 
"  being  known  to  your  Highnefs,  and  em- 
"  ployed  in  your  gracious  commiffions,  while 
"  I  re  fide  in  thefe  parts.  But  being  ignorant, 
"  wherein  my  fervice  may  be  agreeable  to 
"  your  Highnefs,  I  do  in  all  humility  befeech 
"  you,  by  the  hand  of  your  Highnefs's  fecre-

"  Here  withal  I  prefume,  encouraged  by  the 
"  common  renown  of  your  Highnefs's  cle- 
*c  mency,  to  offer  at  the  altar  of  your  benign 
"acceptance  a  book  of  policy  and  govern- 
"  rnent,  as  the  firft  fruits  of  my  humble  de- 
<c  votion :  into  which  boldnefs  1  am  led,  not 
tc  by  any  knowledge  of  the  contents  (which 
"  I  have  never  perufed)  but  for  the  reputa- 
^  tion  of  him,  to  whom  it  is  dedicated,  and 
l<  the  fubjecl:  thereof,  which  is  the  element 
'*  pf  Princes  of  your  rank  and  dignity.  If  it 
"  may  pleafe  your  Highnefs  to  take  k  in 
"  good  part,  I  mall  have  more  happinefs  than 
'e  I  could  expecl,  or  the  gift  itfelf  deferve. 
<c  But  if  it  fall  out  omerwife,  I  will  lay  the 
"  blame  upon  mine  own  unvvorthinefs,  and 
*'  ftrive  by  all  honefl  endeavours  to  repair  the 
tf  default  by  my  continual  prayers  to  the 
"  Almighty,  that  he  will  preferve  from  all 
cc  dangers  in  health  and  happinefs  your  High- 
*c  nefs's  moft  noble  perfon,  and  give  you  as 
"  great  a  (hare  in  his  celeftial  bleffings,  as  you 
:t  are  like,  in  due  time,  to  enjoy  in  this 
"  world's  terreftrial  kingdoms." 

Sir  Thomas  Edmondes,  on  the  5th  of  Sep- 
tember, inclofed  vin  his  letter  from  Paris  to  the 

Prince 
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Prince"  a  copy  of  one  written  by  him  to  the 
King,  giving  his  Majeily  an  account  of  the 
anfwer,  which  Sir  Thomas  had  received  to 
his  laft  proportion  concerning  the  match  be- 
tween his  Highnefs  and  Madam  Chriftine  of 
France :  about  which  he  hoped  within  a  mort 
time  to  receive  the  full  refolution  of  the  French 
Court ;  and  fo  likewife,  that  time  would  pro- 
duce fome  good  efFefts,  for  the  better  facili- 
tating of  the  oceafions  for  his  Highnefs  s  ier- 
vke,  which  was  there  purfued  by  his  fervants 
with  all  the  care  and  dexterity  poffible.  With 
regard  to  another  long  letter,  which  Sir  Tho- 
mas had  written  to  the  King,  of  general  mat- 
ters, he  defired  the  Prince  to  command  the 
fight  of  it  from  Sir  Thomas  Lake. 

The  Prince's  anfwer  to  Sir  Thomas  Ed~ 
mondes's  letters,  of  the  i4th  and  i8th  of  Au- 
guft,  was  dated  from  Richmond  on  the  I  oth  of 
September  1612  w,  and  was  as  follows  : 

"  Sir  Thomas  Edmondes, 
<c  OINCE  my  laft  I  have  received  two  let- 
"  ^  ters  from  you,  the  one  of  the  I4th  of 
"  Auguft,  the  other  of  the  i£th  of  the  fame. 

"  I  am  very  glad,  that  you  have  confirmed 
"'  me  in  my  fo  ftrong  fettled  opinion  of  the 
"  Duke  of  Bouillon's  plain  and  fincere  dealing 
"  with  us ;  which  I  find  fheweth  itfelf  both

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tc  in  his  carriage  in  bufinefles  pad,  and  by  his 
"  fpeeches  to  every  one  there  of  us. 

*'  Touching  the  breach  of  the  marriages, 
C£  although  he  and  the  count  de  SoiiTons  feem 
"  to  be  of  opinion,  that  they  will  never  be 
"  performed;  yet  nothing,  that  hath  hitherto 
"  fallen  out,  can  make  me  of  their  mind.  But 
<e  rather  I  imagine,  that  they  would  have  the 
c<  King  go  forward  in  the  proportion  for  the 
<c  fecond,  hoping  by  that  means  to  engage 
"  him  fo  in  it,  as  that  he  cannot  in  his  ho- 
**  nour  go  back. 

"  Concerning  the  figning  of  the  contract, 
ct  although  the  Princes  of  the  blood  did  it 
*'  upon  a  fecond  refolution,  yet  I  hold  they 
<c  did  it  upon  good  advifement.  For  if  they 
<c  and  thofe  of  the  religion  do  ftick  the  one 
"  with  the  other  firmly,  and  if  there  fall  out 
"  no  fraction  amongft  them,  they  may  have 
cc  a  very  great  ftroke  in  the  greateft  and  moft 
c<  important  bufinefs  of  ftate. 

"  As  touching  their^intentions  of  removing 
<c  from  about  the  Queen  fome  private  per- 
<c  fons,  my  opinion  is,  that  unlefs  they  be 
<£  very  well  prepared  for  it,  and  go  on  farther 
<c  in  preferving  of  their  own  ftate  and  fortunes 
tc  againft  whatfoever  may  fall  out  after  that 
<c  they  had  fet  afoot  that  aftion,  they  will  do 
"  themfelves  wrong.  For  if  that  ftate  have 
"  a  fufpicion  of  their  ftirring  humours,  that 
"  action  will  fully  aflure  them  of  it;  which 

"  will 
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ct  will  make  them  clip  their  wings  all  they  can, 
"  ftriving  to  difable  them  from  being  able  to 
<£  do  any  thing  hereafter. 

"  Wherefore,  if  you  would  cherifh  them 
"  in  that  humour,  I  think  it  would  not  be 
"  very  hurtful  for  this  ftate.  For  if  there 
<c  mould  fall  a  great  difference  amongft  them, 
c<  as  it  hath  been  heretofore,  while  two  dogs 
"  were  fighting  together,  a  third  dog  might 
tc  fall  into  them/and  having  the  one  of  them 
<c  on  his  fide,  or  at  leaft  neutral,  might  have 
"  a  great  mare  amongft  them. 

"  This  though  you  may  not  do  as  an  Am- 
"  bafTador ;  yet  you  may  do  it  as  a  private  man, 
"  that  wifheth  their  welfare,  and  the  good  of 
"  his  own  ftate. 

"  Laftly,  concerning  your  own  bufinefs, 
"  you  may  be  aflured,  that  although  I  were 
"  not  carried  with  any  particular  afFedion, 
{C  but  only  with  the  defire  I  have  the  ftate 
<c  mould  be  well  ferved,  I  would  deal  for  you 
"  as  foon  as  for  any  other.  But  as  matters  go 
t(  now  here,  I  will  deal  in  no  bufinefles  of  im- 
"  portance,  for  fome  refpecls ;  yet  I  will  pro- 
ct  mife  thus  much,  that,  if  your  name  be 
<c  called  in  queftion,  as  a  man  fit  for  any  of  thefe 
"  places,  you  may  be  fure  of  my  beft  appro- 
"  bation. 

*£  Thus,  wifhing  you  well,  I  reft 
ce  Your  good  Friend, 
«  Henry  P." 

X  Sir 
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Sir  Thomas  Edmondes  acknowledged  the 
receit  of  this  letter  on  the  2  5th  of  the  fame 
month  of  September*,  thanking  the  Prince 
for  fo  favourably  enlarging  hirnfelf  by  the 
directions  contained  in  it,  which  he  would  not 
fail  to  obferve  fully  upon  the  occafions,  which 
Ihould  fall  out. 

His  Highnefs  would  underffond,  by  the  in- 
clofed  copy  of  Sir  Thomas's  letter  to  the  King 
of  the  fame  date,  what  anfwer  had  been  given 
him  to  the  proportion  of  the  marriage }  which, 
though  it  was  not  as  yet  to  give  any  direct  fatis- 
faction,  on  account  of  the  interruptions  occa- 
fioned  by  the  iicknefs  of  Monf.  de  Villeroy,  and 
the  abfence  of  the  Count  de  SohTonsj  yet  his 
Highnefs  might  perceive,  that  there  was  an 
affectionate  difpofiticn  to  proceed  in  the  accom- 
plifhment  of  the  laid  match,  if  the  Prince 
mould  like  thereof. 

His  Highnefs  had  great  reafon  to  judge,  that 
the  breaking  of?  the  match  with  the  eldeft 
daughter  was  a  thing  very  cafual ;  and  therefore 
Sir  Thomas  was  bold,  in  the  faithful  difcharge 
of  his  duty,  to  write  with  fuch  freedom  of  it 
in  his  former  letters';  becaufe  he  held,  that  a 
minifter  cannot  ufe  too  much  caution  in  a  mat- 
ter of  fo  great  importance.  And  yet  it  could 
not  be  denied,  but  that  the  faid  match  did  run 
a  hazard  to  be  maken  by  many  accidents,  which

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rriighfcfall  but ;  of  which  there  would  be  means 
to  make,  a  better  judgment,  when  it  fhould  be 
feen,  howmatters  were' like  to  (hape  there  after 
ihe  return  of  the  Count  de  Soifibns  and  the 
Duke  of  Bouillon  to  the  court. 

Sir  Thomas  Edmondes  returned  his  thanks 
to  the  Prince  for  his  favourable  opinion  ;  with 
the  h'appinefs  of  which  he  mould  content  him- 
felf.  And  fince  he  knew  his  Highnefs's  good 
•pleafure,  he  would  forbear  farther  importunity 
..concerning  himfelf;.  and  yet  he  would  not  de- 
fpair  but  that  there  might  be  fome  occafion 
offered,  where  he  might  derive  fome  grace.$:.by 
his  Highnefs's  means.  And  the  rather,  for 
that  ho  had  been  put  in  comfort  from  his 
Majefty,  that  he  would  ,be.  pleafed  to  have. a 
moft  gracious  confideration  of  his  long  fervices; 
which  made  him  the  more  bold  to  defire.,  that 
the  fame  might  have  been  feconded  'by  his 
Highnefs's  recommendation,. 

Sir  Thomas  Edmondes's  letter  to  the  King 
of  the  fame  date  of  the  25th  of  September*, 
was,  immediately  after  the  receit  of  it,  ordered 
by  his  Majefty  to  be  fent  to  the  Prince,  with 
the  following  letter  to  him  from  the  Lord  Vii- 
count  Rochefter z:

To  this  letter  the  Prince  returned  the  fol- 
lowing aniwer a  addreffed  to  the  King  : 

"  May  it  pleafe  your  Majefty,

"  Edmondes's  letter  unto  yourMajefty,  where •<• 
<£  in  the  fruits  of  the  laft  conference  wiih 
<e  Villeroy  are  fet  down,  touching  my  marri- 
tc  age  with  the  fecond  daughter  of  France; 
<c  and  withal  a  command  to  give  my  opinion 
"  therein. 

"  Concerning  Villeroy's  defire  to  have  the 
cc  time  of  her  fending  hither  to  be  delayed 
<c  until  a  year  longer  be  expired,  in  my  weak 
<{  judgment  your  Majefly  hath  no  reafon  to 
"  yield  thereunto:  firft,  becaufe  it  lies  in  their 
"  hands  to  make  the  match  go  forward,  or 
<c  otherwife,  having  her  in  their  pofieflion, 
"  and  by  that  means  being  able  to  draw  her

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"  confent  whither  they  pleafe:  Secondly,  by

/'credit  will  be  the  better  "prefer ved,  when 
&y  of  both'  the  daughters  mall  be 
the  fame  time,  howfoever  the  oon- 
of  the  orre  of  their  marria*er<  be 
"  much  later  than  that  of  the  other.  Wrlat- 
"  foever  he  the  time  of  the  delivery  of  the 
"  eldeft,  yet  it  is  to  be  wifhed,  that  the  Chfift- 
*'  mas  come  twelvemonth  be  the  farthefl  pe- 
"  riod  to  be  determined  of  her  coming  hither. 

"  As  for 'the  exercife  of  her  religion,  your

t{  baffadorgive  a  peremptory  anfwer,  that  you

"  make  no  doubt  but  they  will  make  no  rubb

"  Betwixt  France  and  Savoy,  if  your  Majefty 
tl  look  to  the  greatnefs  of  the  dowry,  then  it 
<(  is  likely  you  will  make  choice  of  Savoy; 

"  becaufe 
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-V  becaufe  it  is  not  probable,  that  they  will 
"  give  with  the  fecond  a  greater  portion  by 
"  200,000  crowns  unto  your  Majefty,  than 
"  they  gave  with  the  firft  daughter  unto  the 
"  King  of  Spain. 

"  But  if  you,  laying  afide  the  little  piece  of 
"  difgrace  in  being  ferved  after  another,  will 
"  refpect  rather  which  of  thefe  two  will  give 
"  the  greateft  contentment  and  fatisfaction  to 
"  the  general  body  of  proteftants  abroad  j  then 
<{  I  am  of  opinion,  that  you  will  fconer  incline 
"  to  France  than  to  Savoy. 

<l  Now  if  your  Majefty  be  refolved,  that 
"  your  Majefty  treat  any  farther  with  Villeroy 
"  in  this  bufmefs,  under  your  Majefty's  cor- 
"  reclion,  I  hold  it  beft  there  be  made  a  little 
"  flay  of  the  banker  Gabaleone's  going  into 
"  Savoy ;  and  withal  to  make  a  little  delay  of 
"  the  ambalTade,  which  fliould  come  from  the 
<c  Duke  of  Savoy  for  that  purpofe,  until  your 
"  Majefty  be  refolved  which  way  to  go. 

"  If  I  have  incurred  in  the  fame  error, 
t£  that  I  did  laft,  by  the  indifference  of  my 
"  opinion,  I  humbly  crave  pardon  of  your

Sir  Thomas  Edmondes  fent  to  the  Prince  a 
copy  of  his  letter  to  the  King  of  the  loth  of 
October,  j6i2b.,  with  one  to  his  Highnefs 
of  the  fame  date c.  By  the  former  of  which, 
his  Highnefs  might  perceive,  with  what  ear- 
neftnefs  the  motion  was  again  purfued  by  the 
French  court  for  concluding  of  the  match  be- 
tween the  Prince  and  madam  Chriftine  j  which 
for  real  matters  his  Highnefs  might  effect 
upon-  fuch  conditions,  as  he  mould  think  fit; 
fo  that  it  refted  only  for  the  Prince  to  make 
the  election. 

He  wrote  again  to  the  Prince  on  the  2oth 
of  the  fame  month d,  inclofing  a  copy  of  his 
letter  to  the  King  of  the  fame  date  j  by  which 
his  Highnefs  might  fee  what  apology  Sir  Tho- 
mas was  forced  to  make  for  his  proceedings  in 
the  negotiation  for  his  Highnefs's  fervice, 
wherein  he  had  ufed  all  the  care,  that  was  pof- 
fible  for  him,  to  fatisfy  the  directions  fent  him : 
But  being  not  made  acquainted  with  the  true

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icope  of  the  King's  and  Prince's  intent,  he  might 
juftly  pretend  to  be  exempted  from  blame,  if 
things  had  been  carried  in  a  contrary  biafs  far- 
ther than  was  meant;  the  rather,  becaufe  he 
had  been  afTured  by 'the  Duke  of  Bouillon,  that 
when,  by  his  Majefty's  commandment,  the 
Duke  conferred  with  his  Highnefs,  to  know 
how  his  Highnefs  flood  affected  to  the  enter- 
taining of  the  match  with  the  fecond  daughter, 
in  cafe  that  with  the  eldeft  could  not  be 
broken,  (of  which  the  Duke  protefted,  that 
he  had  never  given  afTurance)  his  Highnefs 
told  him,  that  he  would  be  content  to  bear 
the  patience  of  her  young  years,  fo  as  it  might 
be  provided  to  fend  her  forthwith  into  England. 
Sir  Thomas  now  found  by  his  Majefty's  letter, 
that  this  was  never  meant ;  and  that  it  was 
only  in  hope  of  breaking  the  match  of  the 
eldeft  daughter,  that  the  faid  propofition  was 
fet  on  foot.  His  unhappinefs  therefore  was 
the  greater,  that,  having  fo  plainly  difcharged 
his  duty  in  reprefenting  the  little  afTurance  of 
that  hope,  there  was  notwithstanding  no  kind 
of  other  direction  fent  him.  So  that  he  might 
well  fay,  that  he  had  hitherto  acled  in  a  buii- 
nefs,  which  he  did  not  himfelf  undcrftand. 
But,  though  he  had  not  been  fo  happy,  as  to 
advance  any  thing  for  the  good  of  the  Prince's 
fervice  to  fuch  purpofe,  as  his  Highnefs  defired  j 
yet  he  had  carried  himfelf  with  that  caution 
and  warinefs,  that  he  had  done  nothing  to  the 
prejudice  of  it ;  fo  that  he  hoped,  that  his 

faith- 
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faithfulnefs  and  dutiful  affection  mould  ftill 
deferve  his  HighnelVs  favourable  allowance. 

The  Prince  having  received  three  of  Sir 
Thomas  Edrnondes's  letters,  fince  he  had  writ- 
ten to  him  laft,  ordered  Mr.  Newton,  in  a 
letter  from  St.  James's  of  October  29,  1612% 
to  acquaint  him  with  the  true  caufes  of  his  not 
having  anfwered  them.  The  King,  being  at 
Royfton,  when  the  Prince  received  the  firfl  of 
the  three  letters,  imparted  to  his  Highnefs,  by 
letters,  the  fame  fubjecl:,  which  was  contained 
in  that  of  Sir  Thomas  Edmondes ;  defiring  the 
Prince  to  lignify  his  own  opinion.  And  be- 
caufe  the  anfwer  made  to  his  Majefly  in  fub- 
flance  was  to  be  communicated  to  Sir  Thomas 
himfelf,  the  Prince  was  content  to  {pare  his 
pains  therein.  'Upon  the  receit  of  the  fecond 
letter  of  Sir  Thomas,  his  Highnefs  had  a  full 
refolution  to  write,  and  appointed  a  prefixed 
time,  when,  being  interrupted  by  the.  coming 
of  Count  Henry  de  NafTau,  whom  his  High- 
nefs was  defirous  to  entertain  with  the  utmoft 
courtefy,  his  indifpoiition  did  not  allow  him, 
after  that,  any  opportunity.  "  .It  hath  lin- 
'5  gered,  fays  Mr.  Newton,  upon  him  above  a 
"  fortnight,  his  Highnefs  thinking,  by  the 
*c  vigour  of  his  fpirit  and  ftrength  of  his  body, 
ce  to  overcome  it  in  fuch  fort,  that  he  fcarce 
<l  omitted  his  ordinary  exercifes  of  running  at 
t{  ring,  and  playing  at  tennis.  But,  lince

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<e  Sunday  f  laft,  the  phyficians,  fearing,  that 
*'  it  {herald  prove  either  a  baftard  tertian  or  the 
{<  ordinary  diieafe  of  the  time,  wherewith  all 
<(  the  parts  of  the  country  have  been  much 
"  viiited,  have  ranged  him  to  the  obfervance 
<c  of  their  preemptions,  ib  that  he  hath  not 
e<  had  yet  a  convenient  time  to  read  your  lajft; 
"  but,  in  the  mean  while,  commanded  me 
*c  to  let  you  understand  what  I  have  written 
"  concerning  the  caufes  of  his  {paring  to 
"  write;  as  alfo,  that  the  offers  of  dowry  made 
4<  unto  his  Majefty  are,  the  one  of  a  million

But,  before  we  enter  farther  into  the  melan- 
cholly  fcene  of  the  Prince's  laft  ficknefs,  it  will 
be  proper  to  infert  the  few  remaining  letters 
of  his  correfpondence. 

Sir  Robert  Anftruther,  who  was  now  em- 
ployed in  Denmark,  and  afterwards  to  other 
Northern  Princes,  wrote  a  letter  from  Copen- 
hagen on  the  26th  of  October,  1612,  to  Mr. 
Newton g:  And,  in  order  to  fatisfy  the  Prince 
of  all  that  had  pafTed  there  iince  his  coming 
into  that  country,  he  thought  it  expedient  to 
fend  the  true  copies  of  all  the  letters  between 
the  two  Kings,  Guftavus  Adolphus  of  Sweden, 
and  Chriftiern  IV.  of  Denmark;  by  which  his

Highnefs  might  fee  what  was  done,  or  likely 
to  be  expected.  That,  with  regard  to  a  cefTa- 
tion  of  arms,  the  King  of  Denmark  could  no 
ways,  in  Sir  Robert's  opinion,  give  way  to  it. 
For,  firft,  in  fo  doing  he  muft  maintain  his 
army  at  a  great  deal  of  charges.  Next,  they 
mould  lie  idle,  and  do  nothing.  Thirdly,  his 
enemies  might  be  provided  of  all  necerTaries, 
of  which  they  now  flood  in  need  -,  and  being, 
perhaps,  once  provided,  would  not  be  fo  eafily 
dealt  with.  Above  all,  that  King  called  to 
memory  what  pafled  in  the  laft  wars  between 
his  father  King  Frederic  and  Sweden.  The 
Swedim  commirTaries  being  in  Denmark,  and 
having  already  agreed  to  certain  articles,  Fre- 
deric, trufting  to  honeft  and  plain  dealing,  dif- 
miiTed  his  army.  But  he  had  no  fooner  done 
this,  but  the  Swedes  fell  upon  Denmark,  and 
did  great  damage;  the  Danim  army,  which 
was  difmiiled,  being  at  fea  going  to  Germany, 
where  the  contrary  winds  driving  them  back 
to  their  own  country,  the  war  grew  hotter 
than  before.  This  was  done  in  fight  and 
memory  of  many  then  living. 

"  There  is,  adds  Sir  Robert  Anjlruther,  a 
<c  meeting  appointed  the  2pth  of  November 
<e  upon  the  borders,  where  the  CommiiTaries 
"  of  both  kingdoms  mall  meet  with  full  power 
ct  to  end  and  take  up  the  matter,  fo  much  as 
"  poffibly  may  be:  And  if  they  cannot  agree 
"  upon  all  things,  then  thofe  points,  where- 
"  upon  they  mall  differ,  are  to  be  referred 

"  unto 
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"  unto  his  Majefty's  perfon  of  Great  Britain; 
"  if  thofe  of  Sweden  will  be  content  of  his 
<f  Majefty's  perfon  only :  But,  if  they  will 
te  not,  the  Danes  do  not  refufe  to  admit  others 
tc  joint  with  him.  But,  in  my  iimple  judg- 
"  ment,  I  think  it  more  honour  to  have  it 
f(  referred  to  his  Majefty's  perfon  only,  in 
cc  regard  he  only  hitherto  hath  taken  care  for 
<c  the  peace,  and  confequently  alone  is  worthy 
c<  of  all  honour  in  that  bufinefs. 

"  Since  the  loth  of  Auguft  there  hath  been 
£t  no  matter  of  moment  done  by  land  ;  only 
"  that  along  the  borders  the  Danim  foldiers 
"  are  difperfed  for  keeping  out  of  the  enemy, 
<c  that  he  may  not  fall  in  and  fpoil  or  harm 
<c  the  country. 

<c  The  King  himfelf  hath  been  in  perfon 
l<  before  Danzhen,  in  hope  to  have  met  with 
<{  the  Swedifh  fleet :  But  they  were  gone  the 
"  night  before  he  came  there;  and  ftrait  his 
"  Majefty  went  over  for  the  coaft  of  Sweden, 
"  and  chafed  them  within  the  {traits  and  a  nar- 
"  row  water,  that  goeth  towards  Stockholm : 
{C  And  becaufe  of  a  calm,  and  the  greatnefs  of 
<c  his  (hips,  he  could  not  follow  them  any 
"  farther.  His  Majefty  faith,  that  if  he  had 
<c  with  him  only  but  three  gallies,  he  would 
"  have  carried  away  or  fpoiled  the  beft  part 
"of  the  fleet.  The  i8th  of  September  his 
'*  Majefty  returned  to  Copenhagen.  After"- 
' t  wards  he  had  intelligence  of  a  fleet  of  twenty - 
"  four  mips,  which  the  Lubeckers  were  mak- 

"  i^S 
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<c  ing  ready,  and  loading  with  all  forts  of  comv 
"  modities,  whereof  the  Swedes  itand  in  need. 
"  His  Majefty,  knowing  of  their  intention, 
"  fent  his  Vice- Admiral  with  twelve  /Lips, 
"  and  commanded  them  to  keep  in  the  Lu- 
"  beckers  fore- water,  and  attend  their  weighing 
<(  anchors,  and  going  to  fea.  The  Lubeckers, 
*'  lying  all  together  in  the  road,  and  looking 
ct  only  for  a  fair  wind,  did  lee  the  Damm  fleet, 
'*  which  caufed  them  to  cut  their  cables,  drive 
"  their  fhips  amore,  and  then  come  to  a  par- 
**  ley,  and  a  contract,  that  the  Danes  did  pro- 
<{  mife  to  purfue  them  no  more,  and  the  Lu- 
"  beckers  fhould  neither  fuffer  (hips  nor  goods 
**  to  go  to  Sweden  for  this  year. 

'**  In  this  laft  ftorm,  which  was  about  the 
"  24th  of  Oclober,  there  were  four  Swediin 
<c  mips  cart  away  under  the  ifland  of  Oeland : 
<c  The  cannon  were  faved,  and  moil  part  of 
*'  the  goods.  The  Grangers,  that  were  in  the 
"  mips  were  all  faved;  but  the  Swedes  were 

_  mbft  part  drowned  and  killed." 

The  Prince  having  purchafed  of  Sir  Robert 
Dudley,  fon  of  Robert  Earl  of  Leicefter  by  the 
Lady  Douglas  Sheffield,  widow  of  John  Lord 
Sheffield,  the  caftle  and  lands  of  Kenelworih 
in  Warwickmire,  and  the. King  being  defirous 
to  reunite  them  to  the  crown,  his  Highnefs, 
on  the  1 8th  of  October,  1612,  wrote  the  fol- 
lowing letter h  to  Sir  Juliu^Cctiar.  then  Chan-

"  like  wife,  that  you  will  be  careful  to  provide

The  Prince  in  the  courfe  of  his  ftudies, 
under  the  direction  of  Mr.  Newton,  had  for 
a  companion  of  them  a  young  gentleman  of 
excellent  parts,  whofe  youngeft  filter  Catharine 
was  married  to  Mr.  Newton.  This  gentleman, 
Mr.  Thomas  Puckering,  only  iurviving  fon  of 
Sir  John  Puckering,  Lord  Keeper  of  the  Great 
Sea),  who  died  fuddenly  of  an  apoplexy  in  the 
beginning  of  May,  1596,  was  two  or  three 
years  older  than  the  Prince,  being  born  in 
Y  3  IJ9I 
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1591  or  1592°.  In  September,  j6ioy  Ho 
travelled  into  France,  being  recommended  to 
Sir  Thomas  Edmondes,  the  Engliih  Ambaf- 
fador  at  Paris,  by  Mr.  Newton,  in  a  letter 
of  the  2d  of  that  month?,  mentioning,  that 
the  bearer,  his  brother-in-law,  had  iequef- 
tered  himfelf  for  a  time  from  the  fervice  of  his 
mailer,  thevPrince,  whom  he  had  attended 
above  five  years  %  that  he  might  be  bettered 
by  his  travel,  and  made  more  ferviceable  here- 
after to  his  Highnefs.  He  returned  to  England 
about  June,  1611,  and  was  knighted  that 
year,  and  created  a  Baronet  on  the  25th  of 
November,  1612,  while  he  was  at  Florence, 
whence  he  wrote  a  letter  to  the  Prince  on  the 
1 9th  of  that  month,  N.  S. r,  three  days  after 
his  Highnefs's  death,  which  his  diftance  from 
England  prevented  him  being  for  fome  time 
informed  of.

Sir  Thomas  Puckering  fpent  four  years  in 
his  travels  in  Italy,  Spain,  and  France,  and, 
at  his  return  to  England,  refided  chiefly  at  the 
Priory  in  Warwick,  except  when  he  attended 
the  parliaments,  in  which  he  fat  as  member 
for  Tarn  worth  in  Stafford  (hire.  By  his  wife 
Elizabeth,  daughter  of  Sir  John  Morley  of 
SurTex,  Knt.  he  had  three  daughers,  only  one 
of  whom,  Jane,  furvived  him ;  and,  upon  her 
death,  his  nephew,  Sir  Henry  Newton,  Bart. 
only  fon  of  Sir  Adam  Newton,  became  heir  to 
the  greateft  part  of  his  eflate,  and  took  the 
name  of  Puckering. 

The  Prince,  in  the  i  pth  year  of  his  age, 
had  a  remarkable  change  in  his  conftitution, 
occafioned  by  his  continual  fatigue  of  body 
and  mind,  or  fome  internal  unknown  caufe. 
For  whereas  his  face  was  before  fomewhat 

roun4 
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round  and  full,  and  his  dilpcfition  chearful ; 
his  vifage  began  now  to  appear  paler,  longer, 
and  thinner ;  and  he  grew  himfeU  more  ferious 
and  retired  than  iifbal ;  but  without  any  com- 
plaint from  himfel-f,  or  fufpicion  of  his  attend- 
ants, except  that,  about  half  a  year  after,  he 
would  now  and  then  mention  a  giddy  lum'pifh- 
heavinefs  in  his  forehead,  the  pain  of  which 
obliged  him  to  ftroke  up  his  brow  and  forehead 
with  his  hand  before  he  put  on  his  hat.  He 
ufed  like  wife  to  bleed  at  the  nole  often  and  in 
great  quantity;  by  which  he  found  great  relief, 
till  a  little  before  his  laft  ficknefs,  when  this 
difcharge  flopped.  He  was  now  fubjecl:  to 
many  and  violent  fainting  fits,  to  recover  him 
from  which  it  was  found  necefiary  to  make 
ufe  of  ftrong  fpirits.  But,  as  thefe  fits  came 
upon  him  only  at  intervals,  they  were  little 
regarded,  and  no  confiderable  danger  appre- 
hended from  them. 

About  the  beginning  of  the  fummer  of  .the 
year  1 6  r  2,  the  general  difcourfe  was  of  the  mar- 
riage of  his  fifter  Elizabeth ;  which  was  various, 
according  to  the  different  affections  of  the  per- 
fons,  as  Proteftants  or  Papifls ;  fome  wifhing 
her  to  be  married  to  the  King  of  Spain,  fome 
to  the  Prince  of  Savoy,  fome  to  the  young 
Landgrave  of  HefTe-CafTel,  and  others  to  Fre- 
deric the  Elector  Palatine.  The  Prince  highly 
approved  of  the  motion  for  the  Eleclor,  and 
exerted  all  his  intereft  and  endeavours  to  pro- 
mote 
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mote  it  upon  the  coming  over  of  Count  Hanau, 
AmbafTador  from  the  Elector,  in  order  to  pro- 
pofe  that  match  f.  His  Highnefs  treated  that 
Count  with  great  refpect,  and  feconded  his 
application,  never  refling  till  the  great  affair 
of  the  marriage  was  concluded1. 

After  the  departure  of  the  Count,  as  well 
as  of  the  Duke  of  Bouillon,  from  England, 
which  was  in  the  beginning  of  June,  16 1 2  v, 
the  Prince  went  to  Richmond,  where  he  con- 
tinued till  the  progreis.  Here  the  river  of 
Thames,  which  ran  clofe  by  his  houfe,  invited 
him  now  and  then  in  an  evening  to  learn  to 
fwim.  This  practice  was  indeed  objected  to 
by  feveral,  who  thought  it  dangerous  after  fup- 
per  with  a  full  flomach :  And  Dr.  Theodore 
Mayerne  declared  himfelf  afterwards  of  the 
fame  opinion;  and  that  this  cuflom  of  the 
Prince  flopped  the  bleeding  at  his  nofe,  and 
occasioned  the  fever,  that  proved  fo  fatal  to  him. 
But  he  could  not  be  prevailed  on  to  difcontinue 
the  practice,  while  he  flayed  at  Richmond; 
where  he  took  likewife  great  delight  in  walking 
by  the  fide  of  the  Thames  in  moon-light,  to 
hear  the  found  and  echo  of  the  trumpets ;  both 
the  fi tuation  and  feafon  expofing  him  too  much 
to  the  evening  dews.

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But  the  time  of  the  progrcfs  being  now 
come,  in  which  he  was  to  meet  the  King  his 
father  at  Belvoir  Caftle,  the  feat  of  the  Earl 
of  Rutland,  in  Lincolnshire u,  on  the  fecond 
Saturday  after  the  progrefs  began,  his  High- 
nefs,  without  a  due  regard  to  his  own  conifti- 
tution,  or  to  the  length  of  the  journey,  being 
near  ninety  fix  miles,  or  to  the  extreme  and 
unufual  heat  of  the  weather,  determined,  not- 
withftanding  the  remonstrances  of  Sir  Charles 
Cornwallis,  to  perform  that  journey  in  two 
days.  He  accordingly  fet  out  on  Friday w,  at 
one  in  the  morning  from  Richmond,  and 
came  to  Hinchingbroke  near  Huntingdon,  a 
houfe  belonging  to  Sir  Oliver  Cromwell,  Knt. 
Mafter  of  his  Game,  by  ten  in  the  morning, 
travelling  threefcore  miles  in  nine  hours.  There 
he  remained  that  night,  and  the  next  day  rode 
fix  and  thirty  miles  to  Belvoir  Caftle,  where  he 
met  the  King  at  the  time  prefixed. 

Before  he  left  Richmond,  having  refolved 
to  fcaft  the  court  at  his  manor  of  Wocdftock 
towards  the  end  of  the  progrefs,  as  it  would 
be  the  firH:  time  of  their  general  meeting  there 
fince  the  houfe  became  his  own,  he  had  given 
orders  to  his  officers  to  make  provifions  for

that 
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that  purpofe;  and  that  a  large  fummer-houfe 
of  green  boughs  jfaould  be  erected  in  the  park 
for  the  great  fupper:  and  during  the  execu- 
tion of  theie  orders  he  made  feveral  hafty  and 
fatiguing  journies  thither  in  the  heat  of  the 
feafbri1.'  *  -H  to 

At  the  conclufion  of  the  progrefs  the  court 
came  to  Woodftock,  where  they  where  enter- 
tained by  his  Highnefs,  from  Wednefday 
night  till  the  Sunday  night  following,  when 
he  gave  his  great  (and,  as  it  proved,  his  fare- 
well) fupper  to  them,  himfelf  having  before 
attended  to  direct  all  the  preparations  for  it. 
The  King  and  Queen  fat  at  table  by  themfelves 
at  the  upper  end  of  the  room,  and  the  Prince 
with  his  fifter  and  the  Lords  and  Ladies  at 
another  table  of  about  thirty  yards  in  length  j 
and  the  whole  feaft,  which  was  one  of  the 
moft  magnificent  and  beft  ordered,  that  had 
been  feen,  was  crowned  by  the  chearfulnefs 
and  vivacity  of  his  Highnefs. 

The  court  removing  the  next  day,  Monday, 
from  Woodftock,  the  Prince,  after  leave  ob- 
tained, haftened  to  his  houfe  at  Richmond  on 
account  of  the  expected  arrival  of  the  Elector 
Palatine,  whom  he  intended  to  receive  with  all 
poflible  honour.  At  his  return  to  Richmond 
he  not  only  began  to  give  orders  for  his  own 
affairs  and  the  reception  of  the  Elector,  but 
likewife  to  confider  of  means  of  rewarding  his 
officers  and  fervants,  many  of  whom  had  fpent 

much, 
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much,  and  gained  nothing,  in  his  fervice.  To 
fume  of  theie  he  actually  affigned  penfions, 
and  to  the  reft  promifed  to  gratify  them  as 
foon  as  poffible. 

But  now,  whether  through  the  continuance 
of  his  violent  exercifes,  or  too  frequent  indul- 
gence of  himfelf  in  eating  grapes  or  other 
fruits,  or  from  fome  other  unknown  caufe,  he 
grew  daily  paler  and  more  emaciated, complain- 
ing now  and  then  of  a  cold  lazy  drowzinefs  in 
his  head;  which  induced  him  frequently  to  afk 
queftions  of  feveral  of  his  attendants  concern- 
ing the  nature  and  cure  of  the  fever  then 
raging,  and  from  its  unufual  fymptoms  called 
the  Difeafe x,  imagining  probably  his  own  indif- 
pofition  to  be  of  the  fame  kind.  He  ufed  alfo 
now  and  then  before  this,  and  in  his  ficknefs 
often,  to  fighj  and  being  afked  the  reafon  of 
it  by  his  Phyfician  Dr.  Hammond,  and  others 
near  him,  his  anfwer  was,  that  he  knew  not ; 
fometimes,  that  thofe  fighs  broke  from  him 
unawares;  aid  at  other  times,  that  they  were 
not  without  a  caufe.

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In  the  beginning  of  October,  his  continual 
head-ach,  liftlefsnefs  and  indiipoiition  increaf- 
ed,  which,  on  account  of  the  time,  he  endea- 
voured to  the  utmoft  to  conceal  ;  and  he,  who 
ufed  to  rife  early  in  the  morning  to  walk  in 
the  fields,  now  lay  in  bed  almoft  every  morn* 
ing  till  nine,  complaining  of  his  own  indo- 
lence, and  that  he  knew  not  the  caufe  of  it ; 
during  which  time  he  would  often,  before  he 
rofe,  alk  the  Grooms  of  the  Bed-chamber, 
how  he  looked  that  morning  ?  which  they  ge- 
nerally anfwered,  as  apprehending  no  danger, 
with  fome  pleafantry,  in  order  to  divert  him. 

Still  continuing  ill  he  had  on  Saturday  the 
loth  of  October  two  fmall  fits  of  an  ague, 
which  forced  him  to  keep  his  chamber,  and  con- 
fult  his  Phyfician  Dr.  John  Hammond7,  with 
an  intention,  as  it  feemed,  of  taking  fome  flrong 
phyfic  to  remove  the  caufe.  But  that  Phyfician 
not  venturing  to  do  much  without  farther  ad- 
vice, only  prefcribed  an  emollient  clyftef. 

On  the  Tuefday  the  1 3th  of  October  having, 
as  was  fuppofed,  taken  cold,  he  was  feized  with 
a  violent  diarrhoea,  occafioning  five  and  twenty 

difcharges  of  choler,  phlegm,  and  at  laft  pu-

trifled 
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trified  matter.  But  the  next  day  finding  him- 
felf,  as  he  faici,  reafonably  well,  he  gave  orders 
for  his  removal  from  Richmond  to  St.  James's 
on  the  Thurfday  following,  that  he  might  be 
ready  to  receive  the  Elector  Palatine:  and 
though  it  was  reprefented  to  him  as  very 
hazardous  to  go  abroad,  while  the  diarrhoea 
continued,,  he  perfifted  to  declare,  that  he  was 
well  enough  to  undertake  the  journey,  and 
accordingly  came  to  St.  James's. 

When  he  arrived  there,  the  palenefs  of  his 
countenance,  and  his  whole  appearance,  raifed 
apprehenfions  in  feveral  perfons :  but  the  firm- 
neis  of  his  own  mind  was  fuch,  that  he  made 
no  complaint,  and  mewed  no  diforder,  and 
even  gave  leave  to  his  Phyiician,  who  had 
waited  long,  to  go  to  his  own  houfe2. 

The  Elector  Palatine,  who  landed  at  Gravef- 
end  on  Friday  night  October  1 6,  being  brought 
to  the  Banqueting  Houfe  at  Whitehall,  the 
Prince  attended  the  King,  Queen  and  Princefs 
there  to  receive  hima.  But  his  indifpoiition 
ilili  continuing  and  increafing  began  to  make  a 
great  change  in  his  temper  j  fo  that  he  grew 
difpleafed  with  almoft  every  thing;  and  his 
curiofity  about  what  before  gave  him  much 
fatisfadlion,  feemed  abfolutely  extinguimed., 
However  he  ftill  employed  himfelf  in  provid- 
ing and  giving  orders  for  fuch  things,  as  re-

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lated  to  the  folemnity  of  his  fifter's  marriage ; 
and  {till  kept  company,  as  much  as  he  could, 
with  the  Elector  Palatine,  and  Count  Henry 
de  NafTau.  He  delighted  particularly  in  the 
converfation  of  the  Count,  whom  he  highly 
honoured  and  efteemed  for  his  noble  and  he- 
roic difpofhion  fo  much  refembling  his  own, 
and  with  whom  he  ufed  to  play  often  at  cards 
and  tennis ;  at  the  latter  of  which  games  they 
played  a  great  match  on  Saturday  the  24th  of 
October.  But  in  this  match  the  Prince,  too 
negligent  of  his  own  weak  ftate  of  body  and 
the  coldnefs  of  the  feafon,  played  in  his  fhirt, 
though  the  fpectators  could  not  but  be  alarmed 
with  the  ftrong  marks  of  his  indifpofition,  ex- 
preffing  to  one  another  their  fears  of  the  con- 
fequences  of  it.  But  after  the  match  was 
ended,  he  feemed  to  be  fenfible  of  no  diforder, 
having  hitherto  enjoyed  a  tolerable  good  appe- 
tite. However  at  his  going  to  bed  that  night, 
he  complained  more  than  ufual  of  his  laffitude 
and  the  pain  in  his  head. 

The  next  morning,  Sunday  the  25th  of 
October,  it  being  the  cuftom  of  his  houfe  to 
have  the  fermon  early,  when  the  Court  was 
near,  becaufe  he  ufed  after  his  own  to  hear 
the  King's,  when  he  was  informed,  that  Mr. 
Wilkinfonb,  one  of  his  Majefty's  Chaplains, 
was  ready  to  preach  before  his  Highnefs,  he,

con-^ 
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contrary  to  his  late  habit  of  lying  long  in  bed, 
and  though  he  found  himfelf  then  droufy  and 
ill,  arofc  and  began  to  drefs  himfelf.  For  he 
had  a  great  eiteem  for  Mr.  Wilkinfon,  as  a 
preacher,  ever  fince  he  had  heard,  long  be- 
fore, a  fermon  of  his  upon  the  laft  judgment, 
which  his  Highnefs  often  fpoke  of  with  high 
approbation.  He  did  not  make  the  preacher 
wait  long  for  him  in  the  Chapel,  where  the 
fermon c  was  upon  a  very  feafonable  topic, 
Job  xiv.  i.  Man,  that  is  born  of  a  ivoman,  is 
of  fart  continuance >  and  full  of  trouble* -,  and

He  may  eat  and  drink, 
and  dice  and  card,  and  worfe  than  all  that ;  and  yet 
when  he  hath  done  his  worft,  it  is  well  done;  and  who 
dares  fay,  Why  haft  thou  done  it?  Such,  anfwert  be, 
is  the  error  of  men,  to  impute  leaft  trouble  there, 
where  God  hath  placed  moft.  But  it  is  not  for  Kings, 
O  Lemuel  (Prov.  31.^  to  drink  wine^  nor  for  Princes 
« Jirong  drink.  If  men  refpected  only  quietnefs  and 
"  worldly  eafe,  a  kingdom  were  not  worih  the  afking. 
Z  "  What 
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in  it  were  reprefented,  with  proper  force  and* 
extent,  the  miferies  peculiarly  attending  the 
higheft  {rations  in  life.  The  Prince  having  com- 
mended this  fermon  went  to  Whitehall,  where 
he  heard  another  with  the  King.  After  this 
he  din'd  with  his  Majefty,  and  eat  with  a  feem- 
ingly  good  appetite ;  but  the  palenefs  of  his 
countenance,  and  the  hollow  ghaftlinefs  of  his 
eyes,. were  much  remarked.  After  dinner,  his 
greatcourage  and  refolution,  in  combating  with 
and  difiembiing  his  diforder,  gave  way  to  the 
force  of  it;  for  about  three  o'clock  in  the 
afternoon  he  was  taken,  not  only  with  a  fudden 
ficknefs  and  faintnefs,  too  familiar  to  him  of 
late,  but  likewife  with  a  mivering  attended  with 
great  heat  and  head-ach,  which  from  that 
time  never  left  him.  In  this  ftate  he  was- 
obliged  fuddenly  to  take  his  leave,  and  go  to 
St.  James's  to  bed.  Here  he  found  himfelf

extremely 
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extremely  ill,  continuing  all  that  evening  in  an 
agony,  and  tormented  with  .an  -exceflive  thirft, 
never  afterwards  abated  ;  his  eyes  being  dim 
and  impatient  of  the  light  of  a  candle..  That 
qight,  during  which  he  refted  ill,  he  was 
ordered  a  cooling  ptiian,  with  broth  at  the  end 
of  his  fit. 

On  Monday^  October  26,  he  felt  no  abate- 
ment of  the  pain  in  his  head;  his  belly  con- 
tinued coftive;  and  his  pulfe  high;  his  water 
crude,  thin,  and  whitim  ;•  which  induced  Dr. 
Mayerne,  his  Majefty's  chief  Phyfician.,  to 
order  him  a  clyfter,  which  operated  very  well. 
After  which  the  Prince  finding  an  intermiffion 
of  his  fever,  which  intermifiion  continued  all 
that  day,  he  rofe  from  his  bed,  and  played  at 
cards  j  as  he  likewife  did  the  next  day  with 
his  brother,,  the  Duke  of  York,  and  Count 
Henry  de  Naflau.  In  the  mean  time  many 
merTages  .were  fent  from  the  court  and  every; 
xvhere  elfe,  to  know  how  he  was;  all  which, 
as  no  danger  was.  apprehended,  were  anfwered 
with  good  hopes.  Yet  his  Highnefs  all  this 
while  looked  ill  and  pale,  fpoke  hollow,  and 
flrangely,  with  dead  funk  eyes ;  his  drynefs  of 
mouth  and  great  thirft  continuing;  for  which 
his  Phyficians  ordered  him.  that  nigjit  (harp, 
tart,  and  cooling  juleps,  prepared  with  all 
kinds  of  cordials  and  antidotes  poffible ;  his 
broths  and ,  jellies  being  made  with  the  fame 
Z  2  .  sare. 
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care.     Yet  his  thirft  and  head-ach  continued; 
though  he  refted  quietly  that  night. 

On  Tuefday,  O&ober  27,  he  found  fome 
eafe  in  the  morning,  fo  that  his  Phyficians 
were. all  in  hopes,  that  his  difeafe  would  have 
proved  a  tertian  or  baftard  tertian  at  the  moft ; 
though  his  ghaftly  rolling  eyes  and  uncouth 
looks  put  them  in  fome  fear. 

That  day  the  King  ordered  his  furgeon  Mr. 
Nafmith  to  attend  the  Prince  in  his  ficknefs ; 
in  conference  with  whom,  and  divers  others, 
Dr.  Mayerne  declared  it  as  his  judgment, 
that  the  fureft  method  for  his  Highnefs's 
fafety  was  bleeding,  before  his  natural  heat 
and  ftrength  were  too  much  impaired  or  op- 
prefled,  or  the  fever  became  continual.  But 
this  opinion  being  ftrongly  oppofed  by  the  reft 
was  not  followed. 

That  morning  the  Prince  rofe,  and  put  on 
his  cloaths;  but  his  fit  returning  about  noon, 
firft  with  a  cold,  and  then  a  great  heat  with- 
out any  fweat  coatinuing  till  eight  at  night,  he 
was  forced  to  go  to  bed  again  ;  but  that  night 
refted  quietly. 

On  Wednefday,  October  28,  in  the  morn- 
ing came  Dr.  William  Butler  %  the  celebrated 
phyfician  of  Cambridge,  of  long  practice  and 
iinguiar  judgment  in  his  profeition,  but  a 
great  humorift.  He  comforted  the  Prince  wiffi

hopes 
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hopes  of  foon  recovering  him,  a/Turing  him, 
that  there  was  no  danger :  but  fecretly  to  others 
he  fpoke  doubtfully,  as  his  cuftom  was,  that 
he  could  not  tell  what  to  make  of  the  diftem- 
per;  and  that  he  did  not  like  the  appearance; 
adding,  that  if  the  Prince  mould  efcape,  it 
would  be  a  coniiderable  time  before  his  re- 
covery would  be  completed.  Nor  could  he 
be  perfuaded,  during  the  whole  time  of  his 
Highnefs's  iicknefs,  to  flay  longer  with  him 
than  about  one  hour  every  morning,  and  an- 
other in  the  afternoon,  to  confuit  with  the 
reft.  What  his  reafons  were  for  this  are  not 
known ;  whether  it  was  diflike  of  Dr.  Mayerne, 
or  refentment,  becaufe  the  cure  was  not  com- 
mitted to  him  as  chief  j  or  fufpicion  of  the 
Prince's  difeafe,  which  made  him  unwilling  to 
meddle  too  much  in  the  cure,  which  Sir 
Charles  Corn  wallisf  inclined  to  think  the  molt 
probable  caufe.  But  at  his  firft  coming  having 
inquired  what  was  done,  he  approved  off  it, 
and  recommended  it  to  be  continued  till  a 
farther  judgment  might  be  given.  The  Prince 
however  found  little  or  no  eafe,  though  he 
rofe  and  dreffed  himfelf.  ^W 

In  the  preceding  days  and  this,  his  ftomsch 
was  not  yet  quite  gone,  but  he  would  now 
and  then  take  fuch  food,  as  the  Phyikian? 
thought  proper.  Yet  the  Doctors  Mayerne, 
Hammond,  and  Butler,  coniidering  the  great- 
(-  Cornwall!*,  p.  43* 

Z  j  nefr 
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nefs  of  the  danger,  and  the  ftrangenefs  of  the 
difeaft,  the  water  not  at  all  indicating  the  na- 
ture of  it,  which  made  them  more  unwilling 
to  meddle  till  a  crifis- appeared,  were  defirous 
to  have  had  more  Phyficians  called  into  the 
confutation.  But  the  Prince  refufing  to-  admit 
of  this  on  account  of  the  confufion  of  opi- 
nions, that  might  arife,  they  unanimoufly 
agreed,  as  he  had  then  an  intermiffion,  but 
was  coftive,  to  give  him  a  purge  of  Senna, 
and  Rhubarb,  infufed  in  cordial  and  cooling 
liquors,  with  fyrup  of  rofes;  which  operated 
feven  or  ei'^ht  limes,  and  brought  away  a  great 
quantity  of  putrid  choler  and  at  laft  phlegm,  the 
urine  inclining  fomewhat  to  concodion.  But 
his  Highnefs  did  not  find  afterwards  the  eafe, 
which  was  expecled  j  yet  was  ftill  fed  with 
hopes  of  recovery.  But  night  being  come 
(towards  which,  during  his  whole  ficknefs,  he 
grew  worfe  than  in  the  morning,  when  he 
was  always  more  compofed  than  in  the  evening) 
his  head-ach,  thirft,  and  other  fymptoms,  con- 
tinuing, though  not  with  extremity,  he  refted 
ill. 

On  Thurfday,  October  29,  the  hopes  of 
him  began  a  little  to  diminish  j  though  that 
morning  the  pain  of  his  head  was  a  little 
abated,  and  his  breath,  which  had  been  mort, 
was  relieved.  Thefe  favourable  circumftances 
made  him  refolve  to  rife,  as  he  had  done  be- 
fore j  but  finding  his  head  fo  giddy,  that  he 

was 
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was  not  able  to  ftand  alone,  he  returned  to 
'his  bed,  which  from  that  moment  he  never 
afterwards  left.  The  tingling  of  his  ears,  and 
his  leapings  and  boundings,  now  increafing, 
and  a  irnall  fit  coming  upon  him  with  a  cold- 
.nefs,  and  the  fever,  whith  had  but  fhort  inter- 
miffions,  caufing  his  tongue  to  be  black  and 
dry,  and  all  other  bad  fymptoms  to  be  aggra- 
vated, many  of  thofe  about  him  began  to  fear 
•the  worir..  But  the  Phyficians,  not  willing 
nor  daring  to  .do  much,  till  they  had  fome 
farther  and  more  certain  knowledge,  advifed 
-only  the  fupplying  the  Prince,  who  bore  his 
illnefs  with  extraordinary  patience,  with  all 
•forts  of  cordial  jukps,  which  art  or  experience 
could  fuggeft.  Dr.  Butler's  advice  was  faid 
to  be  the  fame,  that  cordials  internal  and  ex- 
ternal, and  the  reftoratives  and  diet  .begun,, 
•fhould  be  continued. 

The  Prince  had  no  evacuation  by  fweat, 
which  it  was  thought  improper  to  force,  and 
that  nature's  own  time  was  to  be  expected. 
This  night  he  paffed  very  un quietly. 
.  On  Friday,  October  30,  the  fixth  day  of 
iiis  illnefs,  he  continued  in  the  fame  ftate,  the 
Phyficians  ftill  waiting  for  the  hTue  of  the 
eighth  day.  His  fever  was  continual  with  all 
the  former  fymptoms;  for  which  a  clyfter 
was  given  him  in  the  morning,  by  which  he 
had  fome  eafe. 

Z  About 
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About  three  in  the  afternoon  came  on  his 
lelTer  doubling,  during  which  his  breath  be- 
came fhort,  and  his  lace  very  red,  and  his  pulfe 
beat  extremely quick.  In  this  lit  his  nofe  began 
to  bleecj,  as  forne. thought,  two  ounces;  and 
then   flopped  of  jtfel&    By  this  bleeding  he 
found  fome  relief,    not  having  bled,    as  his 
cuiiom  was,  for  a  coniiderable  time  before. 
From  this  time    Dr.  Mayerne,    with  Mr. 
iiith,  began  to  urge  the  neceffity  of  bleed- 
ing, as  they  had  done  before;  nature  feeming 
it,  rhe  fever,  being  continual  in  a 
latioii  *. ;  uot,    and  which  had 

;cu  to-  bleeding.  But  the  other 
Phyficians;  beitig  averi'e  to  it,  nothing  was  done, 
this  day  pafiing  like  the  reft.  All  this  while 
the  excerfive  pain  of  the  Prince's  head  continu- 
ed, together  with  his  heat  and  thirfr,  for  which 
his  mouth  and  tongue  was  continually  warned. 
In  the  night  he  refted  ill ;  but  in  the  morning 
he  was,  as  ufual,  fomevvhat  better. 

On  Saturday,  October  3 1 ,  there  appeared 
no  iign  of  amendment,  his  Highnefs  continuing 
in  an  exceliive  heat;  after  which  came  on  the 
great  redoubling ;  and  he  grew  delirious,  with 
blacknefs,  drynefs,  and  clefts  in  his  tongue. 
He  was  continually  plied  with  every  thing  fup- 
pofed  to  be  proper,  but  to  no  purpofe,  except 
giving  him  a  little  eafe  for  the  prefent.  The 
tingling  of  his  ears,  and  his  boundings  and 
leapings,  increafed,  ani}  his  urine  grew  more 

crude. 
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crude.  He  now  found  the  pain  of  his  head 
more  acute,  with  a  fenfation  as  if  there  lay  a 
weight  on  his  forehead  ;  which  together  with 
the  ulceration  of  his  throat  made  him  un- 
willing to  fpeak,  except  when  abfoiutely  ne- 
ceflary,  and  then  not  without  extreme  pain. 

This  day,  nature  again,  as  it  had  done  the 
day  before,  pointed  out  the  neceffity  of  bleed- 
ing j  for  which  reafon  it  was  prefled  with 
more  earneftnefs  than  ever  by  Dr.  Mayerne, 
as  the  only  means  to  fave  the  Prince's  life.  At 
length,  after  Dr.  Butler,  who  had  miftaken 
the  beginning  of  his  Highnefs's  illnefs,  had 
long  oppofed  it,  thofe  two  Phyficians  and  Dr. 
Hammond  agreed,  that  a  vein  mould  be 
opened  the  next  day.  This  night  was  more 
unquiet  than  any  of  the  former. 

On  Sunday  the  ift  of  November,  Dr.  But- 
ler with  great  reluctance  gave  over  his  oppo- 
fition  to  bleeding,  which  he  had  refufed  to 
confent  to,  on  pretence  that  it  was  the  eighth 
day  of  the  Prince's  ficknefs,  offering  to  leave 
the  other  Phyficians,  till  he  was  forced  to  flay 
and  give  his  confent;  Dr.  Hammond  and 
others  proving  to  him,  that  it  was  not  the 
eighth  day,  his  Highnefs  having  been  ill  for 
a  long  time  before,  though  he  had  with  un- 
common refolution  and  patience  concealed  it. 
In  the  morning  feven  or  eight  ounces  of  blood 
were  drawn  from  the  median  vein  of  his 
right  arm ;  during  which  operation  he  fainted 

not, 
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not,  bat  bled  freely,  defiring  and  calling  upon 
them  to  take  more  blood,  when  they  were 
going  to  ftop,  finding  inftant  eafe.  The  blood 
being  cold  appeared  thin  and  putrid,  with  a 
blueifh  water  on  the  top,  and  without  any 
fibres. 

This  day,  after  bleeding,  the  Prince  found 
great  eaie,  ;;nd  himfelf  better  than  he  had 
been  fince  the  beginning  of  his  ficknefs,  his 
pulfe  grown  lefs  quick,  his  doublings  ceafed, 
and  all  his  ill  fymptoms  became  lefs  violent. 

That  afternoon  he  was  v&ited  by  his  Royal 
Father,  Mother,  Brother,  Sifter,  and  the  Elec- 
tor Palatine,  and  divers  others  of  the  court; 
all  of  whom  conceiving  good  hopes  departed 
from  him  with  much  comfort.  Yet  that  night 
he  pa/Ted  unquietly,  though  lefs  fo  than  fome 
of  the  former. 

On  Monday,  November  2,  he  became  worfe 
than  ever  ;  the  great-  redoubling  coming  upon 
him,  accompanied  with  rednefs  of  face,  fhoit- 
nefs  of  breath,  increafe  of  thirft,  blacknefs  of 
the  tongue,  exceffive  heat,  though  fomewhat 
lefs  than  it  was  two  days  before,  and  numbnefs. 
In  fhort,  fo  many  ill  figns  appeared,  that  fome 
of  the  Phyficians  then  declared,  that  by  the 
violence  of  the  difeafe,  the  blood  and  humours 
were  retired  towards  the  brain,  and  over- 
charged the  vefTeis  of  it  3  as  afterwards  was 
•evident  upon  opening  it. 

That 
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That  morning  Dr.  Henry  Atkyns2,  a  Phy- 
fician  of  London,  eminent  for  his  learning 
and  integrity,  as  well  as  extenfive  practice, 
being  fent  for  by  the  King  to  attend  the 
Prince,  declared  his  opinion,  that  the  cafe  was 
a  putrid  fever,  the  feat  whereof  was  under  the 
liver  in  the  firft  paffagesj  and  the  malignity 
of  it  of  the  higheft  kind. 

This  day  and  the  next  the  Prince  was 
vifited  by  his  Majefty  and  others  of  the 
Court,  whofe  extreme  concern  was  however 
mixed  with  fome  hopes. 

All  this  while,  though  he  grew  every  day 
worfe,  yet  no  perfon  mentioned  to  him  death ; 
which  his  ficknefs, .  that  day  and  the  next, 
would  not  permit  him  to  reflect  upon  himfelf, 
which  his  Phyficians  would  have  diverted  him 
from  doing,  by  telling  him,  that  he  was  in  no 
danger,  an  opinion  founded  upon  his  extraor- 
dinary patience ;  for  he  neither  complained, 
nor  could  have  been  difcovered  to  be  fick,  but 
by  his  looks. 

That  night  his  delirium  increafed ;  for  he 
called  out  for  his  clothes,  rapier,  &c.  faying 
that  he  muft  be  gone;  he  would  not  ftay; 
with  other  fpeeches  of  as  extravagant  a  kind. 

On  Tuefday,  November  3,  he  was  worfe 
lan  before ;  all  his  former  fymptoms  increaf-

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ing,  his  boundings  being  turned  into  convul- 
fions,  his  raving  and  numbnefs  heightened, 
and  his  fever  more  violent.  Whereupon  bleed- 
ing was  again  propofed  by  Dr.  Mayerne  and 
others,  the  Dodor  affirming,  that  he  difliked 
the  too  {paring  manner  of  proceeding  with  his 
Highnefs;  and  that,  in  a  cafe  of  fuch  extre- 
mity, they  muft,  if  they  meant  to  fave  his  life, 
purfue  the  fame  method  of  cure,  as  they  would 
with  an  ordinary  perfon,  forgetting  him  to  be 
a  Prince,  whom  they  had  in  hand :  Otbervvife 
he  muft  die  (for  ought  he  faw)  becaufe  he  was 
a  Prince;  though*  if  he  were  of  low  rank,  he 
might  be  laved.  But  this  opinion  was  difap- 
proved  of  by  moft  of  the  others,  who  continued 
and  increafed  their  cordials,  giving  him  a  cly- 
fter,  which  brought  away  abundance  of  cor- 
rupt and  putrid  matter,  together  with  fome 
raifins,  which  he  was  thought  to  have  eaten 
twelve  days  before. 

That  day,  in  order  to  eafe  the  Prince's  pain 
in  the  head,  his  hair  was  fhaven  away,  and 
pigeons  and  cupping-glaffes  applied ;  which 
he  bore  with  admirable  patience,  as  if  he  had 
been  infenfible  of  pain;  but  without  any  relief, 
except  for  the  prefent. 

The  Phyficians  began  now  to  defpair,  and 
fome  of  them  to  difcover  it  by  their  looks; 
for  that  night  he  became  very  weak,  the  fever 
increasing  with  the  delirium,  in  which  he  be- 
gan to  be  very  reftlefs,  finging  in  his  ileep, 

en* 
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endeavouring  to  leap  out  of  bed,  and  gathering 
up  the  fheets.  The  convulfions  grew  likewiie 
ftronger,  and  his  tongue,  mouth,  and  throat, 
more  dry  than  ever;  though  he  did  not  com- 
plain of  thirft,  or  call  out  for  relief  of  it;  which 
mewed,  that  his  diftemper  had  got  the  better 
of  his  reafon  j  fince  otherwife  he  could  not  but 
have  complained  as  before. 

On  Wednefday,  November  4,  the  hopes  of 
the  Prince's  recovery  were  much  lefiened,  the 
Phyficians,  Surgeons,  and  Apothecaries,  who 
had  hitherto  been  the  moft  fanguine,  begin- 
ning to  defpairj  though  moil:  of  them  ftili 
thought,  that  a  crifis  mould  be  expected,  before 
they  ought  to  determine  j  of  which  however 
there  was  yet  fmall  appearance. 

That  day  a  cock  cloven  by  the  back  was 
applied  to  the  foles  of  his  feet ;  but  in  vain ; 
and  the  cordials  were  redoubled  in  number  and 
quantity,  but  without  any  benefit 

In  the  afternoon  his  Majefty  hearing  of , the 
Prince's  undoubted  danger,  though  he  was  then 
more  compofed  and  fober  than  at  other  times, 
came  to  fee  him.  But,  being  informed  of  his 
fituation,  and  the  probable  confequences  of  it, 
and  what  an  addition  of  grief  it  would  be  to  fee 
his  beloved  fon  in  that  extremity,  he  was  at  lafl 
perfuaded  to  depart  without  feeing  him,  after 
giving  exprefs  orders,  that,  fince  his  Highnefs 
was  continually  moiefted  v.  ith  pjeat  numbers, 
who  came  out  of  regard  to  \  :io  perfon 

ihoula 
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fhould  be  admitted  except  thofe,  who  of  ne- 
ceffity  muft  attend  him>  till  the  iflue  of  the 
diftemper  was  feen.  This  was  accordingly  done, 
and  the  Prince,  for  his  greater  eafe,  was  re- 
moved into  another  longer  and  more  quiet 
chamber. 

Dr.  Mayerne  had,  before  this,  ferioufly  ex- 
horted the  Prince  to  commend  himielf  into 
the  hands  of  God,  and  found  him  in  a  moft 
excellent  and  religious  frame  of  mind,  And 
the  Archbifhop  of  Canterbury,  -Dr.  George 
Abbot,  hearing  of  the  defperate  ftate  of  his 
Highnefs,  now  thought  it  his  duty  to  vifit  him. 
His  firft  queftion  to  the  Prince  was,  whether 
there  had  been  any  prayers  faid  in  his  chamber 
iince  his  ficknefs?  To  which  his  Highnefs 
ianfwered  in  the  negative,  alledging  the  caufe 
to  have  been  the  continual  employment  of  the 
Phylicians,  Surgeons,  and  Apothecaries,  about 
him  ;  and  that  he  had  not  been  put  in  mind 
of  it  till  then :  But  that  he  had  not  failed  to 
pray  quietly  by  himfelf.  This  anfwer  being 
very  fatisfaclory  to  the  Archbimop,  he  again 
afked,  whether  his  Highnefs  would  now  hence- 
forward be  pleafed  to  have  prayers  in  his  cham- 
ber ?  The  Prince  readily  confented  to  this ; 
inquiring  which  of  his  Chaplains  were  prefent; 
and  finding  Dr.  Milbourne  h,  Dean  of  Roche- 

fter, 

h  Dr.  Richard  Milbourne,  born  at  London,  though  of 
'A  Pembrokeshire  family,  and  -educated  at  Winchefter 

School, 
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fter,  to  be  attending,  he  ordered  him  to  be  called, 
as  one  whom  he  had  always  efteemed  for  his 
learning,  character,  and  abilities  as  a  preacher. 
The  Archbimop  in  the  mean  time,  not  will- 
ing too  much  to  difquiet  the  Prince,  faid  pray- 
ers that  evening  at  his  bed-fide  in  a  low  voice. 
Upon  which  his  Highnefs  defired  him  to  raife 
it>  and  repeated  the  confemon  of  his  faith 
word  for  word  after  his  Grace.  From  that 
time  the  Dean  of  Rochefter  continued  to  pray 
daily  with  the  Prince  at  his  bed- fide.  That 
flight  was  as  unquiet  as  the  reft. 

Oa  Thursday  morning,  November  5,  an 
account  was  fent  to  the  King,  that  there  now 
F-emained  no  hopes  nor  means  of  the  Prince's 
recovery,  except  by  defperate  and  dangerous 
attempts.  Which  his  Majefty  conftdering,  gave 
abfolute  permimon  to  Dr.  Mayerne  to  do  what 
he  would  himfelf,  without  advice  of  the  reft, 
if,  in  fuch  an  extremity,  any  method  could  be 
thought  of  for  his  Highnefs's  fafety.  But  he, 
weighing  the  importance  of  the  attempt,  and 
the  greatnefs  of  the  danger,  would  not  venture 
upon  any  experiment  without  the  advice  of  the 
others,  which  he  always  took;  declaring,  that 
it  mould  never  be  faid  in  after-ages,  that  he

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had  killed  the  King's  eldeft  fon.  His  Majefty 
in  the  mean  while,  unwilling  and  unable  to 
ftay  fb  near  the  gates  of  forrow,  removed  to 
Theobald's  in  Hertfordshire,  to  wait  there  the 
event. 

Bleeding  was  now  the  third  time  propofed 
amongft  the  Phyficians,  Mayerne,  Hammond, 
Butler,  and  Atkyns ;  fome  of  them,  in  parti- 
cular Dr.  Mayerne,  affirming,  that  the  blood 
filling  the  brain  by  its  malignant  acrimony  and 
quantity,  caufed  the  ravings  and  convulfions> 
which,  though  without  feeming  pain,  becauie 
the  fpirits  were  opprefled,  put  his  Highnefs 
into  imminent  danger,  more  than  the  numb- 
nefs,  the  caufe  of  which  was  within  the  ven- 
tricles of  the  brain ;  as  alfo  the  hot  and  choleric 
blood  in  the  membranes.  All  which  being 
confidered,  and  that  his  Highnefs  had  yet  fufE- 
cient  ftrength  of  body,  and  his  pulfe  ftill  able 
to  endure  it,  the  opening  of  a  vein  was,  in 
their  judgment,  the  only  means  left.  But  this 
was  difliked  by  the  reft,  who  concluded  to 
double  and  treble  the  cordials,  making  a  re- 
vulfion  from  the  head  with  a  clyfter,  which 
had  little  effect,  except  that  the  Prince  became 
more  fenfible  after  it. 

In  the  mean  time  the  Archbifhop  came  in 
great  hafte  to  his  Highnefs,  and  gently  afking 
how  he  did  fince  he  laft  faw  him  j  and  finding 
little  or  no  hope  remaining,  he  began  to  pre- 
pare the  Prince  againft  the  fear  of  death.  He 

obferveds 
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obferved,  that  the  preparation  for  it,  and  the 
thinking  and  meditating  upon  it,  could  not 
bring  on  the  awful  event  the  iboner;  but,  on 
the  contrary,  would  fortify  him  fo  much  the 
more  againft  it.  He  reminded  him  of  the  ex- 
cellence and  immortality  of  the  foul,  the  in- 
expreffible  happinefs  of  good  men  in  another 
ftate,  the  mifery  of  the  prefent,  and  the  infig- 
nificancy  of  all  the  vain,  inconftant,  moment- 
ary, and  frail  pleafures  of  it  in  cornparifon  of 
the  joys  of  heaven  j  with  many  other  topics  of 
the  like  nature. 

The  Archbifhop  having  thus  prepared  him 
to  hear,  went  farther,  and  acquainted  him  of 
the  exceedingly  great  danger,  which  he  was  in ; 
and  that  though  he  might  recover  (as  he  hoped 
he  would)  yet  he  might  alfo  die.  And  fince  it 
was  an  inevitable  and  irrevocable  neceffity,  that 
all  muft  once  die,  foon  or  late,  death  being  the 
reward  of  fin;  his  Grace  afked,  if  it  mould  fo 
fall  out,  whether  or  no  he  was  well  pleated  to 
fubmit  himfelf  to  the  will  of  God  ?  To  which 
the  Prince  anfwered,  with  all  his  heart.  The 
Archbilhop  then  proceeded  to  queftions  con- 
cerning his  faith ;  firft  of  the  religion  and 
church,  wherein  he  lived :  which  his  Highnefs 
acknowledged  to  be  the  only  true  church, 
wherein  alone  was  falvation  to  be  expected. 
Then  of  his  faith  in  Chrift  only,  by  whom, 
and  in  whom,  without  any  merit  of  his,  he 
could  be  aiTured  of  the  remimon  of  all  his  fins. 
A  a  This 
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This  the  Prince  profefled  to  be  his  fmcerft 
belief.  Laftly,  of  the  refurrection  of  the  body, 
everlafting  life,  and  the  happinefs  of  heaven : 
All  which  the  Prince  confefled,  hoping  to  en- 
joy it  with  all  the  faints. 

After  this  conference,  with  much  more  to 
the  fame  purpofe,  the  Archbiihop,  fearing  too 
much  to  difquiet  the  Prince,  took  his  leave  of 
him,  with  many  pious  exhortations. 

That  day,  the  Anniverfary  of  the  Thankf- 
giving  for  the  Deliverance  from  the  Gun- 
powder-plot, order  was  given  to  all  churches 
to  pray  for  his  Highnefs ;  till  which  time  his 
danger  was  unknown  to  the  people  in  general. 

Upon  that  day,  and  at  feveral  other  times 
fince  his  confufion  of  fpeech,  he  would  often 
call  upon  Sir  David  Murray,  in  whom  he  had 
the  higheft  confidence,  by  his  name,  Da- 
via1,  David,  David  :  Who  coming  to  the 
Prince,  to  know  his  pleafure,  his  Highnefs 
anfwered  with  a  figh,  <c  I  would  fay  fome- 
"  what;  but  I  cannot  utter  it."  Which  form 
he  ftiil  ufed,  as  long  as  he  had  any  fenfe  or 
memory. 

Now,  though  too  late,  came  in,  to  affift  the 
other  phyficians,  Dr.  Palmer  and  Dr.  Gifford^

at.  155- 
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b  oth  of  great  reputation  in  their  profeflion  j 
who,  with  the  former  four,  went  into  a  ccn- 
fultation  what  now  remained  to  be  done;  in 
which  confultation  was  again  propounded  the 
neceffity  of  bleeding:  But  the  opportunity  of 
this  was  palled  by  the  evacuation  of  his  beiiy. 
In  the  end  they  agreed  upon  Diafcordium,  as 
the  only  means  now  remaining;  which,  being 
tempered  with  cooling  cordials,  was  given  him 
about  ten  at  night.  The  operation  of  this  was 
little  or  none;  neither  all  this  while  did  nature 
incline  to  relieve  itfelf  by  fweating;  the  forcing 
of  which  was  thought  to  be  improper.  This 
night  was  as  unquiet  as  the  reft;  his  fymptoms 
continuing  the  fame;  but  he  fpoke  now  and 
then,  though  fo  confufedly,  that  he  could  not 
be  underftood. 

Among  the  reft  Mr.  Nafmith  fitting  by  his 
bed-fide,  his  Hlghnefs  pulled  him  to  him  by 
the  hand,  fpeaking  to  him  fomewhat,  but  fo 
inarticulately,  by  reafon  of  the  rattling  in  his 
throat,  that  he  could  not  be  underftobd.  The 
Prince,  perceiving  this,  turned  from  him  with 
a  deep  figh ;  and  never  afterwards,  unlefs  urged, 
fpoke  either  to  him  or  any  other  perfon. 

In  this  extremity  Sir  David  Murray  came  to 
him,  and  intreated  him,  that,  if  he  had  any 
thing  to  fay,  which  troubled  him,  he  would 
make  known  his  mind.  But,  his  Spirits  being 
overcome,  and  nature  weak,  he  was  not  able 
to  fay  any  thing,  except  giving  order  for  the 
A  a  2  burn- 
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burning  of  a  number  of  letters  in  a  certain  cabi- 
net in  his  clofet;  which  prefently  after  his 
death  was  done.  ^  i  ^rf 

Not  long  after,  on  Friday  morning  about 
three  of  the  clock,  his  back-bone,  Moulders, 
arms,  and  tongue,  by  reafon  of  the  violence  of 
the  convulfions,  disjointing  and  dividing  them- 
ielves,  he  fainted,  and  feemed  now  twice  or 
thrice  to  be  abfolutely  dead.  This  raifed  pro- 
digious exclamations  of  grief  in  the  chamber, 
court,  and  adjoining  ftreets;  the  noife  of  which, 
with  fome  other  means  ufed,  awakened  him 
from  his  fwoon.  The  cry  was  fo  great,  that 
all,  who  were  in  the  ftreets,  thought  him  to 
b£ 'actually  dead;  and  the  rumour  of  it  imme- 
diately fpread  into  the  city  and  country,  and 
occafioned  an  univerfal  lamentation.  mi:> 

Thus  while  the  Prince,  refigned  by  all  into 
the  hands  of  God,  lay  in  the  agonies  of  death, 
now  and  then,  till  within  two  or  three  hours 
of  it,  looking  up,  and  fpeaking,  or  endeavour- 
ing to  fpeak,  but  not  able  to  be  underftood ; 
every  peripn  was  ready  to  bring  cordial  waters, 
and  diltpHoretic  and  quinteiTential  fpirits,  to  be 
given-Sim,  Among  thefe,  one  was  admini- 
ilered  i*i  the  afternoon,  which  fet  the  little 
remains'  t>f  nature  at  work,  and  forced  a  fweat; 
which,  though  too  late,  was  the  fir  ft  he  had. 
Sir  Walter  Ralegh  alfo  lent  another  cordial 
from  the  Tower k,- which  whether  or  not.it 


fliould 
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fliould  be  given  him,  was  the  fubjecT:  of  fome 
deliberation.  After  the  operation  of  the  firft, 
his  Highncfs  refted  quietly  for  a  while ;  but 
ioon  falling  into  his  former  extremities,  the 
cordial  lent  by  Sir  Walter  Ralegh,  after  having 
been  tailed  and  proved,  was,  with  the  leave 
and  advice  of  the  Lords  of  the  Council  there 
prefent,  given  to  him.  But  this  was  likewife 
in  vain,  except  that,  forcing  the  fpark  of  life 
ftill  remaining  in  him,  it  threw  him  again  into 
a  fweatj  after  which,  as  before,  he  had  fome 
little  reft.  But  this  was  of  fhort  continuance, 
for  he  foon  relapfed ;  his  fight  and  fenfes  failed; 
and  ail  the  figns  of  approaching  death  appeared. 
In  this  exigence  the  Archbifhop  of  Canter- 
bury, being  prefent,  faw,  that  it  was  now  the 
critical  moment  of  adminiftering  fome  confola- 
tion  to  the  Prince,  if  he  had  yet  any  remains 

of  King  James  I.  in  the  Complete  Hi/lory  of  England^ 
Vpl.  II.  p.  714.  mentions,  though  without  giving  any 
authority  for  it,  that,  "  when  the  Prince  fell  into  his  lait 
"  illriefs,  the  Queen  fent  to  Sir  Walter  Ralegh  for  'feme 
"  of  his  cordials,  which  (he  herfelf  had  taken  in  a  fever 
<c  fome  time  before  with  remarkable  fuccefs.  Ralegh 
"  fent  if,  together  with  a  letter,  to  the  Queen,  wherein  he 
"  exprefled  a  tender  concern  tor  the  Prince}  and,  boaft- 
**  ing  of  his  medicine,  {tumbled  unluckily  upon  an  ex- 
"  preflion  to  this  purpofe,  that  it  would  certainly  cure  him* 
•  "  or  any  other,  of  a  fever ?  except  in  cafe  of  potjon.  The 
"  Prince  dying,  though  he  touk  it,  the  Queen,  in  the 
"  agony  of  her  grief,  fhewed  Ralegh's  letter,  and  laid  fo 
"  much  weigh,t  on  the  exprefllon  about  poifon,  that,  to 
"  her  dying  riay,  (he  could  never  be  difTuaded  from  the 
"  opinion,  that  her  beloved  ion  had  foul  play  done  him."

of  confcioufnefs ;  and  coming  to  him,  put  him 
in  mind  of  all  thofe  things,  which  he  had  faid 
to  him  the  day  before;'  calling  on  him  aloud  in 
his  ear  to  remember  Chrift  Jefus ;  to  believe, 
hope,  and  truft  only  in  him  with  afTured  hope 
of  mercy;  to  lift  up  his  heart,  and  prepare 
himfelf  to  meet  the  Lord  Jefus  j  with  many 
other  fuch  exhortations.  Fie  then  fpoke  more 
loud  than  ever  in  his  ear  ;  "  Sir,  hear  you  me  ? 
<£  hear  you  me?  hear  you  me  ?  If  you  hear  me, 
<c  in  certain  fign  of  your  faith  and  hope  in  the 
<c  blefied  refurreclion,  give  us,  for  our  comfort, 
<{  a  fign  by  lifting  up  of  your  hands."  This 
the  Prince  did,  lifting  up  both  his  hands  toge- 
ther. The  Archbimop  then  defired  him  to  give 
ftill  another  fign,  by  lifting  up  his  eyes :  which 
the  Prince  having  done,  they  let  him  alone. 
The  Archbimop  like  wife,  with  a  flood  of  tears., 
poured  out,  by  his  Highnefs's  bed- fide,  a  moft 
pathetic  prayer. 

During  the  whole  time,  from  three  in  the 
morning  till  night,  there  was  continual  prayer 
in  the  houfe,  and  in  every  place,  where  the 
Prince's,  danger  was  known. 

His  Highnefs  at  laft,  about  half  a  quarter 
before  eight  at  night,  on  Friday  the  6th  of 
November;  1612,  at  the  age  of  eighteen  years, 
eight  months,  and  feventeen  days,  expired, 
having  fupported  his  long  illnefs  with  a  calm^ 
nefs  and  compofure  feldom  feen l. 

1  Cornwallis,  £.'75. 
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The  next  day  the  Lords  of  the  Council 
came,  by  appointment  of  his  Majefty,  to  give 
orders  for  the  opening  of  the  Prince's  body. 
This  was  done  the  fame  day  about  five  in  the 
evening,  in  the  prefence  of  the  phyficians  and 
furgeons,  who  had  attended  him,  of  the  phy- 
lician  of  the  Elector  Palatine,  and  of  many 
Knights  and  Gentlemen,  by  the  furgeons  of  his 
Majefty  and  his  late  Highnefs  m.  The  report, 
iigned  by  them,  was  as  follows  n  ; 

"  After  the  opening  of  the  moft  illuftrious 
"  Prince,  we  obferved  thefe  things : 

1.  "  That  his  liver  was  more  pale  than  it 
<c  mould  be,  and  in  divers  places  wan,  and 
"  like  lead  ;  and  the  gall-bladder  was  without 
<£  gall  and  choler,  and  full  of  wind. 

2.  "  His  fpleen  was  in  divers  places  unna-

The  Monday  after  the  Prince's  death,  the 
Lords  of  the  Privy  Council  came  again  to  St. 
James's,  to  give  orders  for  the  necefiary  pre- 
parations for  the  funeral0.  In  purfuance  of 
which,  the  body  of  his  Highnefs  being  em- 
bowelled,  embalmed,  and  clofed  up  in  lead, 
there  were  four  chambers  hung  with  black 
cloth,  the  guard-chamber  and  prefence  with 
black  cloth,  the  privy-chamber  with  finer 
cloth,  and  the  bed-chamber  with  black  velvet. 
In  the  midft  of  which  was  fet  up  a  canopy  of 
black  velvet,  valanced  and  fringed  ;  under 
which,  upon  treflels,  was  placed  the  coffin, 
with  the  body  of  the  Prince,  covered  with  a 
large  pall  of  black  velvet,  and  adorned  with 
fcutcheons  of  his  arms.  Upon  the  head  of  the 
coffin  was  laid  a  cumion  of  black  velvet,  and 
his  Highnefs's  cap  and  coronet  fet  upon  it  3  as 
alfo  his  robes  of  Aate,  fword,  and  rod  of  gold. 
Thus  it  remained  till  within  two  or  three  days 
before  the  funeral,  being  conftantly  watched 
day  and  night  p  by  threefcore  and  ten  gentle-

men 
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men  of  his  fervants,  ordinary  and  extraordi- 
nary, (which  were  his  whole  number)  ten  at 
a  time,  it  being  fo  ordered,  that  the  ten,  who 
watched  in  the  night,  returned  to  their  attend- 
ance the  third  day  after q.  And  during  this 
time,  every  day,  both  morning  and  evening 
prayers  were  read  in  the  prefence  or  privy- 
chamber  by  the  Prince's  chaplains ;  at  which 
his  gentlemen  and  chief  officers  attended1". 

In  the  mean  while  order  was  given,  that 
the  funeral  mould  be  folemnized  on  Monday 
the  yth  of  December  following. 

On  Thurfday  the  3d  of  that  month,  the 
coffin  was  removed  from  the  bed -chamber, 
where  it  had  hitherto  flood,  into  the  privy- 
chamber,  being  watched  there  for  that  night; 
and  the  next  day  into  the  prefence-chamber. 
There  it  remained  all  that  night  till  three  in  the 
afternoon  of  the  next  day,  Saturday  j  at  which 
time  the  Prince's  crown  and  cap  of  ftate  were 
fet  upon  a  cufhion  at  the  head  of  the  coffin. 
The  heralds  then  marching  before,  the  coffin 
was  removed  by  the  gentlemen  of  his  privy- 
chamber  into  the  great  chamber,  where  his 
guards  attended.  In  this  chamber  it  was  fet 
down  for  the  fpace  of  a  quarter  of  an  hour; 
and  then,  being  lifted  again  by  the  gentlemen 
mentioned  above,  it  was  brought  down  ftairs 
towards  the  chapel,  where  it  was  fet  down  again 
for  fome  time  in  the  court.  It  was  then  taken 
s  Cornwallis,  p.  83.  *  Funerals,  &c. 
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up,  and,  the  gentlemen  of  the  King's  chapel 
Ringing  mournful  ditties  before  it,  brought  it 
into  the  chapel,  and  placed  it  in  the  midft  of 
the  choir  there,  under  a  canopy  fet  with  great 
arms  of  the  union  chained  with  divers  other 
fcutcheons  and  arms,-  to  remain  there  till  the 
day  of  the  funeral f. 

Dr.  Richard  Neile,  Bifliop  of  Litchfield  and 
Coventry,  read  the  fervicej  and  the  gentlemen 
of  the  King's  chapel,  with  the  children  belong- 
ing to  it,  fung  feverai  anthems  to  the  organs 
and  other  wind-inftruments*.  The  fame  was 
performed  the  next  day,  being  Sunday,  when 
Dr.  Price,  one  of  his  Highnefs's  chaplains, 
preached  a  fermon  on  II.  Samuel,  chap.  iii. 
verfe  31.  Rent  your  clothes y  put  on  fackdoth^ 
and  mourn  before  Abner  v. 

On  the  evening  of  that  Sunday  was  brought 
a  reprefentation  of  the  Prince,  made  at  a  (horfc 
warning,  though  extremely  refembling  him, 
and  apparelled  with  clothes,  with  his  creation - 
robes  over  them,  his  cap  and  crown  on  his  head, 
his  garter  and  collar,  with  a  garter  about  his 
neck,  his  golden  ftaffin  his  right  hand,  lying 
a  little  crofs;  in  fhort,  every  thing,  which  hq 
wore  at  the  time  of  his  creation.  This  figure 
was  laid  on  its  back  on  the  coffin,  and  faft 
bound  to  it,  the  head  being  fupported  by  two 
cumions,  juft  as  it  was  to  be  drawn  along  the

The  next  day,  Monday,  December  7,  the 
funeral,  having  been  four  hours  in  marfhalling, 
let  out  about  ten  in  the  morning,  attended  by 
about  2000  mourners  in  black  x,  the  young 
Prince  Charles  being  chief,  accompanied  by 
the  Elector  Palatine7.  Upon  their  arrival  at 
Weftminfter-abbey,  after  the  folemn  mufic  was 
ended,  the  coffin  was  fct  under  a  ftateiy  herfe, 
built  in  a  quadrangular  form,  with  eight  pillars, 
and  covered  with  fcutcheons  of  the  arms  of  the 
Union,  Scotland,  Wales,  Cornwall,  Chefter, 
Rothefay,  Carrick,  &c.  intermixed  with  his 
Highnefs's  motto,  Fax  mentis  bonejlcz  gloria  j 
and  that  of  the  funeral- herfe,  Juvat  ire  per 
ahum.  The  whole  affembly  having  taken 
their  places,  after  an  univerfal  filence,  the 
Archbifhop  of  Canterbury,  who  was  appointed 
to  the  laft  office  for  his  deceafed  Higlmefs, 
afcended  the  pulpit,  and,  after  a  little  'paufe 
and  prayer,  preached  the  funeral  -  fermon. 
The  text  was  Pfaim  LXXXIf.  6,7.  I  have 
faid  ye  are  Gods^  and  ye  are  childr,  n  of  the  moft 
.High.  But  ye  ft  all  die  like  as  a  man^  and  ye 
Princes  flail  fatt  like  others.  In  his  introduction 
he  fpoke  of  the  author,  cccafion,  fcope,  and

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meaning  of  this  pfalm,  dividing  it  into  two 
main  branches:  firftjthe  exaltation  of  Princes; 
fecondly,  in  what  reipecl  they  are  called  Gods. 
He  then  confidered  their  humiliation,  proving 
by  a  variety  of  topics  the  vanity  and  incon- 
ftancy  of  human  grea^nefs.  As  an  inftance 
of  this  he  turned  their  attention  to  the  preient 
melancholy  fpeclacle  of  their  late  renowned 
Prince,  whofe  virtues  he  enlarged  upon,  efpe- 
cially  his  fingular  piety  both  in  himfelf  and  in 
the  government  of  his  hou/hold,  which  the 
Archbifhop  profefled,  that  he  fbould  not  be 
afhamcd  to  propofe  for  a  rule  to  himfelf.  For 
confolation  to  them  all  he  defcribed  the  great 
happinefs,  which  his  Highnefs  had  attained  to 
by  his  death;  and  that  now,  in  refpeft  of 
himfelf,  he  was  not  to  be  pitied,  being  com- 
pared with  thofe,  who  had  outlived  him.  He 
concluded  with  a  proper  exhortation  to  all, 
and  with  many  tears  y. 

At  the  conclufion  of  the  fermon  the  Earls, 
Barons,  &c.  offered  up  the  banners,  which 
they  had  carried  j  and  the  officers  of  the 
Prince's  Houfhold,  Sir  Thomas  Chaloner, 
Chamberlain,  Sir  Charles  Cornwallis,  Trea- 
furer,  Sir  John  Holies  %  Comptroller,  together 

with

The  coffin  with  the  effigies  remained  under 
the  herie,  to  be  feen  of  all  till  the  i9th  of 
December,  when  that  effigies  was  placed  in  a 
chamber  of  the  chapel  in  Weftminfter  Abbey, 
among;  thofe  of  the  former  Kings  and 
Queens a. 

On  the  very  day  of  his  funeral,  it  was  fo- 
lemmzed  in  the  Univerfities  of  Oxford  and 
Cambridge}  a  fermon  being  preached  in  the 
former  by  Dr.  William  Goodwin,  Dean  of 
Chrift  Church,  on  Ifa.  Ivii.  i.  The  Righteous 
perijbetb,  and  no  man  confidereth  it  in  bis  heart  \ 
and  merciful  men  are  taken  away  from  the  evil 
to  cctne. 

The  fermon  at  Cambridge  was  preached 
by  Dr.  Valentine  Carey,  then  Vice-Chancellor, 
and  Mafler  of  Chrift's  College,  and  afterwards 
Bifhop  of  Exeter,  on  2  Sam.  iii.  34.  And  all 
the  people  inept  again  for  him. 

The  two  Univerfities  published  likewife  col- 
lections of  verfesb,  on  occasion  of  the  Prince's

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There  was  printed  the  fame  year  in  4to, 
at  Oxford,  another  collection  of  verfes f,  chiefly 
in  the  form  of  paftorals.  Dr.  Leonel  Sharpc 
publifhed  likewife  a  funeral  oration  in  Latin 
on  his  Highnefs5. 

The  moft  confiderable  poets  of  that  age 
exerted  themfelves  alfo  in  honour  of  the 
Prince's  memory.  Mr.  Donne  wrote  an  Elegy 
upon  him,  printed  among  his  poems.  Another 
Elegy,  confecrated  to  the  never-dying  memory  of 
Henry  Prince  of  Wales ^  was  published  by  Chri- 
itopher  Brooke,  Efq;  of  Lincoln's  Inn;  as  was 
alfo  a  third  on  the  never-enough  to  be  bewailed 
Prince  Henry ,  written  by  William  Brown, 
Efq;  of  the  Inner  Temple,  who  deferves 
more  to  be  known  than  he  is  at  prefent,  for 
his  Britannia's  Paftoralst  and  his  Shepherd's 
Pipe  in  feven  Eclogues.  George  Chapman,  the 
Author  of  feveral  dramatic  works,  and  of  the 
tranflation  of  Homer's  Iliad  and  OdyiTey,  de- 
dicated to  the  Prince,  by  whom  he  had  .been 
much  efteemed  and  patronifedh,  publifhed

moft  difajlrous  death  of  the  high-born  Prince  of 
men,  Henry,  &c.  And  John  Webfter,  another 
eminent  dramatic  writer,  compofed  a  monu- 
mental column  erefied  to  the  living  memory  of  the 
ever-glorious  Henry  late  Prince  of  Waks^  dedi- 
cated to  the  Lord  Vifcount  Rochefter.  Mr. 
Thomas  Hey  wood,  one  of  the  moft  voluminous 
writers  for  the  ftage  in  that  age,  wrote  likewife 
a  funeral  Elegy  upon  the  death  of  the  late  moft 
hopeful  and  illujlrious  Prince  Henry,  addrefled 
to  his  great  patron  the  Earl  of  Worcefter: 
and  another  lefs  known  writer,  Cyril  Tour- 
neur,  publifhed  a  brief  on  the  death  of  Prince 
Henry  eyprejjed  in  a  broken  Elegy,  according  to 
the  nature  of  fitch  aforrow.  Which  three  laft 
pieces  were  printed  together  at  London  in 
1613,  in  4to,  under  this  general  title,  Three 
Elegies  on  the  moft  lamented  death  of  Prince 
Henry. 

Mr.  Drummond  of  Hawthornden,  the  emi- 
nent Scots  hiftorian  and  poet,  med  his  'Tears 
on  the  Death  of  Masliades ;  and  Dominic  Baudius 
of  Leyden  was  not  wanting  in  the  exercife  of 
his  poetic  talent  on  this  melancholy  occafion, 
and  compofed  a  Lejjus  funebrh  on  his  High- 
nefs,  in  iambic  verfe1. 

His  Highnefs's  family  continued  together  at 
St.  James's  till  the  end  of  December  1612,

fpeaks  of  his  ebceafed  mailer-  in  the  higheft 
terms  of  commendation,  as  the  Glory  of  the 
nation^  ornament  of  mankind^  bopc  cf  pojierity^ 
a  glorious  faint  \  a  Prince,  -:;-/ja/e  countenance 
was  able  to  put  life  info  any  beholder™ ;  and  that 
he,  who  was  compounded  of  all  loveHnefs,  had 
infujed  an  harmony  into  bis  'whole  family •,  v/hich 
was  "  the  moil  loving  and  intire  fellow/hip, 
"  that  ever  met  in  the  court  of  any  Prince  V 
The  exhortation,  with  which  the  preacher  con,- 
eludes0,  is:  "  Go  in  peace,  and  live  as  thofe, 
"  that  have  loft  fuch  a  mailer;  and  as  thole, 
"  that  ferve  a  mafler,  whom  they  cannot 
"  lofe," 

The  death  of  his  Highnefs  gave  great  con- 
cern to  the  Republic  of  Venice,  according  to 
the  account  of  Father  Paul?,  who  was  ap- 
prehenfive,  that  King  James  would  be  over- 
whelmed with  forrovv  for  this  lofs,  a  greater 
than  which  he  could  not  have  furfered.  But 
he  remarked,  thai:  it  would  put  an  end  to  all 
the  intrigues  for  marrying  the  Prince;  *'  which

"  we  were  before,  feeing  great  men  die  {till

The  King  paid  fo  much  refpect  to  the  Duke 
of  Saypy,  that  he  wrote  to  him  an  account  of 
the  Prince's  death,  and  another,  on  the  fame 
fubjecl:,  to  the  Duke's  daughter  Mary,  who  had 
been  propofed  to  his  Highnefs  for  marriage q. 

The  very  learned  and  candid  critic,  Ifaac  Ca- 
faubon,  who  had  left  France,  and  fettled  in  Eng- 
land in  October  1 6 1  o,  where  he  died  the  i  ft  of 
July  1614,  in  feveral  of  his  letters'  written  to 
his  friends  Thuanus,  Salmafms,  and  Daniel 
Heinfius,  within  a  few  days  after  the  death  of 
the  Prince,  whom  he  had  the  honour  of  being 
particularly  acquainted  with,  mentions  him  in 
a  ftyle  of  the  higheft  admiration,  as  a  Prince, 
who  at  thofe  early  years  difcovered  nothing  of 
the  young  man,  but  was  as  remarkable  for  his 
prudence  and  elevation  of  genius,  as  for  his 
piety  and  unaffected  reverence  for  his  Royal 
Father  and  Mother  j  and  was  pofleffed  of

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every  quality  necefiary  to  form  a  great  Prince; 
and  that  his  lofs  was  an  irreparable  one  to  all 
Chriflendom. 

The  Lord  Roos  hearing  at  Florence  of  the 
Prince's  death,  in  a  letter  from  thence  to  Mr. 
Newton  of  the  i5th  of  December  1612 s  ob- 
ferved,  that  <c  it  muft  be  grievous  to  all  men. 
<£  But  it  feems,  fays  key  God  for  our  fins 
"  would  not  fufFer  us  to  enjoy  fo  celeftial  a 
"  creature,  who  was  too  good  to  live  upon 
<l  earth."  Sir  John  Ha  ring  ton,  the  fricrrd  of 
his  Highnefs,  in  a  letter  from  London  of  the 
6th  of  January  1612-13,  to  Sir  Thomas 
Puckering  then  in  Italy,  ftiled  him  great 
Prince  Henry,  with  whofe  lofs  his  own  Jenfes 
had  been  'wholly  captivated. 

Mr.  Newton  himfelf,  who  had  peculiar 
reafons  to  be  affected  with  that  lofs,  takes  no- 
tice in  a  letter  to  brother-in-law  Sir  Thomas 
Puckering  of  the  ipth  of  January  1612-13*, 
that  it  had  "  till  then  fdzed  fo  effectually  both 
*£  his  heart  and  hand,  that  neither  of  them  was 
"  abletodifchaigeanydutytohis  friends,  being 
<c  wholly  taken  up  in  mourning  for  a  mafter. 
"  I  am  even  loth  at  this  prefent  to  touch  upon 
"  that  firing,  and  to  renew  that  grief,  whereof 
"  you  cannot  but  have  your  part;  though  being

"  be  advifed :  but  now  it  is  no  time  to  repent. 
"  If  I  have  no  court-employment,  1  will

In  another  letter  of  the  yth  of  February  w,  from 
Durham-houfe,  he  obferves,  that  the  late  lofs 
of  their  matter  came  fo  fuddenly  and  fo  un- 
expected even  then,  when  they  were  preparing 
for  nuptials  and  jollity,  that  the  blow  attonimed 
the  more.  "  You  know,  added  he,  that  in  all 
"  my  carriage  to  my  late  matter  I  was  never 
"  a  follower  of  fortune,  but  did  rely  always 
"  upon  more  foiid  and  fubttantial  grounds  of 
"  virtue  and  worth."  Mr.  Newton,  after  the 
death  of  his  royal  pupil,  though  made  Trea- 
furer  to  Prince  Charles,  fpent  the  remainder  of 
his  days  chiefly  in  ttudy  and  retirement;  but 
on  the  2d  of  April  1620,  was  advanced  to 
the  dignity  of  a  Baronet.  One  of  the  employ- 
ments of  his  leifure  hours  was  tranflating,  at 
the  King's  defire,  Father  Paul's  Hi/lory  of  the

"  been  letted,  firft  by  printing  a  book  of  the  Bifhop  of 
"  Den  v's  [Downham]  next  by  a  book  of  the  Bifhop  of 
"  Litchfkld  and  Coventry  [Morton]  and  now  by  fome 
"  work  of  my  Lord  Chancellor  [Bacon].  By  which  oc- 
"  cafion,  though  I  notwithftanding  do  employ  all  my 
"  time,  and  muft  attend  the  printers  every  day;  yet  I 
4  have  had  the  more  time  of  breathing  from  the  work- 
4  men  {till  calling  for  copy.  And  now  I  begin  to  find  in 
'  the  7th  and  8th  books,  which  were  done  by  Mr.  3e- 
'  dull,  that  which  I  feared  much,  that  the  inequality  of 
'  the  ilyle  vvouid  put  me  to  a  great  deal  of  pairrs  in 
'  the  altering  thereof.  And  when  I  have  done  as  much, 
'  as  the  time  will  permit,  a  diligent  reader  will  yet  eafily

To  wave  any  re- 
mark upon  the  cenfure  upon  Sir  Adam's  part  of  the 
tranflaiion,  it  is  a  little  extraordinary,  that  Dr.  Burnet 
(hould  not  recollect,  that  Father  Paul\s  Hi/lory  confifts, 
Hot  ofybwr,  but  eight  books.

In  qua  [verfioncjyj  expectation!  bominum  cumulate  non  fatis- 
fiat,  jaltem  hoc  futurus  fum  excufatior^  qitod  moleftiam  bane 
verjionis  non  fumpfcritn^  ant  meo^  quod  dicltur^  jumento  mi  hi 
arcejfiverim ,  fed  allunde  delaiam  de  vcluntate  ejus>  cut  ob 
longe  honoraiiorem  jam  dim  mibi  concreditam  provinciam 
meipfum  nuaque  omnla  eetatem  Jim  debiturus^  non  gravali 
Acceperim.  And  here  I  cannot  omit  an  unfufpe&ed  tefti- 
niony  of  the  authenticity  of  the  original  edition,  pub^ 
lifhed  at  London  in  1619,  Fol.  by  Antonio  de  Dominis, 
Archbifriop  of  Spalatro.  This  teftimony  is  from  a  very 
valuable  work  Delia  Lettcratura  Feneziana>  by  Marco  Fof- 
carini  Cavaliere  &  Proccuratore,  Vol.  I.  printed  at  Padua, 
1752,  Fol.  The  noble  and  learned  writer  obferves,  1.  iv. 
p.  353,  354,  that  the  original  of  the  Hiftory  of  the 
Council  of  Trent  is  fiill  extant  at  Venice,  in  the  hand 
writing  of  Father  Marco  Franzano,  amanuenfis  of  Father 
Paul,  with  the  author's  corrections  between  the  lines  and 
in  the  margin,  and  exactly  agreeing  with  the  London 
edition,  except  in  the  title,  which  in  the  original,  as  alfo 
in  the  (Xeneva  edition,  is  fimply  Jjloria  del  Concilia  Tri- 
aentino  de  Pietro  Soave  Polono.

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September,  1628,  he  fucceeded  that  nobleman 
in  the  place  of  Secretary  to  the  Marches  of

The  Prince  was  of  a  comely  ftature,  about  five 
feet  eight  inches,  of  a  ftrong,  ftrait,  well-made 
body,  with  fomewhat  broad  moulders,  and  a 
fmall  waift;  of  an  amiable  and  majeftic  coun- 
tenance15 j  his  hair  of  an  auburn  colour  -,  he  was

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long-faced," and  had  a  broad  forehead;  a  pierc- 
ing eye  ;  a  mod  gracious  fmile,  with  a  terrible 
frown.  He  was  courteous,  loving,  and  affable ; 
naturally  mcdeft,  and  even  fbame-'aced  ;  mcft 
patientj  which  he  (hewed  both  in  life  and 
death ;  flow  to  anger,  fo  that,  evea  when  he 
was  offended,  he  would  govern  it,  and  reftrain 
himfelf  to  filence.  He  was  merciful  to  offend- 
ers, after  a  little  punifliment,  to  make  them 
fenfible  of  their  faults ?. 

His  lentimcms  of  piety  were  ftrong  and 
habitual,  and  his  zeal  for  the  interefts  of  reli- 
gion fuch,  that  he  would,  if  he  had  lived, 
have  ufed  his  endeavours  for  reconciling  the 
divifions  among  its  profeiTorsd.  He  ufually 
retired  three  times  a  day  for  his  private  devo- 
tions, and  was  fcarce  once  a  month  abfent 
from  the  public  prayers,  where  his  behaviour 
was  highly  decent  and  exemplary,  and  his 
attention  to  the  preacher  the  mofl  fixed  ima- 
ginable". He  had  the  greateft  efteem  for  all

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divines,  vvhofe  characters  and  conduit  corre- 
fponded  \vith  their  profeffion;  but  could  not 
conceal  his  indignation  againft  fuch,  as  aded 
inconliftently  with  it;  and  he  above  all  things 
abhorred  flattery  and  vain-glory  in  them  .  He 
one  day  remarked,  with  regard  to  Dr.  Mil- 
bourne,  Dean  of  Rochester,  his  chaplain,  that 
he  thought,  when  he,  and  others  like  him, 
at  their  firft  entry  into  the  pulpit,  looked  him 
in  the  face,  their  countenance  feemed  to  fay 
to  him;  'v  Sir,  you  muft  hear  me  diligently: 
<c  You  muft  have  a  care  to  obferve  what  I  fay f ." 
He  had  determined,  if  he  had  lived,  to  have 
made  choice  of  one  of  his  chaplains,  advanced 
in  years,  deeply  learned,  efpecially  in  divinity, 
and  of  great  experience,  difcretion,  and  wif- 
dom,  from  whom,  in  all  fpiritual  matters,  and 
fuch  as  concerned  the  regulation  of  his  con-

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fcience,  he  intended  to  have  received  a  conti- 
nual direction6. 

He  had  fuch  an  averfion  to  the  profanation 
of  the  name  of  God,  that  he  was  never  heard 
to  take  it  in  vain,  with  the  addition  of  any 
other  feemingly  light,  much  lefs  horrible, 
oaths.  And  the  Archbifhop  of  Canterbury, 
in  his  funeral- fermon  upon  him,  mentioned, 
in  teftimony  of  his  ftridtnefs  in  this  point,  that 
memorable  anfwer  of  the  Prince,  when  he 
was  afked  by  one,  who  greatly  rejoiced,  that 
his  High n els  was  no  fwearer,  why  he  did 
not  fwear  in  play  as  well  as  others?  that  he 
knew  no  game  worthy  of  an  oathh.  The 
fame  kind  of  anfwer  he  gave  on  another  oc- 
cafion,  according  to  the  report  of  one  of  our 
hiftorians !,  who  had  the  following  account 
from  his  own  father,  a  contemporary  of  the 
Prince,  and  fon  of  the  Lord  Juftice  Coke.  His 
Highnefs  being  once  hunting  the  ftag,  it  hap- 
pened, that  the  ftag,  being  fpent,  crofTed  the 
road,  where  a  butcher  and  his  dog  were  travel- 
ling. The  dog  having  kilted  the  ftag,  which 
was  fo  large,  that  the  butcher  could  not  carry  it 
away,  when  the  huntfmen  and  company  came 
up,  they  exprefled  great  refentment,  and  endea-

voured 
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voured  to  incenfe  the  Prince  againft  the  but- 
cher. But  the  Prince  anfwered  coolly  j  "  What 
<£  if  the  butcher's  dog  killed  the  ftag?  what 
<{  could  the  butcher  help  it?"  They  replied, 
that  if  his  father  had  been  fo  ferved,  he  would 
have  fworn  fo  as  no  man  could  have  endured  it. 
Away,  rejoined  the  Prince;  all  the  pkafure  in 
the  world  is  not  worth  an  oath. 

He  had  a  thorough  deteftation  of  popery, 
though  he  treated  thofe  of  that  religion  with 
great  courtefy ;  Shewing,  that  his  hatred  was 
not  levelled  at  their  perfons,  but  their  opinions k. 
And  he  was  fo  immoveable  in  his  attachment 
to  the  proteftant  religion,  that,  not  long  before 
his  death,  he  made  a  folemn  proteftation,  that 
he  would  never  join  in  marriage  with  one  of  a 
different  faith1.  And  fome  proteftant  divines 
feemed  to  have  conceived  no  fmall  hopes,  that 
he  would,  if  he  had  lived,  have  proved  a  con- 
fiderable  inftrument,  in  the  hand  of  providence, 
in  fupprefTing  the  power  and  fuperftition  of  the 
fee  of  Rome.  Dr.  Robert  Abbot,  brother  to  the 
Archbifhop  of  Canterbury,  and  himfelf  raifed, 
in  1615,  to  the  bifhoprick  of  Salifbury,  in  the 
epiftle  dedicatory  to  the  Prince  of  his  'True 
antient  Roman  catholic™,  in  anfwer  to  a  zealous

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popifh  writer,  William  Biftiop,  doctor  of  Sor- 
bonne,  and,  in  1622,  made  Bifhop  of  Chal- 
cedon  by  the  Pope,  defired,  that  this  work 
might  go  forth  under  the  protection  of  his 
Highneis,  "  whom,  fays  he,  according  to  that 
*'  eminent  wiiciom  and  knowledge,  wherewith 
"  God  hath  endued  thefe  your  younger  years, 
"  I  make  the  judge  of  this  quarrel :  and  there- 
"  fore  the  firft  part  thereof  I  new  tender  at  your 
"  Highnefs's  feet,  for  a  teftimony  of  my  loyal 
c*  and  dutiful  afFedion,  and  for  acknowledge- 
"  ment  of  my  devotions  unto  Almighty  God 
<c  for  the  preservation  of  your  Highneis,  and 
"  the  continuance  and  increafe  of  his  graces 
**  and  blefilngs  towards  you,  that  your  princely 
*'  name  may  more  and  more  grow  great,  and 
"  may  be  a  terror  to  that  felf-exalting  kingdom 
ce  and  monarchy  of  the  great  Capitolian  prieft, 
<f  at  length  to  work  the  utter  ruin  and  con- 
"  fufion  thereof.  Which  as  we  believe  not 
'*  to  be  far  off,  fo  we  hope,  that  iri  that  glo- 
"  rious  revenge  of  the  caufe  of  Almighty  God, 
"  your  Highnefs  fliali  have  a  chief  and  an 
<e  honourable  part ;  and  that  God  will  flrength- 
<c  en  your  arms,  and  give  edge  to  your  fword, 
"  to  ftrikc  through  the  loins  of  all  them,  that 
*'  are  the  fupporters  of  that  antichriftian  and 
tr  wicked  fta'te." 

The  Prince  was  fo  exadl  in  ajl  the  duties  of 
filial  pi  sty,  and  bore  fo  true  a  reverence  and 
i-efp.ci  for  the  King  his  father,  that  though 

fome- 
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fometimes,  out  of  his  own  inclination,  or  by  the 
excitement  of  others,  he  moved  his  Majefty 
in  fome  things  relating  to  the  public,  or  his 
own  particular  Intercils,  or  thofe  cf  others ; 
yet  upon  the  leaft  word,  or  look,  or  iign  given 
him  of  his  M  jefty's  difapprobation,  he  would 
inftantly  defift  from  purfuing  the  point,  and 
return  either  with  fatisfaction,  upon  finding  it 
difagreeable  to  the  King,  or  with  fuch  a  re- 
Iblved  patience,  that  he,  neither  in  word  or 
aftion,  gave  fo  much  as  any  appearance  of 
being  difplcafed  or  difcontented.  And  he  was 
fo  thoroughly  difpofed  to  the  fatisfying  the  King 
his  father  in  all  things,  that,  fome  confider- 
able  time  before  his  death,  he  made  a  folemn 
protection  to  Sir  Charles  Corn wallis";  that, 
in  order  to  avoid  giving  the  leail  difguft  to  his 
Majefty,  he  would,  from  that  moment,  turn 
his  thoughts  from  all  affairs  whatfoever,  that 
fhould  not  particularly  concern  himfeif,  his 
own  eftate,  or  the  government  of  his  houfe- 
hold. 

He  adhered  ftridtly  to  juftice  on  all  occa- 
fions,  and  never  fuffered  himfeif  to  determine 
rafhly,  or  till  after  a  due  examination  of  both 
parries0.  This  love  of  juftice  {hewed  itfelf 
very  early  by  favouring  and  rewarding  thofe 
among  his  pages,  and  other  young  gentlemen 
placed  about  him,  who,  by  men  of  great  judg- 
ment, were  thought  to  be  of  the  beft  beha-

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viour  and  moft  merit p.  And  when  he  was 
but  a  little  above  five  years  of  age,  and  a  foil 
of  the  Earl  of  Mar,  fomewhat  younger  than 
himfelf,  falling  out  with  one  of  his  Highnefs's 
pages,  did  him  fome  wrong,  the  Prince  re- 
proved him  for  it,  faying,  "  I  love  you,  be- 
"  caufe  you  are  my  lord's  fon,  and  my  cou- 
"  fin  :  but  if  you  be  not  better  conditioned, 
"  I  will  love  fuch  a  one  better ;"  naming  the 
child,  who  had  complained  of  him. 

He  was  of  fingular  integrity q,  and  hated 
flattery  and  difTimulationr,  the  latter  of  which 
he  efteemed  a  bafe  quality,  efpecially  in  a 
Prince;  nor  could  he  ever  confirain  himfelf 
to  treat  thofe  kindly,  who  did  not  deferve  his 
love.  A  nobleman  in  the  higheft  favour 
with  the  King  had  written  to  him,  by  fpecial 
<  command  of  his  Majefty,  a  letter,  wherein  he 
recommended  to  his  Highnefs  a  matter  of  very 
great  confequence,  to  be  inftantly  anfwered; 
and  in  his  fubfcription  had  ufed  thefe  words, 
Tours  before  all  the  world.  His  Highnefs  di- 
rected Sir  Charles  Cornwallis  to  draw  up  an 
anfwer,  who,  having  written  it,  added  fome

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words  of  favour  to  the  nobleman  to  precede 
the  Prince's  figning.  His  Highnefs  having 
read  and  confidered  the  letter,  allowed  it  intirely 
without  alteration  :  But,  with  regard  to  the 
words  of  fubfcription,  notwithftanding  the 
great  hafte,  which  the  difpatch  required,  he 
ordered  it  to  be  new  written,  and  the  words 
objected  to  by  him  to  be  left  out,  alledging, 
that  he,  to  whom  he  wrote,  had  dealt  with 
him  untruly  and  unfaithfully ;  and  that  his 
hand  mould  never  affirm  what  his  heart  did 
not  think. 

His  temperance,  except  in  the  article  of 
fruit1,  was  as  eminent  as  his  abhorrence  of 
vanity  and  ofientation,  which  began  to  fhew 
themfelves,  when  he  was  very  young.  When 
he  was  taught  to  handle  the  pike,  and  his 
matter  inftrucled  him,  both  by  word  and  ex- 
ample, to  ufe  a  kind  of  ftatelinefs  in  marching 
and  holding  of  his  hand,  though  he  learned 
all  other  things,  he  would  not  conform  him- 
felf  to  that  affected  famion :  and  if  fometimes, 
upon  earned:  intreaty,  he  offered  to  ufe  it,  he 
would  laugh  at  himfelf,  and  prefently  return 
to  his  own  more  modeft  and  decent  manner. 
And  though  he  was  a  perfect  mafter  of  danc- 
ing, he  never  practifed  it  except  when  he  was 
ftrongly  preffed  to  it.  The  fame  modefty  ap- 
peared in  whatever  he  faid  or  did :  But  it  was 
no  impediment  to  his  generous  and  heroic  dif-

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petition,  which  made  him  perform  all  his  ex- 
ercifes  heft  before  much  company  and    the 
greateft  perfonages v. 

His  courage  and  fearlefsnefs  fhewed  them- 
felves  from  his  earlieft  years.  Being  afked  very 
young  what  inftrument  of  mufic  he  liked  heft? 
he  anfwered  a  trumpet,  in  the  found  of  which, 
and  of  drums,  and  of  fmall  and  great  pieces 
of  ordnance  (hot  off  near  him,  he  took  great 
delight.  He  was  fcarce  feven  years  of  age, 
when  a  boy  of  good  courage,  and  almoft  a  year 
older,  falling  by  accident  to  blows  with  him, 
and  exerting  his  whole  ftrength,  his  Highnefs 
not  only  had  the  fuperiority  in  the  conteft, 
when  they  were  parted,  but  loved  his  antago- 
nift  the  better  ever  after  for  his  fpirit.  While 
he  was  a  child,  he  wept  much  lefs  than  moil: 
others  of  his  ace.  Having  once  hurt  both  his 
vhands  with  a  fall,  fo  that  they  bled,  though 
the  feverity  of  the  pain  extorted  fome  tears, 
yet  he  rofe  up  with  a  fmile,  and  diifembled 
what  he  fufFered.  At  another  time  he  was  fo 
wounded  in  the  flefh,  that  it  was  fcarce  healed 
in  a  month  after;  yet,  being  then  afked  whe- 
ther any  thing  ailed  him  ?  he  anfwered  nothing; 
but  continued  to  play  as  ufual w.  Looking  at 
another  time  upon  fome,  who  were  hunting  a 
deer,  and  being  afked  whether  he  liked  that 
fport?  he  anfwered,  Yes ;  but  I  love  another 
4t  kind  6f  hunting  better."  And  being  afked

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again,  what  hunting  that  was  ?  replied, 
"  Hunting  of  thieves  and  rebels  with  brave 
<c  men  and  horfes."  And  turning  to  one  of 
his  pages  defcended  of  Highland  parents,  who 
were  reported  to  be  thieves,  he  added,  "  And 
<c  fuch  thieves,  as  I  take,  fball  be  hanged,  the 
"  great  ones  higher  than  the  reft:  And  you, 
"  -iirrah,  if  you  be  a  thief,  higheft  of  all"" 
He  was  hardly  ten  years  of  age,  when  being 
defirous  to  mount  a  horfe  of  prodigious  mettle, 
and  refufed  the  afliftance  of  his  attendants, 
who  thought  it  too  hazardous  an  attempt,  he 
got  up  himfelf  from  the  fide  of  a  bank,  and 
fpurred  the  animal  to  a  full  gallop,  in  fpitc  of 
the  remonftrances  of  thofe,  who  flood  by;  and 
at  Lift  having  thoroughly  exercifed  the  horfe, 
brought  him  in  a  gentle  pace  backhand  dif- 
mounting,  laid  to  them,  "  How  long  mall  I 
"  continue  to  be  a  child  in  your  opinion  ?" 

Pie  collected  in  his  court  a  number  of 
young  gentlemen  of  the  greateft  fpirit  and 
courage ;  and  he  contracted  and  cultivated  an 
acquaintance  with  the  moil  celebrated  officers 
in  Upper  and  Lower  Germany,  and  indeed 
throughout  Europey. 

His  exercifes  were  of  the  in  oft  manly  kind. 
He  ufed  almoft  daily  to  ride  and  manage 
great  horfes,  with  which  he  had  his  jftabks 
excellently  furniihed;  ofren  to  run  at  the  rinjr, 
and  fometimes  at  tilt,  both  .which  he  perform,

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ed  with  fo  much  dexterity  ancf  fkill,  that  he 
became  fecond  to  no  Prince  in  Chrifteridom, 
and  fuperior  to  moft  of  thofe  perfons,  who 
praclifed  with  him.     His  other  exercifes  were 
dancing,  leaping,  and,  in  times  of  the  year  fit 
for  it,  learning  to  fwim.  He  fometimes  walked 
faft  and  far,  to  accuftom  and  enable  himfelf  to 
make  long  marches,  when  they  mould  be  re- 
quite.     But  his   greateft  diverfion   was  at 
Tennis,    in  which,  it  is   acknowledged,    he 
neither  obferved  moderation,  nor  what  fuited 
his  dignity  and  perfon  \  continuing  often  three 
or  four  hours  at  it,  and  in  fhort,  "  rather,  fays 
c<  Charles  Cornwallis*,  like  an  artifan  than  a 
"  Prince,  who  in  things  of  that  nature  ought 
"  only  to  affect  comelinefs,,  or  rather  a  kind 
"  •  of  carelefsnefs  in  mew,  to  make  their  afti- 
"  vities  feem  the  more  natural,  than  a  labo- 
<c  rious  induftry." 

To  other  forts  of  play  or  gaming  he  did 
not  mew  much  inclination ;  yet  would  fome- 
times divert  himfelf  with  chefs,  billiards,  and 
cards ;  but  fo  very  nobly  and  like  himfelf,  as 
plainly  difcovered  it  to  be  only  for  recreation, 
and  not  for  appetite  of  game.  For  whether 
he  won  or  loft,  his  countenance  was  ftill  the 
fame ;  or,  for  the  moft  part,  there  was  greater 
appearance  of  mirth  in  him,  when  he  was  a 
Jofer,  than  when  he  was  a  gainer  j  demon- 
ilrating  by  this  both  his  judgment  in  ventur-

ing 
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ing  no  more  than  what  he  did  not  regard,  if 
he  loft  it ;  and  his  Princely  magnanimity  in 
hot  fuffering  himfelf  to  be  difturbed  or  altered 
by  any  ill  luck. 

He  difliked  in  feme  young  gentlemen 4 
whom  he  efteemed,  too  ftrong  a  dilpofition  to 
play;  and  not  only  diffuaded  them  from  it, 
but  likevvife  gave  fome  of  them  a  valuable 
confideration,  to  oblige  themlelves  to  break  ofT 
the  cuftom. 

For  pleafures  in  general,  he  ufed  them  only, 
as  it  were,  in  parTage,  without  feeming  to  de- 
fire  them,  or  at  leaft  to  have  any  inclination 
to  indulge  them*. 

He  never  defired  to  live  long,  often  faying* 
that  it  was  to  fmall  purpofe  for  a  brave  gallant 
man,  when  the  prime  of  his  days  were  paft, 
to  live  till  he  were  full  of  difeafes;  and  he 
frequently  exprefTed  himfelf  with  indifference 
about  death b. 

His  cloaths  were  ufually  very  plain,  except 
on  occafions  of  public  ceremony,  or  upon  re- 
ceiving foreign  ambafTadors,  when  he  would 
aflume  a  magnificence  of  drefs,  and  an  air  of 
majefty,  which  immediately  after  he  laid  afide. 
Having  once  worn  a  fuit  of  Wel(h  frize  for  a 
confiderable  time,  and  being  told,  that  it  was 
too  mean  for  him,  and  that  he  ought  not  to 
keep  even  a  rich  fuit  fo  long ;  his  anfwer  was*

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that  he  was  not  afhamed  of  his  country  cloth, 
and  wifhed,  that  it  would  laft  for  everc. 

In  quickncfs  of  apprehenfion  and  memory 
few  of  the  fame  age  ever  went  beyond  him ; 
and  fewer  flill  in  a  right  judgement  of  what 
he  was  taught.  When  he  began  to  have  fome 
knowledge  of  the  Latin  tongue,  being  defired 
to  choole  a  motto  out  of  feveral  fentences 
collected  by  his  tutor  for  his  ufe,  after  reading 
over  many  good  ones,  he  pitched  upon  that 
of  Silius  Italicus,  Fax  mentis  honeftce  gloria. 
And  being  afked  by  the  King  one  day,  which 
were  the  beft  verfes,  that  he  had  learned  in 
the  firft  book  of  Virgil's  ^Eneid,  he  anfwered 
thefej 

Rex  erat  ^neas  nobis,  quo  jujlwr  alter 
Nee  pietate  fuity  ?iec  bello  major  &  armis. 

Reading  likewife  another  verfe  of  the  fame 
poet, 

7m  Tyriufue  mihi  milk  dlfcnmlne  agctur, 

he  faid  he  would  make  ufe  of  it  with   this 

alteration, 

Anglm  Scotufue  mihi  nullo  dtjcrimine  agetur*. 

JBefides  his  knowledge  of  the  learned  lan- 
guages, he  fpoke  the  Italian  and  French  ;  and 
had  made  a  considerable  progrefs  in  Phiio- 
iophy%  Hiftory,  Fortification,  Mathematics,

and 
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and  Cofmography f ;  in  the  two  laft  of  which 
he  was  inftrudted  by  that  excellent  Mathema- 
tician, Mr.  Edward  Wright8. 

He  loved  and  endeavoured  to  do  fomewhat 
of  every  thing,  and  to  be  excellent  in  the  moil 
excellent.  He  greatly  delighted  in  all  rare  in- 
ventions and  arts,  and  military  engines  both  at 
land  and  fea ;  in  (hooting  and  levelling  great 
pieces  of  ordnance;  in  the  ordering  and  mar- 
maling  of  armies;  in  Building  and  Gardening; 
in  Mufic,  Sculpture,  and  Painting,  in  which 
laft  art  he  brought  over  feveral  valuable  works 
of  great  Matters  from  all  countries17. 

He  entertained  feveral  learned  men  in  his 
court'1,  and  among  the  reft,  as  was  obferved 
above k,  Mr.  Thomas  Lydiat;  whom  he 
would  have  provided  for,  if  he  had  lived1.

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And  he  {hewed  great  generality  on  all  oeca-. 
iions  towards  peribns  of  genius  and  merit.  A 
good  Poet,  and  a  very  honeft  man,  prefenting 
to  him  a  fmall  Poem,  the  Prince  received  it 
very  gracioufiy,  and  defired  a  gentleman,  who 
kept  his  privy  purfe,  to  beftow  on  him  fome 
mark  of  his  favour.  The  gentleman  afking, 
whether  a  couple  of  Angels  would  not  ferve  ? 
"  Fie,  for  ill  am  e,  answered  bh  Higbnefs,  give 
•<*  him  at  leaft  ten  Angels1." 

His  Chaplains  were  chofen  by  him  for  their 
eminence  in  their  own  profemon  or  learning 
in  general ;  and  if  the  learned  Mr.  Thomas 
Gataker,  then  Preacher  to  Lincoln's  Inn,  had 
not  the  honour  of  a  place  in  the  lift  of  them, 
it  was  owing  to  his  own  mo'defty  m.

*.'  Priells,  or  Sprites,  if  you  pleafe,  haunted  the  houfe, 
^*  and  were  very  bufy  in  labouring  to  pervert  the  young 

"  gentle-. 
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The  neighbourhood  of  his  houfe  at  Wood- 
ftock  to  Oxford  gave  him  frequent  oppor- 
tunities of  mewing  his  regard  for  that  Univer- 
fity,  the  members  of  which  were  always  re- 
ceived by  him  with  great  kindnefs  and  affa- 
bility11. But  when,  upon  the  vacancy  of  the 
Chancellorship  of  that  learned  body0,  he  was 

defired 

"  gentlemen.  The  notes  of  one  of  thofe  fermons  Sir 
"  Robert  Darcie,  by  mine  inward  and  intire  friend  Mr. 
"  Bradfhaw,  got  from  me  under  the  title  of  The  Popis 
*'•  Pride^  and  Papijls  Idol,  This  he  and  the  young  Lord 
"  [Harington]  imparted -to  the  Prince;  and  upon  fuch 
'c  further  terms  of  recommendation,  as  they  were  pleafed 
"  to  adjoin,  and  his  good  opinion  of  me,  as  they  con* 
*c  ceived,  thereby  produced,  they  took  the  boldnefs  by 
<c  my  worthy  friend  Mr.  Hilderfham,  and  Mr.  Jacob  joining 
"  with  him,  to  follicit  me  to  come  and  preach  one  day 
"  before  the  Prince  at  his  court;  not  doubting  to  pre- 
"  vail  with  him  to  bring  me  in  to  be  his  Chaplain,  and 
"  by  the  afliftance  of  Bifhop  Montagu,  then  in  favour 
*4  with  the  King  his  father,  to  procure  for  me  that  place 
"  of  conflant  attendance  in  that  kind  about  him,  that 
"  was  fametime  defigned  to  Mr.  John  Burges,  had  not 
"  the  defign  mifcarried  by  a  fermon,  which  he  preached 
**  before  the  King,  and  coft  him  much  trouble  :  unto 
*'  which  motion  I  defired  by  them  to  be  returned,  after 
"  thankful  acknowledgement  of  deep  engagement  to 
"  thofe  worthy  perfons  for  their  good  opinion  of  me 
.*'  and  affection  to  me,  that  as  I  deemed  my felf  unworthy 
*'  of  fo  great  a  favour,  fo  I  well  knew  myfelf  very  unfit 
"  for  fuch  an  employment,  being  naturally  of  a  very 
"  bafJbful  difpofition,  and  finding  in^myfelf  a  great  in- 
"  difpofition  and  averfenefs  to  courtly  attendance ;  and 
"  requeued  therefore  of  them,  that  no  motion  or  men- 
"  tion  might  be  farther  made  of  ought  in  that  kind."

He  had  a  juft  opinion- of  the  great  abilities 
of  Sir  Walter  Ralegh,  and  is  reported  to  have 
faid,  that  110  King  but  bis  father  would  keep  jltcb 
a  bird  in  a  cage'1.  And  it  is  affirmed,  that  his 
Highnefs,  .but  a  few  months  before  his  death, 
obtained  the  lands  and  Caftie  of  Sheiburn  in 
Dorfetfhire,  the.confifcated  eftate  of  Sir  Walter, 
with  an  intention  of  returning  it  to  himr. 
That  eminent  Writer,  Soldier,  and  Statefman, 
had  a  reciprocal  regard  for  the  Prince,  to 
whom  he  had  deiigncd  to  addrefs  a  difcourfe 
Of  the  Art  of  War  by  Sea,  which  his  'High- 
ncls's  dearh  prevented  the  Author  from  finilh- 
ings.  He  had  written  likewife  to  the  Prince 
another  Difcourfe  of  a  Maritimal  Voyage,  with 
the  pajfcges  and  incidents  therein l :  But  this  has 
never  yet  appeared  in  print.  He  had  alfo  in- 
tended,, and,  as  he  expreffes  it,  hewn  out  a

who  died  November  2,  1610,  and  was  fucceeded  as 
Chancellor  of  Oxford  by  Thomas  Lord  Elefmere,  then 
Lord  Chancellor  of  England.  ?

fecond 
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fecond  and  third  volume  of  his  General 
Hijiorjy  which  were  to  have  been  directed  to 
his  Highnefs :  "  but  it  has  pleafed  God,  fays 
"  heu,  to  take  that  glorious  Prince  out  of  this 
"  world,  to  whom  they  were  directed  ;  whofe 
cc  unfpeakable  and  never-enough  lamented 
<c  iofs  hath  taught  me  to  fay  with  Job,  Verfa 
"  eft  in  luSlitm  C.  the  fa  mea^  6?  crganum  meum 
cc  in  r\)occm  fentium? 

He  was  remarkable  from  his  earlieft  years 
.for  h's  fidelity  in  keeping  all  fecrets  intrufted  to 
him  w,  and  extremely  defirous  to  hear  and  re- 
ceive advertifements  and  advices  from  any,  of 
whofe  knowledge  and  experience  he  had  an 
opinion  x. 

In  the  government  of  his  houfhold  and  ma- 
nagement of  his  revenues,  though  he  was  fo 
very  young,  his  example  deferved  to  be  imitated 
by  ail  other  Princes y.  He  not  only  gave  orders, 
bat  faw  almoft  every  thing  done  himfelf,.  fo 
that  there  were  fcarce  any  of  his  domeftics, 
whom  he  did  not  know  by  name.  And 
among  thefe  there  was  not  one  even  fufpected 
papiftj  his  directions  being  very  peremptory 
for  fetting  down  the  names  of  all  communi- 
cants, that  he  might  know,  if  there  were  any 
of  his  family,  who  abfented  themfelves  from 
the  communion  z.

,  His 
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Hi$  family  was  large,  confining  of  few 
lefs  than  five  hundred,  many  of  them  young 
gentlemen  born  to  great  fortunes,  in  the  prime 
of  their  years,  when  their  paffions  and  appe- 
tites were  ftrong,  their  reafon  weak,  and  their 
experience  little.  But  his  judgement,  and  the 
gravity  of  his  princely  afpect,  and  his  own 
example,  were  fufficient  reftraints  upon  them  j 
and  his  very  eye  ferved  inftead  of  a  command, 
and  his  looks  alone  had  more  efTecl:  than  the 
fharpert  reprehenfions  of  other  Princes.  If 
any  difputes  or  contefts  arofe  among  his  fer- 
vants,  he  would  put  a  ftop  to  them  at  the  be- 
ginning, by  referring  them  to  fome  of  his 
principal  officers,  whom  he  thought  moft  in- 
telligent in  points  of  that  nature,  and  to  un- 
derfland  beft  what  compenfation  was  due  to 
the  injured,  and  what  reproof  to  the  offender; 
fo  that  in  fo  numerous  a  family  there  was  not 
ib  much  as  a  blow  given,  nor  any  quarrel  car- 
ried to  the  leaft  hight. 

Though  he  loved  plenty  and  magnificence 
in  his  houfe,  he  retrained  them  within  the 
rules  of  frugality  and  moderation.  He  ordered 
to  be  fet  down  in  writing  the  feveral  heads  of 
all  his  annual  charges  j  the  ordinary  expence 
jof  his  houfe  and  his  ftables ;  that  of  his  ap- 
parel and  wardrobe  5  his  rewards,  and  every 
thing  elfe,  that  were  to  be  ifliied  yearly  out  of 
his  coffers.  Thefe  he  compared  with  his  an- 
nual'revenue,  and  fo  judicioufly  proportioned 

them

them  by  retrenching  what  he  found  fuper- 
fluDUS,  and  adding  what  was-  wanting,  that 
he  reduced  the  whole  to  a  certainty,  fuch  as 
his  revenues  would  defray,  befides  a  yearly 
faving  of  fome  thoufands  of  pounds,  which 
he  referved  for  contingent  and  occafional  exi- 
gencies a. 

By  this  oeconomy  he  avoided  the  neceffity 
of  being  rigid  to  his  tenants,  either  by  raifing 
their  farms  or  fines,  or  feeking  or  taking  ad- 
vantage of  forfeitures.  Nor  was  he  tempted 
to  make  the  profit,  which  both  law  and  right 
afforded  him,  of  fuch,  who  had  in  the  time  of 
former  princes  purchafed  lands  belonging  to 
his  Duchy  of  Cornwall,  which  could  not  by  law 
be  alienated  from  it.  For  he  gave  them,  upon 
refuming  thefe  lands,  a  reafonable  fatisfaction.

When 
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When  he  made  any  entertainments,  he  was 
defirous,  that  they  mould  be  magnificent  and 
fuitable  to  his  dignity  j  yet  not  without  a  fpecial 
care  taken,  that  nothing  might  be  fpent  in  di£- 
order,  or  the  expence  hightened  by  the  want  of 
management  in  his  officers.  And  he  was  par- 
ticularly follicitous  on  fuch  occafions,  that  all 
things  might  pafs  with  decency  and  decorum, 
and  without  all  rudenefs,  noife,  or  diforder. 

In  every  matter,  either  intruded  or  permitted 
to  him  by  the  King  his  father,  concerning  the 
ftate  and  defence  of  the  kingdom,  he  was 
extremely  careful  and  diligent  to  acquit  him- 
felf  with  the  utrnoft  prudence  and  circumfpec- 
tion  b. 

His  exadnefs  in  viewing  the  fhips  and  ftores 
at  Chatham,  in  his  vifit  there  in  May  1611, 
has.  been  already  remarked0.  What  further 
might  have  been  expected  from  him,  with  re- 
gard to  the  improvement  of  the  Royal  Navy, 
wherein  the  firength,  honour,  and  even  fafety 
of  this  kingdom  confili,  appeared  from  the 
quickneis  of  underftanding  and  vigour  of 
mind,  which  he  mewed  upon  occafion  of  a 
difcoiirfe  delivered  to  him  by  a  fervant  of  his 
own  concerning  a  naval  war  with  Spain,  when- 
ever that  King  mould  give  caufe  of  public 
hoitiiity.  Two  main  points  of  the  propofal 
were,  the  preparation  of  one  fleet  to  be

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fent  to  the  Wcfl  Indies,  and  another  to  cruiie 
on  the  coafts  of  Spain,  in  order  to  prevent  all 
fhips  from  going  into,  or  coming  out  of,  that 
kingdom.  It  was  aftonifbing  to  hear  fo  young  a 
perfon  afk  fuch  very  judicious  queftions  about 
every  part  and  circumftance  of  the  defign,  and  of 
the  practicability  or  difficulties  of  every  branch 
of  it;  infixing  upon  every  doubt,  till  he  was 
fatisfied  by  the  reafons  and  demonstrations  of 
the  moft  experienced  men  in  fea  fervice.  He 
then  examined  critically  into  every  point  of  the 
utility  and  honour,  and  of  the  danger  and  charge, 
of  fuch  an  attempt;  which  having  found  to  be 
highly  reafonable,  and  the  advantages  very 
important,  he  declared  to  thofe,  who  were 
prefent,  that  if  the  King  his  Father  fhould  on 
any  future  occafion  think  proper  to  break  with 
Spain,  he  would  himfelf,  if  his  Majefly  would 
permit,  undertake  the  execution  of  the  at- 
tempt againft  the  Weft  Indies d.  > 

His  oeconomy  did  not  renrain  him  from 
being  liberal  where  merit  or  diftrefs  called  for 
it ;  but  he  was  never  known  to  give  or  even 
promife  any  thing  but  upon  mature  delibera- 
tione.  A  little  before  his  death,  he  conferred 
upon  divers  of  his  fervants,  who  had  longcft 
ferved  him,  and  whofe  circumftances  required 
it,  penfions  during  life,  to  the  value  of  eleven

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or  twelve  hundred  a  year;  and  that  without 
any  mediation  of  others,  and  It  a  time,  when 
they  leaft  expeded  itf. 

To  ftrangers  he  was  extremely  courteous 
and  affable,  and  eafily  gained  their  affections 
upon  a  very  mort  acquantance g. 

Whatever  abufes  were  reprefented  to  him, 
he  immediately  redreffed,  to  the  intire  fatisfac- 
tion  of  the  perfons  aggrieved  h. 

In  his  removal  from  one  of  his  houfes  to 
another,  and  in  his  attendance  on  the  King 
on  the  fame  occafions,  or  in  progreffes,  he 
would  fuffer  no  provifions  or  carriages  to  be 
taken  up  for  his  ufe,  without  full  contentment 
given  to  the  parties.  And  he  was  fo  follicitous 
to  prevent  any  perfbn  from  being  prejudiced 
or  annoyed  by  himfelf  or  any  of  his  train  > 
that  whenever  he  went  out  to  hawk  before 
harveft  was  ended,  he  would  take  care,  that 
none  mould  pafs  through  the  corn ;  and,  to  fet 
them  an  example,  would  himfelf  ride  rather 
a  furlong  about1. 

His  fpeech  was  flow  and  attended  with  fome 
impediment,  rather,  as  it  was  conceived,  by 
cuftom  and  a  long  imitation  of  fome,  who 
firft  inftructed  him,  than  by  any  defect  of  na- 
ture, as  appeared  from  his  having  much  cor- 
rected it  by  ufing  at  home,  amongft  his  fervants,

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firft  mort  difcourfes,  and  then  longer,  as  he 
found  himfelf  enabled  to  do  it.  \  et  he  would 
often  fay  of  himfelf,  that  he  had  the  moft  un- 
ferviceable  tongue  of  any  man  livi  g. 

He  had  a  certain  hight  of  mind,  and  knew 
well  how  to  keep  his  diftance;  which  indeed 
he  did  to  all,  admitting  no  near  approach 
either  to  his  power  or  his  fecrets  k. 

He  expreffed  himfelf,  upon  occafions  offer- 
ed, to  love  and  efteem  moft  fuch  of  the  no^ 
bility,  as  were  moft  antiently  defcended,  and 
moft  nobly  and  honeftly  difpofed. 

He  had  an  intire  affection  for  his  brother* 
the  Duke  of  York,  and  his  fitter  Elizabeth ; 
though  fometimes  by  a  kind  of  rough  play 
with  the  former,  and  an  appearance  of  con* 
tradicling  the  .latter  in  what  he  difcerned  her 
to  defire,  he  took  a  pleafure  in  giving  them,  in 
their  tender  years,  fome  exercife  of  their  pa- 
tience1. A  Writer111,  of  lefs  authority  than  Sir 
Charles  Cornwallis,  from  the  latter  of  whom 
we  have  thefe  particulars,  adds,  that  the  Prince 
feemed  to  have  more  affection  for  his  fifter  than 
his  brother,  whom  he  would  often  taunt  till  he 
made  him  weep,  telling  him,  that  he  fhould  be 
a  Bifhop,  a  gown  being  fitted  to  hide  his  legs,

which 
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which  were  fubject  in  his  childhood  to  be 
crooked. 

A  marriage  was  propounded  and  offered 
for  him  in  Spain,  during  the  time  of  Sir 
Charles  Cornwallis's  embafly"  there,  who  had 
commiflion  from  the  King  to  treat  of  it.  But 
finding,  that  the  overture  of  that  court  grew 
rather  out  of  a  deiire  to  win  time  to  advance 
their  own  defigns,  than  a  real  intention  to  per- 
form it,  in  regard  to  the  difference  of  religion, 
Sir  Charles  put  an  end  to  the  negotiation  in  a 
manner  as  foon  as  he  began  it. 

After  Sir  Charles  Cornwall's  return  from 
Spain,  and  entrance  into  the  Prince's  fervice, 
the  like  motions  were  made  both  by  the  Dukes 
of  Tufcany  and  Savoy;  by  the  former  for  a 
filler,  and  by  the  latter  for  a  daughter0.  The 
Duke  of  Tufcany  went  fo  far,  as  to  apply  to 
the  Pope  for  his  confent ;  which  was  inter- 
preted two  ways,  according  to  Father  Paul's 
account p;  either,  that  being  fure  to  have  a 
negative  from  England,  he  was  defirous,  that 
it  mould  rather  come  from  the  Pope ;  or  that 
being  excluded  and  denied,  had  a  mind  to 
procure  the  Duke  of  Savoy  the  fame  exclu- 
fion  and  denial  of  the  Pope,  in  order  that  the 
latter  might  ferve  him  for  an  example  in

defifting 
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defining  from  the  profecution  of  the  treaty. 
"  But,  adds  Fathtr  Paul,  if  that  great  and 
"  wife  King  [James]  will  but  follow  the  coun- 
"  lei,  which  he  gave  his  fon  in  his  Bajiliccn 
"  Doron,  both  the  Dukes  would  do  well  to 
cc  turn  their  thoughts  fomewhere  elle."  But 
thefe  matches  being  thought  too  unequal,  that 
of  Anne,  Infanta  of  Spain,  was,  upon  a  new 
overture  by  the  Spanim  AmbaiTador  in  England, 
again  entertained,  and  committed  by  the  King 
to  be  treated  of  by  Sir  Charles  Cornwallis's 
SuccefTor  in  Spain,  Sir  John  Digby,  afterwards 
created  Earl  of  Briftol.  But  after  fome  delays 
there,  it  was  upon  the  firft  opening  found  to 
have  come  too  late;  that  Princefs,  for  whom 
the  treaty  was  intended,  and  who  was  the 
eldeft  daughter  of  the  King  of  Spain q,  and 

the

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the  only  one,  who  in  years  was  fit  for  the 
Prince,  having  been  formerly  promifed  to  Lewis 
XIII.  of  France".  The  negotiations  with  Spain 
on  this  point  will  appear  at  large  from  an  ex- 
cellent relation  of  them,  to  be  found  in  the 
Appendix8,  drawn  up  by  Sir  John  Digby  him- 
felf.  The  laft  propofition  was  for  a  fifter  of 
the  French  King ;  and  what  progrefs  was  made 
in  the  treaty  upon  it  has  been  {hewn  above. 

With  regard  to  any  unlawful  paffion  for  wo- 
men, to  the  temptations  of  which  the  Prince's 
outh  arid  fituation  •  peculiarly  expofed  him, 
is  hiftorian,  who  knew  him,  and  obferved 
him  much,  affures  us  *,  that  having  been  pre- 
fent  at  great  feafts  made  in  the  Prince's  houfe, 
to  which  he  invited  the  moft  beautiful   ladies 

Carleton's  Memorial  was  printed.  And  here  it  will  not 
be  improper  to  correct  a  miftake  of  Dr.  Thomas  Fuller 
in  his  Appeal  af injured  Innocence,  Part  II.  p.  ici,  where 
he  remarks,  that  Dr.  George  Hakewill,  Archdeacon  of 
Surrey,  was  outed  of  bis  Chaplain/hip  for  his  oppojing  the 
tfiatcb  [with  the  Infanta  of  Spain]  when  firjl  tendered  to 
Prince  Henry.  But  the  Hiftorian  has  confounded  that 
Prince  with  his  brother  Charles,  to  whom  Dr.  Hakewill,

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bf  the  Court  and  City,  he  could  not  difcover 
by  his  Highneis's  behaviour,  eyes,  or  counte- 
nance, the  lead  appearance  of  a  particular  in- 
clination to  any  one  of  them ;  nor  was  he  at 
any  other  time  witnefs  of  fuch  words  or  actions, 
as  could  jufUy  be  a  ground  of  the  leaft  fufpi- 
cion  of  his  virtue.  Though  he  obferves, -that 
fome  peribns  of  that  time,  rneafuring  the  Prince 
by  themfelves,  were  pleafed  to  conceive  and 
report  otherwife  of  him.  It  is  indeed  afferted/ 
as  a  notorious  truth,  by  the  Writer  of  Aulicus. 
Coquinarite",  believed  upon  good  grounds  to 
be  William  Saunderfon,  Efq  w  j  Author  of  the 
Complete  Hi/lory  cf  Mary  Queen  of  Scotland  and 
his  fin  andjuccefjor  King  James \  that  the  Prince 
made  'court  to  the  Countefs  of  Effex,  afterwards 
divorced  from  the  Earl,  and  married  to  the 
Vifcount  Rochester,  before  any  other  Lady  then 
living.  And  Arthur  Wilfon*  mentions  the 
many  amorous  glances,  which  the  Prince  gave 
her,  till  difcovering,  that  (lie  was  captivated  with 
the  growing  fortunes  of  Lord  Rochefler,  •  and

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grounded  more  hope  upon  him  than  the  un- 
certain and  hopelefs  love  of  his  Highnefs,  he 
foon  flighted  her.  The  learned  and  pious  An- 
tiquary, Sir  Simonds  D'Ewes,  in  a  manufcript 
life  of  himfelf  written  with  his  own  hand, 
and  brought  down  to  the  year  1637*,  *s  P°^~ 
tive,  that  notwithjlanding  the  inejlimable  Prince 
Henry's  martial  dcfires  and  initiation  into  the 
'ways  ofGodlinefs,  the  Countefs,  "  being  fet  on 
"  by  the  Earl  of  Northampton,  her  father's 
Ct  uncle,  firft  caught  his  eye  and  heart,  and 
c<  afterwards  proftituted  herfelf  to  him,  who 
"  firft  reaped  the  fruits  of  her  virginity.  But 
<e  thofe  fparks  of  grace,  which  even  then  be- 
'"  gan  to  mew  their  luftre  in  him,  with  thofe 
•"  more  heroic  innate  qualities  derived  from 
"  virtue,  which  gave  the  law  to  his  more  ad- 
"  vifed  actions,  foon  raifed  him  out  of  the 
"  flumber  of  that  diftemper,  and  taught  him 
11  to  reject  her  following  temptations  with  in- 
"  dignation  and  fupercilioufnefs."  But  thefe 
authorities  ought  to  have  little  weight,  to  the 
prejudice  of  the  Prince's  character,  againft  the 
dired:  teftimony  in  his  favour  from  fo  well- 
informed  a  Writer  as  Sir  Charles  Corn- 
wallis. 

The  immature  death  of  the  Prince  concur- 
ring with  the  public  apprehenfions  of  the 
power  of  the  Papifts,  and  the  ill  opinion, 
which  the  nation  then  had  of  the  court,  gave

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immediate  rife  to  fufpicions  of  its  being  hafiened 
by  poifon.  And  thefe  fufpicions  were  hightened 
by  the  very  little  concern  fhewn  by  fome  per- 
fons  in  great  ftations.  To  tell  yout  fays  Richard 
Earl  of  Dorfet  in  a  letter  to  Sir  Thomas 
Edmondes  of  the  23d  of  November  1612% 
that  our  ri/ing  fun  is  fet  ere  fcarcely  he  bad 
foone,  and  that  with  him  all  our  glory  lies  buried; 
you  know  and  do  lament  as  well  as  we,  and  better 
than  fome  do,  and  more  truly  ;  or  elfe  you  are  not 
a  man,  andfenfible  of  this  kingdoms  Ipfs.  And 
it  is  certain,  that  this  lofs  made  fo  little  im- 
prefTion  upon  the  King  and  his  favourite, 
that  the  Lord  Vifcount  Rochefter,  on  the  9th 
of  November,  three  days  after  it,  wrote  to  Sir 
Thomas  Edmondes  to  begin  a  negotiation  for 
a  marriage  between  Prince  Charles  and  the 
fecond  daughter  of  France3.  But  the  Ambaf- 
fador,  who  had  more  fenfe  of  decency,  thought 
it  improper  to  enter  upon  fuch  an  affair  fo 
foon  after  the  late  Prince's  death b.  .Mr. 
Beaulieu,  Secretary  to  Sir  Thomas  Edmondes, 
in  a  letter  of  the  iath  of  November  1612°, 
to  Mr.  Trumbull,  then  Refident  at  BrulTels, 
after  {tiling  the  Prince  "  the  flower  of  his 
"  houfe,  the  glory  of  his  country,  and  the 
"  admiration  of  all  Grangers,  which  in  all 
"  places  had  imprinted  a  great  hope  on  the

^  accident  we  have  yet  no  particular  relation) 
<4  fearing  the  growing  virtues  of  that  young 
"  Prince,  have  u fed  the  traiterous  venom  of 
ct  their  abominable  practices  to  cut  him  off  in 
c?  his  youth.  And  this  I  do  not  apprehend 
<c  without  caufe,  confidering  the  feveral  adver- 
"  tifements,  which  I  faw  a  month  ago  coming 
"  out  of,  England,  Holland,  and  Calais,  or 
<£  ftrange  rumours,,  which  were  in  thefe  parts, 
"  of  fome  great  and  imminent  practice  in 
«'  hand,  for  the  fuccefs  whereof  it  was  written, 
•"  that  in  fome  places  our  adverfaries  had  made 
"  folemn  prayers :  an4  out  of  Calais  it  was 
t(  especially  advertifed,  that  in  your  parts  they 
*'  were  in  expectation  of  the  death  of  fome 
"  great  Prince.  But  alas!  we  did  little  ap- 
•"  prehend,  that  fuph  ominous  prognoftica- 
<c  tions  would  have  lighted  upon  the  perfbnof

"  Maurice  along  with  him  with  fome  promifes, 
ct  and  done  fome  exploit  upon  the  place,  that 
*'  mot  the  Palfgrave's  Harbinger,    and  haply 
"  to  have  ieen  the  Landgraves's  daughter,  or 
<c  I  know  not  what:    that  this  he  meant  to 
tc  have  done,  whatfoever  it  was,  clam  patrem  & 
"  Jenatumfuum :  and  hatching  fome  fuchfecret 
<c  defign,  which  was  made  fubject  to  mifcon- 
"  flrudlion,  it  is  now  become  abortive,  like 
"  that  of  Henry  IV.  of  France.     Sir  Henry 
"  Neville  told  me,  he  had  vowed,  that  never 
<c  Idolater  mould  come  into  his  bed:  and  I 
**  was  afcertained,  that  in  his  fickncfs  he  ap- 
"  plied  this  chaftifement  for  a  deferved  punim- 
"  ment  upon  him,  for  having  ever  opened 
"  his  ears  to  admit  treaty  of  a  Popifh  match." 
Sir  Anthony  Weldon6  fuggefts,  that  the  Prince

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tenances  that  notion,  which  is  likewife  adopted 
by  Dr.Welwoodgj  who  in  his  Memoirs^  h'ke- 
wiie,  alter  filling  the  Prince  the  darling  of 
mankind ',  and  a  youth  of  foaft  hopes  and  wonder- 
ful virtues,  remarks,  that  it  was  the  general 
rumour  at  the  time  of  his  death,  that  his 
Highnefs  was  poifoned;  and  that  there  is  in 
print.a  fermon  preached  at  St. James's  upon  the 
difTolution  of  his  family,  that  boldly  infinuat- 
ed  fome  fuch  thing1.  By  this  fermon  Dr. 
Welwood  muft  mean  that  of  Mr.  Hall  cited 
above ;  in  which,  however,  at  leaf!  as  it  is  re- 
printed in  the  London  Edition  of  his  works 
in  1617,  in  Fol.  I  have  not  met  with  any  ex- 
prefTion,  that  carries  the  leaf!  infinuation  of 
that  kind.  The  Writer  of  the  Memoirs  adds,- 
that  Sir  Francis  Bacon,  in  his  fpeech  at  the 
trial  of  the  Earl  of  Somerfet,  had  fome  re- 
fle#ions  upon  the  intimacy  of  that  Lord  with 
Sir  Thomas  Overbury,  which  feemed  to  point 
that  way ;  there  being  feveral  expreflions  left

fpeech.  Bifhop  Burnet  likewifek  tells  us,  that 
he  was  allured  by  Col.  Titus,  that  he  had 
heard  King  Charles  I.  declare,  that  the  Prince 
his  brother  was  poifoned  by  the  means  of 
the  Vifcount  Rochefler,  afterwards  Earl  of 
Somerfet. 

But  it  will  be  perhaps  fufficient  to  oppofe  to 
all  fuch  fuggeftions  the  unanimous  opinion  of 
Phyficians,  who  attended  the  Prince  during 
his  ficknefs,  and  opened  his  body  after  his 
death  ;  from  which,  as  Dr.  Welwood  himfelf 
obferves1,  there  can  be  no  inference  drawn,  that 
he  was  poifoned.  To  which  may  be  added 
the  authority  of  Sir  Charles  Cornwallis  m,  who 
•Was  well  informed,  and  above  all  fufpicion  in 
this  pomt,  and  who  pronounces  the  rumours 
fpread  of  his  Highnefs's  having  been  poifoned 
vain  ;  and  was  fully  convinced,  that  his  death 
was  natural,  and  occafioned  by  a  violent  fever.

ORDERS  eftablifiied  to  be  obferved  by 
all  gentlemen  and  officers  of  the  Prince's 
Houfhold*,  viz. 

TH  E  Gentlemen  of  the  Prince's  chamber  are 
to  fee  the  Prince  duly  ferved,  and  fhall  com- 
mand the  Grooms,  and  others  of  the  bed-chamber 
whatfoever,  to  execute  their  offices  carefully,  and 
to  give  their  diligent  attendance,  forbidding  any 
ragged  or  unfweet  pcrfons,  or  fuch  as  are  not 
allowed  in  the  book  figned  by  the  King,  to  do 
any  manner  of  office  in  the  Prince's  chamber,  or 
to  approach  his  perfon  at  any  time. 

Item,  The  Gentlemen  aforefaid  fhall  fee  the 
Prince  decently  arrayed  and  difarrayed;  and  that 
for  the  health  of  his  body,  all  things  be  ordered 
by  their  good  difcretion  and  forefight;  wherein  if 
any  thing  be  defective  or  wanting,  they  fhall  cer- 
tify Sir  1  homas  Chaloner  thereof,  that  fpeedy  re- 
medy may  be  provided  thereunto. 

Item,  The  faid  Gentlemen,  or  any  of  them, 
fhall  have  authority  to  control  any,  that  fhali

mif- 
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rnifbehave  themfelves,  by  preiTing  uncivilly  to  the 
perfon  of  the  Prince,  or  into  any  of  the  private 
chambers,  appointed  either  for  his  learning  or  other 
private  exercifes,  or  fhail  mifgovern- themfelves,  in 
any  unfeemly  fpeech  or  behaviour,  in  the  prefence 
of  the  Prince. 

Item,  The  faid  Gentlemen  fhall  wait  always 
next  unto  the  Prince's  pcrfon,  neither  fhall  any, 
whatfoever,  prefume  to  carry  the  Prince  out  of  the 
houfe,  before  warning  given  to  Sir  7  homas  Cha- 
loner,  that  he,  with  a  convenient  number  of  Gen- 
tlemen, may  attend  him,

The  ordering  ot  the  Prince's  Chamber. 

The  Grooms  of  the  chamber  fhall  oive  diligent 
attendance  in  the  privy-chamber,  at  fix  of  the  clock 
in  the  morning,  and  eight  in  the  evening,  or  earlier, 
if  occafion  require,  to  be  ready  to  do  fuch  offices, 
as  appertaineth  to  them;  namely,  to  make  the 
fires  in  the  privy-chamber  and  bed-chamber,  to 
warm  the  Prince's  apparel,  make  his  bed,  air  the 
chambers,  and  keep  them  fwcct  and  cleanly,  or  to 
do  any  other  fervice  they  fhall  be  appointed  unto 
about  the  Prince,  and  efpecially  to  have  regard, 
that  they  themfelves  be  neat  and  handfomely  appa- 
relled, not  unfcemly  approaching  the  Prince,  with 
their  doublets  unbuttoned,  or  their  hofe  untied. 

It  is  alfo  ordered,  that  fome  of  the  Grooms 
fhall  at  all  times  of  the  day  be  waiting  in  the 
privy-chamber,  if  the  Prince  be  not  abroad  at  his 
exercife,  as  well  to  be,  in  readinefs,  if  they  are  co 
be  employed  for  the  Prince's  fervice,  as  to  fupply 
the  place  of  Gentlemen  Ufhers,  forbidding  all 
'others  to  come  into  the  privy-chamber,  or  with- 
drawing-chamber,  the  Gentlemen  of  the  chamber 

only 
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only  excepted,  or  fuch  as  the  Prince  ihall  call  tor, 
or  upon  feme  juft  occafion  (hall  be  admitted  by 
Sir  Thomas  Chaloner:  and  if  the  Prince  for  his 
recreation  fake,  or  other  occafions,  is  to  be  abfent 
for  fome  hours  from  the  chambers  aforefoid,  fome 
ot  the  Grooms  mall  caufe  all  the  doors  to  be  lock- 
ed, and  to  be  ready  to  attend  againft  the  Prince's 
return. 

The  Grooms  {hall  lie  nightly  on  a  pallet  in 
the  privy-chamber,  except  there  be  Gentlemen  in 
ordinary  of  the  privy-chamber,  who  then  mall 
undergo  that  charge,  which  they  (hall  early  re- 
move, providing  that  the  chambers  be  ftrowed, 
aired,  and  made  clean,  before  the  Prince  come  out 
of  his  bed-chamber. 

Item,  That  the  Gentlemen  of  the  chamber  only 
fhall  meddle  with  apparelling  of  the  Prince,  or 
fuch  as  (hall  be  deputed  thereunto  by  the  King's 
Majefty. 

Alfo  one  of  the  Grooms  of  the  Prince's  cham- 
ber (hall  diligently  attend  on  the  Quiery,  as  loon 
as  it  is  brought  into  the  privy-chamber,  fuffering 
none  to  approach  the  fame,  to  whom  it  appertains 
not  by  their  office. 

Orders  fcr  the  Prefence- Chamber,  and  chambers 
where  the  Prince  will  be  private. 

The  Gentlemen  Ulhers  and  Grooms  of  the  cham- 
ber are  to  forbid  any  to  enter  into  thofe  chambers, 
whither  the  Prince  is  retired  for  his  ftudy  or  ex- 
ercife,  the  Gentlemen  of  the  chamber  only  ex- 
cepted, and  fuch  as  are  appointed  to  inftrucl:  his 
Highnefs,  or  to  learn  with  him. 

Item, 
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Item,  The  Gentlemen  Ufhers  (hall  be  careful  to 
fee  and  inform  all  fuch,  as  are  to  do  fervice  in  the 
Prince's  eye,  to  perform  their  duties,  and  to  have 
an  efpecial  regard,  that  cleanlinefs  be  obferved,  and 
if  any  do  behave  themfelves  unreverently  or  un- 
feemly  in  the  Prince's  prefence,  in  lewd  talk,  or 
over  familiar  behaviour,  as  preffing  too  near  him, 
&c.  they  (hall  admonifh  them  thereof  accordingly. 

Likewife,  the  Gentlemen  Ufhers  are  to  forefee, 
that  none  be  lodged  in  the  Princes  houfe,  but  fuch 
only,  as  are,  by  the  orders  and  cuftoms  of  the  King's 
houfe,  to  have  lodging  or  furniture  allowed  them ; 
and  that  Sir  Thomas  Chaloner  be  made  acquainted 
with  the  difpofing  of  the  lodgings  at  every  re- 
move, and  no  keys  to  be  delivered  but  by  his 
alien t  and  direction. 

Item,  The  Gentlemen  Ufhers  alfo,  at  every  re- 
move, be  careful,  that  fuch,  as  are  by  their  places 
to  give  the  neareft  attendance  on  the  Prince,  mail 
be  lodged  as  near  him  as  conveniently  may  be. 

Item,  None,  that  ought  to  do  fervice  to  the 
Prince,  (hall  come  booted  into  the  prefence-cham- 
ber,  except  it  be  at  fuch  times  as  the  Prince  is  to 
ride  abroad,  or  hath  lately  been  returned  from  ride- 
ing,  that  they  could  not  have  time  to  fhift  them- 
felves. 

The  Gentlemen  Cup-bearer,  Carver  and  Sewer, 
fhall  at  Eleven  of  the  clock  in  the  forenoon,  and 
Six  at  evening,  be  ready  attending  in  the  prefence- 
chamber,  to  receive  directions  for  the  Prince's  fer- 
vice, by  the  Gentlemen  Ufhers,  as  fhall  be  re- 
quifite. 

Item,  The  Gentlemen  Ufhers,  at  divers  fit  times, 
together  with  the  Clerks  of  the  Cheque,  are  to  vifit 
the  tables,  and  if  they  find  any,  that  are  not  allowed 

to 
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to  have  their  diet  in  the  houfe,  they  muft  difcretely 
reform  that  diforder. 

Item,  The  Gentlemen  Ufhers  fhall  have  autho- 
rity to  vifit  all  the  chambers  of  the  Prince's  houfe, 
and  if  they  find  any  uncleanlinefs,  which  may  breed 
infection. or  other  difeafes,  they  (hall  admonifh  them 
to  amend  it,  and  if  they  find  any  fervants  or  pages 
to  have  no  beds,  they  (hall  give  information  there- 
of, that  they  may  be  billctted  in  the  towns  neareft 
at  hand. 

Item,  If  they  find  any,  that  after  admonition 
fiiall  ft  ill  continue  to  make  any  places  noifome,  they 
(hall  not  allow  them,  from  that  time  forward,  any 
lodging  whatever  in  the  houfe. 

They  (hall  alfo  forbid  any  whofoever,  that  is  at- 
tendant on  the  Prince,  to  lodge  any  boys,  lackeys, 
footmen,  or  fickly  perfons,  or  fuch  as  have  not 
fhift  of  apparel  and  linnen,  in  the  houfe. 

And  to  the  end  the  Prince  may  not  be  unguard- 
ed, either  when  he  is  abroad,  or  in  his  preience- 
chamber,  or  elfewhere,  when  attendance  is  to  be 
required,  the  Gentienx-n  fhall  wear  their  ufual 
weapons  of  rapier  and  daggers  and  have  refpecl:, 
that  in  attending  him,  they  do  not  by  any  uncivil 
action  give  occafion  of  ohence  through  want  c; 
due  relpect 

The  two  Pages  are  nightly  to  lie  in  the  ncthei 
end  of  the  prefence-chamber,  and  at  leaft  one  o 
them  to  be  prefenr  there  co  fupply  the  room  of 
Quarter- Waiter;  they  fhall  make  riers  in  the  pre 
fence-chamber,  air  and  keep  it  clean,   and  thof 
outerchambers  alfo,  where  the  Prince  ufech  his  ftud 
or  exercife,  and  to  be  ready  to  do  all  that  apper 
rains  to  their  office,  by  the  direction  of  thofe,  th 
are  appointed  to  command  them.    When  Quarte 
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Waiters  are  allowed,  then  the  Pages  fhall  not  ferve 
in  that  place. 

If  aay  within  the  precincts  of  the  chief  courts, 
or  places  where  the  Prince  or  his  fervants  are 
ufualiy  to  repair,  do  by  any  uncleanly  means,  as 
making  water,  &c.  make  them  unfweet,  after 
warning  given,  he  fhall  be  thought  unfit  to  be  en- 
tertained in  the  Prince's  houfe. 

Whofoever  (hall  contemptuoufly  or  negligently 
behave  themfelves  to  the  Gentlemen  Ufliers,  in  the 
execution  of  their  office,  upon  complaint  made, 
and  admonition  given,  if  they  continue  their  for- 
mer courfes,  they  (hall  be  difmifled 

Item,  None  whatfoever,  without  efpecial  licence, 
fhall  lodge  any  in  the  Prince's  houfe,  or  receive 
fuch,  as  are  not  in  the  lift  of  the  Prince's  ordinary 
fervants,  to  lodge  in  their  chambers. 

The  Gentlemen  Ufhers  and  Quarter-Waiters, 
fhall  always  before  meals  clear  the  prefence- cham- 
ber of  ftrangers,  that  the  Prince  may  take  his  re- 
paft  quietly,  and  give  warning  to  the  U-flier  of  the 
guard  and  porters  to  do  the  like  in  their  charges. 

The  Groom  Porter's  man  fhall,  at  times  conve- 
nient, bring  wood  and  coals,  and  fuch  things,  as 
by  his  office  are  neceffary,  for  the  Prince's  fervice, 
to  fume  place  appointed,  where  the  Grooms  and 
Pages  mall  receive  them. 

If  any  ufe  to  demean  themfelves  in  the  courts 
or  other  places,  which  are  in  the  Prince's  view, 
unreverently,  by  playing  or  other  fports,  the  guard 
and  porters  fhall  forbid  them. 

And  forafmuch  as  private  and  extraordinary 
.playing  at  cards,  dice,  and  fuch  like  games,  com- 
monly breedeth  great  inconveniency,  therefore 
cone  ought  in  their  chambers  to  ufe  any  gaming. 

Directions 
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Directions  for  the  Guard. 

Item,  Certain  of  the  guard  fhall  watch  nightly* 
and  thrice  in  the  night  or  oftener,  if  cccafion  re- 
quire, go  their  rounds,  to  hearken  if  any  ill  rule  ordif- 
order  be  in  the  houie  or  near  it ;  and  after  the  fhut- 
ting  in  of  the  gates,  they  fhall  fearch  all  the  corners 
and  by-places,  that  if  any  boys,  mafterlefs  men, 
or  other  perfon,  that  is  not  of  the  Prince's  retinue, 
be  found,  they  apprehend  and  commit  them  to  the 
porter's  lodge. 

Alfo  two  of  the  guard,  with  their  halberts,  fhall 
attend  at  the  gates  to  afllil  the  porters  in  executing 
their  office,  and  the  orders  appointed  to  be  obferved 
by  them. 

The  guard  mall  not  fuffer  any  ftrange  ferving 
man,  or  other  ftranger,  to  come  into  the  great 
chamber;  and  if  by  chance  any  do  pafs  them,  the 
ufhers  and  pages  fhall  not  permit  them  to  enter 
the  prefrnce. 

At  half  an  hour  after  ten,  before  dinner,  and 
half  an  hour  after  five,  before  fupper,  when  the 
gates  are  fhut,  they,  which  wait  at  the  gates,  are 
to  repair  to  their  fellows,  and  be  in  readinefs  to 
bring  up  the  Prince's  fervice,  fuffering  no  ftranger 
to  approach  it,  or  fuch,  unto  whom  it  appertained 
not  to  meddle  therewithal. 

Item,  When  the  Prince  is  to  ride  abroad,  upon 
notice  given,  they  fhall  have  their  horfes  in  ready- 
nefs  to  attend  upon  the  Prince;  and  when  he  is  in 
the  houfe,  they  fliall  diligently  keep  guard  in  the 
great  chamber,  fuffering  none  to  pafs  through  it, 
who  is  not  well  known,  or  hath  been  admitted  to 
enter  by  Sir  Thomas  Chaloner. 

Ff  An 
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An  eftabliihment  of  orders  for  the  porters. 

The  porters  are  to  be  careful,  that  the  great  gates 
be  not  opened,  except  it  be  for  the  bringing  in  of 
fuch  things,  as  (hall  be  neceffary  for  the  provifion 
of  the  houfhold,  and  prefently  (hall  fhut  them 
again,  leaving  the  wicket  only  open  to  pafs  and  re- 
pals  in  and  out. 

The  porters  fhall  never  be  both  at  once  abfent 
from  their  charge,  giving  diligent  attendance  and 
regard,  that  they  lurFer  none  to  enter  in  at  the  gates 
but  fuch  only,  as  are  contained  in  a  roll  delivered 
them,  or  (hull  hereafter,  by  warrant,  permitted  to 
have  recourfe  hither. 

Item,  They  are  to  examine  fuch,  as  are  unknown 
perfons,  from  what  place  they  come,  and  what 
aflurance  they  can  give,  that  they  come  not  from 
infected  places;  and  having  informed  themfelves, 
with  whom  they  defire  to  fpeak,  before  they  per- 
mit them  to  enter,  they  fhall  give  the  party  notice 
thereof,  who  (hall  go  out  of  the  gates  during  this 
dangerous  time  of  infection,  to  confer  with  fuch 
friend  or  ftranger,  if  they  come  for  their  own  pri- 
vate bufinds-,  but  if  they  be  men  of  very  good 
note  and  quality,  and  fuch  as  are  to  be  employed 
in  any  fervice  of  the  Prince,  the  principal  officers 
may  permit  them  to  enter,  for  difpatch  of  their 
affairs  only,  provided  that  it  be  not  at  the  hours 
affigned  to  keep  the  wicket  clofe,  wherein  none 
fhall  be  admitted  but  by  Sir  Thomas  Chaloner. 

If  any  ftrangers,  that  are  not  of  good  note  and 
quality,  or  fuch  as  are  not  admitted  by  Sir  Thomas 
Chaloner,  be  walking  in  the  court,  or  other  place 
within  the  houfe,  when  the  wicket  is  appointed  to 
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be  locked  up,  the  porters  fhall  warn  them  to  de- 
part^isJioq  arh  iol 

The  porters  fh.ill  caufe  all  dangers,  ferving  men 
and  oih.rs,  that  are  not  men  of  quality,  and  iuffer- 
cd  to  enter  by  Sir  Thomas  Chaloner  *s  licence,  to 
Jeave  their  weapons  at  the  gate. 

Whofpever  fhall  offer  to  let  up  any  booth  near 
the  gates,  or  to  fell  fruit  or  any  thing  near  the 
the  fame,  mail  be  warned  by  the  porters  to  de- 
part prefently;  which  if  they  refule,  they  mall 
fpeedily  give  Sir  Thomas  Chaloner  notice  thereof, 
and  they  mail  enquire  alfo,  whether  any  booths 
for  victualling,  or  ufes  difallowable,  be  let  up  in 
any  place  near  the  Prince's  houfe,  and  give  infor- 
mation thereof  as  aforefaid. 

And  becaufe  divers  of  the  Prince's  under  officers 
are  to  be  lodged  abroad,  whole  fejvice  is  fuch,  as  they 
muft  be  let  in  at  the  gates  early  in  the  morning, 
the  porters  mail,  therelore,  ac  five  of  the  clock  ui 
the  morning  in  fummcr,  and  at  fix  in  winter, 
open  them  the  wicket,  and  they  being  entered,  (hue 
in  up  again,  until  fuch  time  as  the  houmold  is 
rifen,  and  the  guard  have  taken  their  places  in  the 
great  chamber,  which  in  fummer  fhall  be  at  feyen, 
and  in  winter  at  halt"  an  hour  paft  feven,  and  the 
gates  fhall  be  without  fail  clcfeu  at  nine  of  the 
clock  at  night,  and  the  keys  delivered  to  Sir  Thomas 
Chaloner. 

Always  at  half  an  hour  paft  ten  in  the  morning, 
and  half  an  hour  before  lix  iri  the  evening,  the 
wicket  fliall  be  clofed,  and  fuch  as  fha;l  be  near 
the  gates  warned  to  repair  to  divine  fervice  ;  which 
warning  if  any  refufe  to  obey,  the  porters  mail 
not  permit  them  to  enter  until  the  tables  be  riferv; 
*nd  in  like  fort  the  gates  fhall  be  kept  fhut  until 
F  f  2  «ne 
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one  of  the  clock  in  the  afternoon,  and  feven  at 
evening  in  the  fummer  time ;  for  in  winter,  viz.  unto 
the  fiiit  of  May,  the  wicket  (hall  be  fhut  from  the 
clofing  of  daylight,  and  not  opened,  except  it  be  to 
let  in  or  out  fuch  of  the  houfe,  as  (hall  have  oc- 
cafion  to  repair  to  any  of  the  Prince's  fervants  for 
the  necefiary  bufmefs  of  the  houfhold. 

Item,  If  the  porters  know  any  that  ought  to 
lodge  within  the  Prince's  houfe  to  lie  out  of  it, 
•without  the  licence  of  Sir  Thomas  Chaloner,  they 
fhall  certify  the  fame  unto  him. 

Item,  If  they  know,  or  be  credibly  informed,  that 
any  ha*ve  converfed  with  infe6tious  perfons,  or  have 
lately  been  in  any  infectious  place,  they  fhall  not 
iufter  him  cr  them  to  enter  within  the  gates,  until 
they  have  aquainted  Sir  Thomas  Chaloner  there- 
withal. 

Item,  They  fhall  diligently  view  and  mark  fuch, 
as  come  in  and  out  at  the  gates,  both  that  they 
may  take  notice  of  their  perfons,  and  of  fuch 
things  as  they  bring  in  or  carry  out  with  them, 
that  no  plate  be  carried  forth,  or  other  fluff  or 
provifion  imbezzled. 

For  the  ftable,  or  'fuch  as  lie  out  of  the  Prince's 
houfe,  by  billet  or  otherwife. 

The  Avenor  fhall  fuffer  no  lackeys,  boys,  women 
or  others  to  be  about  the  ftables,  that  are  not  of 
the  Prince's  ordinary  grooms,  or  fervants  to  the 
gentlemen,  that  are  by  his  Majefty  permitted  to 
have  a  certain  number  of  horfes  in  the  ftable. 

Orders  fhall  always  be  taken  at  every  remove, 
that  the  Prince's  horfes  being  firft  placed,  fuch 
gentlemen,  as  by  fervice  in  the  Prince's  chamber 
ordinarily  to  attend  on  his  Highnefs,  and  have 

allowance 
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allowance  for  their  horfcs,  lhall  be  next  ferved,  if 
any  room"  be  fpare. 

It  any  do  purloin  the  hay  or  provender  from 
any  horfes,  or  wilfully  make  wafte  ti  eicot,  or  le'l 
it,  and  take  girths  or  other  furniture  from  men's 
faddlcs,  wherewithal  he  ought  not  to  meddle,  he 
ihall  be  difmiffed  from  his  Icrvice  in  the  (table. 

Such  as  have  no  beds  (hall  give  in  iheir  names 
to  the  Harbinger,  that  they  may  be  biiletted-,  and 
in  cafe  they  refufe  to  be  lodged,  they  (hall  be  dif- 
mifled :  nctwhhftanding,  forne  one  or  two  fhall  by 
turns  lie  nightly  in  the  liable,  to  be  ready  to  pre- 
vent any  hurt  that  may  come  by  fighting  of  the 
horfes,  or  other  inconveniences. 

Whofoever  fhall  draw  women,  or  others,  to 
haunt  about  the  ftables,  that  are  not  by  fufficier.t 
warrant  to  be  there,  fliall  be  difmiffed. 

Alfo  all  night-walkers,  drunkards,  quarreller?, 
difobedient  and  diforderly  perfons,  ihall  be  dif- 
mifled,  upon  due  proof  of  the  quality  of  their 
offence,-  except  there  be  appearance,  by  their  fub- 
rnifTjon,  of  amendment. 

In  the  winter  feafon,  or  other  times,  when  candle 
light  is  required,  none  fhail  carry  any  candle  loofe, 
or  ftick  it  on  any  wall  or  poft,  or  near  to  any  fucii 
thing,  as  may  eafily,  by  mifchance,  take  fire.  Like- 
wife  none  (hall  keep  ill  rule  in  any  houfe  or  town, 
where  they  are  biiletted,  as  drinking,  playing,  or 
ufing  other  diforderly  courfes,  at  hours  and  time 
inconvenient. 

None  of  the  Prince's  retinue,  or  oiher  fervants, 
fhall  keep  any  boys,  lackeys  or  footmen,  about  the 
ftable,  or  in  the  towns  adjoining,  whofe  names  they 
do  not  certify  to  the  Clerk  of  the  Check,  who 
fljall  give  notice  thereof  to  Sir  Thomas  Chaloner. 
F  f  3  Orders 
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as  are  not  of  tr 
houfe. 

At  the  hours  of  half  an  hour  after  ten,  and  half 
an  hour  after  five,  all  men  fhall  repair  to  divine 
fervicc,  whofe  office  do  not  necelfarily  reftrain 
them  from  that  duty. 

No  officer  or  other  fnal!  prefume  to  bring  any 
Granger  into  the  prelence-chamber,  or  other  place, 
where  the  Prince  mall  be  private,  without  licence 
demanded  of  Sir  Thomas  Chaloner. 

Item,  That  none  mall  be  a  bufybody,  to  raife  fc- 
cition  or  any  murmuring:  if  difordtr  or  any  mifcon- 
tent  grow  through  any  default,  it.  (hall  be  every 
man's  duty,  that  underftands  it,  to  advertiie  Sir 
Thomas  Chaloner  thereof. 

When  the  Prince  is  walking  abroad,  or  on 
.horfeback,  none  (hall  prefume  to  prefs  unto  him, 
but  fuch  as  a*re  the  King's  and  his  Highnefs's  fworn 
iervants,  who  ought  to  have  reipect,  that  they  be- 
have themfelves.  according  to  their  ranks  and  places 
wherein  they  ferve  the  Prince,  and  as  .gentlemen 
of  diicretion,  that  know,  unto  whom  ic  appertains 
to  be  next  his  perfon. 

y,{  jjAnd  whenibever  the  Prince  is  in  any  journeying, 

-,,pj: .other  paftime  on  horfeback,   the  gentlemen,  his 

fervants,  mall  attend  him  in  a  convenient  diftance, 

having  an  eye  to  follow,  and  wait  on  him,  which 

way  foever  he  bendeth. 

None  of  the  Prince's  fervants  fhall  depart  from 
the  houfe  to  lodge  abroad,  or  to  be  abfent  for  any 

occafion 
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occafion  or  neceflary  bufinefs,  without  firft  having 
had  licence  from  Sir  Thomas  Chaloner. 

If  any  change  his  fervant,  already  enrolled  in 
the  Check  roll,  he  (hall  give  Sir  Thomas  Chalo- 
ner notice  thereof,  before  he  receive  him  into  the 
houfe,  together  wiuh  the  name  of  him  that  de- 
parteth,  and  of  him  that  is  entertained. 

After  that  the  ljrince  is  retired  into  his  chamber, 
the  ufhers  fhall  caufe  every  man  to  depart  from 
thence,  and  to  retire  to  their  lodgings,  that  no 
rumour  or  offenfive  noife  be  heard  in  the  houfe. 

If  any  having  two  offices  ought  by  the  virtue 
of  one  of  them  to  be  lodged  within  the  houfe,  they 
fhall  not  lodge  any  fervants  with  them,  who  arc 
not  allowed  them  in  the  book  figned  by  his  Ma- 
jefty,  neither  fhall  they  ufe  any  occupation  within 
the  houfe,  or  fufFer  their  fervants,  fo  employed,  to 
refort  to  them  ;  neither  fhall  they  entertain  any, 
for  whofe  good  behaviour  they  will  not  be  anfwer- 
able. 

If  any  perfon  ftrike  another,  within  the  houfe, 
he  fhall  be  punifhed  according  to  the  ftatures  of  the 
King's  houfhold  •,  and  it  he  draw  any  weapon,  he 
Ihall  loofe  his  fervice. 

The  Clerk  of  the  Check  fhall  truly  and'  cir- 
cumfpedly  execute  his  office,  and  nightly  deliver 
the  names  of  fuch  as  are  abfent  or  haunt  the  houfe 
or  table,  being  not  allowed  by  Sir  Thomas  Cha- 
loner. 

The  principal  officers,  in  every  office,  fhall  fee 
that  their  offices  be  well  exercifed,  and  kept  to  the 
Prince's  honour ;  and  that  no  extortion,  bribery,  or 
unfitting  rule,  be  fuffered  in  the  fame. 

All  gentlemen,  that  have  places  about  the  Prince's 

perfon,  Ihall  provide  to  have  fufficient  horfes  or 
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geldings,  to  be  in  a  readinefs  to  attend  the  Piince 
whenfoever  he  fhall  fide  abroad,  or  have  occafion 
to  ufe  them. 

No  perfon,  of  what  eftate  or  condition  foever 
he  be,  (hall  have  any  fervice  of  the  court  at  meal 
times,  to  their  chambers  or  out  of  the  gates,  with- 
out warrant,  but  that  they  keep  the  tables  and 
places  appointed  them  for  their  diet. 

All  thofe  of  the  Prince's  retinue,  as  well  as  fuch 
who  are  not  employed  in  his  fervice,  who  fhall  pre- 
fume  to  lodge  themfelves,  or  any  others,  in  any 
town  or  houfe,  near  the  Prince's  houfe,  without 
billet  or  the  licence,  of  Sir  Thomas  Chaloner,  or 
being  fo  billetted,  fhall  remove  their  lodging  with- 
out ,a  new  billet,  upon  notice  given,  fhall  be 
warned  by  the  conftables  of  the  parifhes  to  re- 
move; and  in  cafe,  that  any  having  neither  warrant 
nor  billet  to  lodge  any  fuch,  do,  upon  warning 
given  them,  continue  their  mifdemeanour,  the 
Juftices  of  the  Peace  fhall  feverly  punifh  them, 
and  caufe  the  parties  fo  lodged  to  avoid  imme- 
diately, or,  upon  their  refufal,  extend  the  rigour  of 
the  law  againil  them,  as  they  will  anfwer  at  their 
perils. 

None  fhall  entertain  his  friend,  kinfman,  or  other, 
in  any  town  or  lodging  near  the  Prince's  houfe,  or 
give  occafion,  by  their  acquantance,  to  any,  to  re- 
pair thereunto  oftener,  or  for  longer  time,  than 
their  neccffary  bufmefs  importeth,  and  fhall  be  ap- 
pointed by  Sir  Thomas  Chaloner. 

None  fhall  bring  any  into  the  houfe,  under  co- 
lour of  feeing  the  Prince,  without  leave  demanded 
of  Sir  Thomas  Chaloner. 

The  reverfion  left  at  the  waiters  tables,  and  other 
officers,  fhall  not  be  taken  or  beftowed  by  any,  but 
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by  Rich,  as  are  or  fhall  he  deputed  thereunto,  ex- 
cept it  be  to  relieve  fuch,  as  are  allowed  in  the 
book  of  the  houfiiold,  who,  by  ficknefs  or  other 
occaficn,  are  not  permitted  to  enter  within  the  gates.' 
Wherefore,  whofoever  fhall  prefume,  under  pretence 
thereof '  or  other  colour,  to  maintain  hangbies, 
boys,  or  others,  with  the  alms,  which  ought  to  be 
reierved  for  the  poor,  he  fhall  be  difmified  his  ler- 
vice. 

In  giving  alms,  efpecial  regard  mail  be  had, 
that  vagrant  perfons  be  not  fuffered  to  intermingle 
themfelves  with  the  poor  of  the  parifhes  adjoining; 
and  that  the  alms  be  diftributed  in  an  open  place, 
diftant  a  convenient  fpace  from  the  gates  or  entries, 
where  the  houfhold  is  to  go  in  or  out,  or  have  oc- 
cafion  ufually  to  refort. 

Item,  The  Gentlemen  Ufhers,  and  Clerk  of  the 
Check,  mall  certify  to  Sir  Thomas  Chaloner 
the  names  of  all  fuch,  as  fhall  prefume  to  ledge, 
or  retain  fuch,  as  ought  not  to  lodge  in  the  Prince's 
houfe,  or  are  not  contained  in  the  book  figned  by 
his  Majcfty  ;  which  certificate  Sir  Thomas  Chalo- 
ner fhall  fend  unto  fome  of  the  Lords  ot  the 
Council,  if  upon  his  admonition  they  reform  ,not 
their  offence. 

Item,  It  is  the  King's  will' and  pleafure,  that 
every  one  fpeedily  difmifs  his  boys  and  pages,  and 
furnifh  himfelf  with  perfonable  men  of  good  qua- 
lities, and  keep  no  more  fervants  than  is  allowed 
them  in  the  book  figned  by  the  Lords;  and  in 
cafe  any  have  boys  to  keep  their  horfes,  they  mall 
not  be  fuffered  to  lodge  or  eat  within  the  houfe. 

Whofoever  fhall  wilfully  vifit  any  fick  perfons, 
whofe  difeafe  may  be  contagious,  or  fuch,  as  come 
from  thofe,  that  are  foppofed  to  be  infe&ious,  or 
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receive  cloaths  or  other  things  from  them,  where* 
by  infection  may  be  taken,  he  fhali  be  forbidden 
to  come  near  the  houfe,  or  to  confer  with  any 
appertaining  thereunto,  for  the  fpace  of  a  month 
at  the  leaft,  or  longer  time,  as  (hall  feem  recjuifue 
to  Sir  1  homas  Chaloner.  v/  ^Kf^ 

Whofoever  fhall  grudgingly  or  difobediently 
execute  his  office,  or  refufe  to  fubmit  himfelf  to 
the  ordinances  already  eftablifhed,  or  fuch  as 
upon  juft  caufe  (hall  be  hereafter  publiihed  or 
annexed  thereunto  by  Sir  Thomas  Chaloner,  he 
fhall  either  be  fufpended  by  Sir  Thomas  Chaloner, 
from  executing  his  office,  or  for  his  wilful  behaviour 
lofe  his  place,  according  to  the  quality  of  his  de- 
fault. 

And.  to  the  end  that  no  man  fhall  plead  ignorant 
of  any  part  of  theie  ordinances  eftablifhed,  or  that 
fhall  hereafter  be  thought  nccefTary  to  be  added 
thereunto,  Sir  Thomas  Chaloner  mall  publifh  them 
to  the  houfhold,  and  deliver  one  copy  thereof  to  the 
uihers  and  another  to  the  principal  officers,  who 
fhall  be  ready  to  (hew  the  fame  to  any  that  require 
ir,  a,nd  to  give  fuch,  as  offend,  or  are  ignorant  of 
the  orders,  true  information  thereof,  when  they 
fee  or  hear  that  they  break  them. 

Sir  Thomas  Chaloner,  and  the  other  principal 
officers,  fhall,  upon  pain  of  his  Majefty's  high  in- 
dignation, from  time  to  time,  give  information  to 
fome  of  the  Lords  of  the  King's  mod  honourable 
Privy  Council,  of  the  behaviour  of  fuch,  as  attend 
the  Prince,  to  the  end  that  the  dutiful  may  be  re- 
warded, and  the  difobedient  removed. 

Item,  The  holy  communion  fhall  be  celebrated 
four  times  in  the  year  at  the  leaft,  according  to  the 
rules  of  the  Church  of  England,  and  one  of  the 
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Prince's  Chaplains  fhall,  a  week  or  a  fortnight  be- 
fore, give  warning  thereof,  that  all  men  may  pie- 
pare  themlelves  accordingly. 

IF  any  feign  any  excuie  to  be  abfent  at  the  times 
appointed,  for  the  celebration  of  the  holy  com- 
munion, or  mall  wilfully  forbear,  he  mall  t>e  -oil"- 
miffed  of  his  ftrvice.

Orders  for  his  Highnefs's  Chapel  *. 
Henry  P. 

FIRST,  for  the  honour  and  fervice  of  God, 
'  every  month  two  Chaplains  fhall  be  appointed 
to  attend  on  his  Highnefs  and  his  houfhold,  who 
fhall  follow  the  orders  ufed  in  his  Majefty's  houfe, 
and  mail  not  depart  from  their  fervice,  without 
leave  obtained,  and  fupplying  their  place  by  iuch, 
as  the  Chamberlain  to  his  Highnefs  fhall  allow  of. 

The  Confeflbr  mall  duly  adminifter  the  commu- 
nion unto  the  houfhold  the  firft  Sunday  in  every 
month,  whereof  netice  fhall  be  given  by  the  faid 
Confeflbr  fome  fourteen  days  before  every  fuch 
time,  to  the  end  thofe,  that  are  to  communicate, 
may  prepare  themfelves  for  the  fame. 

And  the  faid  Confeffor  fhall  every  day,  at  a  con- 
venient hour,  read  divine  fervice  in  the  laid  chapel 
unto  the  houfhold;  and  efpecial  notice  fhall  be  ta- 
ken by  the  yeomen  of  the  veftry  of  thofe,  that 
fhall  omit,  or  at  any  time  tail  (being  in  the  houfe) 
to  repair  to  divine  fervice,  and  to  the  fcrmons, 
that  there  fhall  be  preached,  to  the  end,  that  due 
animadverfion  may  be  ufed  to  fuch  defaulters, 
without  they  be  impedimented  by  their  neceffary

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attendance  in  their  offices,  or  by  fome  other  very 

urgent  occafions. 

The  yeomen  of  the  veftry  mall  be  careful,  that 
upon  days  appointed  for  fermons,  the  chapel  be 
decently  ordered,  referving  one  fide  thereof  for  his 
Highnefs's  officers  ;  and  fhall  have  efpecial  re- 
gard, that  the  feats  be  not  peftered  and  taken  up 
by  men  of  mean  quality,  but  that  there  may  be 
convenient  room  for  his  Highnefs's  fervants. 

When  his  Highnefs  is  to  go  to  the  chapel,  the 
gentlemen,  whole  fervice  is  in  the  prefence- cham- 
ber, (hall  go  before,  and  his  chief  officers  fhall  go 
next  his  perfon,  and  after  his  perfon  thofe  of  the 
privy-chamber  and  bed-chamber. 

If  any  man  fhall  wilfully  forbear  to  receive  the 
holy  communion  in  manner,  as  is  aforefaid,  or  at 
the  leaft  twice  in  the  year  ;  that  is  to  fay,  at  Eafter 
and  at  Chriftmas ;  and  being  admonifhed  thereof, 
fhall  not  within  convenient  time  conform  himfelf, 
and  receive  the  fame  in  fuch  reverent  and  religious 
manner,  as  is  fitting,  he  fhall  be  difmifled  his  High- 
nefs's fervice,  and  commanded  to  depart  his  houie. 

The  like  order  fhall  all  matters  obferve  with  their 
fervants,  if  they  refufe  or  neglect  the  fame. 

There  fhall  be  no  gaming  or  exercifes  ufed  with- 
in the  court,  or  near" the  gates,  in  the  time  of  di- 
vine fervice  or  fermons  :  and  if  there  be  any,  after 
admonition,  that  fhall  continue  their  faid  play  or 
exercife  at  fuch  time  as  is  aforefaid,  then  the  porter 
fhall  inform  the  chief  officers  of  their  contempt, 
to  the  end  they  may  give  them  fuch  reproof  and 
chaftifement,  as  in  their  difcretion  fhall  feem  fit. 

Item,  One  of  the  yeomen  of  the  veftry  fhall 
take  a  note  of  all  fuch,  as  receive  the  communion, 
as  well  of  maflers  as  of  fervants,  and  deliver  it  to 
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the  officers  of  the  white  ftaves,  to  the  end  it  may 
be  known,  who  have  omitted  to  receive,  that  or- 
der may  be  taken  accordingly. 

Item,  The  Gentlemen  D (hers  both  of  the  privy- 
chamber  and  prefence,  when  the  Prince  fhall  be  in 
his  oratory  at  morning  and  evening  prayers,  (hall 
not  permit  the  gentlemen  and  others  to  remain 
within  the  faid  chamber,  but  mall  caufe  them  to 
repair  unto  the  faid  oratory,  where  they  fhall  give 
their  attendance  in  fuch  devout  and  reverent  man- 
ner, as  appertained! ;  and  fhall  ufe  no  talking,  nor 
make  any  other  noife,  whereby  either  their  own 
devotions  may  be  diverted,  or  that  of  others  im- 
pedimented. 

Orders  for  his  Highnefs's  Privy-chamber*. 

TH  E  gentlemen  of  the  privy-chamber,  at  their 
times  appointed  for  their  waiting,  fhall  give 
their  due  attendance,  and  four  of  them  at  leaft 
mail  lie  nightly  in  the  privy-chamber,  to  be  in 
readinefs  upon  any  occafion,  wherein  their  lervice 
may  be  ufed,  and  their  beds  to  be  removed  every 
morning  by  the  grooms.  Neither  fhall  any  of  the 
gentlemen's  fervants  enter  into  the  privy-chamber 
with  their  apparel  or  other  neceflarks,  but  deliver 
them  at  the  door  to  the  groom  for  them. 

That  four  of  the  grooms  of  the  privy-chamber 
fhall  at  all  times  of  the  day  be  waiting  in  the  privy 
chamber,  to  perform  fuch  fervices  as  appertained 
to  them  ;  and  during  their  attendance  there,  ac- 
cording to  the  antient  order  of  the  King's  houfe, 
mail  forbear  to  wear  their  cloaks  and  fwords. 

The  Gentlemen  Ufhers  of  the  privy-chamber, 
or  one  of  them  at  the  ieaft,  fhall  give  their  atten-

THE  Gentlemen  Ufhers,  Daily  Waiters,  and 
Quarter  Waiters,  mail  not  fuffer  any  to  enter 
into  the  prefence-chamber,  unlefs  they  be  fuch  of 
his  Highnefs's  fervants,  and  other  men  of  quality, 
as  are  fit  to  have  accefs  in  the  faid  place,  and  (hall 
have  a  care  to  fee  the  faid  chambers  well  furnifhed 
with  gentlemen,  that  ftrangers  and  men  of  quality, 
that  mall  refort  unto  his  Highnefs's  court,  may 
not  find  it  empty. 

Alfo  the  Gentleman  Uflier  mail  be  careful  to  fee 
and  inform  all  fuch,  as  do  fervice  in  the  Prince's 
eye,  that  they  perform  their  duties  ;  and  they  (hall 
have  a  fpecial  regard  to  reprove  fuch,  as  (hall  be  fo 
hardy  as  to  behave  themfelves  unreverently  before 
the  Prince,  either  in  fpeech  or  action,  as  preffing 
too  near  his  perfon,  or  approaching  the  (late,  &c . 

The  Gentlemen  Cupbearer,  Carver  and  Sewer, 
(hall  be  ready  attending  in  the  prefence-chamber 
every  day  before  eleven  of  the  clock  in  the  morn- 
ing and  fix  in  the  evening,  there  to  receive  direction 
from  the  Gentlemen  Uihers,  concern  ing  his  High- 
nefs's fervice. 

The  pages  of  prefence  are  to  lie  every  night  in 
the  lower  end  of  the  prefence-chamber,  and  -il- 
ways  to  be  in  readinefs  to  make  fires,  to  *  *  the 
chamber,  and  to  receive  direction  from  fuch }  as  are 
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to  command  them  in  any  matter  concerning  his 
Highnefs's  fervice. 

After  that  the  Prince  is  retired  to  his  lodgings, 
the  Gentleman  Ufher  within  a  convenient  time  mail 
caufe  every  man  to  depart  to  their  chamber  out  of 
the  prefence  and  privy-chamber,  to  the  end  that  no 
offenfive  noife  or  rumour  be  made  in  the  houfe ;

That  one  of  the  Gentlemen  Ufhers  of  the 
prefence-chamber  fhall  always  keep  to  the  waiters 
table,  and  be  there  ready  with  the  waiters  to  fit 
down  immediately  after  the  Prince  rifeth  from  his 
repaft ;  and  provide,  that  there  be  good  order,  as 
well  in  receiving  the  diet,  as  in  civil  and  good  be- 
haviour, by  the  gentlemen  allowed  to  thac  board. 
And  that  he  fuffer  not  any  of  them  to  bring  in  gen- 
tlemen and  (Grangers,  by  which  the  board  fhould 
be  peftered  :  only  the  carver,  or  with  his  allowan- 
ces, according  to  the  antient  cuftom  of  the  table, 
to  admit  of  one  gentleman  at  a  time,  and  no 
more  :  and  that  none  allowed  at  this  board  fhall 
have  more  than  one  man  10  attend  him  there  :  and 
that  neither  the  Carver,  Sewer,  Gentleman  Ufher, 
nor  other  in  ordinary  at  his  table,  fhall  give  away 
any  meat,  but  that  the  fame  fhall  be  all  fafe  and 
untouched  kept  by  the  page  appointed  to  the 
fame.

they  feem,  like  two-faced  Janus,  moft  to  regard, 
even  to  carry  fire  and  water  in  one  hand)  fo  far 
forth  as  to  make  comparifon  betwixt  this  Grant  and 
many  odious  and  contemptible  Grants,  that  have,

The  laft  point  is  compofed  of  fuch  intricate 
harflinefs,  as  requireth  ibrr.e  Delphian  oracle  to 
make  conftruction  of  the  fame.  And  it  were  con- 
venient the  author  mould  explain  himfelf  therein : 
for,  in  my  opinion,  it  implies  neither  fidelity,  com- 
mon honefty,  nor  fecrecy.  Only  I  may  not  omit 
to  lay  open  Mr.  Stephens  thus  far,  that  he  mould

I  am  now  to  entreat  a  favour  at  your  hand.  His 
Highnefs  defired  a  model  of  an  open  coach,  which 
I  have  befpoken  and  put  in  hand  •,  the  body  and 
head  of  fuch  a  coach  in  no  point  differing  from  his 
Excellency's,  lining  and  covering  excepted.  Now 
I  hear  Sir  Edward  Cecil  hath  prepared  a  head  for 
a  coach  of  his  exceedingly  well  done,  which  he  in- 
tends to  the  Prince.  His  was  finiihed  before  my 
coming  over  hither,  and  then  I  make  account  his 
Highnefs  is  fatisfied  in  that  point  already,  and  fo  I 
mould  offer  an  unfeafonable  duty.  I  befeech  you, 
Sir,  give  me  your  knowledge  or  advice  in  this 
point ;  for  as  I  will  do  all  the  parts  of  duty  and  fer- 
vice,  fo  would  I  not  willingly  do  impertinent  or 
unacceptable  duty. 

And  now  my  pen  is  at  the  paper,  I  will  lee  you 
fee  how  the  common  people,  in  which  rank  I  am, 
do  conceive  of  the  prefent  affairs  of  the  world. 

The  Count  Maurice,  wljo  often  remembers  my 
gracious  mafter  with  infinite  honour  and  expecta- 
tion, is  now  in  Zealand,  with  more  affection  than 
hope,  to  compound  thoroughly  the  jealoufies  and 
mifunderftandings  between  that  Province  and  Hol- 
land. Thefe  Provinces  to  ftand  muft  have  unity  ; 
and  to  keep  that,  they  muft  have  full  contribution 
from  the  particulars  and  the  general,  that  fo  they 
may  pay  their  army,  in  which  only  confifts  their  real 
authority.  Their  army  caft  once  afide,  upon  every 
offence  and  jealoufy,  they  will  fly  in  a  thoufand 
pieces;  and  muft  of  courfe;  for  befides  the  unruli- 
nefs  of  a  multitude,  they  have  not  a  formed  and 
grounded  government.  If  the  Count  Maurice 
cannot  effect  the  work,  the  wifdom  of  our  State 
muft  forefee  the  evil  and  their  intereft  in  it ;  and  his 
Majefty  muft  interpoie  his  authority  in  time. 

The 
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The  affairs  of  Germany  feem  to  form  to  peace. 
Leopold  us  being  clean  down,  Matthias  in  Prague 
with  forty  cornets  of  horfe  and  fome  foot,  the  Em- 
peror at  his  devotion,  the  fuccefiion  of  the  Em- 
pire like  to  be  fo  too,  Matthias  feems  fair  with  the 
Proteftant  Princes,  and  handles  moderately  and 
fair  with  the  other  party,  yet  it  is  difcourfed  how 
the  Bifhop  Elector,  and  others  of  the  Roman  Ca- 
tholics, were  in  fear  and  in  arms,  and  that  the 
forces  of  Leopold  were,  with  the  connivance  of  the 
Emperor,  railed  to  difpofe  and  affbre  the  fuccelliorv 
of  the  Empire  upon  Leopold  -,  and  that  both  the 
levies  of  Spain  in  Italy,  and  of  the  Savoyard,  were 
for  the  affairs  of  Germany  :  and  how  the  Pope  and 
the  Jefuits,  and  all  parties,  will  let  the  affairs  fo 
fmoothly  fettle  to  Matthias,  is  not  yet  well  allured. 

The  offences  between  Spain  and  the  Duke  of 
Savoy  were  ever  conceived  to  be  rather  formed 
than  real.  The  King  of  Spain  collects  all  theie 
levies  of  Spaniards  and  Italians  together.  Savoy 
difarms  not,  nor  doth  undertake  any  thing,  and  by 
proteftation  farisfied  the  Queen  of  France,  that  he 
purpofeth  not  any  attempt  againft  Geneva,  or  the 
Cantons,  in  the  protection  of  France,  but  collepb 
his  army  together  for  reafons  of  ftate  known  to 
him,  of  which  he  prays  the  Queen  not  to  be  jealous. 
Thofe  reafons  of  ftate  we  muft  expect. 

The  Queen  of  France  favouring  the  Jefuits,  as 
fhe  doth,  difplacing  the  Proteftants,  advancing  the 
old  Leaguers,  will  in  a  little  time  force  a  com- 
buftion. 

The  matches  between  France  and  Spain  are  con- 
ceived to  go  on,  and  the  Queen  of  France  hath  ex- 
cufed  herfelf  for  the  breach  of  the  Marriage  with 
the  Prince  of  Savoy  -,  and  the  Duke  of  Savoy  hath, 
taken  time  to  advife  himfelf  upon  fome  parts  of  the 
I  i  txcufe. 
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excufe.     But  the  mod  quick  and  important  point 
of  all,  is  the  overture  of  a  marriage  for  the  blefled 
Lady  Elizabeth  with  the  fon  of  Savoy.     The  very 
Treaty  of  that  will  (hake  France,  the  Low- Coun- 
tries, and  the  Proteftants  of  Germany.     I  do  long 
very  much  to  hear  how  it  is  propounded,  recom- 
mended, or  hearkened  unto.    There  will  not  want 
plaufible  arguments,  and  fuch  as  may  found  admi- 
rably to  the  honour  of  our  nation,  and  the  particu- 
lar honour  and  noble  humour  of  our  mailer  :  But 
there  muft  be  more  than  found.  Affection,  faith  and 
duty  to  our  matter,  makes  me  fay  to  you  in  confi- 
dence, that  nothing  of  greater  confequence  can  be 
propounded,  than  about  the  match  of  that  blcflcd 
and  gracious  Lady  ;  nor   can  there  rife  from  any 
place  more  doubtful  and  confiderable  points,  than 
from   fuch  an   alliance  with  Spain.     I  fee  earnett 
faith  and  duty, -out  of  how  humble  thoughts  foever 
it  comes,  may  bring  forth  preiumption  ;  fo  I  will 
prefume  no  farther.     I  confefs  my  fault,  and  pray 
cxcufe.     I  know    all    things,    that   are  my   hard 
leflbns,  were  long  fince  your  alphabet.     In   faith, 
Sir,  I  am  the  humble  and  hearty  fervant,  in  all 
duty,  of  his  princely  Highnefs.     I  befeech  you  to 
keep  me  alive  in  his  memory,   until  my  execution 
of  his  large  commandments  may  imprint  me  better 
there.

I  Have  troubled  you  fo  much  in  relation  of  my 
execution  of  his  Highnefs's  charge,  and  your 
inilructions,  as  I  will  not  multiply  your  trouble  by 
excufes,  but  rely  upon  your  favour  to  beg  his 
Highnefs's  pardon  for  me,  and  excufe  me  to  your- 
felf :  And  now  give  the  trouble  your  encourage- 
ment hath  pulled  upon  you. 

1  he  affairs  of  thefe  parts  are  in  a  great  calm. 
Thefe  Provinces  (land  in  the  fea,  and  the  mariners 
proverb  is,  "  The  fkies  are  then  brooding  a  ftorm."

The  Eleclor  Palatine  is  now  in  Frifeland  with 
the  Count  William  of  Naffau,  daily  expected  at  the 
Hague  in  his  way  to  England.  You  know  his 
errand,  and  of  what  fide  he  is.  He  is  wifhed  all 
fuccefs.  It  the  other  propofition  be  renewed  or  ad- 
vance, I  will  fatisfy  your  requeft,  to  let  you  know 
the  opinion  of  this  world  :  but  every  day's  trouble 
is  enough  for  itfelf. 

You  hear  how  ftrong  the  Duke  Matthias  is  in 
Prague  •,  that  he  is  King,  and  what  he  will.  Thofe 
of  the  religion  profper  under  his  government  lor 
the  prefent.  I  doubt  yet,  if  fome  diforder  in 
France  divert  it  not,  you  will  fee,  that  the  Pope, 
Spain,  and  Savoy,  will  not  fuffer  the  affairs  of 
Germany  and  that  Empire  to  fettle  fo.  The  affair^ 
of  Kingdoms  and  States  have  not  their  growth  like 
apples,  bud  and  ripen  in  a  year.  Yet  I  am  per- 
fuaded,  within  a  year  you  will  fee  fome  change  in 
the  face  of  thofe  affairs. 

From  Amfterdam  there  are  letters  come,  but  I 
never  am  confident  upon  the  firft  report ;  but  it 
it  is  written  for  certain,  that  to  the  Texell  is  come 
in  a  (hip,  that  reports  there  hath  been  a  great 
blow  ftruck  between  the  King  of  Denmark  and 
Swedim  forces  :  that  the  King  of  Denmark's  forces 
have  had  no  great  advantage ;  that  there  are  divers 
(hips  at  fea  to  come  to  the  Texell,  from  whom  the 
truth  and  particulars  will  be  had.  I  am  forry 
/or  thcfe  beginnings  of  war  between  thofe  Kings ; 

and. 
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and  I  fee  a  great  deal  of  difficulty  tor  his  Majefty 
and  his  Highnefs.  Confideration  ot  Sta.te  mult  in- 
cline them  by  all  means  to  fupprcfs  that  war,  which 
is  fo  dangeious  tor  Chriftendom,  the  Inlander  be- 
ing ready  to  make  ufe  and  advantage  of  every 
occafion,  that  mail  be  prefented  •,  and  a  more  vio- 
lent or  more  dangerous  neighbour  cannot  be  let  in, 
than  he  would  in  all  appearance  prove.  The  league 
and  alliance  mud  incline  us  to  Denmark,  if  vio- 
lence will  require  part-taking:  but  no  travel  nor* 
induflry  would  be  fpared  to  defift  the  caufe  without 
blows,  if  it  be  poffible  ;  but  it  force  muft  do  it,  and 
that  his  MajeHy  will  command  and  call  his  forces 
thither,  if  his  Highnefs  employ  or  recommend  his, 
1  offer  myielt  to  his  memory,  and  lay  myfelf  and 
all  I  am  at  his  commandment.  And  I  intreat  you 
alfo,  and  ib  doth  my  brother,  that  you  of  your 
favour  will  not  fuffer  him  to  be  forgotten,  if  his 
Highnefs  recommend  any  to  that  fervice  ;  and  that 
you  will  ibmetimes  favour  him  with  a  word,  that  he 
may  live  in  his  Highnefs's  memory,  until  his  faithful 
fervice  may  approve  him. 

I  have  fpoken  with  the  painter  of  Delft,  who 
hath  been  wonderfully  confounded  with  the  variety 
of  propofitions,  and  troubled,  that  he  hath  not  re- 
ceived anfwer  of  his  letters  from  Sir  Noel  Caron  ; 
but  now  he  is  fully  relolved  to  go  into  England, 
and  to  give  himfelf  wholly  to  his  Highnefs's  fer- 
vice, and  depend  upon  his  reward.  He  hath  not 
deferred  his  coming  for  want  of  money-,  for  1  have 
been  ready  to  furnifh  him.  Now  he  only  flays  to 
know  his  Highnefs's  pleafure,  when  he  may  come 
to  be  of  ufe  to  him ;  and  when  he  mall  receive  the 
knowledge  of  the  day,  he  hath  fwoin  to  be  before 
that  day  at  the  Brill,  and  there  to  attend  only  the 
I  i  3  frtt 
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firft  wind ;  Monf.  Caron  hath  taken  no  order  for 
him  for  the  money.  Forty  Pounds  will  I  fee  him 
furniihed  with  here,  and  you  may  repay  it  in  Lon- 
don ;  fo  as  now  his  coming  depends  only  when  you 
will  appoint.  I  have  been  fpeaking  to  buy  fome 
good  pieces  of  painting;  but  this  people  will  as 
eafily  be  bought  out  of  their  humour  of  drinking, 
as  out  of  their  affections  to  a  picture.  There  was 
one  piece  at  Rotterdam,  for  the  mafter  workman's 
fake  that  made  it,  of  fome  reputation,  and  was  to 
be  fold,  and  I  glad  to  hear  of  a  price  fet  upon  a 
piece  of  work,  that  was  antient  and  recommended, 
I  bought  it;  and  when  it  came  home,  the  ftory 
invired  me  to  prefent  it  to  you,  that  are  Secretary 
to  the  moft  hopeful,  powerful  and  glorious  earthly 
Prince,  it  being  the  reprefentation  of  four  the  moft 
faithful,  glorious  and  excellent  Secretaries  that  ever 
were  to  the  infinite  incomprehenfible  Prince.  I 
cannot  judge  of  the  workmanfhip:  if  it  be  good, 
it  is  as  I  wifh  it;  if  it  be' ordinary,  let  it  ferve  for 
this  to  prove  to  you,  that  I  have  no  fkill  in  any 
kind  of  painting;  and  that  my  art  is  only  fingle- 
nefs  of  heart  and  plainnefs,  in  which  I  confefs  your 
favours,  for  which  I  am,  and  ever  will  be,

TH  E  wind  coming  yefterday  fuddenly  good 
from  hence  into  England,  as  I  was  in  pur- 
pofe  to  take  the  opportunity  of  a  fiiip  patting  by 
our  haven,  to  direct  to  you  a  letter  of  the  painter's 
ofr  Delft,  with  the  Englifh  of  the  fame  ;  even  as 
I  had  firft  put  my  pen  to  paper,  I  had  word 
brought  me,  that  the  AmbaiTador  of  Great  Britain, 
Sir  Ralph  Win  wood,  and  my  brother  Vece,  the 
Governor  of  this  town,  were  come  to  vifit  me. 
So  with  more  hafte  and  confufion  than  I  defired, 
or,  I  confefs,  became  me,  I  wrote  to  you  a  letter, 
all  but  the  fuperfcription,  and  left  it  to  my  fervant 
to  put  ic  up  into  a  paper,  together  with  this  in- 
ciofed.  But  he  having  much  of  my  private  bufi- 
nels  to  direcl:  into  England,  made  up  in  hafte  the 
letters,  and  left  out  thefe,  the  chief  fubjecl  of  my 
letter  to  you.  I  do  not  fee  almoft  what  ufe  the 
painter  of  Delft  can  be  of  to  our  mafter,  until  to- 
wards the  end  of  Auguft,  that  the  progrefs  ends. 
But  I  leave  that  to  his  Highnefs's  pleafure  and  your 
direction,  which  I  fhall  readily  obey,  in  this  and 
all  things.

MY  hope  is,  that  his  Highnefs,  the  rather  by 
your  mediation,  and  you  of  your  courtefy, 
have  both  before  this  forgiven  and  forgotten  the 
tedious  trouble  I  gave  you  with  my  long  letters. 
You  may  fee  by  thofe,  that  in  points  of  my  duty 
I  neither  think  of  pains  or  good  manners. 

1  (hall  ever  account  not  only  my  endeavour,  but 
my  life,  happily  employed  to  move  acceptable 
ilTues  in  the  affairs  and  commandments  of  my 
mafter.  It  is  of  comfort  to  me,  that  you  are  pleafed 
to  advertife  me,  that  his  Highnefs  vouchfafes  my 
fervice  in  bufinefs,  that  hath  not  a  profperous  iflue, 
from  whcnceioever  the  impediment  comes.  It  is 
well  with  the  inflruments,  if  they  have  no  blame. 
In  my  duty  to  his  Highnefs,  I  cannot  do  lefs  than 
wifh,  that  fince  the  conception  came  from  a  royal 
Prince,  and  the  purpofe  was  to  an  excellent  perfon 
both  in  birth  and  merit,  and  that  fo  large  know- 
ledge hath  been  taken  of  it,  it  mould  not  be  let 
tali.  I  am  confident,  that  the  Count  Maurice  will 
receive  it  as  honour  and  favour  to  him,  with  fenfe 
of  his  particular  obligation  to  his  Highnefs.  It  can 
be  no  difhonour  to  the  other.  I  fee  not,  who  of  envy 
or  jealoufy  mould  feeni  to  be  againft  it;  and  it  is 
agreeable  to  the  conftancy  and  power  of  his  High- 
nefs's  purpofe,  that  he  perform  it.  As  I  know  it 

to 
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to'  be  my  duty  not  to  meddle  with  my  mailer's 
bufmefs,  without  his  inftructions ;  fo,  if  1  be  com- 
manded, I  will  ufe  faith  and  leady  obedience. 

The  painter  of  Delft  is  refolved  to  be  ready  to 
come  at  the  time  you  will  aflign  him.  Therefore 
I  pray  you  know  his  Highnels's  pleafure,  and  ap- 
point your  time,  and  give  me  order,  either  to  pay 
him  his  40  /.  or  take  order  for  it  by  fuch  way,  as 
you  (hall  think  beft.  You  may  be  pleafed  to  make 
this  reckoning,  that  he  muft  attend  a  wind  to  come 
hence j  and  that  he  muft  be  ten  or  twelve  days  in 
London,  to  make  his  preparations  before  he  can 
work.  You  will  advifc,  therefore,  to  appoint  your 
time  for  his  coming  accotdingly.  To  fo  dull  an 
iriftrument,  as  I  am,  you  cannot  be  too  particular 
in  your  directions,  which  I  will  attend  in  devo- 
tion to  obferve  and  obey  them. 

You  have  fo  able  inftruments  from  all  parts  of 
the  world,  to  inform  our  mafter,  through  your 
hands,  as  I  doubt  to  trouble  you,  rather  than  to 
ferve  his  Highnefs,  or  fatisfy  you  with  any  thing 
from  me.  But  tell  me  of  my  faults,  and  I  will 
mend  them. 

Monf.  Barnevelt  is  now  returned  to  the  Hague, 
and  the  affcmbly  fpeaks  together  on  Monday  next. 
We  expect  thofe  of  Zealand,  of  whofe  conformity 
we  have  little  hope  to  fettle  the  contributions  and 
affairs  of  the  Provinces,  which  need  that  unity, 
which  the  Spaniard  would  diflblve  with  much 
gold. 

They  expeft  here,  that  fome  deputies  from  the 
Archdukes  will  come  hither  to  propound  a  final 
peace  j  and  to  that  the  mod  apparent  difficulty  is 
the  opening  the  river  of  Antwerp,  a  point  needful 
and  precious  to  thofe  Provinces,  and  of  ill  confe- 

quence 
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quence  for  thefe,  for  diverfion  of  the  trade  from 

Holland. 

You  hear,  that  the  Archduke  Albertus  will 
ftand  to  be  King  of  the  Romans;  and  thac  Spinola 
fijail  fhortly  be  in  thofe  parts  to  countenance  that 
bufmefs,  and  to  aflift  the  intended  conclufion  of 
peace  with  thefe  parts.  You  fee  how  Matthias  the 
King  plays  the  Lion,  and  how  the  Emperor  is  the 
Fawn:  how  Matthias  compofeth  his  affairs  with 
Leopoldus  by  a  marriage. 

And  now  chat  word  marriage  remember  us  how 
freely  thefe  men  difcourfe  of  the  marriages  to  be 
propounded  between  Spain  and  England,  and  Savoy 
a,nd  England.  Many  are  of  opinion,  that  Spain 
will  never  proceed  really,  becaufe  of  the  Pope  and 
the  Jefuits,  that  hold  us  for  heretics,  and  make  it 
a  glory  for  Spain  not  to  have  matched  fo  at  any 
time.  If  Spain  quit  that  point,  it  muft  be  for 
matter  of  confequence  •,  and  that  of  moil  high  con- 
fequence  with  them,  is  degrees  to  the  Monarchy. 
The  confiderable  points  in  either  of  thofe  matches 
are  of  infinite  weight,  honour,  fafety,  praife,  pre- 
fent  and  to  come  depending  upon  them,  with  a 
weight  of  confcience  at  every  one  of  them.  If  I 
had  the  boldnefs  and  the  warrant  of  my  judgment 
to  be  worthy  to  be  admitted  to  it,  I  mould  trouble 
hi;s  Highnefs  and  you  with  a  great  deal  of  freenefs 
on  this  fubject.:  but  you  are  happy,  that  I  have 
not  the  prefumption,  and  fo  you  fcape  the  punifh- 
ment  of  weak  opinion  delivered  in  ill  character  and 
ftyle. 

The  Count  Maurice  hath  letters,  that  the  Duke 
of  Saxe  is  dead.  He  having  left  no  children,  hath 
freed  his  Majefty  from  the  private  obligation  to 
his  pretence,  if  thofe  affairs  of  Juliers  Ihould  not 

fettle 
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fettle  in  peace,  as  they  are  likely  enough  to  do. 
Yet  do  we  hear,  that  there  is  lately  difcovered  a 
practice  upon  three  of  the  chief  towns,  and  indeed 
the  keys  of  the  country,  with  a  Spanifh  intelligence. 

I  know  I  have  overtroubled  you.  I  intreat  your 
pardon,  though  your  commandment  be  a  part  of 
the  caufe. 

I  will  befeech  you,  to  continue  and  increafe  my 
bonds  to  you,  by  keeping  rue  alive  in  his  High- 
nefs's  memory ;  and,  when  opportunity  mail  be 
offered,  making  me  happy  by  his  commandments, 
wherein  I  may  ferve  him.  -9  and  for  your  favour  you 
mall  ever  have  power  to  command,

I  Have  conceived  it  better  duty,  and  more  good 
manners,  not  to  write  at  all,  than  to  trouble 
your  ferious  affairs  with  impertinent  lines  of  fo  ill 
character  as  mine.  But  now  methinks  it  is  time  to 
mind  you  of  the  painter  of  Delft  for  direction,  when 
you  precifely  defire  he  fhould  come  to  be  at  Lon- 
don i  for  upon  your  direction  he  now  only  attends, 
his  purpofe  being  both  in  the  journey,  and  his  time 
there,  to  fubmk  him  wholly  jto  the  pleafure  of  his 
Highnefs.  For  the  40 /.  it  may  pleafe  you  to 
fignify,  whether  your  will  be,  that  1  fhall  pay 
it  here,  and  receive  it  again  in  England ;  or 
whether  you  by  any  other  do  take  order  for  his 
furnifhing. 

I  Now, 
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Now,  Sir,  I  am  to  intreat  a  great  favour  of  you, 
that  will  be  pleafcd  to  help  me  to  exprefs  my 
humble  thankfulnefs  to  his  Highnefs,  for  a  great 
and  high  grace  he  hath  vouchfafed  me;  firft,  inT 
rejecting  the  complaint  of  one  Bannington  againft 
me;  ami  then,  as  Bannington  informs,  for  making 
fbme  defence  tor  me  to  his  Majefty.  Truly,  Sir, 
my  reputation  is  dearer  to  me  than  my  life;  and 
the  height  of  reputation  lies  before  thofe  judges; 
fo  as  my  own  confcience,  his  Majefty,  and  his 
Highnefs  is  all  with  me  both  prefent  and  to  come. 
It  mail  ever  be  a  work  proper  for  our  excellent 
mafter  to  defend  his  innocent  faithful  fervanrs. 
That  my  fincerity  may  the  better  appear  to  you, 
and  that  his  Highnefs  may  be  the  better  informed, 
I  prefume  to  fend  you  herewith  a  copy  of  that  an- 
fwer  the  Governor  hath  given,  upon  examination 
of  the  caufe,  to  his  Majefty's  letters,  which  I 
wonder  how  Bannington  procured,  confidering  the 
juftice  of  my  act  had  been  before  through  fo  many 
trials  fiited.  The  only  reverence  of  his  Majefty 's 
recommendation  and  companion  hath  made  me 
able  to  fuflfer  the  pride  of  his  behaviour  and  cla- 
morous fpeeche?,  without  being  my  own  revenger; 
and  alfo  to  be  content  to  mediate  for  him,  on 
whom  I  beftow  the  place  freely,  a  part  of  a  bene- 
volence, and  to  join  with  the  Governor  to  fupply 
the  reft,  to  make  him  a  prefent,  to  excufe  our 
duties  to  his  Majefty,  that  moved,  fo  far  beyond 
any  juft  pretence  of  Bannington,  as  the  offer  is 
more  than  nothing.  But  this  he  refufed  with  fo 
much  contempt  and  threatning,  as  he  is  mad,  or 
we  have  loft  our  fenfes. 

I  make  bold  alfo  to  fend  you  herewith  a  note 
taken  out  of  the  commifiary's  book  of  mutters, 

fliewiag 
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fhewing  his  diforderly  deficiencies.  I  may  confi- 
dently fay  I  have  fpent  locoo/.  more  in  the  con- 
dition of  a  foldier  than  ever  I  have  received  or  pro- 
fited by  it.  I  have  many  witnefles,  and  my  eftate 
feels  it,  that  I  have  aided  and  relieved  many  for 
their  good  fervice  to  their  Majefties  done,  without 
any  relation  to  my  particular  intereft.  If  in  this 
cafe  of  Bannington's,  or  in  any  other  within  feven- 
teen  years,  that  i  have  had  charge,  it  can  be  prov- 
ed, that  I  have  negleded  the  merit  of  any  man,  or 
for  malice  have  difplaced  any,  or  for  any  the  ieaft 
kind  of  gain  placed  any,  or  for  partiality  placed 
any  unworthy,  I  will  fuffer  punifhment,  and  make 
treble  fatis-faclion.  With  an  upright  heart  I  declare 
it,  I  have  in  the  exercife  of  my  charge,  ever  fought 
the  King,  and  not  myfelf.  Yet  this  man  fhamelefs  is 
returned  again  to  clamour  again.  If  he  be  heard 
and  encouraged  in  it,  howfoever  through  duty  mv 
innocency  fuffer,  I  (hail  have  juft  caufe  to  think  it 
to  be  a  moft  miferable  condition  to  ferve  upon  fuch 
terms,  that  not  to  have  regard  of  his  Majefty's 
fervice,  nor  to  obey  his  pleafure  exprefled  in  ordi- 
nances and  commandments,  is  an  undutiful  and 
un  thing  ;  and  to  do  it  is  a  fault,  though 

with  a  great  deal  of  patience  Such  is  only  my 
fault  in  this  bufiriefs  :  and  my  humble  fuit  unto 
his  Highnefs  is,  that  of  his  grace  he  will  pleafe,  by 
fuch  ways  as  (hall  feem  belt  for  his  goodnefs  and 
wifdom,  that  his  Majefty  may  have  fuch  right 
underftanding  of  me,  as  the  unjuft  clamour  of  an 
impudent  perfon,  by  his  Majefty's  companion, 
may  not  ground  an  evil  perfuafion  of  me.  I  flioiild 
not  dare  to  make  fb  high  a  fuit,  but  by  the  warrant 
of  my  own  humility  and  knowledge  of  my  inno- 
cency i  and  of  my  humble  thankfulnefs,  I' will  fav  this 

'duty 
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duty  and  truth,  all  my  powers  and  my  whole  life 
are  vowed  to  the  obedience  of  his  Highnefs's 
fervice. 

The  affairs  of  the  Empire  are  not  yet  fettled, 
though  articles  accorded  between  the  Emperor  and 
his  brother  Matthias,  Thofe  of  Aken  by  no  means 
will  underftand  the  Archdukes  infinuation,  that 
they  are  in  their  protection.  Thofe  of  Aken  feem 
refolute,  and  the  Jefuits  prefs  and  fharpen  the 
Archdukes  as  much  as  they  can.  Thofe  of  Mun- 
fter  land  refufe  the  bifliop  given  them  by  Colen, 
and  are  like  enough  to  defire  to  ftand  of  themfelves 
with  the  alliance  and  protection  of  thefe  Provinces, 
who  have  fent  their  deputies  to  them,  and  are  like 
enough  to  favour  them,  and  alfo  thofe  of  Aken. 
Thefe  fticks  acrofs  may  burn  out  our  day. 

We  hear  diverfely  of  the  fuccefs  and  ftate  of  the 
affairs  of  the  two  Kings  before  Colmar,  each  party 
having  their  factions  here,  that  deliver  things  accord- 
ing to  their  affections.  But  I  fpake  with  a  (hip,  that 
came  frefhly  from  Copenhagen,  that  tells,  that  he 
faw  the  Vice-admiral  of  Sweden  brought  in  prifoner, 
I  mean  the  fhip  -,  and  the  Swedifh  Ambafiadors  had 
then  order  to  go  farther  into  the  country. 

The  communication  of  thefe  Provinces  hath  been 
hitherto  of  very  little  fruit.  The  conclufion  and 
refolution  will  difcover  much  of  the  hope  and  pof- 
fibility  of  their  profperity  and  declination. 

If  1  have  over-wearied  you,  forgive  me ;  and  if 
my  hand  be  over-hafty  for  you  to  reach,  let  me 
know  fo,  and  I  will  ufe  another's :  and  if  it  be 
pofilble  for  me  to  be  of  fo  much  worth,  as  I  may  be 
of  ufe  to  you,  I  pray  you  command  me  freely  :  for 
both  by  my  hearty  affection,  and  your  own  noble 

worth 
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worth  and  defert,  I  Hand  bound  to  ferve  you,  and 
to  approve  myfelf

A  L  L  my  powers  are  well  employed,  when 
Ji\,  they  move  any  thing  to  the  contentment  of 
our  gracious  matter.  It  is  honour  to  me,  that  his 
Highnefs  vouchsafes  to  receive  the  expreffion  of  my 
faith  ;  and  1  confefs  a  great  obligation  to  you,  that 
you  aid  my  rude  lines  with  a  good  interpretation. 
TheGovernor's  care  and  minefhall  ever  be,  fo  long 
as  the  charge  is  with  us,  to  maintain  and  render  the 
garrifon  in  our  charge  to  the  honour  and  ule  in- 
tended. The  defects  to  us  made  known,  with  the 
ways  of  remedy,  our  part  is  then  to  attend  dili- 
gently opportunities,  and  in  all  events  to  do  and 
fuffer  with  faith  and  duty. 

Touching  one  to  cover  the  coach,  I  have,  ac- 
cording to  your  direction,  accorded  with  a  fit  ^nd 
fkilful  workman,  who  only  attends  the  making  rf 
fome  buckets  and  neceffaries,  which  are  conceived 
would  hardly  be  found  in  England.  Within  ten 
days  he  will  go  hence  towards  England.  1  have 
agreed  with  him  as  cheap  as  poflibly  I  could,  that 
is,  for  fix  (hillings  a  day,  if  he  find  himfelf,  or 
five  (hillings  a  day,  if  he  have  his  diet.  When  he 
follows  the  Count  Maurice  in  the  army,  he  hath  fo 
much.  He  makes  account  in  fix  weeks  he  will 
finifh  the  work,  if  the  requifite  materials  be  pre- 
pared for  him.  If  there  be  any  more  requifite  to 
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trouble  you  concerning  him,  he  fhall  bring  it  with 
him. 

.The  painter  of  Delft  is  fo  fantaftical,  as  I  cannot 
yet  get  his  conditions ;  but  he  promifeth  to  refolve 
within  fix  days,  fo  as  I  hope  when  the  laddler  comes, 
to  give  ground  to  reiblve  upon,  and  to  fend  his 
Highnefs's  pleafure,  which  lhall  be  obeyed  as  iar 
as  my  power. 

I.!  cannot  fay  the  affairs  here  are  fettled,  and  well 
in  order  j  ar>d  yet  is  there  not  apparent  diforder 
worth  the  doting  to  you-,  and  to  make  judgment  to 
you  of  d}£  future,  is  to  hazard  to  prove  wife  or  a  fool, 
according  as  new  accidents  fhall  produce  the  effects. 

The  apparent  danger  the  town  of  Aix  was  in  by 
the  execution  of  the  Emperor's  ban,  and  the  divers 
confequences  both  of  the  Archdukes  acting,  and 
this  State's  and  other  Princes,  that  would  have 
been  jealous  of  the  iffue  of  thofe  levies,  do  all 
(land  at  paufe  upon  the  death  of  the  Emperor,  who 
hath  amafTed  a  great  treafure  for  his  brother  Mat- 
thias, whom  he  moil  hated,  who  is  moil  likely  to 
be  Emperor,  and  Albertus  not  out  of  hope  to  be 
King  of  Romans.  When  the  electors,  and  admi- 
niitrators  of  the  Empire,  have  fettled  their  judg- 
ments, we  mall  begin  to  fee  to  what  ways  and  ends 
they  will  incline. 

Vorftius,  in  whpfe  caufe  the  King  hath  not 
many  hearts  and  much  honour,  is  now  here  at  the 
Hague;  and  although  the  pretence  be  only  to  purge 
himfelf  in  fome  points  in  queftion  between  fome 
private  minifters  and  him,  yet  his  pafiions  and 
parts  are  fo  great,  as  may  hazard  in  time  the  unity 
of  the  Provinces ;  for  the  broaching  and  foftering 
of  thofe  opinions  and  factions  hath  not  been  with- 
out defign  to  fliake  the  foundation  of  this  go- 
vernment 
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vernment,  by  bringing  in  a  freedom  of  all  kinds 
of  religion, 

Sir,  I  know  how  important  thefe  Provinces  are 
to  our  Kingdom  •,  and  without  breach  of  duty,  I 
may  not  leave  to  remember  to  you,  who  are  the 
faichfulleft  fecretary  to  my  Prince  and  mafter,  that 
it  is  a  moft  necefiary  wifdom  to  keep  power  and 
credit  here.  Power  is  by  the  nation  continued 
in  the  pay  of  the  States,  and  by  the  cautionary 
towns  :  Credit  by  an  honourable  reputation  of 
virtue  and  affection,  and  ability  to  aid  and  favour 
them.  For  the  firft,  as  occafion  mail  be  offered, 
I  will  call  upon  you.  For  the  fecond,  it  Teems  to 
me  to  be  a  fair  opportunity^  and  very  feafocable, 
if  his  Highnefs  would  think  of  the  obligation  he 
intended  to  the  brave  Prince  Maurice,  to  call  him 
to  the  Order  of  the  Garter.  I  proteft  unto  you,  I 
have  no  particular  interefl,  but  as  conceiving  it 
proper  for  the  honour  and  fervice  of  our  mafter : 
and  I  fhould  be  glad  to  carry  the  fuit  and  mefiagej 
as  I  did  that,  with  faith  ;  and  conceiving  it  to  be 
a  good  fervice  and  duty,  (hall  be  glad  to  receive 
find  obey  all  commandments,  that  mail  be  laid  upori 
me  in  it. 

The  French  Ambafiador  hath  not  yet  had  au- 
dience. Many  good  patriots  fear  his  bufinefs  will 
be  new,  and  dangerous  overtures,  arid  having 
relation  to  fome  treaties  with  Spain  and  the  Arch- 
dukes. 

There  is  now  come  to  the  Hague  a  young  Duke 
of  Brunfwick,  a  fine  gentleman.  He  came  in  the 
company  of  the  Count  of  Erneftus,  whofe  Lady 
is  fafely  delivered  of  a  fon. 

It  pleafed  you  in  your*s  to  fay,  that  his  Highnefs 

would  anfwer  my  fuit.     It  mail  be  a  Princely  grace 

done    to   a  faithful  and   humble-heartd    fervant. 

K  k  This 
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This  grace  and  honour  is  dearer  to  me  than  any 
profit.  With  my  whole  life  I  will  pay  my  duties 
to  my  mafter  ;  and  you,  to  whom  I  muft  acknow- 
ledge the  inftrumental  part  of  the  good  and  honour 
I  receive,  mall  receive  fuch  real  teftimony  of  my 
thankful  nefs,  as  mail  ferve  to  make  you  efteem 
me  worthy  to  be  accounted  in  the  number  of  your 
Friends  and  affectionate  fervants,  that  mall  have 
freedom  to  rely  upon  your  favours  ;  to  which 
recommending  myfelf,  1  befeech  the  Almighty  to 
blefs  your  counfels  to  the  glory  of  our  mafter  and 
your  own  honour,  according  to  the  hopes  and 
wifhes  of

Y  the  contentment  I  take  to  do  thefe  little 
_  offices,  I  find  how  great  happinefs  it  would 
to  me  to  fpend  my  belt  powers  and  whole  life 
in  the  obedience  to  our  excellent  mafter,  to  whom 
all  the  good  in  me  is  due  both  by  right  of  fubjection, 
vows,  and  bonds  of  humble  affection  and  fervice. 

I  fend  you  this  bearer,  a  foldier  by  trade,  and 
fkilfully  practifed  to  cover  an  open  coach.  The 
contract  J  have  made  with  him,  I  formerly  wrote 
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to  you:-  but  to  id'refii  your  memory,  |  .have  ir> 
this  inclofecl  cxprefied  it. 

What  life  '(hall  be  made  of  the  plan,  and  his 
Highnefs  vouchsafing  of  my  dutiful  obedience ,an$ 
endeavours,  I  do  refer  to  your  favour,  to  which 
as  i  attribute  much  for  the  great  grace  I  have 
receded  hitherto,  (o  will  I  wait  all  opportunities  to 
acknowledge  and  pay  much  to  you  by  love,  by 
faith,  and  all  the  works  of  thankful nefs. 

I  have  fpoken  with  the  painter  of  Delft,  and 
find  him  keep  his  affection  and  inclination  to  make 
a  journey  into  England  for  his  Highnefs's  fervice. 
But  he  loves  himfelf  and  his  acquaintance  fo  well,  as 
can  hardly  refolve  how  to  value  his  time  and  his 
(kill.  This  was  the  time  he  took  to  bring  me  his 
refolute  demand,  that  I  might  receive  your  advice 
upon  it.  But  yet  he  is  not  come,  and  I  may  in 
part  excufe  it.  The  weather  is  fo  here  between 
fro  ft  and  thaw,  as  boats  cannot  pafs.  My  next 
mud  be  of  that  fubjec~t. 

Here  we  conceive,  that  the  French  Ambaffador 
keeps  yec  the  ground  of  his  ambaflage  to  himfelf. 
He  hath  laid  forth  fome  of  his  accomplements,  and 
fome  artifices  to  make  the  matches  between  France 
and  Spain  not  to  be  had  in  jealoufy  here ;  and  to 
fhew  firft,  that  they  are  only  treated  to  do  their 
bufinefs  the  better ;  and  that  the  conclufions  are  far 
off,  uncertain,  and  at  the  choice  of  perfons  like  to 
ufe  their  own  fancies,  and  the  occafions,  that  then 
(hall  prefent  themfelves.  Yet  in  all  events  thele 
men  {hall  jiave  faith  and  league  kept  with  them, 
"  and  fruit  ever  by  the  friendfhip  of  France. 

But  many  fear  the  drift  is  to  make  thefe  men 
lect  the  favours  of  his  Majefty,  or  to  be  neg- 
ted  of  him,  to  reft  upon  the  alliance  of  France, 
bring  in  free  exercife  of  all  religions,  and  fo  to 
K  k  2  com- 
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compound  the  affairs  of  Spain  and  them  at  the 
devotion  of  France. 

You  fee  how  the  affairs  of  the  Empire  are  of 
neceffity  fufpended.  There  are  many  fubjedts  for 
queftions  to  rife  on  between  the  brothers.  How 
thefe  will  be  quenched  or  inflamed,  we  fee  not  yet ; 
and  until  fome  motions  to  the  one  or  the  other 
may  appear,  judgment  cannot  be  made  by  me, 
that  fee  but  with  common  eyes,  and  thofe  of  the 
dulleft  fight,  efpecially  when  I  muft  lay  that  judg- 
ment before  you,  my  honourable  friend,  whofe 
larger  information  of  thefe  things  from  better  hands 
doth  prepare  your  abler  underftanding  to  forefee 
that,  which  I  mall  not  guefs  at  before  the  relation 
of  the  act  done. 

FromSpain,and  all  other  parts  but  Great-Britain, 
opinion  is  moved,  that  the  King  of  Spain  will  pur- 
fue  flrongly  the  marriage  of  our  bleffed  Princefs : 
and  that  thereupon  the  intended  treaty  with  the 
German  Princes  (hall  be  fufpended. 

From  hence  they  difcourfe,  that  although  the 
King  of  Spain  cannot  in  the  world  find  fo  great 
blefling  in  a  woman  as  in  that  Lady,  and  that  it 
would  ferve  him  to  do  his  affairs  admirably  •,  yet 
it  is  hardly  to  be  believed,  that  the  Moft  Catholic 
King,  the  fair  child  of  the  Pope,  and  the  dear 
fovereign  and  humble  fubject  of  the  Jefuits,  will 
ever  marry  with  one  by  their  church  counted  an 
heretic.  It  is  alfo  compared  with  many  counfels 
and  proceedings  of  Spain,  that  fpare  no  way  or 
iubject  to  do  their  bufinefs  by  j  and  their  turns 
Terved,  never  want  excufes  and  pretexts  to  difen- 
gage  themfelves,  or  at  lead  plead  a  reafon  :  which 
were  a  cruel  fcorn,  and  perchance  a  difadvantage 
to  other  matches,  either  in  time  or  reputation:

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and,  if  it  be  pofllble  to  fucceed,  to  draw  after  it 
fo  many  confiderations  and  confequences  of  diffi- 
culty and  tendernefs,  as  if  I  could  not  have  implicit 
faith  in  the  infinite  wifdom  and  blefiednefs  of  his 
Majefty,  and  in  the  providence  and  judgment  of 
his  faithful  council,  I  could  not  without  tear  think 
of  the  treaty.  But  the  confidence  I  have  of  the 
wifdom  and  blefiing  of  his  Majefty,  and  his  royal 
ifiue,  makes  me  in  humble  contentment  expect 
good  from  all  the  action,  that  mall  concern  them, 
moving  from  their  royal  wifdoms,  and  handled  by 
their  faithful  council  about  them,  wherein  you 
have  a  happy  part  to  act,  which  I  befeech  the 
Almighty  to  blefs  to  his  glory, 

I  befeech  you,  that  my  faith  and  duty  be  con^ 
tinued  in  the  memory  of  his  Highnefs,  as  his  hum" 
ble  fervant,  that  defires  nothing  more  than  occa- 
fions  to  obey  him  in,  and  by  the  grace  of  his  fa- 
vour to  be  made  able  to  mew  you,  how  thankful  a 
heart  you  have  pofiefled  yourfelf  with,  that  ftudies, 
not  by  proteftations,  but  by  real  actions  and  duties, 
to  prove,  how  I  am

THE  hafte  of  this  bearer,  together  with  my 
ill  hand,  made  me  omit  in  my  former  letter 
a  point,  that  I  now  willingly  impart  to  you,  having 
a  quarter  of  an  hour's  time  given  me. 

We  received  it  here  from  good  hands,  that  the 
King  of  Poland  makes  hirhfelf  exceeding  ftrong 
both  in  horfe  and  foot,  and  all  provifions  of  war, 
with  a  refolutiosi  to  attempt  the  kingdom  of  Swe- 
den, where  the  King  is  young  and  unfettled  •,  and 
if  that  kingdom  mail  find  themfdves  attempted 
on  one  fide  by  the  war  from  Denmark,  on  the 
other  fide  by  the  King  of  Poland,  neceffity  will 
conftrain  them  to  range  themfelves  to  one  or  other 
pary  ;  and  reaibn  and  probability  is  moft  for  their 
natural  King  ;  fince,  without  any  great  miracle,  the 
opportunity,  the  power,  and  the-activencfs  of  that 
King  of  Poland  confidered,  it  is  poffible  for  him  to 
be  matter,  not  only  of  Sweden,  but  of  a  large  extent 
in  thofe  parts,  in  lefs  than  fix  months.  It  is  not  to 
be  doubted  but  that  the 'King  of  Poland  is  in  reli- 
gion.a  Jefuit ;  in  league  and  combination  with  the 
Pope  and  with  Spain-,  and  fo  not  only  a  declared 
enemy  to  the  reformed  Churches  and  neighbour 
States,  which  concerns  the  kingdom  of  Great- 
Britain,  not  only  by  expectation  of  the  world,  that 
his  Majefty,  lor  his  greatnefs  and  virtue,  Jhould  be 
moderator  in  this  end  of  the  world :  but  it  doth 
concern,  and  will  deeply  concern,  the  welfare  and 
intereft  of  the  kingdom  of  Great-Britain. 

His  Highnefs  cannot  do  any  act  more  fultable 
with  his  virtues,  more  honourable  for  his  Majefty, 
more  for  the  fafety  of  the  Churches,  and  piety  of 
his  own  glorious  ftate,  than  to  digeft  this  affair 
well  by  himfelf  and  his  private  council,  and  the 
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faithful  councils  of  the  State  ;  and  then  to  move 
his  royal  father  to  mediate  a  reconciliation  between 
the  kingdoms  of  Denmark  and  Sweden ;  at  leaft 
luch  a  depofition  of  arms,  as  Sweden  may  wholly 
attend  his  defence  againft  Poland. 

It  may  be  objected,  that,  in  cafe  of  danger,  thofe 
it  concerns  moft  nearly,  mould  feeek  aid.  The 
King  of  Sweden,  that  may  be  (for  yet  there  is 
none)  is  young,  unfettled,  and  perhaps  knows  not 
in  what  perfons,  in  what  councils  to  be  confident. 
And  for  the  Princes  of  Germany,,  their  altercations 
in  the  Empire,  their  flow  and  disjointed  affections 
and  proceedings,  is  apt  to  err  in  points  of  real 
wifdom  and  good  manner.  Thofe  of  the  Low 
Countries,  who  come  next  to  be  concerned,  have 
alfo  their  divifions  and  factions  amongft  themfelves, 
and  begin  to  fleep  in  their  lecurity  with  Spain, 
who  certainly  muft  mare  deep  in  the  profperity 
of  Poland.  But  if  by  neceffity,  (loth,  or  want  of 
wifdom,  or  good  affection,  all  men  abandon  the 
good  caufe,  it  is  then  moft  time,  and  moft  virtue, 
to  be  diligent  and  ftiff  in  the  good  work.  A  more 
pious,  a  more  honourable,  or  more  profitable, 
hath  not  prefented  itfelf  in  many  years,  than  this 
appeafing  of  this  war  between  two  Princes  of  the 
religion  in  this  time,  when  the  enemies  of  the  reli- 
gion do  think  they  have  fpread  fuch  nets  to  over- 
throw her,  as  me  mail  not  efcape.  But  God,  I 
know,  will  preferve  her,  and  by  his  inftruments, 
our  royal  King  and  his  royal  iffue. 

And  thus,  you  fhall  ever  fee  my  faith  guide  me 
to  affect  peace  or  war,  as  it  (hall  be  moft  for  the 
glory  of  God,  and  honour  and  fafety  of  my  King 
and  my  mafter,  with  whom  I  pray  you  employ  all 
your  power  for  the  effecting  of  this  honourable 
Work.

S  I  R, 

I  Was  now  about  to  have  taken  the  boldnefs  (yet 
with  all  reverence)  to  have  written  to  his  Highr 
nefs,  but  I  conceive  it  to  be  better  duty,  and  the 
fame  thing,  to  deliver  it  to  you  his  faithful  fecre- 
tary,  that  his  Highnefs  may  fo  with  more  eafe 
know,  how  the  people  in  thefe  parts  fay,  that  the 
Council  of  Spain  have  done  their  bufinefs  exceed- 
ingly well ;  the  matches  between  Spain  and  France 
being  publifhed  in  their  ports  with  all  triumph. 
That  France  gives  a  realbn  of  thefe  matches  on 
their  part  for  want  of  other  alliances,  tha,t  of  Great- 
Britain  being  fufpeded  to  them  in  refpect  of  the 
pretences  to  France ;  the  German  Princes  poor  and 
divided  ;  Italy  far  off;  and  thefe  Seven  Provinces  fo 
ready  to  run  to  Spain,  as  they  only  have  gotten 
the  ftart  of  them,  and  now  ready  to  bring  them 
thither  by  their  mediation.  , 

That  overtures  of  treaty,  to  change  the  truce  into 
3  peace,  are  undoubtedly  already  propounded  by 

the 
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the  fame  perfons,  that  firft  attempted  the  former 
treaty. 

Further,  they  fay  here,  that  all  thefe  ftrange 
points  of  doctrine  divulged  have  been  foftered 
and  countenanced  to  prefs  the  general  liberty  of 
religion  to  all  fectaries,  and  amongft  the  reft, 
to  the  Roman  Catholics,  who  are  not  few  in  thefe 
Provinces ;  and  that  point  gained,  there  is  no  impe- 
diment to  thefe  men's  peace  with  Spain.  For  the 
glory  of  the  Catholic  King  being  faved  in  that  point, 
and  his  life  and  end  allured  by  that  admittance 
(provided  that  he  be  but  acknowledged  to  have 
thefe  men  difarmed)  he  will  give  them  a  blank 
figned,  in  which  they  mall  form  their  own  other 
conditions.  To  induce  thefe  men,  there  is  the 
juft  pretences  of  Spain  to  them,  liberty  of  con- 
'fcience  mail  be  granted,  with  the  exercife  of  reli- 
gion to  all  kinds,  freedom  of  traffic,  and  eafe  of 
jmpofitions  ;  and  fear  of  a  war,  if  they  do  not. 

Ic  is  faid,  that  Spinola,  accompanied  with  an- 
other noble  of  Spain  and  the  Count  Bucquoy, 
came  with  commiflion  into  France,  and  fo  to  the 
Archdukes :  that  great  fums  of  money  are  made 
over  for  thefe  parts  :  that  great  levies  of  men  are 
Jikewjfe  to  come  down  :  that  the  purpofes  are  to 
change  the  truce  info  a  peace ;  to  turn  the  affairs 
ofr  Germany  to  their  advantage,  and  fo  as  the 
younger  fon  of  Spain  may  fucceed  in  the  Empire  j 
and  io  thefe  forces  will  ferve  both  to  keep  in  awe 
the  Princes  of  Germany,  and  fway  thofe  projects  to 
their  purpofe  j  and  alfo  to  terrify  thefe  men  to  a 
peace,  to  which  they  apply  themfelves  with  fo 
much  delight  and  affection,  as,  if  Spain  have  but 
patience  a  year  or  two,  rather  than  take  up  arms, 
they  will  take  on  any  conditions. 

It 
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It  is  faid,  that  Spinola  hath  likewife  charge  to 
pafs  Into  England,  to  treat  about  the  marriage  of 
the  lady  Elizabeth :  and  it  is  obferved,  that  jutt 
about  that  time  the  journey  of  the  Duke  of  Bou- 
illon is  deferred.  It  is  conceived,  that  the  over- 
ture and  treaty  is  not  really  meant  from  Spain, 
but  only  to  amufe,  until  their  other  bufmefs  in  hand 
have  paflage. 

This  pofition  is  held  for  granted,  that  Spain 
pretends  to  the  monarchy  ;  that  if  he  make  him- 
felf  matter  of  the  Low  Countries  fo  far,  as  to  have 
ufe  of  their  harbours  and  (hipping,  he  will  make 
no  doubt  to  attempt  Great-Britain. 

If  it  mail  be  poflible,  and  found  good  by  his 
Majefty,  the  Defender  of  the  Faith,  to  give  his 
bleffed  and  gracious  daughter  into  Spain,  and  her 
children  to  be  bred  up  in  that  religion ;  and  for 
the  Catholic  King  to  be  difpenfed  with  to  match 
with  a  biefled  Chriftian  Princefs,  the  dangers  his 
Majefty  and  his  royal  iflue  are  expofed  to  from 
the  Spahifh  and  Jefuitical  practices  are  fuch,  as  I 
tremble  to  think  of  them. 

His  Highnefs,  as  a  counfellor  to  his  royal  father, 
as  heir  apparent  to  the  Crown,  as  having  the 
expectation  and  hope  of  the  world  caft  upon  his 
excellent  worth  and  powers,  is  called  upon,  not 
only  to  obferve  thefe  paflages,  but  to  be  pro- 
vident in  them  as  the  moft  faithful  watchman  and 
remembrancer  to  his  Majefty  -,  and  forefeeing,  that 
9  fmall  induftry  and  force  turns  by  inconveni- 
encies,  which  once  come  and  feated,  will  not  be 
remedied  but  with  infinite  difficulty. 

You,  in  your  place,  have  an  honourable  office 
to  difcharge,  and  a  glorious  part  to  act.  You 
fhall  find,  that  the  indnftry  and  artifices  will  be 
very  great  to  move  his  Majefty  to  contemn  thefe 

States, 
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States,  and  as  great  to  divert  the  affection  and-de- 
pendency  of  thefe  men  from  his  Majefty,  and  by 
that  means  to  caft  them  for  counfel  and  confidence 
upon  France,  and  fo  into  the  power  of  Spain. 

There  are  many  ill-affected  in  this  State :  fo  are 
there  many  worthy  patriots;  for  their  fakes,  for 
the  confequence  and  incereft,  it  is  to  be  wiflied  and 
hoped,  that  his  Majefty  will  break  all  thefe  defigns, 
and  keep  his  intereft  in  thefe  Provinces,  and  caufe 
to  be  maintained  their  unity  in  their  ecclefiaftical 
and  politic  government ;  though  with  fome  extra- 
ordinary care,  and  an  appearance  of  force,  which  will 
be  no  farther  requifite,  than  by  the  countenance  of  it 
to  keep  the  evil-affected  in  awe,  and  the  good  in 
heart  and  life. 

1  am  glad,  that  at  length  we  ratify  the  treaty 
with  the  Princes  of  the  religion,  his  Majefty's  Am- 
baffador  being  to  go  on  his  way  towards  Colen  for 
that  effect.  I  mould  be  more  glad  to  hear,  that 
his  Majefty  did  give  countenance  and  encourage- 
ment to  the  Proteftants  in  France.  And  while  that 
the  inward  affairs  of  thefe  Provinces  are  not  fo 
well  joined,  as  were  to  be  wiflied,  it  would 
coaie  exceeding  feafonably,  and  advantageoufly  for 
his  Majefty's  fervice,  if  the  Count  Maurice  did 
receive  fome  marks  of  his  Majefty's  favour,  and 
fome  obligations  from  his  Majefty  and  our  mailer. 

You  fee  whither  my  faithful  duty  and  humble 
affection  hath  carried  me,  under  this  hope,  that 
his  Highnefs  will  make  a  gracious  conftruction, 
and  favourable  ufe  of  it  towards  me,  whole  life  and 
powers  are  wholly  moved  to  his  fervice. 

My  confidence  in  you  is  fuch,  that  you  will  not 
only  make  the  beft  interpretation  of  me,  and  ufe 
for  m«,  but  exercife  your  favour  fo  much  towards 
me,  as  to  reprove  me  by  your  letters  for  what

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you  find  impertinent,  rude,  or  over  bold,  by  that 
way  of  your  favour  to  increafe  my  bonds  of  duty  to 
you,  in  which  I  covet  nothing  more  than  your 
commandments,  and  occafion,  whereby  to  approve

H  E  firft  of  April  I  received  your's  with  his

_  Highnefs's  inclofed.  I  take  it  for  a  great 
deal  of  honour  and  happinefs  to  be  commanded  by 
his  Highnefs,  nothing  being  fo  proper  for  a  faith- 
ful fervant  as  matter  of  obedience,  where  faith  and 
induftry  may  be  acceptably  exercifed. 

The  Count  Maurice  was  at  Arnheim,  three  days 
journey  from  hence,  the  folemnities  of  the  chrif- 
tening  then  not  ended.  I  prefently,  as  this  bearer 
can  tell  you,  began  my  journey  thitherward,  and 
by  accident  met  his  Majefty's  Ambafiador  upon 
his  return  from  thence  5  fo  as  rinding,  that  the  over- 
cure  was  already  made  from  the  King,  and  that,  for 
fome  late  accidents  concerning  Vorftius,  every  fa- 
vour offered  or  treated  from  Great-Britain  to  the 
Count  might  be  by  the  feditious  party  mifcon- 
ftrued,  I  conceived  it  my  beft  way  of  duty  to  dif- 
charge  this  office  laid  upon  me  without  any  notice 
to  thofe,  that  wait  but  advantages.  I  therefore 
left  this  gentleman  at  Utrecht,  and  hope  he  will 
make  no  ill  conftrudtion  of  me  ;  and,  if  he  fliould, 
I  pray  you  help  me  to  fatisfy  him,  that  the  necek 
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flty  of  my  matter's  fervice,  as  I  underftand  ir,  re- 
quired my  handling  it  in  that  kind. 

I  have  prefumed  to  make  a  particular  and  tedious 
relation  to  his  Highnefs  of  the  manner  of  my  ad- 
drels  to  the  Count  Maurice,  as  alfo  of  the  difcourfe 
that  paft.  I  am  fo  far  from  troubling  you  with  the 
repetition,  as  I  befeech  you  to  excufe  me  to  his 
Highnefs  for  that,  which  is  either  impertinent  or 
ill-polimed.  I  will  prefume  to  recommend  to  you 
what  I  think  may  ferve  our  matter  to  his  end,  to 
make  it  appear  his  work,  and  moft  acceptable  to 
the  Count;  firft,  that  he  may  be  chofen  without 
farther  difficulties  -,  and  then  the  knowledge  given 
by  his  Highnefs  to  the  Count  himfelf  of  his 
Election,  and  by  his  Majefty,  or  his  Highnefs, 
to  the  States-,  and  when  the  Order  fhall  be  fent, 
fome  principal  and  noble  perfon  may  bs  employed 
in  that  fervice,  this  people  and  thofe  of  Germany 
holding  thofe  circumftances  of  form  as  a  principal 
part  of  the  honour  of  the  matter. 

I  do  in  this,  as  I  will  ever  do  in  all  things,  feek 
my  matter  and  his  honour  in  his  bufmefs,  and  not 
myfelf. 

If  any  thing  (hall  happen,  wherein  his  Highnefs 
would  give  intimation  or  receive  information,  upon 
commandment  or  inftruction  from  his  Highnefs  or 
from  you,  I  will  hope  to  give  a  fmcere  and  honefi: 
account  of  my  faithful  execution. 

The  Count  Hanau  is  coming  to  you.  We  hope 
the  bufinefs  is  fo  cleared,  as  the  danger  of  a  Spanifli 
match  is  paft.  Believe  it,  Sir,  the  Spaniard,  though 
a  fleepy  King,  hath  great  defigns;  and  the  only 
way  to  break  them  indeed  is  the  unity  of  thefe  Pro- 
vinces, and  the  prefervation  of  his  Majefty's  inte- 
reft  in  them  j  the  firm  alliance  of  thofe  of  the  reli- 
gion in  Germany,  and  the  maintenance  of  thofe  of 

the 
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the  religion  in  France  with  good  intelligence  with 
them. 

It  is  fo  precious  a  thing  to  me  to  be  in  the  good 
grace  of  his  Highnefs,  as  I  continue  my  fuic  to 
you,  to  recommend  me  ftill;  to  believe  of  my 
faith  to  this,  and  fo  to  affure  it  to  him  •,  and  to  be 
perfuaded  thus  of  me,  touching  yourfelf,  that  I  do 
fo  acknowledge  your  pad  and  continued  favours, 
that,  if  ever  I  may  have  the  opportunity,  I  will 
not  fpare  my  uttermoft  power;  but  employ  it  fo

IT  is  not  eafy  for  me  to  exprefs  the  comfort  I 
receive  by  your  letters  and  my  bonds,  which  I 
acknowledge  for  them.  It  were  unthankfulnefs 
in  me  not  to  obferve  what  pafTage  you  make  me  to 
(land  in  his  Highnefs's  memory  and  good  opinion, 
which  is  my  principal  ambition  and  care  of  my 
life-,  and  it  mail  be  great  unworthinefs  in  me, 
whenfoever  I  part  from  that  due  acknowledgment 
and  refpect,  that  belongs  to  you,  or  fail  in  faith- 
ful constancy  to  ferve  you,  in  all  opportunities  and 
your  ufes,  with  iny  whole  powers  and  endeavours. 

I  befeech  you  allure  his  Highnefs,  that  duty  and 
affection  in  me  to  his  fervice  will  never  fufTer  me 
to  be  over  fenfible  of  ill  weather,  or  to  flop  at  any 
difficulties,  the  poffibility  of  my  powers  can  break 
through.  If  my  mean  abilities  can  be  fo  happy 
to  fet  on  work>  by  his  Highnefs's  commandments, 

1  foall 
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I  fhall  hope,  the  bleffing  belonging  to  them  will 
carry  my  weaknefs  through. 

I  forefaw,  that  his  Majefty's  zealous  oppofition 
of  Vorftius  had  fo  much  offended  fome  principal 
great  ones  of  this  State,  as  they  would  be  apt  to 
formalife   any  exceptions,    and    mifmterpret    the 
purpofe  of  his  Majefty  in  the  honour  to  be  done  to 
Count  Maurice.     You  have  feen  their  anfwers  and 
their  impertinent  and  indiicreet  demands;  but  they 
are  commons,  and  infenfible  of  the  perfection  of 
honour,  civility,  and  thankfulnefs  ;  and  although 
their  eftate  gives  them  pride  unduly  to  think  them- 
ielves  equal  in  all,  yet  iince  the  work  is  honourable 
and  feafonable  for  many  good  refpecls,   I   doubt 
not  but  his  Majefcy,  in  his  true  greatnefs  and  roy- 
alty,   will  pals  by  their  mechanical  proceeding, 
and  of  compaffion  to  them,  and  for  his  own  good 
purpofe,  fatisfy  them  :  to  which  his  Highnefs  may 
be  pleafed  to  bring  as  much  hefp,  as  he  fhall  think 
good,  if  it  be  not  already  done,  becaufe  the  Count 
Maurice  is  wholly  allured,  that  the  purpofe  of  this 
great  honour  and  favour  is  fprung  from  his  High- 
nefs, and  hath  been  cheriftied  and  brought  on  by 
him  to  the  growth  it  is  at :  for  which,  if  the  Count 
Maurice's  proteftations  may  be  taken,  he  is,  and 
ever  will  be,  the  thankful  fervant  of  his  Highnefs  ; 
and  as  he  hath  intreated  me  often   and  lately  to 
receive  and  deliver  thofe  proteftations,  fo  did  he 
declare  and  purpofe  to  aflure  them  under  his  hand. 
I  am  exceeding  glad  to  hear  from  you,   that 
thofe,  whom  it  moft  concerns,  affect  not  the  raatch 
with  Florence,  a  match  indeed  far  unequal  to  the 
Prince  of  Wales.     And  what  is  a  fum  of  money, 
where  other  circumftances  concur  not  ?  A  crown, 
a  province,  that  would  extend  dominion,  or  open 
3  »  P*f- 
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a  pafTage  to  extenfion,  or  were  a  bulwark  of  cfc-< 
fence,  were  confiderable  amongft  difficulties.  Btic 
a  limited  fum  with  the  inconveniencies,  that  pre-*- 
lent  themfelves  in  that  or  the  like  matches,  de- 
ferve  not  difpute. 

To  you,  with  whom  I  am. free,  and  in  points  of 
my  duty  to  our  mailer,  to  whom  I  owe  all  faith  and 
clearnefs,  I  can  never  remember  to  you  too  often, 
that  Spain  tends  to  the  monarchy.  That  the 
greateft  obftacle  to  that  defign  is  the  mighty  defen- 
der of  the  faith,  the  King  of  Great-Britain,  whofe 
kingly  greatnefs,  though  bleft  with  all  requifite  vir- 
tues in  the  powers  of  his  own  mind,  and  with  the 
xnoft  glorious  and  hopeful  iflue  that  ever  King  had, 
and  thefe  feconded  with  warlike  nations,  his  fub- 
jecls ;  yet,  according  to  human  counfels,  requires 
alliances  and  affiftance,  even  for  reafon  of  ftate* 
concerning  proper  good  ;  befides,  that  the  defence: 
of  the  faith  requires  protection  of  neighbours,  if 
our  own  intereft  went  not  with  it.  But  infallibly 
the  intereft  of  Great-Britain  is  now  in  difpute  in 
thefe  alliances,  treaties  and  peace  handled,  conceived 
and  projected. 

I  am  glad  to  hear,  and  long  may  it  be  fee/v 
that  his  Majefty  will  hold  in  heart  and  comfort 
thofe  of  the  religion  in  France,  keep  in  devotion 
thofe  of  the  churches  of  Germany,  and  keep  his 
intereft  in  thefe  Provinces.  A  match  with  con- 
trariety of  religion  will  never  carry  thofe  ends 
with  it :  for  although  his  Majefty  and  his  High- 
nefs  will  undoubtedly  keep  conftantly  their  inte- 
grities in  that  point ;  yet  one  part  will  take  fo  great 
difcouragement,  and  the  other  fuch  prefumption, 
as  may  make  troublefome,.  if  not  dangerous 
events, 

lam 
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1  ahi  not  worthy  to  advife,  but  I  am  confident 
enough  to  wifh,  that  when  fuch  a  match  fbatt  be 
propounded  to  his  Highnefs,  he  would  reject  it, 
with  declaration^  that  he  will  not  marry  but  with 
one  of  the  religion  ;  a  point,  that  would  fo  bind 
and  ailure  all  Proteftants  of  Chriibndom  to  his 
Majefty  and  his  Highnefs,  as  would  ruin  the  pro- 
ject of  the  pretended  Monarchy,  and  itake  fuch 
fteps,  and  open  fuch  ways,  as  all,  that  is  juft  and 
lawful  for  his  Majefty  or  his  Highnefs  to  pretend 
to  amongft  his  neighbv>urs,  would  offer  itfelf,  and 
be  fubject  to  them  in  a  few  years.  You  fhall  be 
fure,  that  the  counfels  ot  Spain  will  never,  until 
fuch  a  declaration,  ceafe  all  practices,  if  not  to  di- 
vert his  Majefty  and  his  Highnefs  from  thofe  of 
the  religion,  yet  to  divide  them  as  much  as  poffible* 
and  to  caft  jealoufy  amongft  them.  Withal  you 
fhall  fee,  that  they  will  fpare  no  endeavour,  coft* 
nor  artifice,  to  move  his  Majefty  to  induce  thefe 
Provinces  to  peace  with  Spain.  The  truce  declares 
too  much,  how  dangerous  a  peace,  will  be,  firft  to 
thefe  Provinces  ;  and  then  to  all  the  Reformed 
Churches  of  Chriftendorm 

You  have  a  noble  and  happy  condition,  that  ard 
within  diltance  to  forefee  and  offer  your  help,  not 
only  to  prevent  inconveniencies,  but  to  pum  for- 
ward the  good  works.  God,  that  hath  put  aid 
and  terror  into  the  hands  of  his  Majefty  and  his 
Highnefs,  glorify  himfelf  in  their  great  actions. 
My  life  is  due*  and  fhall  ever  be  offered  in  the  leaft 
of  their  motions. 

Now,  I  pray  you,  pardon  my  tedioufnefs.     Con- 
tinue to  flay  me  in  the  good  grace  of  his  Highnefs, 
and  keep  me  in  your  good  favour*  as  you  fhall

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ever  find  my  faith  and  affection  ready  in  all  your 
commandments  to  approve  me

IT  is  before  and  beyond  all  other  occurrences 
tlris  happinefs,  that  your  letters  offer  me  the 
affurance,  that  his  Highnefs  vouchfafes  my  humble 
duty  ;  and  it  is  beyond  all  other  bonds,  that  you 
recommend  my  faith  and  humble  affection  to  his 
gracious  acceptance.  I  am  thankful  to  you  for  the 
work  and  for  your  letters,  which  have  brought  me 
the  glad  tidings. 

Pardon  me  now  to  prefume  with  you  in  a  point 
of  my  particular.  It  hath  pleafed  God  to  vifit  my 
wife  with  a  long  ficknefs,  the  recovery  of  which  is 
hoped  and  advifed  to  be  found  at  Spa.  With  the 
knowledge  of  all  thofe  in  thefe  parts,  to  whom  I  or 
tny  place  oweth  any  refpecl,  I  have  refolved  of  that 
journey,  and  have  alfo  thought  it  my  duty  to  give 
you  knowledge  how  and  where  I  beftow  myfelf ; 
with  this  knowledge  farther,  that  I  have  taken 
fuch  order,  that  if  be  fo  happy  to  be  thought 
worthy  of  his  Highnefs's  commandments  in  any 
condition,  within  three  days  after  fignification 
given  at  the  Brill,  it  will  be  with  me  at  Spa ; 
where,  God  willing,  I  will  keep  the  readinefs, 
which  fhail  never  depart  from  me,  upon  the  firft 
fummohs,  to  hafte  that  way  occafion  and  my  duty 
lhall  direct  me.  And  although  there  is  no  appear- 
ance 
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itnce  of  any  default  by  my  abfence  for  two  months, 
which  is  the  longeft  time,  God  willing,  I  fhall 
beftow  in  this  purpofe  ;  yec,  I  befeech  you,  take  me 
fo  in  your  protection  and  favour,  as  no  finifter 
oonftruftion  be  received  againft  me,  fince  both  in 
my  atfeclion  and  judgment  I  hold  this  true  pofition, 
and  that  all  particular  reipe&s  and  ends  ought  to 
give  place  to  the  real  and  needful  duties.  In  the 
integrity  of  my  purpofes,  as  his  Highnefs's  humble 
fervant  in  your  favour,  I  mail  go  in  all  iecurity. 

I  cannot  give  you  much  hence,  nothing  new. 
The  eleflion  and  all  the  ceremonies  finifhed,  we 
fhall  exped  how  the  affairs  of  the  Empire  will  fettle 
or  incline  to  alteration.  The  Ambaffador  of  Spain', 
which  hath  been  with  the  new  Emperor,  comes  to 
Colen.  There  Spinola  meets  him,  and  there  will 
be  in  his  eyes  Aix,  Juliers,  and  Niulheim,  three 
places  of  confideration  ;  fubjefl  fit,  if  the  wills 
be  prepared,  to  make  much  combuftion.  Thefe 
men  are  unwilling  to  apprehend  it.  Juliers,  as  it 
is  now  in  ftate,  cannot  refift  an  attempt  ten  days. 
Mulheim  now  in  working  not  defenfible,  and  to  be 
maintained  by  a  company  of  vmdifciplined  men. 
Aix  of  no  great  force  neither  by  fituation,  art,,  or 
hands.  So  as  confiderable  confequences,  or  im- 
mediately God  muft  divert  the  purpofes,  or  fome 
or  all  of  thefe  good  members  of  the  Church  will 
fuffer. 

Theprofecutions  andjealouHes  in  France  threaten 
that  country  with  a  bloody  iffue.  And  the  over- 
tures of  peace,  which  are  yet  in  Spinola's  pocker, 
threaten  thefe  Provinces  with  a  great  deal  of- dan- 
ger. God  blefs  his  Majeity  of  Great-Britain,  and 
his  royal  iffue  ;  and  they  may  and  wiii  balance  ail 
the  affairs  of  Chriftendom.

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I  mall  long  exceedingly  to  hear  of  the  happy 
eftablifhment  of  thofe  great  offices  of  the  Kingdom. 
God  blefs  the  counfel  and  choice  to  his  glory,  and 
his  Majefty's  honour  and  fatis faction.

BEING  returned  from  the  Spa  to  the  Brill, 
I  think  it  my  duty  to  give  you  the  knowledge, 
that  if  my  good  fortune  would  offer  occafion  to 
honour  me  with  his  Highnefs's  commandments,  or 
to  employ  me  in  any  particular  of  your's,  you  may 
know  where  to  find  me,  that  ever  am  prepared  in 
affection  and  obedience  to  both  thofe  duties,  ibnal 
I  conceive  by  that  time  this  can  find  you,  our 
gracious  matter  will  be  at  Woodftock.  My  faith 
to  his  fe.  vice  makes  me  not  only  wifh  myfelf  wor- 
thy to  ferve  him,  but  that  all  worthy  men  were 
like  affected  as  myfelf;  and  all  virtuous  men  were 
known  to  him  in  their  feveral  powers  and  affecti- 
ons, that  fo  his  Highnefs  might  make  choice  of 
his  inftruments,  according  to  the  meafure  of  their 
faith  and  fufficiencies,  and  his  particular  ufes  and 
employments*  I  have  therefore  chofen  this  gentle - 
'  *•!  man, 
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man,  Sir  Giles  Bray,  to  bring  this  letter  to  you, 
by  which  I  am  an  humble  fuitor  to  you,  that  you 
would  be  pleafed  to  do  me  the  favour,  and  him  the 
honour,  to  prefent  him  to  the  luffing  of  his  High- 
nefs's  hands,  and  to  make  him  known  to  his  High- 
nefs,  as  a  man  in  his  rank  fit  to  ferve  and  obey  him. 
I  will  therefore  prefume  to  make  him  known  to  you, 
even  as  I  know  him.  He  is  defcended  from  a 
noble  family  and  well  allied,  born  to  an  eftate  near 
Woodftock  worth  1000  1.  a  year  ;  lives  there  a 
Jufticeof  the  Peace;  for  his  fpirit,  difcretion,  and 
other  fufficiencies,  equal  with  the  beft  fort  of  his 
neighbours ;  to  be  commanded  by  his  Highnefs ; 
and  for  his  honefty  and  integrity  I  dare  engage 
myfelf.  He  is  my  wife's  fon  by  a  former  hufband: 
yet  this  I  proteft,  that  interefl  hath  not  made  me 
partial  in  the  fuit  or  relation ;  neither  mall  felf-love, 
or  particular  intereft,  ever  prevail  with  me  to  make 
me  betray  my  matter's  fervice,  or  abufe  your  judge- 
ment. In  that  confidence  I  recommend  him  to 
your  favour,  and  mail  account  grace  done  to  him 
to  be  an  honour  to  me,  and  multiplication  of  my 
bonds. 

You  hear  how  much  the  Houfe  of  Auftria  is  of- 
fended with  the  building  of  Mulheim,  and  how 
many  counfels  they  have  had  to  demolifh  that 
work,  under  pretext  only  to  favour  and  allift  Co- 
len  :  but  the  point  is  of  greater  confequence  and 
extention  ;  the  reputation  of  the  parties  being  in 
queftion,  which  is  a  poinr,  that  Princes  and  States 
rnuft  be  moft  careful  of,  as  a  powerful  part  in 
theiraffairs.  Notwithstanding  the  Em  peror'sedic~t  to 
the  contrary,  the  work  is  gone  on  with  more  hands 
and  hafte  j  and,  as  they  think,  in  defence  :  but  if 
Spinola  fear  not  the  mutiny  of  his  foldiers,  when 
k  i  3.  they 
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they  fhall  be  drawn  together  (for  they  are  behind 
with  a  great  part  of  their  pay)  afluredly  they  vyiil 
demoliOi  that  work  ;  and  then  Brandenburg  will 
-fee  his  fault  to  begin  fuclv  a  work  without  force  to 
.defend  it  :  and  Juiiers  will  be  in  danger  :  for  un- 
doubtedly the  Spaniard  hath  both  that  and  greater 
works  in  deliberation,  which  threaten  our  State 
alfo.  frrlsd 

We  hear  the  Palatin  refolves  to  come  towards 
thefe  parts  within  fourteen  days  after  the  return  of 
Monf.  Schomberg  from  his  Majefty. 

My  affection  to  lay  all  I  know  before  you, 
would  draw  on  your  farther  trouble,  but  that  I  con- 
ceive it  would  be  too  old  before  it  find  you.

SIR, 

THIS  long  filence  of  mine  hath  neither  pro- 
ceeded of  want  of  refpect  or  affection  to 
ferve  you,  but  a  great  and  dangerous  ficknefs  hath 
mattered  me,  until  now  that  the  violence  of  the 
difeafe  declines,  and  I  begin,  I  thank  God,  to  re- 
cover fpirits  and  flrength  to  be  able  to  pay  duties, 
where  1  owe  them,  and  mall  be  made  happy  by  the 
opportunities. 
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If  my  ftrength  would  ferve  me,  I  mould  re- 
commend by  you  to  our  matter  a  view  of  things, 
how  in  men*s  judgments  they  (land  here,  and  in  the 
neighbour  parts,  and  how  they  are  contingent  im- 
portunity to  the  State  of  Great-Britain  upon  thofe 
heads  now  in  deliberation  with  the  Spanim  council  -, 
the  reduction  of  Aix,  the  demolition  of  Mul- 
heim,  the  difpofingof  Cleve  and  Juliers,  the  altera- 
tion of  the  prefent  government  of  Embden  to  the 
power  of  the  Count,  and  the  fubjecting  of  the 
United- Provinces,  by  a  plaufible  peace  by  ter- 
ror of  a  war,  or  by  difuniting  them  in  the  dif- 
putes.  But  the  reft  of  this  muft  be  referved 
for  another  time,  and  fome  more  increafe  to  my 
ftrength. 

The  Palatin  is  now  at  the  Hague,  to  whom  I 
have  not  been  able  to  pay  the  duties  I  acknowledge 
to  him,  and  defire  to  perform.

The  Count 
Harry  of  NafTau  his  uncle  purpofeth  to  go  with 
him :  he  is  truly  a  brave  and  weii-faihioned  Prince, 
much  affected  to  the  great  virtues  of  our  mailer, 
and  for  many  refpects  worthy  of  his  knowledgs 
L  1  4  and 
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and  favour.  When  you  £hall  fe  an4  obfevve  his 
perfon  and  parts,  and  confider  the  circumftances  of 
his  family  and  employment,.  I  recommend  it  and 
them  to  your  judicious  handling.

TH  E  charge,  which  I  hold,  having  fo  necef- 
fary  relation  and  dependency  to  that  place, 
to  which  your  wifdom  and  deferts  have  moved  his 
Majefty  to  call  you  ;  I  have  thought  it  very  fit  in 
a  matter  of  no  lefs  confequence,  than  a  treaty  of 
marriage  for  the  Prince's  Highnefs  with  a  daughter 
of  the  King  of  Spain,  becaufe  I  know  your  H©- 
nour  {hall  receive  the  carriage  thereof  feverally 
and  differently  related  from  many  Princes,  his  Ma- 
jefty's  allies,  and  from  his  Majefty's  public  minifters

come,  I  therefore  defired  to  arm  you  with  this 
truth,  which  as  I  affirm  unto  yourlejf,,  Ib  am  I 
ready  to  juftify  it  to  the  world,  if  you  mall  have 
occafion  ;  or  that  your  wifdom  fhail  think  it  fit  to 
make  more  public  ufe  of  this  difcourie  ;  the  which 
containeth  in  it  fo  much  truth,  that  I  care  not  what 
eye  fee  it,  for  that  1  know  no  man  can  contrary 
it.

lately   build  upon   fuch   friendmip.      Whereupon 
many  arguments  being  ufed  by  divers  of  this  King's 
minifters   in  excufe  of  what  had  palled,  imputing 
fume  things  to  the  flow  Ityle  of  their  proceedings  in 
Spain,  and  feme  others  to  concurrency  in  matters 
ot   conlcience     with    thofe   perfons,    which    made 
cheir  retreat  inro  the  King's  dominions  :  and  for 
the  better  expreffing  and  intimating  of  this  King's 
clear  and  fmcere   affections  towards  his  Majefty, 
both  the  Conde  de  Villa  Mediana  b  in  his  time,  and 
Don  Pedro  de  Zuniga  c  fince,  declared  and  prc- 
teited  to  know  fo  much  of  the  King  their  matter, 
his  good  intents  unto  his  Majefty,  as  if  he  would 
.be  pleafed  (according  to  nature  and  cuftom,  by 
both  which  the  man  is-to  fpeak  firft)  to  begin  a 
motion  for  a  marriage  betwixt  the  Prince  of  Wales 
.and  the  Infanta,  the  fame  fhould  be  fo  well  heard, 
as  it  mould  appear,  that  the  King  defired  not  only 
to  continue  in  amity,  but  to  unite  himfelf  by  neareft 
alliance  unto  his  Majefty. 

To  all  which,  though  his  Majefty  could  but  re- 
turn kind  and  thankful  anfwers  in  the  general ;  yet 
for  many  refpects  it  pleafed  his  Majefty  to  pats 
over  all  thefe  occafions  given  him  by  thofe  invite- 
ments,  without  making  any  particular  anfwer,  un-

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there ;  who  renewing  thofe  former  overtures,  his 
Majefty  could  no  longer  have  remained  in  fiience, 
but  he  mu ft  have  given  juft  occafion  to  retort  that 
opinion  of  coldnels  upon  himfelf,  for  which  he  had 
formerly  challenged  him.  And  here  I  can  enter  to 
fpeak  of  the  fequel  of  the  bu  fine  is  upon  my  own 
knowledge. 

In  March  1611  e,  the  duke  of  Savoy  fent  an 
Ambaflage  to  his  Majefty,  in  which  he  gave  corn- 
miflion  to  his  Ambafiador  to  make  drier  of  the; 
Prince  of  Piedmont  for  the  Lady  Elizabeth's 
grace,  with  infmuation  likewife,  how  glad  the  Duke 
of  Savoy  would  be,  it  the  Prince  ot  Wales  would 
difpofe  himfelf  to  like  of  the  eldeft  daughter. 

To  the  firft  his  Majefty  made  anfwer,  that  he 
would  not  refufe  to  treat  thereof  upon  the  Duke's 
own  motion,  it  it  were  propounded  fingle,  as  it 
had  been  formerly  moved  by  the  Ambailiidcr  of 
Spain.  But  if  it  came  accompanied  with  the  ren- 
dition of  reciprocal  marriage  for  the  Prince,  his 
Majefty  could  herein  give  no  anfwer,  as  not  being 
yet  refolved  about  the  bellowing  of  him. 

At  the  fame  time  the  Spanifli  Ambaflador  made 
the  firft  overture  for  the  Prince  of  Piedmont  (for 
the  motion  thereof  came  from  him,  as  fo  directed 
from  the  King  of  Spain,  as  he  affirmed  and  mewed 
in  writing)  he  faid,  that  in  cafe  his  Majefty  fhould 
be  pleafed  to  make  the  like  overture  to  the  King 
his  Mafter,  for  the  Prince  of  Wales  to  match  wiih 
the  Infanta  f ,  he  did  afllire  himfelf,  that  his  Ma- 
jefty mould  receive  a  kind  and  honourable  anfwer  -, 
intimating  indeed,  that  the  intent  ot  this  match 
with  Savoy  was  to  be  as  a  foregoer  of  the  match

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betwixt  the  Prince  and  the  Infanta :  by  which  all 
difficulties  in  matters  of  religion  might  be  facili- 
tated, that  the  other  might  find  the  left  ftops  and 
hindrances,  when  it  fbould  come  to  be  nego- 
tiated.^1^ 

Myfelf  at  the  fame  time  being  appointed  to  come 
to  be  his  Majefty's  Leiger  AmbaiTador  into  Spain, 
to  fuppiy  the  place,  which  had  been  two  years 
vacant,  with  charge  to  procure  fome  better  faril- 
faction  in  the  merchants  bufinefies,  than  they  had 
yet  received  •,  and  being  fo  near  my  departure,  I 
had  my  inductions  ready  drawn  and  perfected, 
and  had  alfo  taken  my  leave  of  his  Majefty,  think- 
ing within  very  few  days  to  have  begun  my  jour- 
ney. My  Lord  Treafurer,  upon  this  new  invita- 
tion of  the  Ambaffador,  fent  one  down  to  Royfton 
unto  his  Majefty,  to  make  him  acquainted  therewith. 
Whereupon  his  Majefty  was  pleated  to  give  me 
crJer,  how  to  behave  myfelf  in  the  bufinefs  ;  and 
cauied  particular  directions  to  be  added  and  ad- 
joined to  my  former  inftructions,  wherein  before 
there  was  no  kind  of  mention  or  any  fuch  motion  j 
an  evident  argument,  that  the  overtures  of  the 
Ambaffador,  and  the  affurance  he  gave  his  Majefty, 
that  the  propofition  mould  have  all  kind  of  ac- 
ceptance, were  the  only  motives,  which  led  his  Ma- 
iefty  to  propound  the  match  -,  this  being  the  true 
manner,  in  which  this  bufinefs  was  by  theAmbafladot 
revived,  and  by  which  his  Majefty  and  this  King 
have  proceeded. 

At  my  arrival  here  in  Spain  c,  having  procured 
audience  of  this  King,  after  I  had  prefented  to  him 
his  Majefty's  kind  and  affectionate  ialutadon,  with

all 
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all  princely  offers  of  his  love  and  friendship  -,  I  tQok, 
particular  notice  unto  hlai  ot  che  overture  made 
by  Don  Alonfo  his  Ambatlador,  and  in  his  Ma- 
jelly's  name  gave  him  thanks  ibr  yttlding  ib  clear 
and  apparent  teltimony  of  his  affection.  And  then 
I  declared  the  extraordinary  value  and  eilimation 
of  the  Infanta  in  every  refpect ;  and  that  to  {hew 
his  willingnefs  to  maintain  the  amity,  and  increafe 
the  alliance  between  them,  he  was  willing  to 
lay  hold  of  that,  which  his  Ambaffador  had  in- 
timated unto  him :  and  therefore  had  given  me 
inftruclions  to  proceed  to  propound  a  marriage 
unto  him  for  the  Prince  of  Wales,  his  Majefty's 
Ton  and  heir,  with  the  Infanta  his  eldeft  daugh- 
ter. 

The  King  hereunto  made  anfwer,  that  thefe 
teftimonies  of  his  Majefty's  love  were  very  accepta- 
ble unto  him  ;  and  told  me,  concerning  this  bufi- 
nefs,  the  Duke  of  Lerma  mould  have  order  to 
treat  with  me. 

Within  two  or  three  days  after,  the  Duke  of 
Lerma  came  home  unto  me  at  my  houfe ;  to  whom 
when  I  had  fignifted  how  grateful  it  was  to  his 
Majefty,  to  undcrftand  of  his  good  inclination  to- 
wards him  and  his  eftate ;  I  declared  as  mucb 
unto  him,  as  formerly  I  had  done  unto  the  King; 
and  told  him,  that  herein  the  King  had  referred 
me  to  negotiate  and  treat  with  himfelf. 

The  Duke  then  began  with  a  great  protefta- 
tion,   how  much  he  defired  as    great  a  fine 
and  nearnefs  of  amity  and  alliance,  as  mi</; 
between  the  Crowns  of  England  and  SpaL;  -t 
that  by  his  means  this  proportion  had  bet 
vers  times  handled  both   by  the  Conde  dt  Vijla 
Mediana,   and  fmce  by  Don  Pedro  ds   Zun'ga  -, 
M  m  4  aiib 
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alfo  by  Don  Alonfo,  now  refident  in  England  : 
and  that  he  well  knew  of  how  j.reat  confequence  it 
were  both  for  the  good  of  Spain  and  of  hngland,  to 
be  fo  nearly  and  fo  firmly  united.  One  thing 
there  was,  which  he  apprehended  as  the  greateit 
and  only  difficulty,  which  was  the  difparity  of 
religion;  for  the  accommodating  whereof  he  would 
make  no  precife  judgment,  being  a  thing  de- 
pending on  the  Pope,  and  in  which  neither  the 
King  nor  the  State  here  would  make  any  cer- 
tain determination. 

I  then  made  him  anfwer,  that  the  King,  my 
mafter,  would  herein  have  to  do  with  no  other 
but  the  King  and  his  minifters  :  and  that  I  fup- 
pofed,  if  the  Pope's  inclination  had  not  already 
been  tryed  herein,  and  that  there  might  be  proba- 
bility of  giving  way  unto  the  match,  I  mould  have 
thought  there  would  not  have  been  given  commiffion 
to  Don  Alonfo  de  Valefco  to  give  fuch  encourage- 
ment to  the  King,  my  mafter,  for  the  propounding 
of  it :  and  that,  if  I  were  not  much  miitaken,  I 
had  heard  Don  Alonfo  fay,  that  the  match  with 
Savoy  had  been  already  propounded  to  the  Pope  •, 
and  that  he  mould  feem  not  to  be  much  adverfe 
thereunto-,  which  match  I  conceived  had  been  a 
preparation  and  way- maker  to  the  other. 

To  which  the  Duke  replied,  that  the  King  de- 
pendeth  on  none  but  on  the  Pope ;  and  that  de- 
pending he  could  not,  nor  muft  not  deny ;  nei- 
ther could  he  proceed  herein  without  the  Pope's 
approbation.  And  as  for  the  matter  of  Savoy, 
though  the  Pope  mould  give  way  unto  it,  yet 
there  would  be  great  difference  in  thefe  cafes,  in 
regard  that  there  might  be  greater  hopes  of  the 
J-ady  Elizabeth's  converfion  being  matched  to  a 

catholic, 
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catholic,  and  being  come  to  live  in  a  catholic 
country  :  whereas,  contramvife,  there  might  be 
great  danger  of  the  Infanta's  perverfion,  fhe  being 
to  be  matched,  and  fb  to  be  governed  by  a  Piince, 
that  was  not  catholic  :  the  which  if  die  King 
fliouid  fuppofe,  He  could  not,  nor  \vould  not  do, 
though  it  were  for  the  laving  of  his  kingdom. 

I  feeing  the  Duke  ftanci  upon  io  itrict  terms, 
clefired  him  not  to  miftake  my  manner  of  propofiti- 
on,  which  was  with  theie  conditions  and  reilrictions, 
that  if  this  morion  mould  not  be  received  with  full 
as  much  forwardnefs  of  difpofr.ion  from  the  King 
of  Spain,  as  by  the  King  my  matter,  in  his  defires 
of  having  it  effected  ;  this  butmefs  would  quickly 
be  at  an  end.  For  that  I  have  no  commiiijon  to 
treat,  until  I  mould  be  allured,  both  that  the  pro- 
pofition  in  general  was  very  welcome  untp  them  ; 
and  that  they  would  undertake  the  clearing  of 
fuch  difficulties,  as  on  their  fide  might  arife.  So 
that  unlefs  this  by  them  might  be  undergone,  the 
iiTue  of  this  bufmefs,  I  conceived,  was  like  to  be 
no  other,  but  that  the  King  my  matter  had  ex- 
preffed  a  willinglefs  to  lay  hold  of  any  intimation, 
that  this  King  mould  make,  of  working  a  greater 
nearnefs  and  ilridlnefs  betwixt  them. 

The  Duke  then  feemed  to  be  a  little  altered  with 
this  my  direftnefs  j  and  began  to  qualify  his  manner 
of  fpeech,  telling  me,  he  well  knew  the  great  good 
and  happinefs,  that  mi^ht  arife,  not  only  to  thefc 
crowns,  but  to  the  Chriftian  world  in  general, 
if  this  match  might  take  effect :  and  that,  which 
he  now  had  faid,  was  not  by  way  of  anfwer,  but 
by  way  of  propofition  of  the  oniy  difficulties  he 
forefaw.  But  that  the  King  had  given  him  order, 
that  herein  fhortly  I  fhould  receive  anfwer  j  the 

care

care  whereof  he  would  undertake ;  willing  me  to" 
affure  myfelf,  that  it  fliould  be  fuch,  as  fhould  be 
agreeable  both  to  the  King  my  matter's  honour 
and  full  fatisfaction.  Upon  thefe  terms  we  then 
parted. 

1  then  fuffered  them  to  take  the  leifure  of  a 
month  or  fix  weeks,  without  ufing  any  new  in- 
ftance,  until  their  flay  was  fuch,  as  I  held  it  ex- 
pedient to  prefs  them  for  their  anfwer,  and  to 
make  means  for  a  new  accefs  unto  the  King,  on 
whom  1  was  commanded  to  wait  at  the  Efcurial. 
My  audience  with  him  was  very  fhort ;  being  again 
referred  by  him  to  the  Duke  of  Lerma,  whom  I 
then  found  very  fick  in  bed  of  a  fever,  and  fo 
offered  to  have  attended  him  ibme  day  one  hour 
of  his  better  difpofition.  But  he  intreated  me  to 
iit  down  by  him,  and  told  me  he  would  briefly 
fignify  unto  me  the  fub'ftance  of  the  King's  anfwer, 
which  fhould  be  more  at  large  delivered  unto  me 
by  Don  John  de  Idiaques,  who  was  there  preient. 

.He  then  willed  me  to  iignify  to  the  King  my 
mafter,  that  this  propofition,  which  I  had  made, 
was  very  welcome  and  grateful  un-to  this  King, 
taking  it  as  an  allured  testimony  of  his  afiecltion 
and  good  will  unto  him  :  and  as  he  had  found 
from  the  King  a  worthy  and  direct  proceeding  in 
the  propounding  of  it;  fo  would  he  ufe  muck 
iince/ity  and  direcftnefs  in  the  anfwer  ;  for  that  the 
truth  was,  that  before  his  overture  made  by  me  kv 
the  King's  name  for  the  Prince  of  Wales  with  the 
Infanta  the  Lady  Anne,  the  King  was  elfewhere 
engaged :  and  that  the  reafon,  why  my  anfwer 
had  been  fo  long  delayed,  was  to  fee,  how  other 
treaties,  which  were  already  on  foot,  proceeded  > 
to  the  end,  if  the  King  ftiould  have  found  himfeif 

free 
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free  of  fuch  engagements  and  promifes,  as  he  had 
formerly  made,  he  might  have  given  that  accept- 
ance, which  he  defired,  to  this  propofition  ;  the 
which  he  now  could  not  do,  on  the  behalf  of  the 
eldeft  daughter  the  Lady  Anne,  becaufe  thele  pro- 
mifes and  engageaients,  which  he  formerly  had 
made,  were  proceeded  in  great  likelihood  of  taking 
effect.  But  liich  was  his  particular  defire  of  giving 
fatisfaction  to  the  King,  that  having  other  daugh- 
ters born  of  the  fame  father  and  mother,  and  fo 
equal  dearnefs  and  efteem  unto  him,  that  for  either 
of  them  it  fhould  pleafe  the  King  to  make  a  mo- 
tion for  the  Prince  of  Wales  (if  that  the  King  did 
think  the  matter  of  religion  might  be  accommo- 
dated, and  without  danger  of  this  King's  daughter 
to  be  altered  and  perverted  from  her  religion;  the 
King  would  here  be  very  willing  unto  it,  and 
would  upon  his  Majefty's  anfwer  herein,  which  he 
wifhed  me  to  procure,  give  order  for  the  nego- 
tiating herein  to  the  King's  full  content. 

He  then  told  me  what  he  faid  fhould  be  more 
amply  delivered  unto  me  by  Don  John  Idiaques, 
to  whom  I  might  likewife  fay  any  thing  I  had  to 
fpeak  ;  for  that  his  difpofition  was  fuch,  that -with 
much  pain  he  had  forced  himfelf  thus  much  :  and 
fo  I  was  accompanied  to  my  chamber  by  Don 
John  de  Idiaques  and  Don  Roderigo  Calderon. 

From  Don  John  I  received  the  tame  anfwer  in 
effect,  that  I  had  done,  though  fomewhat  more 
enlarged  ;  with  whom  though  I  held  it  to  little 
purpofe  to  argue  or  expoftulate  ;  yet  when  they 
urged  the  King's  former  engagements  to  be  long 
before  my  overture,  I  replied,  that  I  much  won- 
dered at  it,  fince  the  motives,  that  had  invited 
the  King  my  mailer  to  this  overture,  had  pro- 
ceeded 
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ceeded  from  Don  Alonfo  their  AmbalTador,  now 
refident  in  England,  who  had  not  only  formerly 
allured  the  King  my  matter,  that  if  he  mould  be 
pleafed  to  make  this  motion,  it  mould  receive  a 
kind  acceptance,  and  an  honourable  anfwer  •,  but 
otherwife  of  late,  upon  the  inftant  of  my  departure, 
he  confirmed,  that  he  was  newly  inftructed  from 
this  King,  that  in  cafe  the  alliance  was  then  fpoken 
of,  not  only  not  to  refufe  it,  but  embrace  it,  as  a 
matter,  that  mould  be  moft  agreeable  to  his  King, 
if  matter  of  religion  might  be  accommodated. 

Don  Roderigo  fuddenly  and  peremptorily  denied 
his  having  any  fuch  directions  from  hence,  feeing 
it  would  not  be,  for  that  this  treaty  had  been  many 
months  in  fpeech  a.  But  Don  John  de  Idiaques 
feemed  to  qualify,  or  rather  wittily  to  excufe  it, 
by  taking  of  the  general  word  a'Kancet  feeing,  it 
might  be,  he  might  have  directions,  in  cafe  the 
alliance  of  the  Prince  with  Spain  mould  be  ipoken 
of,  he  mould  not  refufe  it ;  for  that  it  then  was, 
a/id  is  (till  defired,  though  not  particularly  with  the 
King's  eldeft  daughter,  concerning  whom  the  King 
hath  been  already  many  months  engaged  by  pro- 
mife. 

They  feemed  much  to  defire,  that  the  King  might 
reft  iatisfied  with  this  anfwer,  telling  me,  there 
was  little  advantage  in  the  marriage  of  daughters ; 
for  that  the  King  much  efteemed,  and  would  do 
as  much  for  the  younger  as  for  the  elder. 

I  told  them,  I  knew  not  how  the  King  my 
matter  might  herewith  reft  fatisfied  •,  yet  I  could  not 
but  conceive  many  differences  between  the  younger 
and  eldeft  daughter :

Firft, 
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Firft,  that  kingdoms  come  not  into  divifion ; 
and  then  that  a  Prince  of  nine  years  of  age b  mould 
be  married  to  a  Lady  elder  than  himfelf ;  and 
another  of  eighteen  c  fhould  be  moved  to  tarry 
for  an  Infanta  of  fix  years. 

And  this  is  the  effect  of  that,  which  palled  at  that 
time,  whereof  I  prelemly  gave  an  account  unto  his 
Majefty,  and  thereupon  received  directions  to 
make  unto  them  this  reply  : 

That  the  King  my  mailer  had  found  their  an- 
fwer  to  contain  in  it  fo  many  incongruities  and 
unexpected  paffages,  that  he  had  held  it  fit  to  call 
the  King's  Ambaffador  to  a  conference  with  the 
Lords  of  his  Council,  for  the  juftifying  of  what 
had  paffed  from  him :  and  had  likewife  command- 
ed me  to  underfland  from  the  King  the  rtrafon  of 
the  proceedings,  which  he  found  both  unfuitable 
to  the  expectation,  and  no  ways  to  anfwer  the  pro- 
mifes  of  his  Ambaffador-,  for  that  he  had  not  only 
in  former  times  allured  the  King  my  matter,  that, 
if  he  mould  be  plealed  to  propound  a  match  for 
the  Prince  of  Wales  with  the  Infanta,  the  King's 
eldeft  daughter,  he  mould  receive  a  kind  and  ho- 
nourable anfwer ;  but  aifo  very  few  days  before 
my  departure,  he  confirmed  his  former  fpeeches 
in  his  King's  name,  acknowledging,  that  by  a  late 
direction  from  thence,  he  was  newly  inftructed ; 
that  in  cafe  the  alliance  of  the  Prince  of  Wales 
were  fpoken  ol  in  lingland,  that  he  mould  not 
only  not  refufe,  but  embrace  it,  as  a  thing,  that 
fhould  be  moft  agreeable  to  his  Majefty,  if  mattter 
of  religion  might  be  accommodated. 

Now  the  King  my  mafter  feeing  thefe  encourage- 
ments, given  by  the  Ambalfador,  fo  contrary  to 
b  Lewis  XIII.  of  France.          d  Prince  Kenry. 

what 
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what  he  found  here  ;  for  having  but  two  months 
before  received  affurance,  that  if  he  propounded 
the  matter  for  the  Prince  with  the  Infanta  Major, 
it  fhould  find  acceptance,  that  he  fhould  now  re- 
ceive anfwer,  that  fhe  was  already  difpofed  of, 
his  Majefty  could  here  but  judge,  that  either  this 
King's  proceedings  were  not  with  that  clearnefs 
that  he  expected ;  or  that  the  AmbafTador,  whom 
the  King  my  mafter  had  caufe  in  all  things  to  be- 
lieve (having  the  public  faith  and  credence  of 
his  King)  had  herein  much  exceeded.  Wherein 
his  Majefty  defired  firft  to  receive  fa' is  faction,  for 
that  he  was  advertifed  from  myfelf,  that  fome  of 
the  King's  principal  minifters  here  abfolutely  denied 
to  me,  that  any  fuch  direction  or  commitrion  was 
given  to  the  laid  Ambafikior.  His  Majefty  there- 
fore thought  it  fit  to  have  this  point  cleared,  whe- 
ther he  had  any  warrant  from  his  King  to  fpeak 
what  he  had  faid  or  not.  For  that  whenfoever  it 
fhould  appear,  that  any  public  minifter  fhould  fo 
much  forget  hirnfelf,  as  to  deliver  that  in  the  pcr- 
ibn  of  his  mailer,  which  is  but  his  own  ;  or 
having  fpoken  the  truth,  mould  afterwards  be 
difavowed  by  thofe,  that  employed  him ;  one  of 
thefe  two  things  muft  follow,  chat  he  is  either 
become  unworthy  of  the  place  he  holdeth  by  his 
own  act ;  or  made  unworthy  by  his  mafter, 

Having  delivered  this  both  to  the  King  and 
Duke  of  Lerma,  from  the  Duke  (in  the  King's 
name)  I  received  this  anfwer,  that  it  was  true,  that 
his  Majefty  had  great  reafon  to  take  exceptions, 
and  to  be  difplea4ed  with  this  manner  of  proceed- 
ing, if  that  their  Ambaffador  had  in  this  fort  dealt 
with  his  Majefty  j  and  that  the  blame  and  fault 
hereof  muft  light-  upon  the  Ambalfador,  who  had

received  no  fuch  commiflTjon  nor  direction  from 
hence  :  celling  me,  that  it  was  juftice  firft  to  hear 
the  AmbaiTador,  before  they  would  proceed  againft 
him  i  but  in  cafe  he  mould  not  clear  himfelf,  but  that 
he  had  proceeded  in  this  manner,  which  I  had  fee 
down,  che  courfe,  which  his  King  would  take 
wich  his  Ambaffador,  mould  both  fully  give  his 
Majefty  fatisf  action,  and  iufficiently  witnefs,  that 
his  King  had  given  him  no  fuch  commiffion. 

He  then  delired  to  know  the  particulars,  which 
I  alledged  the  Ambaflador  had  faid  to  his  Majefty  j, 
which  I  repeated  unto  him  in  this  manner : 

Firft,  that  upon  the  motion  of  die  match  with 
Savoy,  he  told  his  Majefty,  that  in  cafe  he  would 
be  pleated  to  make  the  like  overture  to  the  King 
his  mafter  for  the  Prince  his  Highnefs  with  the 
Infanta,  his  King's  daughter,  he  did  affure  him- 
felf,  that  his  Majefty  mould  receive  a  kind  and 
honourable  anfwer. 

Secondly,  in  April  1611,  he  confirmed  his  for- 
mer fpeeches  in  the  King  his  matter's  name,  ac- 
knowledging to  be  newly  inftruclxxi  from  Spain, 
that  in  cafe  the  alliance  for  the  Prince's  Highnefs 
were  fpoken  of  in  England,  he  mould  not  refufc 
it,  but  embrace  it  as  a  thing,  which  mould  be 
moft  agreeable  to  his  King,  if  matter  of  religion 
might  be  accommodated. 

Thirdly,  and  laftly,  he  confirmed  in  a  confe- 
rence wich  their  lordfhips  of  his  Majefty's  privy- 
council,  that  he  was  warranted  and  authorifed  to 
hear  and  embrace  any  overture  for  the  Prince's 
Highnefs,  concerning  the  Infanta  Major-,  and  that 
upon  juft  and  reafonable  conditions,  fo  that  a 
means  might  be  made  for  the  accommodating  of 
matter  of  religion.  All  which  conjunctions,  with- 
out 
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out  allowing  fomcthing,  and  difannulling  the  reft, 
the  Duke  of  Lerma  in  his  King's  name  abfolutely 
difavowed,  denying,  that  any  iuch  commifiion  had 
been  given  unto  hittHtOfedMf'* 

The  Duke  then  feemed  much  to  labour  toexprefs 
his  King's  affections  and  good  intents  to  his  Ma- 
jelly  •,  aliedging  indeed,  that  it  was  true,  that  there 
had  been  formerly  feme  fpeech  of  the  conveaiency 
of  this  match  :  but  feeing  it  in  no  kind  proceeded 
in  the  King  had  taken  the  refoluuon,  which  was  now 
likely  to  take  etrect,  for  the  beftowing  of  his  elded 
daughter  upon  the  King  of  France :  but  that  ail 
other  means  of  entering  into  alliance  with  his  Ma- 
jeily,  by  beftowing  any  other  ol  his  daughters  upon 
the  Prince,  his  King  had  willingly  offered,  and  was 
ready  to  perform,  if  matters  of  religion  could  be 
accommodated  j  afkmg  me,  whether  I  had  no  an- 
fwer  concerning  this  offer,  which  his  King  had 
made  unto  him. 

I  told  him,  I  had  received  no  direction  at  all ; 
and  thus  for  this  time  we  concluded  and  parted, 
this  being  in  the  midft  of. September,  anno  1611. 

In  the  beginning  of  February  next  following,  I 
having  occalion,  tor  many  bufmefTes  of  the  mer- 
chants, to  repair  unto  the  Duke,  after  long  dif- 
courfe  therein,  he  expreffing  an  extraordinary  de- 
fire,  that  things  might  be  carried  with  fuch  love 
and  kindnefs  betwixt  their  Majefties,  that  a  great 
nearnefs  might  be  wrought  betwixt  them,  if  it  were 
poffible,  afked  me,  whether  I  had  got  no  directions 
concerning  his  King's  laft  proffer.  J  told  him,  no. 
Then  falling  into  many  difcourfes  of  having  Eng- 
land and  Spain  united^  he  telling  me,  there  were 
very  few  King's  daughters  now  left  in  Chriftendom  ; 
and  that  in  the  matches  of  great  Princes,  there 

were 
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were  commonly  greater  inconveniericies,  than, the 
.difproportion  of  fome  few  years  :  and  urging  me 
to  fpeak  what  I  conceived  thereof,  I  told  him,  that 
out  of  the  confidence  I  had  in  him,  and  for  the  ex- 
preffing  of  my  own  good  inclination  of  doing  all 
good  offices  betwixt  their  Majefties,  who,  I  con- 
ceived, were  both  well  inclined  to  unite  themfelves 
more  nearly,  I  would  tell  him  both  what  I  thought 
in  this  particular,  and  what  would  be  the  moft  pro- 
fitable means  of  working  fuch  an  effecl. 

I  then  faid,  that  the  King  my  mailer  having 
only  two  fons,  I  fuppofed  he  would  regard  no  one 
thing  fo  much  in  the  match  of  the  Prince  as  the 
hope  of  a  plentiful  and  fpeedy  iffue  :  and  the  Prince 
being  already  at  man's  eftate,  and  this  King's 
younger  daughter  not  paffing  fix  years  ol1  age,  he 
fhpuld  be  forced  to  flay  the  attendance  of  many 
years,  and  the  prime  of  his  youth  be  {pent*  be-fore 
there  would  be  any  hope  of  iffue  by  him.  Which 
consideration,  I  apprehended,  was  the  caufe,  which 
made  his  Majelly  take  fb  much  deliberation  in  giv- 
ing anfwer  unto  the  proffer.  But  that  if  he  Ihould 
give  me  leave,  merely  as  a  private  man,  as  having 
no  other  commiflion  but  the  v/arrant  dormant, 
which  all  Lieger  Ambaffadors  have,  to  propound 
and  difcourfe  of  all  things,  which  they  may  think 
may  tend  to  the  increafing  of  amity  and  good  cor- 
refpondency  betwixt  the  Princes,  where  they  are 
employed,  I  mould  be  glad  to  exprefs  my  good  in- 
tentions and  defires  in  this  thing,  by  declaring  unto 
him  all  the  moil  likely  and  profitable  ways,  which 
I  could  forefee,  for  the  producing  of  fuch  an  effecl: : 
and  fb,  amongft  other  things,  told  him,  1  fuppofed, 
that  a  daughter  of  Savoy  being  fo  fuitable  in  years, 
and  fo  near  in  blood  to  his  King,  might  by  being 
taken  into  his  care,  and  being  as  it  were  adopted  a 
N  n  daughter 
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daughter  of  his,  and  made  fit  for  him  in  regard  of 
her  fortunes,  as  (he  was  in  all  things  elfe,  to  be  a 
wife  unto  the  Prince,  fhe  might  very  well  prove  a 
fitting  fubject  to  fet  the  mutual  defires,  which  I 
conceived  were  in  both  their  Majetties,  ot  unit- 
ing themfelves,  on  work. 

The  Duke  thanked  me  very  much,  both  for  the 
free  proceeding  with  him,  and  for  the  good  incli- 
nation, that  I  exprefTed,  of  making  a  greater  near- 
nefs  betwixt  their  Majeflies  -,  telling  me,  he  would 
of.  what  1  had  faid  confider  ;  leeming  much  to 
approve  it,  and  ihortly  again  would  lend  for  me, 
that  we  might  confer  farther  thereof. 

I  earneHly  intreated  him,  becaufe  that  this  was  a 
meer  project  and  propofition  of  my  own,  without 
any  kind  of  authority  or  direction,  that  it  might 
pafs  with  much  ftillnefs  and  fecrecy  -,  and  that  it  it 
Ihould  appear,  upon  better  confideration,  not  con- 
venient to  be  farther  proceeded  in,  that  it  might 
die  betwixt  us  two  j  left  otherwife  my  good  inten- 
tions might  perhaps  turn  to  my  prejudice  :  the 
which  he  was  pleafed  not  only  to  promife,  but  very 
folemnly  to  fwear  unto  me. 

Within  fome  few  days  the  Duke  fent  to  call  me 
unto  him,  and  then  fignified  unto  me,  how  well 
my  good  intents  and  defires  of  doing  all  good 
offices  were  accepted  ;  and  particularly  my  laft  dif- 
courfe,  that  I  had  with  him  ;  and  that  he  would 
requite  my  kind  proceedings  with  a  real  freer.efs : 
for  that  though  the  bufmefs  of  Savoy,  whereof  I 
had  fpoken,  in  his  opinion  might  have  much  pro- 
bability of  taking  effecl:,  yet,  as  the  cafe  now  flood, 
he  thought  the  prefent  no  fit  time  to  deal  in  it ;  for 
in  regard  that  his  King  had  made  an  offer  of  his  owq 
daughter,  to  which  his  Majefty  had  yet  given  no 
anfwer,  he  held  it  convenient,  that  this  or  any 

pther 
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other  propofition  of  this  narure  might  be  refpited 
and  fufpended,  until  the  bufinefs  of  his  King's  own 
daughter  were  fully  cleared,  in  which  he  conceived 
hisMajefty  had  now  taken  much  leifure  ;  and  there- 
fore required  me  herein  to  require  his  Maj-  rty's 
refolution. 

Thereupon  I  wrote  unto  his  Majeftv,  that  in  a 
little  conference  betwixt  the  Duke  and  my  felt,  in 
which  many  difcourfes  palled  betwixt  us,  and  I 
uttering  my  private  thoughts  ot  fuch  things,  as  I 
held  probable  to  produce  a  greater  amity  and  near- 
nels  betwixt  their  Majefties,  the  Duke  declared 
unto  me,  that  the  King  his  mafter  was  in  expecta- 
tion to  receive  from  his  Majefly  a  direct  and  cer- 
tain anfwer,  concerning  the  overture  for  a  match  be- 
tween the  Prince  of  Wales,  and  this  King's  llcond 
daughter. 

I  write  unto  you  this  paffege,  though  it  were  a 
thing  merely  of  my  own,  without  any  kind  of 
inftruction  of  his  Majefty,  for  theie  two  reafons : 

Firft,  that  I  am  fo  defirous  herein  to  let  down 
the  truth,  that  I  would  not  conceal  ib  eflential  a 
circumftance,  though  I  were  certain  to  incur  great 
blame  for  it. 

Secondly,  for  that  this  occafion  drew  from  his 
Majefty  his  anfwer  to  the  King's  offer  of  his 
youngef  daughter  ;  whereby  the  bufinefs  being 
again  renewed,  hath  been  brought  to  that  final 
iffue,  where  I  conceive  it  is  likely  to  (land. 

His  Majefty,  upon  this  inftance  of  mine  for  his 
anfwer,  firft  directed  me  to  alledge  the  reafons, 
which  had  hitherto  detained  him  from  making  any 
reply  •,  and  then  to  anfwer  in  this  manner  :  That  in 
the  offer  made  by  this  King  of  his  younger  daugh- 
ter, both  as  it  was  delivered  unto  myfelt,  and  like- 

N  n  2  wife 
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wife  as  it  was  confirmed  by  this  King's  AmbafTa- 
dor  there,  his  Majefty  ftill  found  this  claufe  and 
condition  inferted,  that  this  King  would  be  moft 
willing  to  entertain  a  motion  for  a  match  betwixt 
the  Prince  of  Wales,  and  any  ot  his  younger  daugh- 
ters, if  matters  of  religion  might  be  accommo- 
dated :  and  therefore  to  the  end,  that  all  proceed- 
ings betwixt  them  might  be  with  much  ckarnefs, 
he  commanded  me  to  move  this  King,  that  he 
would  be  pleafed  to  declare  the  intent  of  this  claufe, 
and  what  was  meant  and  expected  in  the  matter  of 
religion  ;  and  why  that  difficulty  was  fo  often  re- 
prefcnted. 

Thus  much  I  delivered  unto  the  King  and  the 
Duke  of  Lerma,  from  whom,  after  the  deliberation 
of  two  months,  I  received  this  reply  ;  that  the 
King  his  mafter,  out  of  the  defire  he  had  to  make 
alliance  with  his  Majefty,  had  confulted  with  the 
Pope  and  other  grave  perfons,  requifite  for  fo 
weighty  a  bufinefs  -,  and  if,  for  the  accommodating 
of  matter  of  religion,  the  Prince  would  become  a 
Roman  catholic,  he  would  willingly  embrace  and 
efteem  him  as  his  dear  Ion. 

I  told  him,  that  in  fuch  treaties  and  negotiations 
betwixt  Princes,  there  was  a  great  difference '  be- 
twixt what  might  be  wimed,  and  what  was  refo- 
lutely  demanded :  and  that  I  conceived  the  King 
rather  exprefied  herein  what  he  would  be  glad 
might  be,  than  what  he  expe&ed  fhould  be  :  but 
that  my  directions  were  to  intreat  this  King,  that 
he  would  be  pleafed  to  declare,  not  what  he  could 
wim,  but  what  he  would  demand. 

The  Duke  then  anfwered,  that  without  the 
Prince's  being  a  Roman  catholic,  it  was  not  ppf- 
fible,  but  that  the  perverfion  of  the  King's  daughter 
muft  needs  be  hazarded  :  which  for  the  world 

he 
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he  would  neither  be  the  direct  nor  indirect  caufe 
of. 

Hereupon  I  fignified  to  the  Duke,  that  the  King 
my  matter  had  given  me  directions  and  instructions, 
how  to  behave  myfelf,  according  to  the  anfwer  I 
mould  receive  :  and  therefore  I  intreated  him  for 
one  day  or  two  to  give  me  leave  to  confer  this  an- 
fwer with  my  directions  -,  and  that  he  would  give 
me  accefs  unto  him,  and  procure  me  audience  with 
the  King,  for  the  farther  proceeding  in  the  bufmefs, 
as  the  King  my  mafter  had  commanded  me. 

Within  two  or  three  days  afcer,  I  was  appointed 
to  return  again  to  the  Duke,  to  whom  ac  firft  I 
made  this  repetition  of  the  anfwer,  which  the  lad 
day  I  had  received  from  him  :  The  which  likewife 
he  then  again  confirmed.  I  then  defired  him  to 
conlider  fome  few  grounds,  which  I  mould  lay  be- 
fore him  ;  the  which  being  pre-fuppofed,  1  con- 
ceived he  could  not  think,  that  the  reply,  which 
the  King  my  mafter  had  directed  me  to  make,  was 
not  grounded  upon  much  equity  and  honour. 

The  firft  thing  I  defired  this  King  fhould  confi- 
der,  was,  that  when  his  Majefty  dealt  with  him  and 
his  minifters,  he  prefumed  fo  much  of  the.  equity 
of  this  King's  judgment,  and  promifed  himfelf  fo 
much  of  his  affections  and  refpect  unco  him,  as  he 
Ihould  never  have  from  him  any  demand  unworthy 
of  him,  or  which  this  King  fhould  not  think  fit- 
ting to  be  propounded  unto  himfelf,  were  the 
King's  my  matter's  cafe  his  own. 

The  fecond  thing,  which  I  defired  this  King 
might  know,  and  believe,  was,  that  there  was  no 
Prince  whatfoever  more  confident  and  certain  in 
the  truth  of  his  religion,  than  the  King  my  mafter 
was  in  his ;  in  which  he  was  not  only  refolved  to 
live  and  die,  but  of  the  protection  and  defence 
N  n  3  thereof 
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thereof  had  by  feveral  means  declared  himfelf  as 
far,  and  would  ever  be  ready  to  adventure  as  much 
for  the  maintenance  thereof,  as  any  Prince  living 
fhould  do. 

Thirdly,  I  defired  it  might  be  remembered,  that 
though  it  be  true,  that  the  King  my  mafter  caufed 
the  proportion  for '  the  Prince  with  the  Infanta 
Major  to  be  made ;  yet  he  was  firft  moved  and  in- 
vited thereunto  by  the  affurance,  which  this  King's 
Ambaffador  gave  unto  him,  how  welcome  this  mo- 
tion would  be  unto  his  mafter  :  and  tor  that,  which 
now  hath  pafied  in  this  of  the  fecond  daughter, 
it  hath  been  likewife  ftirred  and  moved  from  hence 
by  the  offer  of  her  made  by  this  King.  And  to 
this  effect,  being  thus  accompanied  with  thefe  de- 
mands and  conditions,  I  was  out  of  thefe  grounds, 
by  direction  of  the  King  my  mailer,  to  make  this 
anfwer : 

That  whereas  it  is  demanded,  to  match  with  this 
King's  fecond  daughter,  that  the  Prince  mould  be- 
come a  Roman  catholic,  the  King  my  mafter  defires 
to  refer  it  to  this  King's  own  judgment, what  cenfure 
that  King  mould  deferve,  both  from  the  hands  of 
God  and  the  w,orld,  that  having  fo  many  ways 
expyeiTed  his  conftancy  and  love  to  the  faith  and  re- 
ligion he  profeflcth,  ihould  (hew  himfelf  fo  full  of 
impiety  and  difhonour,  to  perfuade  his  fon  to  make 
a  change  of  his  foul  for  a  wife,  or  any  earthly  for- 
tune whatfoever.  And  if  this  King  would  not  for  a 
world  (as  he  profelTed)  be  either  the  direct  or  in- 
direft  caufe  of  the  hazard  of  his  daughter's  perver- 
fion  ;  the  King  may  be  pleafed  to  confider,  that,  if 
he  be  therein  exact,  as  befitteth  a  King  in  point  of 
religion  and  honour,  the  King  my  mafter  is  like- 
wife fo  in  no  lefs  degree  ;  and  therefore  hath  com- 
manded me  plainly  to  declare,  that  though  he 

would 
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would  not  but  make  a  kind  of  princely  conftrudion 
of  the  offer,  which  this  King  made  ot  his  daughter, 
as  judging  her  mod  worthy  of  any  Prince  whatfo- 
ever  ;  yet  for  this  demand  of  the  Prince's  becom- 
ing a  Roman  catholic,  the  King  my  matter  hold- 
eth  it  unworthy  of  him  ;  and  would  abfolutely  ic- 
fufe  to  beftow  the  Prince  his  fon  upon  thofe  condi- 
tions, were  the  perfon  offered  the  fole  heir  of  the 
Monarchy  of  the  whole  world. 

Hereunto  the  Duke  made  little  anfwer,  not  ex- 
pecting, I  conceived,  fo  direct  and  conclufive  a 
proceeding  :  Only  he  faid,  that  his  King  did  fup- 
pofe,  that  God  might  have  been  plealed  to  have 
made  this  the  means  for  the  reducing  of  the  Prince 
and  England  to  the  catholic  religion.  And  fo  from 
the  Duke  I  went  unto  the  King,  with  whom  I  was 
appointed  at  that  time  to  have  audience  :  unto 
whom  I  made  full  and  ample  relation  of  the  whole 
courfe  of  the  bufmefs,  and  particularly  fignified 
unto  him  the  anfwer,  which  in  his  name  1  had  re- 
ceived  from  the  Duke  of  Lerma  j  and  likewife  his 
Majefty's  replies. 

He  told  me,  the  Duke  of  Lerma  had  in  all  things 
proceeded,  as  he  directed  him  •,  and  therefore  he 
would  only  confirm  thofe  anfvvers,  which  1  had  al- 
ready received  from  him. 

Thus  having  made  unto  you  a  true  and  exact 
relation  how  this  bufmefs  hath  hitherto  been  carried, 
I  will  refer  the  judgment  hereof  to  your  own  wif- 
dom :  only  thefe  paffages  I  would  have  recommend- 
ed unto  you  as  moft  remarkable  : 

Firft,  that  his  Majefty's  propofition  for  the 
King  of  Spain's  eldeft  daughter  was  out  of  the  < 
feveral  invitations  of  the  Spanifh  AmbafTador. 
Neither  can  the  difhonour  of  thefe  indirect  pro- 
ceedings be  removed,  but  that  another  will  necef- 
N  n  4  .  'farily 
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farily  fall  upon  them.  For  if  Princes  fhall  not  give 
credit  and  belief  to  the  Ambaffadors  and  public 
Minifters  one  of  another,  all  means  of  negotiating 
betwixt  them  will  be  taken  away.  Herein  they  pre- 
tended the  giving  of  his  Majefty  fatisfaction  •,  they 
have  revoked  their  Ambaflador,  and  likewife  fent 
Don  Pedro  de  Zuniga  in  the  interim,  until  the 
coming  of  Don  Diego  Sarmiento,  whom  they  have 
nominated  for  that  employment. 

Secondly,  in  the  bufinefs  concerning  the  fecond 
daughter,  it  never  was  in  any  kind  any  motion  of 
his  Majefty's  ;  but  merely  on  an  offer  of  the  King 
of  Spain's:  Which  God,  I  conceive,  appointed  as 
a  fitting  and  worthy  means  for  his  Majefty  to  make 
declaration,  both  to  them  here,  and  to  the  world,  of 
his  conftancy  and  refolution  in  the  profeffing  and 
protefting  of  his  religion. 

So  that  I  will  conclude,  that  if  any  thing  have 
pafTed  herein  lefs  honourable  or  lefs  fincere,  than  be- 
fitted the  greatnefs  Of  two  fuch  mighty  Princes, 
there  cannot  fo  much  as  any  reflection  of  it  light 
upon  his  Majefty,  whofe  proceedings  clean  through 
have  been  with  all  directnefs :  Whereas  they,  if 
they  may  not  juftly  incur  cenfure  of  fome  falfehood, 
yet  it  cannot  be  but  a  great  unluckinefs  therein 
unto  them  in  a  matter  of  fo  great  confequence,  to 
be  forced  to  remove  their  Ambaflbr.  Neither  have 
they  any  advantage  in  point  of  honour,  that  a 
daughter,  whofe  fex  giveth  ever  the  privilege  to  be 
fought,  being  offered,  hath  not  been  accepted.
